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TRUSTEES'   REPORT. 


To  Bis  Excellency  the  Governor y  and  the  Honorable  Council 

of  the  State  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Reform  School  at  Westborough 
herewith  present  their  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report. 

It  is  now  several  years  since  the  adoption  of  a  policy  by 
wbich  the  character  of  the  institution  has  been  gradually 
changing ;  by  which  it  is  losing  its  character  as  a  reform 
school  for  boys,  and  becoming  a  place  of  confinement  for 
criminals.  This  policy  is  very  distinctly  set  forth  in  the 
report  of  the  board  of  state  charities  for  the  year  1870,  p.  31. 
**  The  scheme  thus  sketched  does  not  imply  the  abolition  of 
the  reformatories  as  places  of  custody,  but  would  simply 
change  them  from  places  of  custody  and  confinement  (longer 
or  shorter)  for  all,  to  places  of  confinement  for  the  incorrigi- 
hle ;  for  they  must  be  forcibly  restrained  and  confined.*'  In 
accordance  with  this  policy,  the  younger  and  less  vicious  boys 
who  were  formerly  sent  to  Westborough,  are  now  sent  to 
Monson,  or  places  are  found  for  them  in  families,  while  the 
older,  the  more  vicious  and  the  more  hardened,  are  sent  to 
this  institution,  increasing  largely  the  class  of  "incorrigibles." 
In  accordance  with  this  same  policy,  one  of  the  "  school  ships'* 
was  sold,  three  years  ago,  and  the  boys,  or  a  portion  of  them, 
transferred  to  Westborough,  and  later,  the  remaining  school 
ship  was  sold,  and  those  boys  also  transferred. 
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As  we  are  in  no  way  responsible  for  the  course  the  Sti 
shall  pursue  towards  its  wards,  towards  those  to  whom 
stands  in  loco  parentis,  it  does^not  become  us  to  discuss  tl 
general  course,  much  less  to  criticise  it ;  but  in  so  far  as 
practical  workings  bear  favorably  or  unfavorably  upon  the  be 
sent  to  this  institution,  so  far  as  it  makes  their  reformat: 
more  easy  and  more  certain,  or  more  difficult  and  more  dou 
ful,  it  is  a  legitimate  subject  for  discussion  in  our  report. 

How,  then,  has  this  change  of  policy  affected  the  St 
Reform  School  ?  It  has  brought  young  men,  from  sixteen 
eighteen  years  of  age,  many  of  them  familiar  with  crime  a 
perfectly  reckless,  into  an  institution  designed  for  boys  fn 
seven  to  fourteen  years  of  age,  an  i  into  buildings  inheren 
weak  in  their  construction,  ill-adapted  in  their  appointmei: 
and  insufficient  in  their  capacity.  It  brought  them  into 
institution  with  which  a  farm  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-th 
(263)  acres  is  connected,  but  the  farming  operations  cam 
be  brought  within  its  walls ;  and  unfortunately  the  charac 
of  the  inmates  is  such  that  they  cannot,  with  safety,  be  tal 
out  upon  the  farm.  They  were  brought  to  an  institut 
where  the  public  demanded  that  the  discipline  should 
parental,  even  though  the  conduct  was  not  filial,  and  wh* 
even  solitary  confinement  must  of  necessity  be  coupled  w 
more  or  less  associates. 

It  is  said  that  an  institution  ^  once  built,  must  be  6lle6 
that  the  tendency  is  ^  to  detain  the  inmates  of  reformatoi 
longer  than  their  own  good  requires  ** ;  but  we  put  on  rec< 
at  the  first,  and  have  repeated  it  from  time  to  time,  our  jp 
test  against  having  this  institution  filled  with  such  charact^ 
and  we  have  no  desire  to  prolong  their  connection  with 
We  have  protested,  respectfully  but  firmly,  against  this  dep 
ture  from  the  original  design  of  this  institution,  and  from 
purpose  of  the  **  eminent  citizen  "  who  ^  offered  a  munific 
sum  to  aid"  the  enterprise.     We  have  claimed,  and  fi 
have  abundantly  justified  the  claim,  that  the  buildings  w 
not  strong  enough  for  the  persons  now  sent  to  them,  but 
have  most  of  all  deplored  the  introduction  of  this  new  elem 
on  account  of  the  insurmountable  obstacles  it  presents  to 
improvement  and  reformation  of  the  better  class,  and  beca 
its  power  to  pull  down  is  greater  than  that  of  the  officers 
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build  up.  Indeed,  the  very  point  we  are  seeking  to  make, 
and  the  difficulties  under  which  the  institution  is  laboring, 
cannot  be  better  stated  than  they  are  Vipon  the  same  page  of 
the  report  already  referred  to.  Speaking  of  the  "  incorrigi- 
bles "  it  says :  ^  Under  the  present  system,  however,  they 
cannot  be  restrained  and  confined  without  such  severity  of 
discipline  and  restraint  as  is  not  only  useless,  but  positively 
harmful  to  the  docile  and  the  corrigible." 

It  may  seem  that  the  above  does  not  apply  to  the  present 
condition,  but  we  have  now  both  the  corrigible  and  the  incor- 
rigible. To  assume  that  the  present  number  belongs  to  the 
latter  class  would  imply  a  great  increase  of  that  class  since  the 
operation  of  the  present  system,  and  would  be  a  false  assump- 
tion. The  dijBTerence  is  this ; — ^the  corrigible  are  somewhat 
less  corrigible,  and  the  incorrigible  much  more  incorrigible. 
We  have  the  two  extremes,  and  they  are  farther  apart  than 
formerly. 

The  quotation  does  aptly  describe  the  present  condition, 
"the  severity  and  restraint*'  necessary  for  the  one  class  are 
** useless  and  harmful"  to  the  other.  It  would  be  much  easier 
to  guard  against  this  harmful  influence,  to  counteract  to  some 
extent  the  downward  tendency,  if  the  numbers  in  the  insti- 
stution  had  been  reduced,  as  was  anticipated,  for  then  the 
contact  could  have  been  less  close,  and  the  principle  of  sep- 
aration partially  appUed.  We  say  "  as  was  anticipated,"  for 
the  report  already  referred  to,  looking  forward  to  the  im- 
proved condition  of  things,  says  :  "  The  great  reformatory  for 
boys  at  Westborough  might  be  reduced  to  a  receiving  station, 
and  contain  only  from  two  to  fourscore  of  boys,  instead  of 
from  two  to  four  hundred."  But  we  have  to-day  from  two  to 
four  hundred,  and  nearer  four  hundred  than  two  hundred, 
and  therefore  the  association  must  be  intimate,  and  the  harm- 
ful influence  unchecked.  There  would  also  be  more  ground 
for  hope  and  more  call  for  •  patience,  if  the  number  was  con- 
stantly diminishing,  for  then  it  might  seem  that  time  only 
was  wanting ;  but  the  fact  is,  the  number  at  the  present  time 
is  greater,  by  fifty-seven,  than  it  was  a  year  ago.  Twenty- 
four  more  have  been  admitted,  and  fifty-one  less  discharged 
the  past  year  than  the  previous  year,  and  the  average  for  the 
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year  has  been  greater  by  fourteen  than  for  the  three  previous 
years.  Nor  do  we  see  how  it  can  be  less,  for  if  there  are 
now  one  hundred  and  fifty  incorrigibles  from  fifteen  to  eighteen 
years  of  age,  there  must  have  been  at  least  as  large  a  number 
three  years  ago,  from  twelve  to  fifteen  years  old,  tending 
toward  this  incorrigible  class. 

Situated  as  we  are,  we  cannot  apply  the  principle  of  seques- 
tration recommended,  nor  can  we  avail  ourselves  of  its  ben- 
efits. Instead  of  surrounding  the  "unsound  by  the  sound,** 
we  are  obliged  to  surround  the  comparatively  sound  by  the 
unsound;  instead  of  "the  vicious  by  the  virtuous,"  we  must 
keep  the  comparatively  virtuous  under  the  influence  of  the 
vicious,  and  the  effect  is  deplorable.  Fearing  this  at  first,  we 
objected  to  the  reception  of  this  worse  class  of  boys.  Know- 
ing it  now,  we  urge  their  removal.  But  if  this  cannot  be,  if 
it  is  the  settled  policy  of  the  State  to  keep  in  this  institution 
the  classes  of  boys  now  here,  then  we  must  urge  such  a  re- 
arrangement of  the  buildings,  and  such  additions  to  them  as 
will  enable  us  to  keep  the  more  vicious  separate  from  the  less 
vicious,  and  to  adapt  the  discipline,  the  instruction  and  the 
labor  to  the  condition  and  character. 

It  is  sometimes  said  that  we  "  ought  to  give  the  boys  trades ; 
that  we  teach  them  nothing  but  to  seat  chairs,  and  that  when 
they  go  out  knowing  only  this,  it  is  a  stigma  upon  them."  If 
by  the  remark  this  is  meant,  that  the  older  boys  ought  to  have 
trades,  we  admit  it ;  but  if  it  is  meant  that  we  ought  to  give 
them  trades,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  we  have  not  the  means, 
and  have  no  power  to  obtain  them.  We  asked  of  the  last 
legislature  an  appropriation  of  $45,000,  that  we  might  en- 
large the  buildings  ;  that  we  might  provide  workshops  where 
the  boys  could  learn  such  trades,  or  acquire  such  a  knowledge 
and  use  of  tools  as  would  be  of  service  to  them  when  dis- 
charged ;  that  we  might  provide  another  dining-room,  another 
yard,  and  other  school-rooms ;. in  a  word,  that  we  might  be 
able  to  keep  the  two  classes  entirely  separate,  save  in  the 
chapel  for  devotions, — and  we  received  $7,500.  It  was  not 
expected  by  those  who  reported  in  favor  of  the  last-named 
sum,  that  it  would  enable  us  to  do  what  we  sought,  but  that 
we  could,  with  it,  make  some  of  the  weak  places  stronger,  if 
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not  strong ;  that  we  could  make  some  minor  changes  for  our 
advantage,  and  some  much  needed  repairs.  In  these  several 
respects  the  appropriation  was  most  timely  and  serviceable ; 
but  the  great  want, — the  means  of  separating  the  different 
classes,  and  of  doing  for  each  what  each  most  needs, — is  yet 
all  unprovided  for.  Therefore,  we  urge  that  early  the  coming 
year,  plans  be  adopted  by  which  the  needed  improvements 
can  be  secured,  and  that  means  be  provided  for  their  execu- 
tion. It  is  not  thought  that  this  would  be  a  good  investment 
pecuniarily.  The  returns  to  the  State  in  dollars  and  cents 
would  by  no  means  be  commensurate  with  the  expenditure. 
But,  if  not  sooner  allowed  to  go  out  upon  probation,  the  boys 
will  go  by  limitation  of  their  sentence,  at  their  majority,  and 
if  they  have  no  trade,  no  knowledge  of  tools,  and  no  facility 
in  the  use  of  them,  they  will  have  but  small  means  of  acquir- 
ing a  livelihood.  Farmers  are  afraid  of  such,  and  will  not 
employ  them.  They  are  too  old  and  too  indocile  to  learn 
trades,  and  there  is  no  path  to  an  honest  living  open  to  them 
but  that  of  the  day  laborer.  But  the  men  who  stand  at  the 
comers  of  our  streets  with  shovel,  or  pick,  or  saw-horse  in 
hand,  '*  waiting  for  a  job  "  are  not  young  men  from  twenty-one 
to  twenty-five  years  of  age,  but  old  men ;  and  when  these 
young  men  go  out  into  the  world,  unless  their  standard  of 
morab  is  higher  than  those  who  say  *'  we  must  live,"  or  much 
higher  than  those  who  say  *'  the  world  owes  me  a  living,"  the 
danger  is,  the  almost  certainty  is,  that  they  will  try  to  "live," 
or  to  secure  their  dues  by  dishonest  means,  and  so  find  their 
way  to  the  house  of  correction,  or  to  the  state  prison.  But 
if  it  can  help  them  to  a  better  start  in  life,  can  give  promise 
of  a  more  successful  struggle  with  poverty  and  discourage- 
ment, and  especially,  if  it  can,  to  some  extent,  free  the  other 
class  from  bad  influences,  and  bar  the  by-ways  to  evil  whither 
their  feet  tend,  and  increase  the  chances  that  they  will  be 
saved  to  themselves  and  to  society,  then  will  the  State  secure 
results  worthy  the  investment,  and  incomparably  more  valua- 
ble than  stock  or  cash  dividends. 

We  have  visited  this  institution,  not  once  or  twice  a  year, 
but  once  or  twice  a  month,  for  from  one  to  ten  years.  We 
have  given  time  and  thought  and  effort  to  promote  its  inter- 
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estfl.  We  believe,  and  therefore  have  we  spoken,  and  we 
may  possibly  be  pardoned  if  we  have  spoken  with  some  posi- 
tiveness. 

The  schools,  the  last  year,  have  been  much  as  usual.  The 
circumstances  are  not  the  most  favorable  for  improvement ; 
still,  if  we  may  judge  from  the  condition  of  the  boys  when 
seutenced,  and  their  advancement  while  here,  their  privileges 
must  be  greater  or  better  improved  here  than  at  their  homes. 
The  boys  have  four  hours  a  day,  five  days  a  week,  for  study — 
one  hour  before  breakfast,  and  three  after  six  hours  of  labor. 
The  progress  would  doubtless  be  greater,  could  the  study 
precede  the  labor,  for  the  condition  of  both  body  and  mind 
would  be  more  favorable  for  study,  and  for  those  who  work 
in  the  shops  this  arrangement  might  be  made,  but  so  many 
are  occupied  in  the  laundry,  in  the  halls  and  in  the  family 
with  work  which  must  be  done  in  the  forenoon,  that  it  has  not 
been  found  practicable  to  change.  In  comparison  with  other 
schools,  there  is  a  loss  in  the  element  of  spontaneity.  There 
is  danger  that  the  boys  will  go  to  their  books  as  they  go  to 
their  tasks,  and  not  with  a  zest  and  relish  for  learning.  But 
if  there  is  loss  in  this  respect,  there  is  gain  in  regularity  of 
attendance,  in  the  power  to  require  attention  and  to  compel  a 
boy  to  learn,  so  far  as  it  may  be  possible  to  compel  anyone  to 
learn.  Some  of  the  teachers  have  been  long  at  their  posts, 
are  tried  and  faithful,  and  the  advantages  of  permanency  are 
as  manifest  here  as  elsewhere.  The  school-rooms  have  been 
furnished  with  globes  and  maps,  and  the  schools  in  the  insti- 
tution number  about  fifty-five,  on  the  average,  and  those  in 
the  family-houses  about  twenty-five. 

In  the  present  state  of  things,  the  government  is  made 
more  strict.  Both  the  discipline  and  the  punishments  have 
changed  somewhat  in  their  nature,  as  they  must  in  the  hands 
of  a  judicious  parent,  as  the  child  passes  from  the  period  of 
childhood  into  youth.  Upon  the  5th  of  May,  almost  a  hun- 
dred of  the  boys  escaped,  but  most  of  them  were  gathered 
in  immediately  by  the  officers  and  citizens  of  neighboring 
towns,  and  now  all  but  seven  have  been  returned. 

In  any  place  where  men  or  boys  are  confined,  constant 
watchfulness  is  requisite,  and  especially  is  this  true  where 
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there  is  weakness  in  the  buildings,  and  where  the  inmates 
must  be  more  or  less  trusted. 

The  farm  has  been  well  cared  for,  and  is  constantly  improv- 
ing. The  hay-crop  is  above  the  average  in  quality,  and  fully 
equal  to  it  in  quantity,  though  in  the  early  pai't  of  the  season 
the  prospect  was  not  flattering.  The  asparagus  bed  has  been 
a  source  of  profit,  and  promises  to  be  still  more  so  in  the 
future.  The  grape-vines  have  only  partially  recovered  from 
the  drought  and  freezing  of  two  years  ago.  Then  more  than 
seven  tons  of  grapes  were  destroyed,  and  the  vines  so  injured 
that  a  year  ago  they  produced  almost  nothing ;  but  this  year 
the  crop  is  fully  one-half  what  it  was  two  years  since. 

Quite  extensive  repairs  have  been  made  upon  the  buildings, 
and  they  are  therefore  in  better  condition  than  they  have  been 
for  several  years. 

The  expenses  have  been  greater  than  usual,  and  this  is  to  be 
accounted  for  in  the  repairs  already  alluded  to,  in  an  addition 
to  the  number  of  officers,  in  an  increase  of  the  pay  of  some 
of  them,  in  the  greater  number  of  boys,  and  in  the  value  of 
coal  on  hand  in  excess  of  the  amount  a  year  ago.  The 
appraisal  shows  this  to  be  about  $3,000.  But  while  the 
expenses  have  been  increased,  the  receipts  from  the  sales  of 
the  products  of  the  farm,  and  from  the  labor  of  the  boys  in 
the  shops  are  in  excess  of  those  for  the  year  ending  September 
30,  1872,  by  more  than  $3,000. 

No  changes  have  occurred  in  the  control  of  the  family-houses, 
and  in  some  of  them  none  for  several  years.  They  are  well 
and  faithfully  and  efficiently  kept,  and  the  boys  for  the  most 
part  are  contented.  Occasionally  a  boy  escapes,  as,  of  course, 
having  the  liberty  of  the  farm,  the  oppoilunity  cannot  be 
wanting.  We  have  not  been  able  recently  to  find  a  sufficient 
number  of  trustworthy  boys  to  keep  those  houses  full. 

In  our  reports  for  the  two  previous  years  we  have  spoken 
gratefully  of  the  health  of  the  boys,  of  their  exemption  from 
accident,  from  sickness  and  from  death ;  and  we  have  no  less 
occasion  to  do  so  in  this  Report.  No  death  has  occurred  in 
the  year,  there  has  been  no  prevailing  sickness,  nor  indeed, 
excepting  in  rare  instances,  any  sickness  at  all.  This  shows 
that  the  food  is  wholesome,  that  the  quantity  is  sufficient, 
that  study  and  work  and  play  are  properly  apportioned,  and 
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that  constant  care  for  their  health  is  exercised  by  those  in 
charge.  But  we  respectfully  refer  to  the  accompanying  report 
of  the  Physician  for  further  information  upon  this  subject,  as 
we  do  for  the  details  upon  all  subjects  to  the  reports  of  the 
various  officers  whose  statements  accompany  this  Report. 

There  have  been  more  than  the  usual  changes  in  Trustees 
and  officers  during  the  year.  In  April,  Mr.  George  C.  Davis 
of  Northborough,  whose  term  of  service  as  Trustee  had  been 
without  interruption  since  1860,  was  removed  by  death.  With 
a  single  exception,  his  connection  with  the  board  had  been 
the  longest  since  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  living  in  the 
immediate  neighborhood,  his  visits  were  probably  more  fre- 
quent, than  those  of  any  other  member.  He  had  also  for  many 
years  been  the  Treasurer  of  the  institution,  and  had  managed 
its  funds  and  directed  its  financial  affia,irs  in  a  manner  satis- 
factory to  those  interested.  In  his  death  the  school  loses  a 
valuable  counsellor,  and  the  board  a  worthy  member. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Evans,  who  for  five  years  had  filled  respec- 
tively the  offices  of  Superintendent  and  Matron,  resigned  their 
positions  in  May,  and  in  a  few  weeks  left  the  institution. 
Their  administration  was  characterized  by  great  faithfulness 
to  duty,  great  efforts  for  the  best  good  of  the  boys,  constant 
care  for  their  health,  and  by  rigid  economy.  The  farm,  under 
Mr.  Evans'  management,  was  improved  both  in  appearance 
and  productiveness,  though  the  garden,  on  account  of  drought 
and  frost,  for  the  last  two  years  was  less  productive.  They 
left  the  institution,  after  j'cars  of  faithful  service,  with  the  best 
wishes  of  the  Trustees,  and  the  good- will  of  the  inmates. 
Their  places  are  supplied  by  Colonel  and  Mrs.  A.  G.  Shepherd, 
and  the  trial  of  a  few  months  indicates  that  they  are  well  sup- 
plied. Colonel  Shepherd  comes  to  his  position  with  an  experi- 
ence acquired  partly  as  an  officer  in  the  army,  and  partly  as 
a  civil  officer  in  a  city  in  the  Commonwealth  which  renders 
him  specially  fitted  for  the  place ;  and  the  ease  with  which 
Mrs.  Shepherd  takes  upon  herself  the  duties  of  Matron  shows 
that,  if  wanting  in  experience,  she  still  has  great  power  oi 
adapting  herself  to  new  circumstances.  So  far  as  the  Super- 
intendent and  Matron  are  concerned,  and  the  officers  generally, 
the  outlook  is  encouraging. 
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It  remains  for  us  to  give  assurance  to  those  in  whose  hands 
the  institution  is,  and  to  the  citizens  generally,  of  the  faithful- 
ness of  its  officers  and  their  devotion  to  its  interests,  and  to 
bespeak  of  the  next  legislature  a  careful  consideration  of  its 
wants,  and  the  adoption  of  measures  for  their  supply.

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The  number  of  boys  in  the  school  at  the  close  of  the  year 
exceeds  that  of  last  year  by  fifty-seven,  and  they  are  much 
larger  and  older. 

It  is  a  matter  requiring  serious  consideration,  whether  it  is 
well  to  continue  the  present  policy  of  congregating  so  many 
larger  and  older  Boys,  some  of  whom  are  men  grown,  with 
the  smaller  and  less  vicious ;  but  I  will  not  discuss  this  sub- 
ject, for  you  already  understand  my  views,  and  so  far  as  I 
know,  they  fully  accord  with  yours. 

The  principal  employment  for  boys  who  leave  the  school, 
is  farming ;  and  while  some  do  very  well,  there  are  others 
who  become  discontented  and  run  away  from  their  places,  and 
who,  if  not  apprehended,  soon  get  into  additional  trouble, 
which  results  in  their  being  returned  to  the  school,  or  sent  to 
-some  penal  institution. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  consideration,  that  a  boy  who  is 
desirous  of  being  a  mechanic,  and  has  set  his  mind  upon  it, 
will  never  be  contented  upon  a  farm ;  and  any  compulsion 
in  that  direction  will  not  usually  prove  beneficial,  either  to  the 
master  or  the  boy.  When  a  boy's  conduct  is  such  that  it 
becomes  necessary  to  detain  him  here  until  he  arrives  at  the 
age  of  nineteen  years  or  more,  he.  should  be  taught  some  use- 
ful trade,  that  would  enable  him  to  obtain  an  honest  living. 
But  to  introduce  trades,  and  effect  a  complete  separation  in 
all  departments,  would  be  equivalent  to  erecting  a  new  insti- 
tution, and  employing  almost  double  the  number  of  officers. 
The  introduction  of  shoemaking  is  often  suggested ;  but  shoe- 
making  is  no  longer  a  trade, — ^the  universal  use  of  machinery 
having  subdivided  it  into  so  many  parts,  that  it  is  only  the 
work  of  a  few  days,  or  at  least  a  few  weeks,  to  obtain  suffi- 
cient knowledge  of  the  business  to  enable  one  to  obtain  em- 
ployment in  any  factory  as  a  workman ;  and  further  than  that, ' 
the  products  of  institution  labor  in  this  direction  are  becoming 
a  drug  in  the  market. 

The  schools  are  seven  in  number,  four  of  which  are  in  the 
institution  proper,  and  one  at  each  of  the  trust  or  family- 
houses.  Scholarship  is  good,  considering  the  interruption 
that  has  existed  during  a  part  of  the  year.  The  teachers  are 
competent,  and  exhibit  commendable  patience  and  earnestness 
in  their  work.     Many  ^f  the  boys  who  enter  the  school  are 
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below  the  ordinary  standard  in  intellectual  attainment,  and 
perhaps  capacity ;  for  instance,  some  of  them,  at  the  age  of 
seventeen  years  and  upwards,  do  not  know  the  multiplication 
table ;  neither  can  they  read  or  write  plainly.  A  great  deal 
of  care  is  required  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  to  educate  such 
boys,  as  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  mortification  thrusting 
itself  upon  a  boy  of  this  kind  when  seated  by  the  side  of  one 
who,  though  more  youthful,  is  farther  advanced. 

The  season  now  drawing  to  a  close  has  been  one  of  improve- 
ments and  repairs.  Carpenters,  masons,  plumbers  and  paint- 
ers have  been  engaged  for  the  past  four  months  in  making 
necessary  repairs,  and  adjusting  additional  fastenings  in  the 
institution  proper.  The  repairs  on  the  barns  and  piggery 
have  been  extensive.  One  of  the  most  important  improve- 
ments made,  as  aflFecting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  institu- 
tion, is  the  construction  of  a  new  water-closet  in  the  boys' 
yai-d.     Other  improvements  are  now  in  progress. 

The  apple-crop  has  been  a  failure,  while  .the  pear-crop  has 
been  abundant.  The  vineyard  will  yield  about  four  tons  of 
grapes.  For  a  detailed  account  of  the  farm  ahd  garden,  I 
refer  you  to  the  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  family-houses 
and  the  Farmer. 

I  recognize  the  cheerful  cooperation  of  Col.  Gardiner  Tufts, 
visiting  agent  of  the  board  of  state  charities,  and  his  corps  of 
able  assistants,  not  only  in  obtaining  employment  for  the 
boys,  but  in  returning  those  who  escape.  The  careful  and 
minute  investigations  made  of  the  several  homes,  and  the 
standing  of  the  persons  applying  for  the  services  of  the  boys, 
indicate  a  system  of  management  requiring  peculiar  tact, 
energy  and  perseverance,  and  a  system  most  commendably 
enforced. 

To  those  Christian  people  who  come,  every  Sabbath,  from 
the  village  of  Westborough,  to  assist  in  the  management  of 
our  Sunday  school,  in  heat  and  cold,  sunshine  and  storm, 
especial  acknowledgments  are  due.  And  I  would  cordially 
invite  all  Christian  persons  who  are  ready  to  extend  the  right 
hand  of  fellowship  to  those  who  fall,  to  visit  us,  and  offer 
words  of  counsel  and  impart  useful  knowledge  to  the  subjects 
of  our  charge.  To  the  proprietors  and  editors  of  the  fol- 
lowing named  papers  and  periodicals,  we  are  indebted  for 
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gratuitous  copies,  viz. :  "Salem  Gazette,"  "Lynn  l^emi- 
Weekly  Reporter,"  "Young  Catholic,"  "Our  Dumb  Animals," 
"Essex  County  Mercury,"  "Watchman  and  Reflector." 

In  entering  upon  the  responsible  duties  of  Superintendent, 
in  obedience  to  your  request  of  May  14th,  I  felt  the  necessity 
of  having  the  wise  counsel  and  hearty  support  of  officers 
whose  ability  and  experience  rendered  their  cooperation  so 
valuable  ;  and  in  this  respect  I  have  been  highly  favored.  To 
the  Hon.  Benjamin  Evans,  my  immediate  predecessor,  in 
particular,  I  return  my  most  grateful  acknowledgments.

To  die  Trvstees  of  the  State  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — ^The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  school  has 
been  unusually  good  during  the  entire  year.  The  number  of 
patients  requiring  hospital  treatment  for  twenty-four  consec- 
utive hours  and  over,  is  only  one-third  of  the  average  of  for- 
mer years.  Not  a  death  has  occurred ;  nor  has  there  been 
any  severe  sickness.  The  general  appearance  of  the  boys 
plainly  indicates  that  they  are  allowed  an  abundance  of  whole- 
some diet,  and  that  in  other  respects  theii*  physical  wants  are 
properly  regarded. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  recent  construction  of  new  water-closets  in 
the  boys'  yard.  The  experience  of  the  last  few  years  has 
proved  most  conclusively  that  the  "earth-closet  system," 
which  was  introduced  here  in  1870,  is  not  adapted  to  the 
want^  of  this  institution.  The  substitution  therefor  of  a 
system  of  closets  having  self-cleansing  vaults,  has  completely 
remoyed  the  evils  heretofore  complained  of.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Stale  Reform  School. 

Gentlemen  : — I  present  you  the  following  report  of  this 
family.  We  have  had  forty-one  boys  in  our  family  the  past 
year ;  of  this  number  ten  were  sent  home,  four  indentured  to 
farmers,  one  eloped,  and  four  returned  to  the  main  building. 
We  have  been  employed  as  follows:  gardening,  1,422  days, 
of  six  hours  each  :  upon  flowers,  1,142 ;  at  domestic  work, 
1,489;  chair  seating  1,852;  miscellaneous,  990;  and  for  the 
farmer,  106. 

The  crops  we  think  are  fair.  The  vineyard  has  made  a 
luxuriant  growth,  and  probably  another  autumn  the  yield  will 
be  very  large. 

In  presenting  this  my  eleventh  and  last  annual  report,  I 
cannot  refrain  from  saying  that  our  position  has  been  made 
much  easier  by  the  entire  confidence  placed  in  us  by  the  dif- 
ferent boards  of  trustees,  and  successively  by  each  superin- 
tendent. We  thank  you  for  this  confidence,  and  you  may  rest 
assured  that  in  years  to  come  the  remembrance  of  our  inter- 
course will  often  bring  up  pleasant  reminiscences.

While  we  have  not  accomplished  for  our  charge  all  we 
could  desire,  the  result  has,  on  the  whole,  been  more  than 
usually  satisfactory. 

Our  whole  number  has  been  less  than  in  any  previous  year, 
and  changes  have  been  correspondingly  less  frequent.  As  a 
result,  the  boys  have  become  more  efficient  in  work,  and  we 
hope,  more  thoroughly  established  in  good  habits. 

The  arrangement  the  past  season,  by  which  we  have  been 
able  to  have  our  family  in  direct  charge,  instead  of  trusting 
it  largely  to  an  assistant,  as  heretofore,  has  been  fraught  with 
the  happiest  results.  More  prompt  obedience  and  greater 
contentment  have  been  secured  thereby. 

After  nearly  seven  years'  service  in  both  the  Congregate 
and  Pamily  departments,  we  expect  soon  to  leave  the  work  to 


j^ 
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others.  While  we  have  striven  to  sow  the  seeds  of  improve- 
ment, and  have  watched  with  anxious  care  the  development 
of  the  germ,  the  great  futm-e  must  determine  whether  the 
seed  has  fallen  by  the  wayside  or  into  good  ground.  Though 
some  may  go  forth  to  plunge  in  vice  and  crime  deeper  than 
before,  we  have  faith  to  believe  that  many  of  those  who  have 
left  the  school  will  in  mature  life  look  back  to  bless  the  fos- 
tering care  of  this  institution.

Gentlemen  : — ^For  various  reasons  the  boys  in  this  family 
have  been  frequently  changed  during  the  past  year. 

One  has  been  indentured,  two  have  eloped,  six  have  been 
permitted  to  go  home  and  twenty-one  have  been  returned  to 
the  main  building.  Average  number  for  the  year,  twenty- 
two.    Our  number  at  present  is  twenty-nine. 

The  boys  have  performed  6,819  days'  labor  of  six  hours 
each,  divided  as  follows:  gardening,  1,605  ;  domestic  work, 
1,148 ;  chair  work,  3,069 ;  miscellaneous,  731 ;  on  roads, 
178;  and  for  the  farmer,  88. 

They  have  been  generally  contented,  and  considering  the 
frequent  changes,  have  made  as  much  improvement  as  could 
be  expected.

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  Houee  of  RepresenkUives, 

In  submitting  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Abstract  of  Polls, 
Property,  Taxes,  Ac,  as  assessed  May  1st,  1873,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  4,  chapter  167  of  the  Acts 
of  1861,  I  have  to  remark  that,  notwithstanding  the  great 
fire  of  November,  1872,  which  swept  away  over  eighty  mill- 
ions of  property,  the  valuation  of  the  Commonwealth  still 
shows  an  increase  of  $66,829,921.  This  gain  has  been  en- 
tirely in  the  real  estate,  the  personal  property  having  de- 
creased in  the  sum  of  $27,895,871,  making  a  gross  gain  in 
real  estate  of  more  than  ninety-four  millions  of  dollars.  The 
marked  inequality  in  the  rate  of  taxation  which  exists  between 
the  older  towns  in  the  back  counties,  where  the  pursuits  and 
occupations  of  the  people  are  mostly  confined  to  agriculture, 
and  the  flourishing  towns  of  the  seaboard  and  large  manu- 
facturing places,  is  most  striking,  and  would  seem  to  call  for 
the  intervention  of  legislation.  The  rate  of  the  state  tax  has 
been  established  substantially  upon  the  bases  of  these  returns 
for  the  year  1871,  since  which  time  there  have  been  great 
changes, — the  inland  towns  having  greatly  decreased  in  polls, 
property  and  population,  while  on  the  seaboard  and  in  the 
manufacturing  towns  values  have  appreciated  and  population 
rapidly  increased. 

The  true  method  would  seem  to  be  to  equalize  these  bur- 
dens by  changing  the  rate  of  taxation  as  often  as  such  a  state 
of  things  demands.  By  an  inspection  of  these  tables,  com- 
piled from  the  returns  of  the  assessors  of  the  various  towns 
in  the  Conmionwealth,  the  rate  per  cent,  of  tax,  it  will  be 
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seen,  was  highest  in  the  town  of  Pelham,  in  Hampshire 
County,  being  $34  on  the  $1,000 ;  while  in  Nahant,  in  Essex 
County,  it  was  the  lowest,  being  only  $4.20  on  the  $1,000. 
The  rate  was  3  per  cent,  in  Gay  Head,  3.^^^  per  cent,  in 
Monroe,  and  3^^  per  cent,  in  Townsend. 

In  Kingston  it  was  only  ^^  of  one  per  cent.,  in  Matta- 
poisett,  ^^,  in  West  Roxbury,  ^^,  in  Stow,  ^8,^,  in  Wes- 
ton, 3^^,  and  in  Canton,  ^^^  of  one  per  cent.  The  number  of 
dwellings  has  increased  during  the  past  year  from  233,787 
to  243,290.  The  area  of  the  State  seems  to  be  as  elastic  and 
flexible  as  ever,  the  number  of  acres  of  land  taxed  being  re- 
turned as  4,451,137.  In  1872  it  was  4,453,968,  and  in  1871, 
4,447,087. 

This  is  chiefly  owing,  no  doubt,  to  a  different  construction 
of  the  provisions  of  law  by  difierent  assessors  touching  this 
subject.  Notwithstanding  the  ravages  of  the  '*  horse  disease  " 
of  1872,  the  number  of  horses  has  increased  since  the  last  re- 
port by  the  number  of  6,571.  Considering  the  unusual  draw- 
backs on  the  prosperity  of  the  Commonwealth  for  the  past 
year,  the  present  exhibit  of  the  assessors'  returns  gives  no 
token  for  discouragement.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and  to  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Trustees  of  the  State  Industrial  School  for  Giris  pre- 
sent the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report. 

The  material  interests  of  a  large  public  institution  are 
important,  and  require  the  constant  attention  of  the  Trustees. 

The  houses  must  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  the  furniture 
will  need  frequent  renewal  in  some  of  its  parts. 

Numerous  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  past  year,  but 
none  requiring  a  large  expenditure  of  money,  and  the  build- 
ings are  in  good  condition,  so  that  but  little  need  be  done  the 
coming  year.  The  fences  surrounding  the  school  have  been 
put  into  good  order,  and  the  grounds  surrounding  the  houses 
present  a  neat  and  attractive  appearance. 

The  old  barn  which  was  on  the  farm  when  it  was  purchased 
by  the  State  was  fitted  up  and  repaired,  but  it  was  destitute 
of  any  of  the  modem  conveniences  for  saving  manure,  and 
could  not  be  made  suitable  for  keeping  a  stock  of  cattle.  In 
the  year  1867  a  petition  was  presented  to  the  legislature, 
asking  for  an  appropriation  to  be  used  for  building  a  new 
one.  The  committee  on  public  charitable  institutions,  in- 
stead of  recommending  an  appropriation,  advised  that  the 
stock  should  be  sold,  the  old  bam  taken  down,  and  that  the 
land,  excepting  that  near  the  houses,  should  be  disposed  of. 
The  stock  was  sold  and  the  barn  taken  down,  and  the  horse- 
barn,  which  stood  near  one  of  the  houses,  was  moved  to  a 
more  suitable  locality. 
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Fortunately  the  land  was  not  sold,  and  there  are  very 
obvious  reasons  why  the  State  should  retain  all  the  land  so 
long  as  they  use  the  buildings  for  their  present  purpose. 
The  depreciation  of  the  farm,  aAd  loss  in  various  ways  by 
having  land  without  stock,  was  so  apparent  that  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  year  1872  granted  a  petition  of  the  Trustees,  and 
made  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  was 
used  for  the  erection  of  a  bam,  which  was  being  built  when 
our  last  report  was  made.  It  was  finished  so  that  the  stock 
was  kept  in  it  part  of  last  winter.  It  is*  a  good  substantial 
structure,  built  on  the  most  approved  plan,  and  with  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  keeping  stock  and  making  and 
saving  manure.  The  grounds  around  it  have  not  yet  been 
graded  as  they  should  be.  The  earth  that  is  to  be  removed 
can  be  profitably  mixed  with  manure,  until  all  that  should  be 
taken  away  is  used,  and  then  easy  and  convenient  passage- 
ways will  be  obtained. 

A  large  old  barn  stands  on  the  "  Stewart "  farm,  which  is 
not  fit  to  keep  stock  in,  but  affords  ample  store-room,  so  that 
with  the  horse-barn,  which  is  in  thoroughly  good  repair,  and 
the  new  one,  there  is  now  proper  protection  for  all  the  cattle, 
tools  and  machinery  that  need  be  kept  upon  a  large  farm. 

The  herd  of  cows  on  the  farm  has  been  gradually  increas- 
ing in  numbers  for  three  years,  and  is  now  a  valuable  one. 

The  products  of  the  farm  increase,  and  it  improves  from 
year  to  year,  and  more  attention  than  formerly  has  been 
given^to  garden  vegetables,  with  good  success. 

In  a  town  no  larger  than  Lancaster,  the  means  of  extin- 
guishing fires  which  can  be  made  available,  in  a  locality  as 
isolated  as  the  school  is,  will  be  limited.  Fortunately,  in 
selecting  the  place  for  the  school,  the  commissioners  were 
aware  of  the  importance  of  a  good  supply  of  pure  water.  It 
is  brought  from  springs  and  a  reservoir  about  one  mile  from 
the  institution,  which  are  elevated  so  as  to  secure  a  fall  of  about 
eighty  feet.  There  is  a  full  supply  for  all  the  families  and 
the  barns.  With  a  small  expenditure  at  the  fountain-head, 
the  quantity  could  be  increased  sufliciently  to  meet  extraor- 
dinary emergencies. 

The  pipes  put  in  to  convey  the  water  to  the  school  were 
too  small.     They  were  of  iron,  and  have  been  diminished  in 
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capacity  by  the  accumulation  of  rust  during  eighteen  years' 
service.  Water  enough  will  run  through  them  for  daily  use, 
but  not  in  such  quantity  or  with  such  force  as  to  be  of  any 
great  value  for  extinguishing  fires,  if  such  calamity  should 
befall  the  institution.  The  State  has  five  large  and  two 
smaller  dwelling-houses ,  a  chapel,  bams  and  outbuildings,  all 
containing  valuable  property.  If  the  supply-pipe  were  en- 
larged, hydrants  could  be  placed  at  each  of  the  buildings, 
from  which  large  and  powerful  streams  of  water  could  be 
thrown,  with  the  chance  of  preventing  serious  disasters.  We 
think  this  additional  safeguard  to  the  property  of  the  Com- 
monwealth should  be  furnished. 

We  believe  the  material  interests  of  the  institution  have 
been  faithfully  cared  for  by  the  Trustees  and  officers  with 
whom  the  duty  rests. 

More  Important  Interests. 

We  pass  now  to  the  consideration  of  other  and  more  im- 
portant interests — ^the  care,  condition  and  education  of  the 
young  persons  for  whose  welfare  the  school  was  founded,  and 
who  have  become  the  wards  of  the  State,  either  because  their 
natural  guardians  came  to  be  unnatural,  and  left  them  to 
war  without  support  against  the  temptations  that  assail  young 
life,  and  they  were  unequal  to  the  conflict;  or  because  they 
inherited  perversity  of  will  and  became  ungovernable. 

The  school  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  upon  the 
same  general  principles  as  in  former  years. 

There  have  been  from  the  first,  experiments,  discussions, 
and  constant  inquiries  for  better  ways,  but  as  yet  no  radical 
change  has  been  made. 

We  trust,  hpwiBver,  that  we  shall  be  prepared  to  inquire 
into  and  adopt  new  methods,  if  past  or  future  legislation  or 
changing  or  changed  circumstances  shall  require  them. 

The  general  good  health  of  the  families  is  remarkable* 
After  making  all  due  allowance  for  the  healthfulness  of  the 
locality,  and  considering  the  diseased  condition  in  which  many 
of  the  girls  come  to  us,  we  can  realize  the  wise  and  prudent 
administration  of  the  laws  of  health  by  the  mothers  or 
matrons,  which  secures  to  them  an  average  sanitary  condition 
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equal  to  that  enjoyed  by  persons  of  the  same  age  in  any  part 
of  the  State. 

Bringing  them  into  good  physical  condition — saving  the 
bodies — is  one  all-important  step  towards  curing  mental  and 
moral  disease. 

With  equal  satisfaction  as  upon  the  physical,  we  can  report 
upon  the  mental  and  moral  condition  of  past  and  present 
inmates.  Generally,  they  manifest  a  right  spirit  after  a  short 
time  spent  in  the  school,  and  a  determination  to  lead  virtuous 
lives.  Notwithstanding  the  terrible  experiences  crowded  into 
their  childhood  before  being  placed  under  such  saving  influ- 
ences, a  large  proportion  of  them  have  acquired  strength  of 
character,  a  good  education,  and  have  gone  out  to  be  useful 
and  worthy  members  of  society. 

We  have  watched  the  progress  of  the  school,  and  studied 
its  methods  carefully,  and  are  deeply  impressed  by  the  wisdom 
of  its  founders,  and  in  its  history  find  little  to  condemn, 
and  few  mistakes  to  regret. 

The  Superintendent's  report  will  show  a  diminution  of 
numbers,  and  increase  in  the  average  age  of  the  inmates.  A 
number  of  them  are  only  retained  waiting  for  suitable  places 
or  homes  to  be  found  for  them,  so  that  the  number  going  out 
will  greatly  exceed  the  commitments  for  some  little  time  to 
come. 

The  records  sent  by  judges  and  commissioners,  beside  in- 
creased age,  indicate  also  that  those  sentenced  have  wan- 
dered farther  from  home,  and  have  been  more  prodigal  in 
the  waste  of  life,  than  those  formerly  sent;  and  there  are 
intimations  that  hereafter  only  those  regarded  incorrigible 
are  to  be  sent  to  Lancaster. 

It  is  supposed  these  older  girls  will  have  more  mental  cul- 
ture, and,  many  of  them,  enough  of  what  is  usually  called 
education,  and  will  bring  a  large  increase  of  physical  power 
to  the  school ;  but  our  experience  shows  us  they  may  be  so 
very  ignorant  and  diseased,  that  they  will  not  do  so  in  fact. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  ratnin  them  a  longer  time  to  restore 
them  to  such  moral  health  that  they  may  be  returned  into 
the  community,  without  too  great  exposure  of  themselves,  or 
the  equally  serious  danger,  that  of  corrupting  others. 
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What  should  be  done  to  meet  these  changing  circumstances 
it  is  not  easy  to  determine. 

Your  Trustees,  deeply  feeling  the  importance  of  the  matter, 
with  the  opportunity  of  seeing  all  sides  of  the  question,  have 
given  to  it  most  earnest  consideration,  without  reaching  defi- 
nite action. 

We  doubt  not,  however,  the  wisdom  and  the  earnest 
endeavors  of  all  interested  will  lead  to  the  adoption  of  the 
best  plans  when  the  necessity  for  change  shall  come. 

We  have  referred  to  the  fact  that  some  of  the  girls  are  now 
only  retained  in  the  school  waiting  for  suitable  places.  Ap- 
plications are  numerous,  and  an  indefinite  number  could  be 
sent  out,  were  we  justified  in  giving  "  a  character,"  feeling 
only  the  responsibility  that  rests  upon  the  agent  of  a  common 
intelligence  office.  Experience  teaches  us  that  great  caution 
is  an  imperative  duty.  These  girls,  for  reasons  which  you 
may  understand,  may  be  an  added  temptation  in  the  family 
in  which  they  are  placed — such  a  temptation  as  we  have 
known  the  respected  heads  of  some  families  to  fall  before, 
bringing  sad  disaster  on  theifiselves  and  their  homes,  as  well 
as  the  poor  girl,  who  is  the  least  guilty  victim. 

Outside  the  applicant's  home  there  are  sometimes  dangers 
that  may  not  be  known  by  persons  recommending  places, 
into  which  it  would  be  a  fatal  mistake  to  place  one  not  fully 
armed  against  temptation ;  and  so  it  happens  that  notwith- 
standing the  combined  caution  and  wisdom  of  visiting  agents 
who  seek  for  homes,  and  of  guardians  and  trustees  who 
indenture  their  wards,  mistakes  are  made. 

The  difficulty  of  fitting  these  young,  perhaps  not  very 
guilty,  girls  into  homes  and  society  is  greater  than  inexperi- 
enced persons  imagine,  and  the  Trustees  are  obliged  to  act 
contrary  to  the  strongest  recommendations. 

The  home  or  family  is  called  a  divine  institution,  and  the 
only  one  in  which  young  persons  should  be  placed.  Were 
only  a  larger  number  of  homes  divinely  pure,  there  would  be 
no  children  demanding  the  especial  care  of  the  State. 

We  have  said  there  were  intimations  that  only  girls  re- 
garded incorrigible  were  to  be  sent  to  the  school  in  future. 
We  do  not  receive  them  as  such ;  we  would  not  use  the  word 
w  applicable  to  any  boys  or  girls  under  seventeen  years  of 
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age,  unless  they  belonged  to  an  exceptional  class  of  defec- 
tives. 

Whatever  may  be  the  record  of  those  sent  to  Lancaster, 
they  are  to  be  received  there  as  hopeful  subjects.  Whoever 
work  there,  be  they  trustees,  superintendent,  matrons  or 
farmer,  "if  they  have  not,  first,  that  clear-eyed  Christian 
humility  which  leads  one  ever  to  see  his  own  failings,  and 
acknowledge  what  has  been  done  for  him,  and  which  induces 
him  to  make  every  allowance  for  the  peculiar  failings  and 
temptations  of  others,  and  then  that  self-sacrificing  love  be- 
gotten of  love  bestowed,  which  is  willing,  in  faithful  hope,  to 
endure  much,  to  be  God's  instrument  in  saving  the  souls  and 
bodies  of  those  brought  under  their  influence,"  mistake  their 
mission,  and  more  faithful  and  hopeful  workers  should  take 
their  places. 

Almost  without  exception,  the  persons  employed  at  Lan- 
caster have  been  faithful.  The  apparently  hopeless  cases 
who  come  to  them,  self-abandoned,  saying  they  have  no 
opportunity,  no  hope  left,  are  received  with  open  arms  into 
loving  hearts  ;  through  kindness  and  wise  training  self-respect 
is  revived,  the  recuperating  power  of  young  life  comes  into 
action,  the  tempter  is  overcome,  angels  minister  to  them, 
they  return  to  the  Father,  and  are  saved. 

We  must  express  our  sorrow  that,  while  we  make  the 
claims  we  have  in  behalf  of  the  school,  from  its  foundation, 
there  has  grown,  in  the  public  mind,  distrust  of  its  useful- 
ness, and  a  misunderstanding  of  its  character.  Possibly  it 
may  reap  the.  blessing  of  being  "  evil  spoken  of,"  but  its  espe- 
cial guardians  protest  against  its  being  so  slandered,  that  the 
inmates,  after  leaving  it,  even  if  they  have  been  great  sin- 
ners, shall  be  subject  thi'ough  their  future  lives  to  the  stigma 
of  having  graduated  from  a  school  supported  by  the  State  of 
Massachusetts,  where  neither  improvement  or  reformation 
was  to  have  been  expected.  Again,  we  protest  against  any 
statements  that  create  in  the  minds  of  judges,  commissioners 
or  the  public,  false  impressions  about  the  management,  design 
and  true  character  of  the  school. 

We  question  the  wisdom  of  changing  the  original  design  of 
the  school,  by  sending  to  it  chiefly  older  and  mofe  corrupt 
girls. 
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If  the  matrons  faa^e  for  their  training  and  reformation  such 
girls  as  are  found  in  onr  conmiunities,  without  guardians  and 
homes,  with  the  degree  of  criminality  which,  unchecked,  will 
end  in  ruin,  thej  can  keep  their  families  up  to  so  high  a 
standard  of  virtue  that  the  newly  admitted  persons  can  be 
received  with  reasonable  hope  of  their  being  overcome  by  the 
good;  but  if  only  those  deemed  incorrigible  are  sent,  vice 
will  have  the  ascendancy — ^^good  will  be  overcome  of  evil.** 
It  would  be  an  attempt  to  reform  by  placing  the  fallen  sinner 
in  company  no  better  than  her  own.  The  classification  would 
be  unnatural,  rendering  reform  more  difficult. 

We  know  there  are  numbers  of  young  moral  defectives, 
in  all  our  large  towns,  and  in  the  country  too,  who  should 
be  cared  for  before  they  pass  into  the  decidedly  danger- 
ous class,  a  class  more  to  be  feared  because  of  its  corrnpt- 
mg  influence,  than  those  usually  counted  defective  on  account 
of  some  physical  disability.  The  school  is  needed  for  these 
young  moral  defectives. 

'  Within  the  last  year  the  Advisory  Board  has  been  discon- 
tinued, and  three  ladies  have  been  joined  to  the  Trustees^ 
making  a  board  often,  with  equal  duties  and  responsibilities. 
We  are  sure  we  shall  be  one — one  in  earnest  endeavor  that 
the  important  trust  you  have  conunitted  to  us  shall  be  faith- 
fully discharged. 

The  accompanying  reports,  from  the  officers  of  the  institu- 
tion, give  information  relating  to  its  several  departments,  and 
furnish  the  required  statistics. 

All  are  respectfully  submitted  by  the  Trustees.

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SUTEEINTENDENT  AND  CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Ihistees  of  the  State  Indtcstrial  School  at  Lancaster. 

The  statistics  appended  to  this  Report  will  furnish  infonna- 
tioQ  relative  to  the  number,  age  and  situation  of  the  girls 
nnder  your  guardianship  during  the  year. 

The  inquiry  naturally  arises,  What  has  been  the  condition 
and  what  the  progress  of  those  under  our  care? 

Physically^  the  families  have  been  highly  favored .  with 
general  health,  an  entire  absence  of  the  epidemic  diseases 
which  have  so  extensively  prevailed  in  many  parts  of  the 
State,  and  with  but  few  cases  of  acute  disease. 

The  number  of  girls  suffering  from  chronic  diseases,  under 
the  physician's  care  and  requiring  much  attention  from,  the 
matrons,  has  been  larger  than  usual.  Only  one  .death  has  oc- 
curred. Nellie  O'Conners,  from  Springfield,  had  been  subject 
to  scrofulous  disease  since  she  first  came  to  us,  yet  apparently 
had  improved,  until,  in  the  spring,  she  seemed  more  enfeebled 
and  unexpectedly  died  upon  April  7. 

The  conditions  of  general  health  are  well  secured  by  the 
purity  of  our  atmosphere,  the  healthful  diet,  the  abundant  rec- 
readon  and  sleep  and  freedom  from  unhealthy  exciten^ents. 

Industrially^  our  girls  have  made  progress  in  those  arts 
which  are  above  all  price  in  value  to  the  comfort,  order  and 
happiness  of  all  homes,  and  as  especially  needful  for  their 
own  personal  support  and  usefulness  in  the  families  they  may 
9oon  enter,  as  well  as  an  essential  preparation  for  the  homes 
that  may  yet  become  their  own. 

We  have  knitted,  beside  the  stockings  for  our  own  wear, 
one  hundred  and  seventeen  dozen  pairs  for  sale,  and  fifty-two 
dozen  pairs  for  the  boys  at  Westborough. 

There  have  also  been  made  upon  the  sewing-machine  nine 
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hundred  and  ton  night-robes  and  three  hundred  and  fifty-one 
ladies'  skirts. 

But  the  chief  labor,  as  heretofore,  has  been  the  carefuU 
systematic  practice  of  the  different  departments  of  household 
work,  alternating  from  the  sewing-room  to  the  laundry, 
kitchen  and  chamber-work,  as  age  and  strength  have  indicated 
their  fitness.  The  forenoons  have  been  thus  employed,  with, 
a  portion  of  the  evening. 

The  question  of  increasing  the  labor  for  sale-work,  and  if 
sq,  of  what  character,  to  be  best  adapted  to  their  future  good, 
while  carrying  forward  the  necessary  work  of  the  houses  and 
giving  opportunity  for  obtaining  the  education  needful,  has 
engaged  your  attention,  as  indeed  it  has  that  of  all  your  pred- 
ecessors. 

The  number,  age  and  character  of  the  girls  sent  to  us  will 
doubtless  suggest  themselves  as  elements  in  the  proUem  thus 
presented  for  consideration. 

MerUalli/y  the  girls  have  made  decided  progress,  with  vAry 
few  exceptions.  Several  have  been  sent  to  us  of  a  very  low 
grade  of  intellect  and  with  scarcely  any  previous  instructiou 
in  school.  Hence  their  progress  has  been  slow ;  but  the  ma- 
jority have  made  average  improvement,  perhaps,  with  girls 
of  their  age  and  advantages. 

Not  alone  have  they  been  profited  by  the  knowledge  de- 
rived  from  their  text-books,  but  also  by  the  general  instruction 
imparted  by  intelligent  teachers,  by  the  habit  of  application 
of  mind  and  the  discipline  of  the  school-room ;  these  are  an 
essential  part  of  our  training,  to  elevate  them  above  the  as- 
sociations of  their  former  life  and  largely  contributing  to 
make  them  worthy  members  of  society. 

But  after  all  we  may  have  accomplished,  physically,  indus- 
trially and  mentally,  if  we  have  not  wrought  deeper  and  im- 
planted in  their  inuer  nature  truth  and  influences  which  con- 
tribute to  affect  and  govern  them  in  relation  to  the  property, 
good  name  and  rights  of  others,  the  proper  use  of  their  own 
physical  and  mental  powers  and  the  recognition  and  service 
of  their  Creator,  then  have  we  sadly  failed  in  the  chief  dutj*- 
enjoined  upon  us. 

For  most  heartily  do  I  accord  with  the  sentiments  of  a  fel- 
low-worker in  another  State,  who  says,  "In  the  detiiiled  man- 
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ngement  of  a  reformatory  institution  tbe  tendency  to  divert 
the  attention  from  the  one  important  end  for  which  the  insti- 
tution was  established  to  matters  of  only  relative  importance, 
as  means,  leads  me  to  remark,  that  while  attaching  due  im- 
portance and  giving  due  attention  to  economy,  order,  cleanli- 
ness and  the  like,  I  should  feel  that  the  most  important  part 
of  our  work  was  not  done,  could  I  not  discover  satisfactory 
evidence  that  real  changes  were  being  effected  in  the  thoughts 
and  purposes  of  those  committed  to  our  x^are,.  which  would 
lead  theui  eventually  to  a  life  of  uprightness  and  usefulness." 

What  was  the  end  sought  by  the  founders  of  this  institu- 
tion? 

Not  houses  of  order  and  neatness,  not  schools  with  all 
needful  books  and  rooms,  with  all  appliances  for  labor,  not 
simply  detention  and  labor  here  for  a  season,  but  the  refoi^ma- 
iion  of  girls  in  the  Commonwealth  needing  reformation,  ac- 
cording to  the  capacity  of  the  institution  to  receive  them. 
Not  an  outward  reform  while  here,  observant  of  rule,  of 'Work 
and  study,  only  the  more  quickly  to  leave  and  return  to 
former  courses  of  life ;  but  a  reform  in  purpose,  in  plan,  in 
desire,  in  choice  and  in  conduct,  having  a  spirit  in  sympathy 
with  whatever  things  are  honest,  pure  and  of  good  report. 

Whatever  methods,  therefore,  may  be  adopted  within,  or 
whatever  pressure  may  be  exerted  from  without,  the  funda- 
mental principle  in  the  organization  of  the  institution  is  to  be 
continually  observed,  and  is  clearly  declared  in  the  Revised 
Statutes,  chap.  75,  sect.  20  :  "  They  shall  cause  the  girls  un- 
der their  charge  to  be  instructed  in  piety  and  morality,  and 
in  such  branches  of  useful  knowledge  as  are  adapted  to  their 
age  and  capacity. 

"In  binding  out  girls  they  shall  have  scrupulous  regard  to 
the  religious  and  moral  character  of  those  to  whom  it  is  pro- 
posed to  bind  them,  that  they  may  secure  to  the  girls  the 
benefits  of  good  example  and  wholesome  instruction,  and  the 
best  means  of  improvement  in  virtue  and  knowledge  and  the 
op|X)rtunity  of  becoming  intelligent,  moral,  useful  and  happy 
women." 

This  is  the  ideal  we  have  had  set  before  us,  and  we  have 
l>een  cheered  in  our  efforts  by  the  growing  interest  manifested, 
by  the  marked  advance  in  knowledge,   increased  facility  in 
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work,  apparent  spirit  of  penitence  and  change  of  conduct  on 
the  part  of  some  of  the  eldest  as  well  as  the  younger,  of  some 
who  had  been  most  vicious  and  hardened,  as  well  as  the  more 
quiet  and  obedient. 

We  have  been  happily  disappointed  in  the  impressions  pro- 
duced upon  the  minds  of  some  whom  we  feared  we  could  not 
control,  much  less  reform,  and  have  learned  to  despair  of 
none  ;  and  we  are  encouraged  by  the  purpose  of  many  to  con- 
tinue in  ways  of  well-doing. 

With  the  hope  of  securing  these  ends  still  more  fully  in  the 
future,  I  remain.

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PHYSICIAN'S  KEPOKT. 


To  the  Trustees  of  Industrial  School  for  Girls. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  of  the  school  for  the  past  year 
has  been  generally  good.  But  while  we  have  had  less  of 
acute  disease,  the  number  of  chronic  cases  has  greatly  in- 
creased. Several  cases  of  hereditary  scrofula  have  been 
under  treatment  for  most  of  the  time,  adding  largely  to  the 
responsibility  and  care  of  matrons,  and  almost  wholly  unfit- 
ting such  girls  from  the  performance  of  the  ordinary  duties 
of  the  family.  Under  such  circumstances,  and  with  the 
slight  hope  for  a  permanent  recovery,  it  becomes  a  question 
if,  with  the  present  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  such  cases, 
the  school  is  the  best  that  can  be  done  for  these  unfortunate 
girls. 

One  death  during  the  year.  Nellie  O'Conners  was  taken  in 
March  with  mild  typhoid  fever.  The  case  progressed  favor- 
ably for  several  days,  when  the  disease  was  suddenly  trans- 
ferred to  the  brain,  rapidly  terminating  in  death. 

A  source  of  great  embarrassment  to  all  having  charge  of 
the  sick  is  the  want  of  proper  hospital  accommodations.  At 
present  the  necessary  facilities  for  treatment  are  almost  whol- 
ly wanting ;  and  when  we  consider  that,  at  certain  times,  iso- 
lation and  quiet,  with  proper  ventilation,  are  some  of  the 
most  important  agents  in  the  treatment  of  disease,  and  that 
at  present  a  serious  deficiency  exists  in  the  means  for  obtain- 
ing such  results,  the  necessity  for  more  suitable  rooms  must 
be  admitted  at  once. 

Trusting  that  this  important  matter  will  receive  due  atten-

I  herewith  present  to  you  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Farmer 
for  the  State  Industrial  School. 

The  year  that  has  passed  has  had  its  drawbacks  for  the  far- 
mer, as  well  as  those  that  have  preceded  it.  We  have  had  to 
contend  with  a  great  many  obstacles  in  order  to  make  even  a 
fair  showing^  to  say  nothing  of  profits.  The  severe  drought 
in  the  early  part  of  the  season  was  a  great  check  to  vege- 
tation, and  with  some  of  the  crops  almost  a  failure  was  the 
result.  This  was  especially  so  with  seven  acres  of  oats  sown 
on  good  soil,  and  seeded  down  to  grass,  the  whole  amounting 
to  but  very  little,  the  grass  entirely  drying  up,  making  it 
necessary  to  reseed  the  land  this  fall. 

The  crop  of  rye  was  but  little  better,  except  in  the  straw, 
which  is  very  good. 

Trouble  was  also  experienced  in  the  failure  of  seeds  to 
come  up,  and  much  time  was  required  for  transplanting,  wa- 
tering and  caring  for  plants  in  such  a  manner  as  to  preserve 
them. 

Insects  have  been  troublesome,  as  usual,  especially  the 
cabbage-worm,  which  has  damaged  the  crop  to  some  extent. 
Squash-vines,  which  looked  finely  in  early  summer,  were  at- 
tacked by  the  grubs  in  the  roots  and  completely  ruined,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  hills.  Melons,  cucumbers  and  other 
vines  have  done  very  well. 

Grass,  which  promised  so  finely,  in  early  spring  for  an 
abundant  harvest,  was  greatly  checked  by  the  drought,  and 
the  hay-crop  lessened  thereby  to  considerable  extent. 

These  causes,  together  with  others  which  are  unavoidable, 
have  made  some  of  our  crops  look  very  small,  compared  with 
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what  they  would  have  been  under  favorable  circumstances, 
giving  light  returns  for  the  labor  expended. 

Fruit,  this  year,  is  very  scarce,  not  even  a  supply  for  the 
fall  months.  Looking  on  the  favorable  side,  some  of  the 
crops  were  never  better,  particularly  the  crop  of  late  pota- 
toes, which  has  yielded  abundantly,  and  the  quality  is  excel- 
lent. 

Roots  of  all  kinds  are  remarkably  good,  and  a  great 
supply,  both  for  cooking  and  for  the  stock,  will  be  gathered. 

Summer  vegetables  have  been  good,  although  they  came 
late,  and  in  some  cases  there  has  been  a  lack. 

About  twelve  acres  have  been  under  the  hoe,  and  ten  acres 
in  grain,  the  past  season. 

Our  stock  has  done  well ;  no  loss  has  occurred  from  any 
source,  and  a  good  supply  of  milk  nas  been  obtained  for  the 
institution. 

We  have  great  reason  to  congratulate  ourselves  in  witness- 
ing, the  past  year,  the  commencing  and  finishing  of  a  new 
barn,  with  all  the  desirable  conveniences  and  improvements 
necessary  to  the  successful  carrying  on  of  farming  operations. 
The  capacity  of  our  barn  is  now  such  that  we  can  accommo- 
date about  twenty  cows,  and  with  the  young  stock  coming  on, 
shall  in  a  short  time  attain  to  that  number,  which  will  afford 
a  sufficient  supply  of  milk  for  the  school. 

We  moved  the  stock  into  the  new  barn  the  first  of  January 
last,  and  found  everything  adjusted  in  the  best  manner  to 
secure  the  comfort  of  the  stock,  and  obtain  the  greatest  profit 
therefrom. 

The  facilities  for  making  manurie  are  now  such  that  the 
farm  can  be  made  productive  and  profitable  with  judicious 
management  and  a  careful  oversight  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  farming  operations.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  ERs  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  and 

the  Honorable  OounciL 

In  presenting  to  you  the  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the 
institution  confided  to  our  general  care  and  oversight,  we  re- 
joice in  the  ability  to  record  a  year  of  unusual  equability  of 
operation,  as  well  as  a  satisfactory  degree  of  success  in  the 
restoration  of  curable  patients,  and  the  promotion  of  the 
health  and  comfort  of  those  who  are  incurable.  No  suicide 
or  other  serious  accident  has  occurred ;  and  the  proportion  of 
deaths  has  been  smaller  than  in  any  foregoing  year  in  the 
history  of  the  hospital. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  official  year — October  1st,  1872 
—there  were  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  patients  in  the 
house,  and  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  were  received  in  the 
course  of  the  year.  Thus,  the  whole  number  under  the  care 
of  the  hospital  was  six  hundred  and  fourteen,  of  whom  three 
hundred  and  two  were  men,  and  three  hundred  and  twelve 
women. 

Seventy-nine  men  and  eighty-one  women,  a  total  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty,  left  the  hospital ;  and  thirteen  men  and 
eight  women,  a  total  of  twenty-one,  died.  At  the  close  of 
the  official  year,  September  30,  1873,  the  number  remaining 
in  the  hospital  was :  of  men,  two  hundred  and  ten ;  of  women, 
two  hundred  and  twenty-three ;  or  a  total  of  four  hundred 
and  thirty-three. 
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The  largest  number  of  patients  on  any  day  in  the  year  was 
four  hundred  and  fifty-nine ;  and  the  smallest,  four  hundred 
and  sixteen.  The  daily  average  number  in  the  house,  during 
the  year,  was  four  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  This  is  larger, 
by  eight,  than  in  any  antecedent  year. 

Of  the  patients  admitted,  seventy-seven  were  transferred 
from  the  other  state  hospitals  for  the  insane.  Being  mostly 
incurable,  they  necessarily  affect  unfavorably  the  proportion 
of  recoveries. 

Of  the  patients  discharged,  forty-eight  were  recorded  as 
recovered,  fifty-nine  improved,  and  fifty  unimproved.  There 
were  but  twenty-one  deaths ;  a  number,  as  before  intimated, 
unprecedently  small  when  compared  with  the  whole  number 
under  treatment,  or  with  the  daily  average  number  in  the 
house  during  the  year. 

Of  the  various  improvements  begun  in  the  official  year 
next  preceding  that  which  has  now  just  closed,  some  re- 
mained unfinished  at  the  time  of  our  report  in  October,  1872. 
These  have  been  completed  and  some  others  have  been  made. 
The  sixteen  fire-hydrants  within  the  building — eight  in  either 
wing — have  been  furnished  each  with  hose  and  nozzle,  which 
are  kept  constantly  attached  and  ready  for  use  at  a  moment's 
warning.  As  stated  last  year,  there  is  no  patient's  room  in 
the  house  that  cannot  be  reached  by  the  nozzle  of  some  one 
of  these  hose. 

The  very  successful  operation,  in  the  winter  of  1871-72, 
of  the  new  heating  apparatus,  placed,  in  the  course  of  the 
then  preceding  summer,  in  the  basement  of  the  south  wing, 
was  portrayed  in  our  last  report;  and,  in  that  connection,  it 
was  stated  that  a  similar  change  had  just  been  made  in  the 
basement  of  the  north  wing.  We  are  now  able  to  say  that 
the  latter  improvement  was  as  successful  as  the  former,  and 
that  the  heating  of  the  whole  building  is  now  conducted  with 
a  degree  of  perfection  which  leaves  little  room  for  complaint. 
The  house  is  well  warmed,  and,  ordinarily,  with  a  large  re- 
serve of  heating  power.  There  are  four  boilers ;  and,  intense 
and  prolonged  as  was  the  cold  of  the  last  winter,  the  aggre- 
gate time  during  which  all  of  them  were  simultaneously  in 
operation,  during  the  whole  of  the  season,  was  only  thirty- 
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two  hours.     With  this  ti'ifling  exception,  three  of  them  were 
adequate  to  the  needs  of  the  house. 

The  boilers  are  now  growing  old.  Three  of  them  have 
been  in  use  since  the  summer  of  1864 ;  and  it  was  not  con- 
sidered prudent  to  attempt  to  run  them  through  the  approach- 
ing winter  without  a  thorough  overhauling.  This  has  recent- 
ly been  done,  at  an  expense  of  about  seven  hundred  dollars. 
They  have  been  repaired,  tested  by  an  authorized  officer,  and 
pronounced  safe  under  a  steam-pressure  of  sixty-five  pounds 
to  the  square  inch.  In  operation,  even  during  the  coldest 
weather,  the  pressure  is  rarely  raised  above  forty  pounds. 
The  safety-valve  is  set  at  fifty  pounds. 

The  two  pumps  which  supplied  the  boilers  with  water 
having  become  so  much  worn  as  to  be  unreliable,  were  re- 
placed, about  three  months  ago,  by  Wright's  patent  double 
acting  bucket-plunger  steam-pumps. 

Nearly  all  the  piping  which  distributed  cold  water  through- 
out the  wings,  as  well  as  some  of  that  for  hot  water,  had 
become  old,  and  much  of  it  worn  very  thin ;  and,  in  some 
places,  it  had  become,  from  long  usage,  so  filled  with  sedi- 
ment as  to  render  it  useless.  Under  these  circumstances  it 
was  thought  best  wholly  to  remove  it  and  replace  it  by  new 
pipes.  This  has  been .  done  in  the  course  of  the  last  six 
months.  The  system  of  distribution  was  altered  and  simpli- 
fied, reducing  the  extent  of  pipe  and  increasing  the  con- 
venience of  management. 

One  of  the  cylindrical  iron  tanks,  from  which  hot  water  is 
distributed  through  the  house,  being  likewise  worn  out,  it 
was  removed  and  its  place  filled  by  a  new  one,  the  capacity 
of  which  is  over  seven  hundred  imperial  gallons. 

Thus  the  combined  apparatus  for  the  reception  and  distri- 
bution of  water,  like  that  for  heating  the  building,  is  now  in 
excellent  order.  It  is  found,  by  recent  observations,  that  the 
quantity  of  water  used  daily  is  about  twenty-seven  thousand 
imperial  gallons. 

While  thus  renewing  the  piping  the  opportunity  was  seized 
to  repair  and  remodel  the  lavatories,  or  wash-rooms,  of  twelve 
of  the  patients'  halls.  They  were  made  lighter,  more  easy  of 
ventilation,  and  more  convenient ;  and  in  nine  of  them  the 
accommodations  for  washing  were  doubled. 
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In  no  previous  year  has  so  much  been  accomplished  in  the 
improvement  of  the  flooring  of  the  house.  The  floor  of  the 
third  story  of  the  rotunda,  those  of  seven  of  the  halls,  one 
dining-room,  twelve  patients'  rooms,  nine  wash-rooms,  one 
store-room,  and  two  entries  have  been  relaid.  In  three  of 
the  halls,  and  the  two  entries,  the  new  floors  were  made  from 
selected  and  rejointed  material  of  the  old  ones.  Being  maple 
they  are  now  the  best  and  most  durable  floors  in  the  house 
for  a  class  of  men  patients  who  subject  them  to  rough  usage. 
All  the  other  floors  mentioned  were  relaid  with  very  thor- 
oughly seasoned  southern  pine ;  and  no  pains  was  spared  to 
make  them  what  they  are, — substantial  as  well  as  beautiful. 

The  airing-courts,  the  enclosing  walls  of  which  were  built 
last  year,  have  been  in  use  during  the  summer ;  and,  in  our 
opinion,  constitute  a  very  useful  and  consequently  valuable 
addition  to  the  means  of  promoting  the  health  and  .the  com- 
fort of  the  inmates.     At  the  regular  meeting  of  our  board, 
on  the  2d  of  July  last,  we  found  the  patients'  halls  comparar-' 
tively  deserted,  forming  a  striking  contrast  with  their  usual 
appearance  theretofore.     Of  the  four  hundred  and  forty-seven 
patients  (221  men  and  226  women)  on  that  day,  only  sev- 
enty-three (29  men  and  44  women)  were  in  the  halls,   or 
their  rooms.     The  large  majority,  three  hundred  and  seventy- 
four,  were  distributed  in  various  places ;  some  in  the  airing- 
courts,  some  at  work,  either  on  the  farm  or  in  the  domestic 
departments,  within  doors,  and  some  walking  out,  either  with 
or  without  attendants.     Again,  at  our  meeting  on  the  6th  of 
August,  there  was  a  still  greater  degree  of  desertion  of  the 
wings.     Of  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  patients  (212  men 
and  223  women),  only  forty-seven  were  in  the  halls.     The 
distribution  of  the  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight  who  were 
abroad,  is  shown  by  the  Superintendent  in  his  report,  hereto 
appended.     It  forms  an  interesting  feature  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  hospital,  and  is  well  worthy  of  the  attention  of 
persons  who  are  inclined  to  regard  the  institutions  for  the 
insane  in  no  other  light  than  as  prisons.     The  Superintendent 
made  no  pretensions  that  this  liberal  (lissemination  of  the 
patients  is  a  constant  practice,  but  distinctly  stated  that  it  was 
done  as  an  experiment,  to  illustrate  the  capabilities  of  a  hos- 
pital constructed  upon  the  plan  which  by  some  writers  has 
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been  called  '^  close,"  in  contradistinction  to  the  **  pavilion  ** 
and  the  ** cottage"  plans.  Having  shown  what  can  be  done, 
without  any  difficulty,  he  (  nly  claims  that  efficient  and  faith- 
ful officers  and  employes  will  so  far  employ  the  means  at 
hand  for  dispersion,  recr  ation,  e\ercise  and  labor  as  is  com- 
patible with  the  \^elfjire  of  the  patients.

The  Treasurer's  report,  this  day  rendered,  shows  the  re- 
ceipts of  money  from  all  sources  and  the  payments  thereof, 
together  with  the  general  purposes  for  which  it  was  dis- 
bursed. 

The  accounts  of  the  hospital  have  been  audited  and  ap- 
proved. It  appears  from  them  that,  on  the  30th  of  Septem-

The  value  of  purchased  provisions  and  supplies  on  hand 
and  paid  for  is  estimated  at  about  thirteen  thousand  dollars. 

Late  in  the  autumn  of  1872,  Dr.  E.  R.  Spaulding,  one  of 
the  assistant  physicians,  felt  obliged,  on  account  of  failing 
health,  to  resign  the  office,  the  duties  of  which  he  had  per- 
formed to  our  satisfaction.  Dr.  Henry  B.  Nunemaker,  who 
had  acted  as  assistant  physician  for  some  years  at  one  of  the 
state  hospitals  in  Ohio,  was  appointed  to  the  place.  Well 
qualified  for  the  position,  attentive,  industrious  and  faithful, 
he  performed  its  duties  satisfactorily  during  a  period  of  near- 
ly seven  months,  and  then  resigned  with  the  intention  of 
engaging  in  general  practice.     The  health  of  Dr.  Spaulding 
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haylDg,  meanwhile,  become  restored,  he  was  reappointed  to 
the  vacated  office. 

We  have  once  more  the  satisfaction  of  expressing  our  con- 
fidence in  all  the  officers  and  subordinate  officers  of  the  hos- 
pital, our  belief  in  the  general  faithfulness  of  the  employes, 
and  our  gratification  at  the  smooth,  quiet,  harmonious  and 
successful  working  of  the  whole  establishment.  Again  we 
commend  it  to  the  kindly  regard  of  the  executive  officers, 
the  legislators,  and  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth.

Gentlehbn  : — ^The  Annual  Seport  for  the  official  year  next 
preceding  that  which  has  just  ended,  was  written  soon  after 
your  board,  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  some  action  for 
the  relief,  even  if  but  to  a  small  degree,  of  the  pressure  upon 
the  accommodations  of  the  hospital,  took  preliminary  meas- 
ures for  the  removal  of  private  patients  whose  residence  is 
not  within  this  Commonwealth.  The  number  of  such  patients, 
at  the  beginning  of  that  official  year  (October  1st,  1871),  was 
fifty-five.  At  the  time  of  the  writing  of  that  report  the  num- 
ber had,  by  ordinary  withdrawals  and  by  removals  at  your 
request,  been  reduced  to  thirty-five.  Of  that  number  only 
sixteen  remain,  to-day,  in  the  hospital.  Several  of  these  have 
such  claims  upon  the  consideration  of  the  State  that  their 
compulsory  removal,  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  of  their 
friends,  might  appear  to  be  an  act  of  injustice. 

The  official  year  embraced  by  this  Report  is  the  first  in  the 

history  of  the  institution  during  the  course  of  which  no  patient 

has  been  received  from  other  States,  although  but  one  was  so 

admitted  in  the  next  preceding  year.     This  closing  of  the 

source  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  private  patients,  together 

with  the  forced  removal  of  many,  could  not  fail  to  produce  an 

important  effect,  not  alone  upon  the  number  of  admissions  of 

that  class,  but  upon  the  number  constantly  resident,  as  well. 

The  former  effect  is  illustrated  by  the  following  exhibit  of  the 

admissions  of  private  patients  in  the  last  four  official  years :

Thus  it  appears  that  but  little  more  than  half  as  many  were 
received  in  the  year  just  ended  as  in  1869-70.  But  in 
1869-70,  no  less  than  fifty-one  of  the  seventy-seven  came  from 
other  States,  and  only  twenty-six  from  Massachusetts ;  while 
in  1872-73,  all  who  were  received  (forty)  were  committed 
from  this  State. 

In  showing  the  eflFect  upon  the  average  number  of  resident 
pay-patients,  it  may  not  be  devoid  of  interest  to  extend  the 
table  over  the  whole  period  of  the  operations  of  the  hospital.

The  daily  average  number  is  larger,  by  8.51,  than  in  any 
foregoing  year. 

The  whole  number  of  patients  in  the  course  of  the  year  is 
five  less  than  in  the  year  1871-72. 

No  person  was  admitted  more  than  once  in  the  course  of 
the  year;  but,  of  the  persons  admitted,  twenty-three,  of 
whom  thirteen  were  men  and  ten  women,  had  been  patients 
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here  in  former  years.  Of  fifteen  of  them  this  was  the  second 
admission ;  of  six  of  them,  the  third  admission ;  of  one,  the 
fourth ;  and  of  one,  the  fifth. 

The  further  extent  to  which  the  persons  admitted  had 
resorted  to  similar  hospitals  may  be  learned  from  the  subjoined 
table. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  only  seventy-one,  or  39.22  per 
cent.,  had  never  been  in  an  institution  of  the  kind.  In  the 
official  year,  1871-72,  this  proportion  was  forty  per  cent.

The  whole  number  of  admissions  was  eighteen  less  than  it 
was  in  the  next  preceding  year.  This  diminution  is  attributa- 
ble  in  part  to  transfers  from  other  hospitals,  and  in  part  to 
direct  commitments.  The  former  were  fewer  by  three,  and 
the  latter  by  fifteen.  The  patients  brought  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Charities  from  the  state  institutions  at  Monson  and 
Tewksbury  are  included  in  the  direct  commitments,  because » 
with  very  rare  exceptions,  they  have  never  before  been  inmates 
of  a  hospital  for  the  insane ;  and,  considered  as  a  class,  their 
cases  are  as  recent  and  as  susceptible  of  cure  as  those  which 
come  immediately  from  their  homes.

Of  monthly  admissions  by  direct  commitment,  the  largest 
number  was  twelve ;  and,  as  in  the  next  preceding  year,  this 
was  in  August.

Of  the  whole  number  of  persons  admitted,  the  support  of 
one  hundred  and  ten  was  charged,  at  first,  to  the  Common- 
wealth ;  that  of  thirty-one  to  towns ;  and  that  of  forty,  to 
individuals.  At  subsequent  periods,  when  settlement  had 
been  ascertained,  six  of  the  state  patients  were  transferred 
to  the  charge  of  towns ;  and,  in  two  instances,  the  responsi- 
bility for  private  patients  was  transferred  from  individuals 
to  the  State. 

One  private  patient  and  four  ^tate  patients  who  were  in  the 
house  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  (October  1,  1872),  have, 
since  that  time,  been  made  chargeable  to  towns. 

Of  the  patients  discharged,  ninety-five,  at  the  time  of  dis- 
charge, were  supported  by  the  Commonwealth,  thirty-one  Ijy 
towns,  and  fifty-five  by  individuals.  Of  the  class  last  men- 
tioned— private  patients — the  number  discharged  was  materi- 
ally increased  by  the  removal,  by  the  request  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  of  persons  whose  residence  was  in  other  States. 
The  direct  eflbct  of  this  forced  reduction  of  that  class  has 
already  been  seen  in  the  table  of  monthly  average  of  resident 
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pay-patients.  Some  of  the  consequent  effects  will  now  be 
made  apparent. 

Of  the  patients  remaining  in  the  hospital  at  the  close  of 
the  year,  two  hundred  and  forty-seven,  or  seventeen  more 
than  at  the  same  period  last  year,  are  beneficiaries  of  the 
State,  one  hundred  and  one  are  supported  by  towns,  and 
eighty-five  are  chargeable  to  individuals.

The  increased  average  of  state  patients  is  about  twenty- 
one,  and  of  town  patients  nearly  ten*  while  the  average  of 
private  patients  was  diminished  to  the  extent  of  twenty-two.

Of  the  patients  discharged  recovered,  in  the  course  of  the 
•  year,  twenty-six  were  supported  by  the  State,  nine  by  towns, 
and  thirteen  by  individuda. 
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la  the  preparation  of  these  periodical  reports  to  your  hon- 
orable board,  it  appears  almost  a  matter  of  necessity,  annu- 
ally, to  throw  in  a  reminder  of  the  specially  incurable  character 
of  a  large  proportion  of  the  patients  received  at  this  hospital. 
When  the  Superintendents  of  the  two  similar  state  institu- 
tions  at  Worcester  and  Taunton  have  exhausted,   without 
avail,  the  resources  of  their  well-known  skill  in  the  treatment 
of  a  part  of  their  patients,  they  considerately  transmit  them, 
by  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities,  to  us. 
As  has  already  been  shown,  we  have  received  no  less  than 
seventy-seven  of  these  delicately  complimentary  evidences  of 
their  coundence^  during  the  lapse  of  the  oflScial  year  just  gone 
tQ  its  long  repose.     How  grateful  soever  it  may  be  our  duty 
under  the  circumstances  to  feel,  we  cannot  fail  to  perceive 
the  necessary  effect  of  the  proceeding  in  the  reduction  of  the 
proportion  of  curable  cases,  and  consequently  that  of  recov- 
eries.   However  nearly  perfect  this  hospital  may  be  made  in 
its  curative  means  and  appliances,  it  must  inevitably  retain, 
to  a  ceilain  extent,  the  character  of  a  refuge  or  asylum  for 
incurables,  until  the  population  of  the  western  counties  shall 
become  sufficient  to  keep  it  fully  occupied,  and  the  State  shall 
be  so  amply  provided  with  these  institutions  as  to  overcome 
the  necessity  of  transfers  of  patients  from  one  to  another  of 
them. 

Of  the  twenty-one  persons  whose  disease  terminated  fatally, 
eleven  were  supported  by  the  State,  five  by  towns,  and  five 
by  individuals. 

Again  we  are  able  to  report  a  year  not  alone  of  remarkable 

general  physical  health  and  exemption  from  acute  disease,  but 

also  of  a  very  small  ratio  of  mortality.     The  proportion  of 

deaths,  whether  compared  with  the  Tvhole  number  of  cases 

under  treatment,  or  with  the  daily  average  number  in  the 

house,  is  not  only  largely  below  that  of  the  mean  death-rate 

for  the  fifteen  years  of  the  operations  of  the  hospital,  but 

materially  below  that  of  any  antecedent  year.     The  annals  of 

the  mortality  of  the  institution,  during  the  whole  period  of 

its  existence,  are  collected  in  this  table  : —

This  was  in  a  case  of  eholera-niorbus,  occurring  iu 
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a  melancholic  patient  of  low  vitality,  and  apparently  induced 
by  whortleberries  swallowed  nnmasticated.  There  were  com- 
paratively  few  cases  of  the  diseases  most  prevalent  in  summer, 
and  another  year  is  added  to  the  very  long  period  of  entire 
exemption  from  tj'^phoid  fever. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  fatality,  in  numbers,  of  men, 
exceeds  that  of  women  as  thirteen  exceeds  eight,  or  as  1,625 
exceeds  1,000.  And  yet,  the  daily  average  munber  of  .women 
resident  in  the  house,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing  table 
of  general  statistics,  was  larger  by  twenty-five  than  that  of 
men. 

At  no  period  in  the  history  of  the  hospital  has  the  number 
of  male  patients  equalled  that  of  females ;  and  at  times,  that 
of  the  latter  has  very  largely  predominated. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  1858,  about  two  months  after 
the  institution  was  opened,  the  number  of  patients  was  220 ; 
of  whom^S  were  men  and  127  women,  or  thirty-four  more 
of  the  latter  than  of  the  former.  The  following  table  shows

dition  of  the  insane.*  Everything  since  accomplished  in  that 
direction  is  but  the  carrying  out  of  his  idea  in  the  details  of 
hospital  management.  That  idea  was  to  treat  the  insane 
man,  so  far  as  prudently  practicable,  as  if  he  were  not  insane. 
Comprehended  in  this  are  all  the  possible  improvements  of 
the  future  in  the  same  direction ;  and  the  approximation  to 
perfection  of  treatment,  both  now  and  henceforth,  here  and 
everjnvhere,  can  be  measured  only  by  the  extent  to  which 
that  principle  is  applied.  * 

Soundness  of  mind,  if  not  absolutely,  is,  at  least,  in  a 
great  measure,  dependent  upon  soundness  of  body ;  and  sound- 
ness of  body  is  preserved,  promoted,  and  often  restored,  by 
exercise.  Hence  occupation,  either  intellectual  or  physical, 
or,  better  still,  that  which  requires  a  combination  of  the  two, 
has  long  been  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  most  sanative  of  all 
agencies  within  human  reach.  If  it  be  so  for  men  with  un- 
impaired mental  faculties,  it  is  assumed  here  that  it  must  be 
so  for  persons  of  disordered  intellect,  if  there  be  no  acute 
bodily  disease,  which  would  render  such  occupation  injurious 
or  imprudent.  And,  as  manual  labor  combines,  with  bodily 
exercise,  a  certain  amount  of  mental  concentration  and  ac- 
tivity, together  with  a  consciousness  of  active  usefulness — a 
psychic  element  which  is  not  without  its  influence  in  the  pro- 
motion of  health — it  is  esteemed  as  among  the  best  of  re- 
sources for  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  insane. 

As  in  each  of  several  preceding  years,  a  tabulated  record 
of  the  amount  of  work,  reckoned  in  days,  which  has  bpen 
performed  by  patients,  upon  the  farm  and  in  some  of  the 
domestic  departments  of  the  hospital,  is  here  presented.

The  aggregate  number  of  days  is  fifteen  thousand  nine 
I|undred  and  nineteen.  In  the  sewing-room  and  the  laundry 
the  number  is  less  than  in  the  preceding  year;  but  it  is 
gi'eater  in  the  kitchen ;  and  upon  the  farm  it  is  larger  by 
three  hundred  and  twenty-seven  days  than  ever  before. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  hospital  an  attend- 
ant has  been  regularly  employed,  throughout  the  year,  for 
the  special  purpose  of  working  out  of  doors  with  the  patients. 
In  all  suitable  conditions  of  weather  he  has  been  out  with 
from  six  to  twelve  of  the  men,  ready  to  put  their  hands  to 
anything  which  appeared  necessary  or  proper  to  be  done.  For 
nearly  the  whole  of  the  two  closing  months  of  the  official  year 
they  w^ere  employed  in  gi'ading  the  site  of  the  relinquished  clay- 
pit.  In  much  of  the  stormy  weather  the  same  company  has 
found  employment  within  doors,  either  in  the  house,  the  car- 
penter's shop,  or  the  barn.  In  the  course  of  the  winter 
another  employ 6,  with  other  patients,  prepared  hair  and 
husks   for  the  renovation  of  beds,  and  did  all  the  uphol- 
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stering  necessary  to  preserve  the  bedding  in  good  condition. 
The  amount  of  this  work  is  shown  below : —

A  great  amount  of  work  performed  is  not  alluded  to  above. 
Among  this  is  a  large  proportion  of  the  domestic  labor  in  the 
halls  of  both  wings,  and  much  sewing  done  in  the  halls  of 
the  females. 

It  has  long  been  considered  that  one  of  the  principal  ele- 
ments of  the  superiority  of  the  British,  and  some  of  the  con- 
tiaental  hospitals,  over  the  Asnerican  institutions  of  the  same 
kind,  is  the  extent  to  which  manual  labor  is  introduced  into 
Ihem.  It  is  not  alone  more  extensive  there  than  here,  but  it 
is  better  organized,  and  consequently  more  constant  and  sys- 
tematic. 

At  most,  if  not  all,  of  the  county  asylums  of  England,  all 
the  clothing,  for  both  men  and  women,  with,  perhiips,  the 
exception  of  hats  for  the  former,  is  made  upon  the  premises, 
and  mostly  by  patients.  The  tailors'  shop  and  the  shoe-shop 
are,  of  course,  managed  each  by  an  employ 6  practically  ac- 
quainted with  the  work.  At  the  asylum  of  Quatre  Mares, 
near  Rouen,  I  saw  fifteen  patients  at  work  at  their  benches  in 
the  shoemakers'  shop.  Some  of  them  had  learned  the  trade 
before  admission  to  the  asylum,  others  learned  it  there. 
All  the  bedsteads  in  the  house, — with  about  six  hundred 
patients, — were  of  iron,  and  made  upon  the  premises,  largely 
by  the  work  of  the  inmates.  Two  large  stone  dwellings, 
called  "  the  farm,"  and  intended  to  be  occupied  by  the  labor- 
ing men,  had  recently  been  erected.  Dr.  Dum^snil,  the  su- 
perintendent, told  me  that  all  the  masonry  and  most  of  the 
piping  of  these  edifices  were  done  by  patients,  with  an  em- 
ployed workman-in-chief  in  each  art.

As  is  here  shown,  there  were  but  twenty-four  days  in  the 
year  upon  which  something  was  not  done  for  ministration  to 
the  mental  or  moral  faculties  of  the  patients,  en  masse. 
Thirteen  of  the  evenings  upon  which  there  was  no  assembly, 
were  those  of  the  days  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 
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The  office  of  Chaplain  does  not  exist  at  this  hospital,  and 
no  njinister  of  the  gospel  has  ever  been  employed  to  perform 
the  sen'ices  regularly.  The  pastors  of  the  churches  in  the 
vicinity  have  always  officiated,  as  nearly  in  rotation  as  their 
engagements  would  permit ;  and  during  my  connection  with 
the  institution,  no  Sabbath  has  passed  without  the  presence 
of  one  of  them.  Heterogeneous  as  is  the  population  of  the 
hospital  in  respect  to  connection  with  denominational  churches, 
this  method  is  believed  to  be  the  most  satisfactory. 

The  religious  feeling,  the  devotional  sentiment,  appears,  in 
a  large  part  of  the  insane,  to  be  entirely  dormant.  In  others 
it  is  morbidly,  acutely,  painfully  active,  accompanied  by  a 
highly-wrought  sensitiveness  of  conscience,  and  by  almost 
unceasing  expressions  of  self-condemnation.  "With  the  latter 
class,  as  a  rule,  attendance  at  chapel  is  injurious  rather  than 
beneficial,  and  all  attempts,  either  of  reason,  or  of  condolence, 
or  of  sympathy,  or  of  religious  advice,  to  relieve  their  minds, 
is  simply  like  adding  fuel  to  the  flame.  The  only  eflectual 
resource  is  patient  waiting  until  the  morbid  condition  of  body 
upon  which,  either  wholly  or  partially,  the  psychic  perversion 
and  agitation  depend,  shall  have  been  removed  or  relieved. 

The  gatherings  upon  secular  evenings,  those  the  recoixls  of 
which  are  included  under  the  second  head  of  the  foregoing 
schedule,  are  not  intended  for  religious  worship,  but  for  in- 
struction, entertainment  and  amusement.  This  is  clearly 
understood  by  the  patients  ;  and  lest,  in  the  constantly  chang- 
ing population  of  the  house,  there  might,  in  some  minds,  be 
an  erroneous  impression  in  regard  to  them,  the  fact  is  oft^n 
mentioned  at  the  desk.  Yet  the  exe^rcises  upon  these  evenings 
are  almost  invariably  both  opened  and  closed  by  the  reading 
and  singing  of  a  hymn. 

The  general  character  of  these  exercises,  as  represented  by 
the  foregoing  list,  is  much  the  same  as  in  former  years. 
There  were  more  readings  of  selected  matter  than  usual,  and 
fewer  lectures ;  but  the  latter  will,  doubtless,  soon  come  in 
again  to  take  their  turn.  For  the  only  one  here  recorded  we 
are  indebted  to  Prof.  Edward  Hitchcock,  of  Amherst.  It  was 
a  graphic  and  very  interesting  description  of  the  most  note- 
wortliy  scenes  and  incidents  in  his  recent  jouniey  around  the 
earth.     The  pictures  shown,  with  the  oxyhydrogen  light,  by 
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Dr.  Meekius,  were  accompanied  by  descriptions  so  elaborate, 
that  it  might  be  said  they  were  illustrations  of  lectures,  rather 
than  mere  pictorial  exhibitions. 

For  the  original  poems  we  are  indebted  to  the  Eev.  George 
T.  Dole  and  Mr.  Aella  Greene ;  for  one  of  the  concerts  in  the 
chapel,  to  the  choir  of  the  First  Congregational  Church  in 
Xorthampton  ;  and  for  the  out-of-door  concert,  to  the  North- 
ampton Brass  Band. 

In  the  winter  of  1840-41  the  writer  of  this  Keport,  being 
then  connected  with  the  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Frankford, 
now  within  the  limits  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  delivered 
to  the  assembled  patients  of  that  institution  a  series  of  lec- 
tures on  Natural  Philosophy,  illustrated  by  experiments  with 
the  air-pump  and  some  other  appropriate  apparatus.  This, 
so  far  as  is  known,  was  the  first  attempt  to  address  an  audience 
of  the  insane  in  any  discourse  other  than  a  sermon.  Keligious 
exercises  and  dancing  parties  had,  to  some  extent,  been  intro- 
duced into  hospitals,  but  literature  and  science,  in  the  form 
and  manner  here  alluded  to,  had  been  kept  aloof.  Siuco  that 
time  there  has  been  no  greater  change  in  any  one  direction,  in 
the  hospitals  for  the  insane,  than  in  that  of  furnishing  intel- 
lectual and  social  entertainments  for  their  inmates.  An 
assembly-room  for  that  purpose  has  become  a  necesfeity  to 
every  institution  of  the  kind  which  claims  to  be  upon  a  plane 
of  elevation  corresponding  with  the  knowledge  and  the  exigen- 
cies of  the  time.  In  many  establishments  but  one  room  is 
provided  for  all  gatherings,  and  it  is  used  in  common  for  both 
religious  services  and  the  entertainments  of  secular  evenings. 
In  others  a  ^  chapel "  is  devoted  to  the  former  and  a  '"  recrea- 
tion room  '*  to  the  latter.  This  is  more  generally  the  fact  in 
Great  Britain  than  in  the  United  States, — a  consequence,  prob- 
bly,  of  an  established  national  church.  The  chapel  there  is 
often  a  distinct  detached  building.  Such,  for  example,  is  tlfat 
of  the  Sussex  County  Asylum  at  Hay  ward's  Heath,  an  institu- 
tion still  prominent  in  my  memory,  not  alone  for  the  per- 
fection of  its  discipline,  the  perfect  neatness  of  its  halls  and 
the  evidently  careful  watchfulness  for  the  well-being  of  its 
patients,  but  for  its  beautiful  chapel  of  the  Lombardo- Vene- 
tian style  of  architecture.  So  important  an  appendage,  in 
England,  is  the  recreation-room,  that  money  has  in  some 
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places  been  unsparingly  devoted  to  its  procurement.  At  the 
Fishei'ton  Asylum,  in  the  suburbs  of  Salisbury,  a  private  es- 
tablishment having  accommodations  for  about  six  hundred 
patients,  a  separate  brick  building  was  erected  for  the  pur- 
pose but  a  few  years  ago.  It  is  one  hundred  feet  in  length 
by  thirty  in  width.  Within,  at  one  end,  there  is  a  permanent 
stage,  twenty  feet  in  depth,  furnished  with  movable  scenery 
and  other  necessary  implements  for  theatrical  representations. 
At  the  Prestwich  Asylum,  a  few  miles  from  Manchester,  one 
of  the  best  of  the  county  institutions  in  England,  the  room 
devoted  to  the  purpose  is  very  large.  It  is  lighted  from  the 
roof,  is  fancifully  painted  and  has  a  permanent  stage  for 
musical  and  theatrical  purposes.  And  at  Colney  Hatch,  one 
of  the  gigantic  asylums  the  halls  of  which  are  filled  from  the 
multitudinous  population  of  London,  the  recreation  room  is 
one  hundred  and  ten  feet  long  and  sixty  feet  wide. 

The  resources  for  exercises  or  entertainments  in  hospitals, 
irrespective  of  the  pecuniary  means  for  obtaining  them,  are 
almost  as  exhaustless  as  for  audiences  or  assemblies  not  with- 
in the  hospitals.  Anything  which  amuses,  entertains  or  en- 
lightens men  and  women  in  general,  may,  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent,  do  the  same  for  those  whose  misfortune  has  brought 
them  into  these  institutions.  In  the  latter  case,  as  in  the 
former,  there  should  be  diversity  of  exercises.  The  old  adage 
does  not  say  ^  Variety  is  the  spice  of  life  for  sane  people,  but 
monotony  is  the  spice  of  the  insane."  It  stops  shorter  than 
that. 

The  proceedings  in  this  department  will,  to  a  certain  ex- 
tent, differ  at  different  institutions.  The  character,  the  qual- 
ity and  the  quantity  of  mental  pabulum  thus  presented  will 
be  modified  and  governed,  more  or  less,  by  the  pecuniary 
ability  of  the  establishment,  the  intellectual  and  social  status 
of*  its  patients  and  the  tastes  and  mental  proclivities  of  the 
officers  in  charge.  At  this  institution  we  endeavor  to  give  as 
large  an  amount  as  readily  practicable,  to  as  large  a  number 
as  practicable,  with  as  little  expense  and  as  little  extra  labor 
as  practicable.  The  recent  criticism  of  an  asylum  in  Scotland, 
by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  of  that  country,  to  the  effect 
that  the  entertainments  or  recreations  are  too  expensive  and 
are  participated  in  by  but  too  small  a  number  of  the  patients, 
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is  not  applicable  here.  Very  rarely,  even  when  the  entertain- 
ments have  been  most  diversified,  has  any  preparation  been 
required  further  than  that  which  could  be  made  in  the  inter- 
val hour  between  tea  and  the  time  for  gathering.  At  the  hour 
for  gathering,  that  gathering  becomes  the  business  of  the  hos- 
pital for  the  time  being.  As  a  rule  the  lights  in  the  halls  are 
extinguished  and  those  of  the  offices  are  turned  down ;  every 
patient  who  is  not  in  bed  is  expected  to  be  at  the  gathering ; 
and  probably  on  three-fourths  of  the  evenings,  when  those 
officers  are  all  at  home  and  well,  the  Superintendent,  both  of 
the  Assistant  Physicians  and  the  Clerk,  are  also  present.

Although  the  fertility  of  the  farm  increases  with  every  suc- 
cessive year,  the  quantity  of  its  products  during  the  current 
season  is  not  quite  so  large  as  in  1872.  But  that  was  a  re- 
markably and  exceptionally  prolific  year.  The  effect  of  the 
somewhat  prolonged  and  severe  drouth  of  last  June  and  July 
was  detrimental,  very  nearly  destroying  some  of  the  vegeta- 
bles of  early  growth,  and  reducing  their  crops  to  quantities 
but  little  exceeding  those  of  the  seeds  from  which  they  were 
produced.  The  revival,  after  the  subsequent  rains,  was  more 
complete  than  was  anticipated,  giving  to  some  of  the  later  prod- 
ucts, and  especially  to  potatoes,  an  unexpected  abundance, 
and  preserving,  even  to  the  present  time,  the  verdure  of  the 
mowing  land.  The  lawn  which,  in  July,  was  as  yellow  as  a 
field  of  stubble,  is  now  as  beautifully  green  as  it  was  in  the 
flush  of  spring. 

As  usual  heretofore  we  give  a  list  of  the  products  of  farm 
and  garden,  the  quantities  of  those  which  are  not  yet  gathered 
being  estimated  by  Mr.  Wright.

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Afl  usually  heretofore,  three-fourths  of  the  milk  is  omit- 
ted; that  beiDg  the  estimated  proportion  produced  hy  the 
consumption  of  other  articles  in  the  list.  The  whole  quantity 
-was  seventy  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  quarts. 
One  of  the  greatest  comforts  and  blessings  in  a  hospital  is  a 
liberal  supply  of  this  wholesome  food. 

As  compared  with  1872,  .the  estimated  value  of  the  prod- 
ucts has  diminished  about  four  hundred  dollars.  Of  twenty- 
three  swine  raised  upon  the  premises  and  slaughtered  in  the 
course  of  the  year,  the  weights,  when  dressed,  were  as  fol- 
lows :  400,  299,  586,  547,  550,  400,  515,  582,  500,  618,  400, 
322,  402,  548,  570,-525,  446,  410,  380,  400,  351,  400,  360; 
total,  10,511  pounds.  The  average  weight  of  the  largest  five 
was  581  pounds ;  that  of  the  largest  ten,  554  pounds. 

For  several  years  the  farm  has  supplied  the  hospital  with 
all  its  salt  pork,  very  nearly  all  its  fresh  pork,  and  about  two- 
thirds  of  its  lard.  During  the  last  year  no  lard  has  been 
purchased. 

The  swine  raised  here  and  known  as  "  the  hospital  breed," 
are  mostly  a  cross  between  the  Suffolks  and  the  Mackeys. 
They  are  liked  and  much  called  for  in  this  vicinity,  and  the 
demand  is  supplied  as  far  as  practicable.  One  hundred  and 
eleven  young  pigs  were  sold,  in  the  year,  for  $453.65. 

The  farm  stock,  at  the  present  1;ime,  consists  of  eight 
horses,  two  bulls,  eight  oxen,  twenty-nine  cows,  two  two- 
years  steers,  and  eighty-seven  swine,  of  which  twenty-seven 
are  infants. 

One  of  the  bulls  was  recently  purchased,  and  is  the  first 
pure-blooded  animal  of  the  kind  ever  owned  by  the  hospital. 
How  many  other  delusions  soever  may  have  been  found,  or 
may  now  be  found,  upon  the  premises,  the  "  delusion "  for 
"pure  blood"  has  never  so  far  manifested  itself  as'  to  dispel 
the  ^  delusion  "  for  pure  milk  and  plenty  of  it,  no  matter  what 
may  be  the  pedigree  of  the  animal  producing  it. 

Several  men  who  have  been  here  were  ready,  at  any  time, 
to  present  a  check  for  a  hundred  thousand  or  a  million  of 
dollars  to  any  one  of  their  friends  or  acquaintance ;  and  one 
man  invited  the  whole  household  to  accompany  him,  free  of 
charge,  in  a  journey  around  the  world,  upon  a  railroad  to  be 
built  by  himself,  and  to  cross  both  oceans  upon  substantial 
stone  bridges :  but  no  one  of  the  hitherto  twenty-four  hun- 
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dred  inmates  has  ever  offered  forty  thousand  dollars  for  a  cow. 
Had  such  a  notion  entered  the  brain  of  one  of  them,  at  the 
proper  moment,  he  need  not  have  rejected,  as  he  asserts  he 
did  reject,  an  offer  of  marriage  from  Queen  Victoria,  because 
he  never  could  spend  her  enormous  income. 

Eighty-six  tons  of  the  hay  put  in  the  bam  was  produced 
by  grass  purchased,  standing,  upon  other  premises,  and  har- 
vested by  the  farming  force  of  the  hospital.  The  first  crop 
upon  the  hospital  farm  yielded  seventy-one  tons;  and  the 
second  crop,  thirteen  tons. 

About  two  thousand  feet  of  board  fence,  dividing  pasture 
from  mowing  land,  was  made  in  the  spring ;  and  more  re- 
cently a  substantial  picket-fence,  over  eleven  hundred  feet  in 
length,  has  been  put  upon  the  division  line  between  the  hos- 
pital premises  and  those  of  Samuel  Day. 

About  four  hundred  feet  of  six-inch  pipe  has  been  laid 
down  for  under-drainage ;  and  two  hundred  feet  of  ten-inch 
pipe  for  the  proper  disposal  of  surface  water. 

The  clay  pit  upon  the  south-east  border  of  the  farm  having 
been  abandoned,  a  large  amount  of  work  has,  this  summer, 
been  bestowed  upon  its  site,  for  the  purpose  of  so  grading  it 
as  to  bring  it  into  useful  and  sightly  shape.  The  work  is  ap- 
proximately completed,  and  when  the  coming  spring  shall 
have  covered  the  place  ^ith  grass,  that  greatest  of  blemishes 
upon  the  farm,  for  many  years,  will  be  effectually  removed. 


The  necessity  for  action  in  the  preliminary  measures  for 
the  provision  of  additional  accommodations  for  the  insane  of 
Massachusetts,  was  too  evident,  a  year  ago,  to  escape  the 
notice  of  any  person  who  gave  to  the  subject  even  a  compar- 
atively superficial  investigation.  The  attention  of  the  legis- 
lature of  1873  being  directed  toward  it,  the  members  of  that 
body,  apparently  unhesitatingly,  authorized  not  only  the  en- 
largement of  the  hospital  at  Taunton,  but  the  construction  of 
a  fourth  state  hospital,  to  be  erected  within  the  limits  of  the 
county  of  either  Essex  or  Middlesex;  that  section  of  the 
Commonwealth  from  which  access  to  existing  institutions  of 
the  kind  is  the  most  difficult.  Liberal  appropriations  for 
those  objects  were  made.  Thus,  if  the  legislators  of  the 
State  4id  not  quite  come  up  to  that  which  some  persons  might 
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think  was  the  full  measure  of  their  duty  in  the  premises, 
they  certainly  did  not  fall  very  far  short  of  it. 

There  waa  one  call,  however,  which,  if  not  unheard  and 
unheeded,  did  not  make  such  an  impression  as  to  produce  a 
practical  result  in  the  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the 
Commonwealth's  provision  for  the  insane.  I  allude  to  the 
demand  for  special  accommodations  for  insane  convicts  and 
other  classes  of  the  so-called  "criminal  insane."  For  years 
now  growing  somewhat  numerous,  an  appeal  upon  this  subject 
has  often,  if  not  invariably,  gone  up,  annually,  from  some 
quarter,  to  the  executive  and  the  law-making  powers  of  the 
government.  This  appeal  has  become,  to  the  annual  reports 
of  the  state  institutions,  almost  what  the  **  Hear  ye  1  hear  ye ! 
hear  ye  I  **  is  to  the  criers  of  the  courts.  And  the  real  "  hear- 
ing," the  actual  listening,  is,  in  one  case  about  the  same  as  it 
is  in  the  other. 

It  is  no  part  of  my  intention  here  to  adduce  the  evidences, 
or  reiterate  the  arguments  in  favor  of  the  object  under  con- 
sideration. Should  any  person  desire  to  become  acquainted 
with  them,  with  the  least  possible  labor,  he  has  but  to  refer 
to  the  annual  reports  of  the  Taunton  hospital,  and  to  the  re- 
port for  1871  of  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  state  charities. 
But  it  might  not  be  right,  at  the  present  time,  for  me  to  re- 
frain from  an  exposition  of  the  most  recent  and  hitherto  un- 
published action,  in  this  direction,  of  the  superintendents  of 
the  state  hospitals..  This  can  be  done  in  no  shorter  or  more 
effectual  way  than  by  the  introduction  of  a  memorial,  pre- 
sented^ in  the  course  of  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  to 
the  appropriate  committee  of  that  body. 

"^Tothe  Joint  Standing  Committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions  of  the 
Oeneral  Court  of  the  Commonwealth^  now  assembled  in  Boston^  Hon. 
Robert  O.  Fttixer,  Chairman, 

*'  GEinxEXEH : — ^The  undersigned,  superintendents  of  the  state  hos- 
pitals for  the  insane  at  Taunton  and  Northampton,  would  respect- 
ftdly  represent,  that  circumstances  have  become  so  changed  as  to 
essentially  modify  the  opinions  presented  by  us  to  your  predeces 
sors  in  the  next  foregoing  legislature,  in  regard  to  the  proper  pro- 
vision for  insane  convicts  and  other  insane  persons  known  or 
believed  to  be  homicidal  or  especially  dangerous. 

''  It  now  appears  that  the  construction  of  a  new  state  prison  will 
be  authorized,  probably  by  the  legislature  now  in  session,  certainly 
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in  the  comparatively  immediate  ftiture.  The  erection  of  a  fourth 
state  hospital  for  the  insane  is  also  under  consideration.  In  our 
opinion  no  more  opportune  moment  than  this  can  possibly  occur  for 
the  very  best  method  of  provision  for  those  classes  of  the  insane, 
so  long  as  they  are  not  sufficiently  numerous  to  justify  the  foun- 
dation of  a  hospital  especially  devoted  to  their  custody  and  treat- 
ment. 

"  Upon  the  same  farm  with  the  proposed  state  prison,  the  two 
premises  being  adjacent  but  separated  by  a  wall,  we  would  recom- 
mend that  a  suitable  building  be  constructed  for  the  convict  insane. 
This  building  should  be  a  part  of  a  larger  and  mpre  complete  edi- 
fice, to  be  constructed  by  additions,  as  circumstances  may  require. 
For  the  present  its  inmates  might  be  under  the  care  of  the  physician 
to  the  prison,  and  their  table  supplied  from  the  general  kitchen ; 
but  the  complete  prospective  structure  might  be  made  a  hospital  of 
independent  organization  and  support. 

'^  For  the  accommodation  of  the  homicidal  and  especially  danger- 
ous non-convict  insane,  we  would  propose  that  suitable  provision 
should  be  made  by  the  construction  of  proper  buildings,  or  sections 
of  buildings,  in  the  fourth  state  lunatic  hospital,  the  foundation  of 
which  is  now  under  consideration. 

''  By  this  plan,  so  feasible  at  the  present  juncture,  the  greatest 
obstacles  in  the  way  of  a  satisfactory  solution  of  the  problem  of 
proper  provision  for  the  persons  in  question,  are  overcome  or  avoid- 
ed. The  convict  insane  will  be  entirely  by  themselves,  as  it  is  very 
desirable  that  they  should  be ;  and  no  state  general  hospital  for  the 
insane,  either  existent  or  prospective,  will  be  obliged  to  bear  the 
moral  burden  which,  in  the  minds  of  many,  it  must  bear,  if  it  were 
made  the  special  receptacle  for  them.  The  dangerous  non-convict 
insane  will  not  be  subjected  to  the  possibility  of  that  odium  which 
might  be  suggested  even  by  such  proximity  to  convicts  as  would 
result  from  the  confinement  of  the  two  classes  in  separate  buildings 
of  one  and  the  same  institution.  Departments  for  this  class  could 
be  made  more  suitable  and  convenient  if  they  were  a  part  of  the 
original  architectural  design  of  a  hospital,  than  if  erected  as  an 
appendage  to  one  already  constructed ;  and  if,  by  possibility,  the 
custody  and  care  of  these  patients  could  affect,  in  public  opinion, 
the  status  of  a  hospital,  that  result  would  be  much  less  likely  to 
occur  if  the  plan  were  incorporated  in  the  scheme  of  a  new  institu* 
tion,  than  if  it  were  engrafted  upon  that  of  one  which  has  long  beea 

in  operation."

Dr.  Eastman  was  not  connected  with  the  hospital  at  Wor- 
cester at  the  time  the  superintendents  presented  their  opinions 
to  the  committee  of  the  legislature  of  1872,  and  consequently 
did  not  sign  the  body  of  this  memorial. 

The  paper  needs  neither  explanation  nor  comment;  but 
the  neglect  or  evasion  of  its  suggestions  would,  in  my  opin- 
ion, be  a  very  serious  mistake,  prolific  of  subsequent  regrets, 
and  probably  increasing  the  future  expenses  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  success  of  the  attempt  to  obtain  separate  quarters  for 
insane  convicts  has  not  been  so  brilliant  as  to  act  as  an  allure- 
ment to  the  introduction  of  further  plans  of  specific  accom- 
modation for  the  motley  mass  of  patients  now  congregated  in 
the  halls  of  the  hospitals.  It  may  not,  however,  be  amiss  to 
throw  out  the  suggestion  that,  in  order  to  give  completeness, 
in  time  to  come,  to  the  state  institutions  for  all  classes  of 
mental  aliens,  there  should  be  a  hospital  for  epileptics. 
Those  persons  ought  not,  for  various  reasons,  to  be  domiciled 
with  the  insane  from  other  causes.  They  are  characterized 
by  perhaps  more  class  peculiarities  than  any  others  of  the 
insane.  They  require  a  special  treatment,  even  to  the  fur- 
niture of  their  apartments;  and  the  paroxysms,  or  "fits"  of 
their  disease,  are  a  great  source  of  annoyance,' excitement  and 
alarm  among  the  other  patients. 

At  the  present  time  the  number  of  epileptics  in  the  state 
institutions  is  one  hundred  and  thirty.  Thirty-four  of  them 
are  at  the  Worcester  hospital,  eighteen  at  the  Taunton  hos- 
pital, thirty-eight  at  the  almshouse  in  Tewksbury,  and  forty 
in  this  hospital.  Were  there  a  special  institution  for  their 
care,  designed,  furnished,  organized,  officered  and  conducted 
with  particular  reference  to  their  needs,  doubtless  many  who 
are  now  at  the  McLean  Asylum,  the  asylum  at  South  Boston, 
private  institutions  or  their  homes  would  be  removed  to  it. 
Hence,  if  the  construction  of  a  hospital  for  from  two  hundred 
to  two  hundred  and  fifty  patients  were  authorized  by  the  leg- 
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islature  at  its  approaching  session ,  it  is  probable  that,  bj  the 
time  it  could  be  completed,  the  number  of  available  patients, 
within  the  State  would  be  nearly  or  quite  sufficient  to  fill  it. 

We  are  indebted  to  Hon.  Alvah  Crocker,  M.  C,  for  a  copy 
of  each  of  the  three  volumes  of  the  ninth  census  of  the 
United  States,  as  well  as  for  the  compendium,  in  one  volume, 
of  the  same ;  and  for  two  volumes  of  other  national  public 
documents ;  to  Miss  D.  L.  Dix,  for  thirty-six  stereoscopic 
views ;  to  each  of  the  Northampton  book  clubs  for  several 
volumes  of  magazines  and  reviews ;  and  to  the  mother  of  one 
of  the  patients  for  three  bound  volumes  of  the  "  Illustrated 
London  News.*' 

The  official  year  closes  with  the  same  officers  and  subordi- 
nate officers  with  which  it  began ;  but  this  unity  of  the  corps 
has  not  been  continuous.  Dr.  Spaulding  was  absent  about 
eight  months,  and,  with  renewed  health,  returned,  by  reap- 
pointment, to  the  place.  During  his  absence  the  office  was 
held  by  Dr.  Henry  B.  Nunemaker,  who  performed  its  duties 
with  such  ability,  skill  and  faithfulness  as  could  not  fail  to 
challenge  our  approbation. 

The  six  executive  officers  have  now  held  their  offices  during 
periods  the  total  of  which  is  more  than  forty-six  years,  or  an 
average  of  nearly  eight  years  each ;  and  the  six  subordinate 
officers  during  periods  which  furnish  a  total  of  forty-two 
years,  or  an  average  of  seven  years  each.  If  experience  be 
the  best  of  teachers,  this  body  of  co-workers  ought  to  know 
something  of  their  business ;  and  if  they  are  endowed  with 
proper  ability,  each  in  his  especial  sphere,  they  ought,  in  co- 
ordination, to  produce  a  symmetric,  harmonious  and  efficient 
whole. 

With  a  grateful  acknowledgment  of  your  counsel,  support 
and  confidence,  this  Report  is  respectfully  submitted.

TRUSTEES'  BEPOKT. 


To  His  Excellency  the  Qmetmor  and  the  Honorable  Council. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital  respectfully 
present  their  Twentieth  Annual  Report. 

The  attention  of  the  board  during  the  year  has  been  largely 
given  to  the  arrangement  and  construction  of  the  additions 
to  the  hospital  now  in  progress.  It  has  been  evident  for  a 
long  time  that  the  accommodations  of  the  building  were 
insufficient  to  supply  the  demand.  Originally  intended  for 
250  patients,  it  has  been  crowded  during  the  last  few  years 
with  an  average  of  400,  and  for  a  part  of  the  present  year  the 
number  has  exceeded  450.  The  inconvenience  and  danger 
of  this  condition  of  things  have  often  been  alluded  to  in  the 
annual  reports,  and  the  attention  of  the  various  committees 
of  the  legislature,  and  of  the  council,  at  their  visits  to  the 
hospital,  has  been  called  to  its  wants,  but  it  was  not  until  the 
last  session  of  the  legislature  that  the  request  of  the  Trustees 
for  aid' was  favorably  received  and  acted  upon.  At  that  ses- 
sion an  appropriation  of  $150,000  was  asked  for  for  the  build- 
ing and  furnishing  of  two  new  wings  to  the  hospital  building. 
On  account  of  other  pressing  demands  upon  the  treasury  of 
the  State,  it  was  deemed  expedient  by  the  committee  on 
finance  to  limit  the  appropriation  for  that  session  to  $125,000, 
and  an  Act  authorizing  the  expenditure  of  this  amount  was 
passed  in  May,  1873. 

The  Trustees  lost  no  time  in  taking  the  necessary  steps  for 
the  construction  of  the  additions  authorized  by  the  Act.     One 
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of  the  new  wings,  that  on  the  west  side,  for  the  male  patients, 
was  immediately  begun,  and  its  progress  has  been  so  satisfac- 
tory, that  it  will  probably  be  completed  and  ready  to  be 
occupied  early  in  the  spring  of  1874.  The  foundations  of 
the  other  wing,  for  female  patients,  will  be  laid  during  the 
present  fall,  and  the  work  will  be  forwarded  with  all  possible 
dispatch  as  early  as  the  weather  will  permit. 

The  completion  of  both  these  wings  will  add  largely  to  the 
accommodations  of  the  hospital,  and  will  allow  a  better  clas- 
sification of  patients  than  has  before  been  practicable  in  the 
old  building.  There  were  serious  faults  in  the  original  plan 
and  construction  of  the  hospital,  many  of  which  will  be 
entirely  obviated  by  the  proposed  additions  and  alterations. 
Among  the  changes  and  improvements  which  are  imperatively 
demanded,  and  which  will  be  carried  out  in  connection  with 
these  additions,  are  a  thorough  system  of  ventilation  for  the 
whole  hospital,  the  admission  of  more  light  to  the  dining- 
rooms,  which  are  now  dark  and  gloomy,  and  a  modification  of 
the  main  hall  and  staircase,  for  greater  convenience,  light  and 
air. 

It  is  intended  to  provide,  also,  in  connection  with  the  new 
buildings,  a  room  or  rooms  which  may  be  used  as  workshops 
for  such  patients  as  can  be  trusted  with  tools.  The  Trustees 
have  long  desired  an  opportunity  for  better  means  and  appli- 
ances for  the  employment  of  male  patients.  There  is  in  every 
large  hospital  a  considerable  number  of  patients  for  whom 
regular  occupation  in  some  manual  labor  would  be  at  the 
same  time  a  relief  from  the  monotony  of  hospital  life  and  a 
curative  means  of  no  small  value.  It  is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  problems  in  the  management  of  a  hospital  to  find  safe 
and  suitable  employment  for  such  patients,  but  it  is  believed 
that  more  may  be  done  than  has  heretofore  been  accomplished 
in  this  direction. 

The  enlargement  of  the  hospital  renders  necessary  a  gi^eater 
heating  and  pumping  capacity  in  the  steam  apparatus,  and  it 
has  been  found  expedient  to  make  provision  for  two  new  boil- 
ers and  a  new  steam-engine  to  supply  the  increased  demand. 
To  accommodate  these,  a  new  brick  building  is  required. 
Improved  hose  and  fire  apparatus  will  also  be  provided. 

It  is  evident  that  for  the  completion  of  all  the  additions 
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and  improvementSy  an  additional  appropriation  will  be  needed 
at  the  next  session  of  the  legislature  ;  and  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  appropriation  of  the  last  session  was  the  first  that 
has  been  made  in  aid  of  this  hospital  since  its  completion,  and 
that  the  amount  then  authorized  was  considerably  below  the* 
sum  applied  for  and  considered  necessary  by  the  Trustees  for 
the  purpose  in  view,  they  cannot  doubt  that  a  new  and  liberal 
appropriation  will  be  made.  The  original  estimate  of  the 
Trustees  called  for  $150,000.  The  Act  as  passed  authorized 
the  expenditure  of  $125,000.  To  complete  and  furnish  the 
two  wings  will  require  an  additional  amouat  of  about  $25,000, 
while  it  is  estimated  that  the  other  alterations  and  improve- 
ments can  be  made  for  $25,000  more.  The  sum  of  $50,000 
is  therefore  needed,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  to  finish 
the  work  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

When  the  new  wings  are  completed  according  to  the  plan 
proposed,  and  the  improvements  in  the  old  building  fully  car- 
ried out,  the  Trustees  hope  and  believe  that  the  arrangements 
for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  at  this  hospital,  will 
compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  institution  of  the  kind 
under  the  charge  of  the  State. 

The  Trustees  have  great  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  valua- 
ble services  of  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  William  W.  Godding, 
the  Assistant  Physician,  Dr.  William  H.  Gage,  and  the 
Treasurer  and  Clerk,  Mr.  John  Kittredge,  who,  in  their  sev- 
eral departments,  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties. 

For  the  usual  tables  and  details  of  the  hospital  during  the 
past  year,  reference  is  made  to  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, herewith  presented,  which  will  be  found  of  much  inter- 
est. The  list  of  persons  employed,  and  the  inventory  of 
stock  and  supplies  on  hand,  with  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
are  appended  to  this  Report.

The  foregoing  tables  give  in  epitome  the  history  of  the 
past  yeai's  of  the  hospital.  Like  all  such  tables  they  have 
their  uses ;  they  take  considerable  time  in  the  preparation, 
occupy  some  space  in  the  Report  that  might  be  worse  filled, 
and  afford  the  average  mind  an  opportunity  to  figure  out 
almost  any  desired  result,  No,t  that  they  are  ever  read,  but 
now  and  then  some  eminent  psychist  gathers  up  all  these  des- 
sicated  facts  iuto  a  learned'  digest,  and  mental  science  takes 
another  step  forwards  or  backwards,  as  the  case  may  be. 
Awaiting  that  step  I  may  briefly  call  attention  to  such  obvious 
deductions  as  are  to  be  made  from  the  present  tables. 

Most  important  iu  its  practical  bearing  is  the  great  increase 
of  admissions  within  the  past  few  years.  We  hope  the  tide 
has  turned,  as  the  whole  number  of  admissions  during  the 
year  (431)  is  thirteen  less  than  the  whole  number  (444)  last 
yeai",  bat  the  average  admission  of  the  last  four  years  is  four 
hundred  and  eight,  against  two  hundred  and  forty-three,  the 
average  admission  for  the  four  years  immediately  preceding. 
As  something  of  the  same  advance  has  been  observed  in  the 
other  two  state  hospitals  we  can  hai-dly  avoid  the  conclusion 
that  there  is  a  decided  increase  of  insanity  in  our  midst,  an 
increase  out  of  proportion  to  the  natural  growth  of  popula- 
tion. To  the  question  put  to  me  almost  daily,  a  very  impor- 
tant question,  "Why  is  this?"  I  fear  the  tables  of  "As- 
signed causes  of  Insanity  "  and  "  Causes  of  Death  "  give  but 
little  answer.  I  fancy  it  is  too  subtle  to  be  found  as  yet  in 
statistics  ;  perhaps  it  is  still  too  early  to  say  what  it  is,  or  do 
more  than  point  out  tlje  direction  in  which  the  probable  cause 
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or  causes  axe  to  be  found.  A  past  age  discovered  and  applied 
much  that  is  developing  in  mental  activity  now.  Science  has 
deified  motion  in  its  protean  forms  of  heat,  electricity  and 
light,  and  this  rapid  age  accepts  that  worship,  living  in  a  world 
that  moves.  Thought  and  action  may  not  be  grander  than  in 
the  past  but  they  are  more  intense ;  the  key-note  of  our  lives 
is  pitched  some  octaves  higher  than  before ;  pushing  is  a  word 
th:it  has  thrust  itself  forward  in  business  circles  very  much  of 
late.  We  are  straining  to  compass  in  our  narrow  span  of  life 
the  work  that  would  once  have  been  deemed  ample  for  a  hun- 
dred years.  With  all  this  increased  mental  activity  we  have 
made  no  corresponding  gain  in  physical  vigor,  rather  the  re- 
verse. What  wonder,  then,  that  the  mind,  overburdened, 
staggers  beneath  the  ever  increasing  load,  and  at  last  breaks 
down,  and  we  write  *'  brain  disease "  when  we  should  have 
said,  "lived  too  fast"? 

The  financial  condition  of  the  hospital  is  as  favorable  as 
could  be  expected.  Believing  that  what  is  paid  each  year  for 
the  patients  of  that  year  should  be  expended  as  far  as  possi- 
ble for  their  benefit,  we  have  only  endeavored  to  keep  our- 
selves out  of  debt.  Keference  to  the  Treasurer's  report  will 
show  a  cash  balance  in  our  favor  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred eighty-six  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents.  That  this  is 
unusually  large  is  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  quantity  of  coal 
contracted  but  not  delivered  has  consequently  not  been  paid 
for ;  the  amount  paid  for  fuel  is  accordingly  unusually  small. 

The  rate  of  recoveries  continues  low — less  than  twenty  per 
cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  discharges.  This  is  almost  in- 
evitable when  a  crowded  house  necessitates  frequent  removals 
to  make  room  for  the  next  comer. 

The  whole  number  of  deaths  for  the  year,  fifty-three,  is 
about  six  and  one-fourth  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  under 
treatment,  which  is  essentially  the  same  as  last  year.  Of 
the  deaths,  twenty-one  resulted  directly  from  chronic  brain 
disease.  The  unusual  number  of  four,  out  of  ten  who  had 
passed  three-score  years  and  ten,  died  of  old  age  at  last. 
One  reported  as  epilepsy  was  moribund  on  admission.  Only 
three  deaths  resulted  from  disease  that  could  be  considered 
hi  any  sense  contagious,  and  these  seem  to  have  been  sporadic 
cases.    Notwithstanding  the  overcrowded  state  of  the  wards 
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there  has  been  comparatively  but  little  sickness  among  the 
patients  duriug  the  year.  Another  year  of  a  croTpded  house 
and  no  suicide  or  serious  accident — what  better  proof  is 
needed  of  a  guiding  hand  leading  through  all  these  dangers 
by  "  a  way  we  know  not  of"?  We  number  eight  deaths  from 
maniacal  exhaustion.  This  always  stands  high  on  the  list, 
and  presents  the  saddest  part  of  our  mortuary  record.  It  is 
a  rehef  to  see  the  end  in  paresis ;  epilepsy  at  last  leaves 
nothing  to  make  life  desirable,  but  a  certain  class  of  these 
cases  of  acute  mania  wearing  themselves  out,  why  is  it  that 
we  cannot  save  them?  It  is  no  longer  the  old  typho-matua, 
with  starting  eyes  and  clutching  hands,  that  once  seen  is 
never  forgotten.  The  type  seems  to  have  changed  in  latter 
years,  but  they  die  as  surely  as  they  did  then ;  "  not  poppy, 
nor  mandragora "  avail  anything  here ;  no  prolonged  sleep 
comes  till  they  begin  to  sink,  and  they  will  die  full  of  nour- 
ishment. The  pulse,  hour  by  hour,  ebbs  away  as  you  ply 
your  stimulants.  Powerless  to  aid,  you  can  only  stand  and 
mark  how  fast  the  life  is  drifting  beyond  your  art  of  saving. 
The  i-emedy  for  a  majority  of  these  coses,  if  it  exists,  lies 
outside  the  horizon  of  present  knowledge, 

In  tlie  report  of  last  year  attention  was  called  to  the 
crowded  state  of  our  wards,  and  the  absolute  necessity  of 
more  extensive  accommodations  being  provided  at  an  early 
day.  On  the  80th  of  September,  1873,  Worcester  Hospital 
had  remaining  469  patients,  Taunton  434,  and  Northampton 
433 ;  a  total  of  exactly  fifty  more  than  were  remaining  at  a 
corresponding  date  last  year.  During  the  summer  months 
we  have  much  of  the  time  numbered  over  450.  We  are 
more  crowded  than  ever,  but  there  is  hope  ahead.  The  leg- 
islature at  their  last  session  passed  a  bill  authorizing  the 
location  and  erection  of  a  new  state  hospital  in  the  north-east^ 
era  part  of  the  State,  and  also  gave  us  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  two  new 
wings  to  the  present  hospital.  The  passage  of  the  Resolve 
appropriating  this  was,  unfortunately,  delayed  till  rather  late 
in  {he  session,  but  the  general  outline  of  the  plan  agreed 
upon  by  you  was  at  once  placed  in  the  hands  of  our  archi- 
tects, Messrs.  Hartwell,  Swasey  and  Company  of  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  and  the  btiilding,  commenced  at  the  earliest 
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possible  moment,  has  been  pressed  towards  completion  with 
all  the  eicpedition  that  a  proper  regard  to  thoroughness  of  the 
work  and  careful  selection  of  material  would  allow.  While 
not  departing  from  the  essential  points  in  the  architecture  of 
the  old  building  the  result  aimed  at  has  been  to  construct  an 
addition,  for  the  more  violent  and  dangerous  classes,  of  plain, 
substantial  finish,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  reasonably 
secure  against  fire  and  elopement.  In  the  latter  direction  we 
have  protected  each  window  with  an  outside  wrought-iron 
sash,  securely  placed,  instead  of  the  cast-iron  of  the  old 
building,  and  we  confidently  hope  that  it,  will  render  elope- 
ment by  the  removal  of  the  sash,  which  is  so  common  now, 
one  of  the  lost  arts.  Each  addition  will  consist  of  three 
stories,  the  east  wing  being  essentially  like  the  one  now 
rapidly  approaching  completion  on  the  west,  except  that  the 
character  of  the  ground  will  admit  of  a  full  story  in  a  part  of 
the  basement,  which  will  be  very  acceptable  for  store-rooms 
and  other  uses.  Each  floor  is  arranged  to  accommodate  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty  patients  and  two  attendants.  The  de- 
sign is  that  those  on  each  story  of  the  addition  shall  consti- 
tute a  class  by  themselves  and  occupy  a  common  ward,  but 
the  building  is  so  constructed  that  should  it  hereafter  seem 
desirable  to  place  eight  of  the  more  dangerous  or  excitable 
cases  on  any  floor  in  a  ward  by  themselves  this  can  be  done 
by  a  very  slight  alteration  of  the  interior  arrangement.  Each 
ward  will  have  its  bath-room,  clothing-room  and  water-closet, 
its  dining-room,  open  veranda  and  two  pleasant  bay  windows 
looking  towards  the  sun.  These  bays,  slightly  recessed  from 
the  corridors,  will  be  the  sitting-rooms  of  the  ward.  They 
will  be  more  cosy  and  homelike  than  parlors,  and  more  per- 
manent, as  I  have  obsei*ved  that  as  soon  as  a  hospital  becomes 
crowded  the  parlors  go  for  associate  dormitories.  There  will 
be  also  in  each  ward,  opening  from  a  recess  that  leads  off 
from  the  main  corridor,  a  large  square  room,  with  water  and 
basin  closets,  designed  for  use  as  a  sick-room  if  needed.  It 
is  often  desirable  to  have  the  friends  with  a  sick  or  feeble 
patient,  and  it  is  unpleasant  to  them  to  have  to  pass  through 
a  ward  of  excited  patients  for  that  purpose.  These  rooms 
are  arranged  so  as  to  obviate  that  necessity  and  at  the  same 
time  leave  the  patient  where  he  can  be  readily  visited  by  the 
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atteud tints  of  the  ward.  From  each  eud  of  the  extension 
iron  stuirs  of  short  ascent,  with  broad  square  landings,  afford 
an  easy  access  and  are  a  i)erfectly  secure  fire-escape.  The 
floors  througliout  have  been  laid  leyel  with  the  floors  in  tbe 
old  building,  with  the  exception  of  the  attic,  which,  being 
slightly  raised,  gives  to  the  third  story  a  height  of  twelve 
feet  in  the  clear.  The  dining-rooms  are  so  placed  as  com- 
pletely to  screen  the  present  building  from  the  noise  of  the 
new.  The  whole  addition  falls  back  in  frout  to  the  rear  line 
of  the  old,  except  as  certain  portions  have  been  projected 
slightly  forward  to  break  a  monotonous  front  line.  The  marked 
contrast  which  we  hope  the  new  will  present  in  comparison 
with  the  old  will  be  in  its  abundant  light  and  air,  and  its 
arrangement  with  single  rooms  in  place  of  associated  dor- 
mitories. The  entire  length  of  each  addition  in  a  right  line 
from  the  present  hot-pital  is  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet, 
but  with  its  difierent  projected  parts  each  addition  is  equiv- 
alent to  a  three-story  building  two  hundred  and  eighteen  feet 
long,  of  a  uniform  width  of  forty  feet. 

This  very  considerable  addition  to  the  area  to  be  warmed 
in  wiuter  necessitates  enlarged  provision  for  warming.  Our 
present  buitcr-rooin,  always  inadequate,  did  not  seem  to  con- 
veniently admit  of  extension,  and  you  accordingly  authorized 
the  erection  of  a  new  building,  seventy-seven  by  forty-four 
ffeet,  to  be  built  of  brick,  with  smoke-stack  adjoining.  This 
will  soon  be  finished,  and  will  have  space  for  live  boilers  the 
size  of  the  present,  with  provision  for  a  fan-room,  engine- 
room  and  small  shop  with  lathe  and  bench  for  the  machiuist. 
A  second  story  to  a  part  of  the  same  will  afford  us  a  cou- 
venient  shop  for  general  uses,  and  we  can  then  tit  up  our 
present  shop  with  special  reference  to  the  employment  of 
those  of  our  inmates  who  can  safely  Ije  trusted  with  tools, 
thus  supplying  a  want  long  felt  by  opening  a  new  avenue  for 
the  occupation  of  the  insane.  Of  course  the  number  that  can 
be  so  employed  is  limited,  but  there  are  certainly  some. 

The  caloric  engines,  which  have  been  pouuding  away  iu 
their  solitude  for  the  last  twelve  years,  but  with  all  their 
noise  delivering  a  good  supply  of  water  to  the  attics  doily, 
at  a  modciiite  cost,  have,  for  some  time,  shown  evidence  of 
age,  and  of  being  pretty  well  worn  out.     Early  last  spring 
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they  met  with  a  serious  loss  in  the  departure  of  Mr.  Capeu, 
whose  attentions  in  this  depaii;ment  were  above  praise ;  still 
they  continued  to  work  after  a  fashion,  until,  in  the  summer, 
the  extra  strain  of  supplying  all  the  water  for  the  masons 
being  required  of  them,  they  threatened  to  break  down  en- 
tirely. With  a  view  to  an  abundant  future  supply  of  water 
for  the  completed  building,  you  ordered  two  of  Mott's  cast- 
iron  tanks,  with  a  capacity  of  something  nxore  than  two  thou- 
sand gallons  each,  making  our  entire  tank  capacity  in  the 
attics  about  nine  thousand  gallons.  Having  built  a  little 
brick  pump-house  near  to  the  new  boiler-house,  and  having 
laid  from  this  a  five-inch  suction  pipe  to  the  river,  requiring 
only  the  moderate  elevation  of  about  twelve  feet  for  the 
whole  distance,  you  authorized  the  purchase  of  a  No.  8 
Knowles'  Steam-Pump,  which,  through  a  four-inch  pipe,  inde- 
pendent of  that  from  the  calorics,  delivers  a  powerful  stream  ' 
of  water  in  the  attics  without  any  apparent  effort.  We  can 
now  haye  the  caloric  engines  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re- 
fitted, or,  if  it  should  be  found  that  they  are  past  being  repaired 
ecouomically,  the  new  pump-house  is  so  constructed  and  the 
pipes  placed  as  to  admit  of  putting  in  a  duplicate  steam- 
pump  to  be  held  in  reserve,  or  to  be  used  in  turn,  as  may 
seem  ad  visible.  You  wisely  procured  a  Berry  man's  Heater, 
of  a  capacity  of  between  one  and  two  thousand  gallons,  to 
receive  and  economize  all  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  pump, 
as  well  as  from  the  new  engine,  forty-horsepower,  which  will 
run  the  fan  and  all  our  machinery.  This  utilizing  the  exhaust 
steam  will  materially  reduce  the  cost  of  heating  our  water 
for  the  house,  as  well  as  that  of  pumping  it.  With  the  plac- 
ing of  hose-plugs  and  the  purchase  of  some  additional  hose, 
we  may  consider  the  water  question  fairly  settled. 

I  should  not  omit  to  mention  the  new  piggery,  which,  we 
hope,  will  be  occupied  this  fall.  The  old  shed  used  for  that 
purpose  had  long  ceased  to  reflect  credit  on  the  State,  and 
early  in  the  present  year  you  decided  to  erect  a  new  one. 
The  more  important  work  on  the  extension  has  delayed  this 
somewhat,  but  it  is  now  nearly  completed.  This  new  struc- 
ture, one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  long  by  thirty  feet  wide,  is 
built  in  a  plain  but  substantial  manner,  and  located  in  a  pine 
grove  not  far  from  the  stock  barn.     The  foundation  is  stone. 
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■with  chestnut  sills,  and  the  entire  floor,  with  the  exception  of 
one  room,  is  formed  of  tar  and  gravel  concrete.  A  track  is 
laid  down  the  centre  of  the  building,  throng^  its  entire  length, 
ou  which  runs  a  cor  for  the  distribution  of  the  food  to  the 
pens,  of  which  there  are  ten  on  each  side.  In  addition  to 
these,  the  building  contains  a  slaughter  and  dressing-room,  a 
room  with  boiler  for  the  preparation  of  the  food,  and  an 
office  for  Mr.  Joseph  Ford,  one  of  our  inmates,  who  considers 
himself  the  proprietor.  This  building  haa  thus  far  been  con- 
structed out  of  current  funds,  and  charged  to  the  account  of 
repairs  and  improvemeuts. 

It  may  be  wondered  how  we  expect  to  build  the  extensions 
that  are  here  outlined  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, the  amount  of  our  estimate.  We  have  shorn  away  the 
merely  ornamental,  but  we  have  spared  no  expense  in  the  direc- 
tion of  stability  or  usefulness.  We  have  built  no  lath  parti- 
tions, although  the  old  house  was  full  of  them ;  it  would  have 
been  much  cheaper  in  the  conetiniction  to  have  cast-iron  sashes 
for  wrought  iron  ;  to  have  put  wood  in  the  place  of  stone  in 
the  floors  of  the  wash-rooma  and  water-closets ;  to  have  sub- 
tituted  the  common  stair  for  the  iron  one  ;  but  we  felt  that  in 
the  end  that  would  not  be  economy  to  the  Stat«.  I  believe 
that  thus  far,  there  is  no  sham  anywhere  in  the  building; 
the  workmen  remark  this.  The  plan,  too,  has  grown  a  little 
as  we  have  proceeded,  it  seemed  so  important,  now  we  were 
changing,  to  have  it  right.  For  the  rest,  thinking  we  could 
thus  save  the  State  something,  we  have  contracted  only  for 
the  labor,  purchasing  the  materials,  in  most  instances,  I 
believe,  at  bottom  prices.  This  has,  of  course,  involved  a 
good  deal  of  additional  trouble  and  care,  but  we  have  been 
glad  to  undertake  it  in  the  hope  of  building  the  two  additions 
with  the  sum  estimated,  and  I  think  we  shall  do  it.  Much  of 
the  labor  of  excavation  and  hauling,  as  well  as  supplying  the 
foundation  stone,  we  have  done  with  our  own  force,  making 
no  charge  for  it.  We  iake  out  the  best  of  building  sand 
from  the  very  ground  where  we  are  building.  With  our 
present  engineer  and  two  common  laborers,  I  think  we  shall 
be  able  to  do  our  own  piping  and  put  up  our  heating  appara- 
tus, which  will  be  a  great  saving.  But  the  changes  needed 
jn  the  old  building  impress  ns  more  strongly  as  the  new 
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one  progresses,  and  our  lack  here  will  be  only  more  pain- 
fully felt  by  the  contrast  when  that  is  finished.  In  view  of 
these  really  very  necessary  changes  in  the  matter  of  the  light 
and  ventilation,  I  think  the  next  legislature  should  be  asked 
to  give  us  for  the  completion  of  the  entire  work,  the  addi- 
tional sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

The  last  legislature  felt,  properly  enough,  perhaps,  that 
something  must  be  cut  down  somewhere,  and  we  certainly 
should  not  need  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  before  another  session  of  the  legislature,  and,  of 
course,  hoped,  as  we  did,  that  we  might  not  need  it  at  all. 
We  have  honestly  tried  to  do  it,  and  I  think  any  one  seeing 
the  work  already  done,  and  taking  into  account  the  thorough- 
ness of  the  construction,  will  say  that  it  has  been  done 
cheaply ;  but  looking  at  what  remains  that  absolutely  must 
be  done  to  make  the  hospital  what  it  should  be,  he  will  also 
say  that  we  need  the  additional  fifty  thousand  dollars.  This 
'will  be  all  that  we  shall  require  of  aid  from  the  State  to  com- 
plete those  changes  in  the  hospital  which  the  comfort  of  its 
inmates  most  imperatively  demands.  We  are  very  thankful 
for  what  the  State  has  already  done  for  us,  and  feel  that  it  will 
not  hesitate  to  finish  the  work  it  has  so  nobly  begun.  These 
poor  ones,  **  They  cannot  recompense  you,  but  ye  shall  be  paid." 

Of  the  successful  elopements  this  year  only  one  was  a  con- 
vict.    This  is  as  gratifying  as  it  is  unusual. 

Is  it  of  the  least  avail  to  say  anything  more  about  the 
criminal  insane  ?  In  my  report  two  years  ago  I  spoke  in 
behalf  of  a  separate  provision  for  this  class ;  last  year  I 
ventured  to  repeat  what  had  been  said  through  the  reports  of 
the  past  eighteen  years  on  that  subject.  In  company  with 
the  Superintendents  of  the  other  Massachusetts  hospitals  I 
have  for  three  winters  past,  according  to  my  opportunity, 
urged  upon  the  legislative  committees  the  great  necessity  for 
a  distinct  hospital  for  this  class.  It  would  seem  but  a  "  vain 
repetition"  to  go  over  the  matter  again.  And  yet  as  an 
opportunity  is  passing  not  likely  to  occur  again  for  at  least 
fifty  years  it  would  be  inexcusable  to  let  it  go  by  in  silence, 
and  I  will  venture  a  last  appeal.  I  have  always  advised  a 
separate  hospital  for  the  convict  insane,  believing  it  to  be  the 
best  thing  and  feeling  that  as  a  Superintendent  of  a  state 
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hospital  I  ought  uot  to  advocate  anything  but  the  best.  I 
still  adhere  to  that  opinion,  but  I  am  satis6ed  that  this  gen~ 
oration  will  not  be  living  to  see  that  separate  hospital  built. 
The  best  we  can  hope  for  is  a  distinct  building  connected  with 
some  other  institution.  This,  if  not  the  best,  will  be  next  to 
the  best;  but  where  shall  it  be?  I  find  none  of  the  present 
state  hospitals  anxious  for  it.  Northampton  wants  no  enlarge- 
ment of  any  kind.  Worcester,  just  beginning  to  develop 
magnificent  plans  for  the  great  central  hospital  of  the  State, 
to  be  fitted  with  accommodations  suited  to  every  rank  of 
society,  seema  strangely  enough  to  have  overlooked  any  pro- 
vision for  this  humble  but  important  class.  I  do  not  hear 
that  the  new  state  hospital,  just  now  seeking  a  site  in  the 
vicinity  of  Boston,  is  thought  to  be.  exactly  the  place  for  the 
criminal  insane  by  those  who  have  been  most  zealous  for  its 
erection.  The  secretary  of  the  board  of  state  charities,  in 
his  able  report  of  last  year,  suggests,  that  "  if  considerable 
additions  are  to  be  made  to  the  hospital  at  Taunton,  such  pro- 
vision might  well  be  made  at  that  institution."  Poor  Taunton 
has  carried  a  good  deal  in  her  time,  and  can  probably  take 
this  also  if  necessary.  Certainly  the  hospital  is  a  state  insti- 
tution and  has  no  right  to  discriminate  between  claases.  But 
Sonth-Eastern  Massachusetts,  though  poor,  still  claims  to  be 
honest,  and  can  see  no  good  reason  why  her  sons  in  their 
sickness  and  misfortune  should  be  counted  with  the  criminals 
of  Berkshire  and  Middlesex,  while  Worcester  and  Suffolk 
build  their  institutions,  that  are  also  state,  with  the  obnoxious 
element  left  out.  Why  not  frankly  say  none  of  us  want  it? 
Why  not  leave  the  convicts  where  they  are,  only  make  dif- 
ferent accommodations  for  them?  Massachusetts  is  about  to 
spend  at  least  a  million  of  dollars  on  a  site  and  suitable  build- 
ings for  a  new  state  prison.  When  will  there  ever  be  another 
so  favorable  an  opportunity  to  erect,  at  a  trifling  additional 
expense,  within  the  enclosed  grounds  of  the  new  prison,  a 
comfortable  hospital  building  where  the  convict  insane  can 
have  all  the  care  and  freedom  from  restraint  that  may  be 
necessary  for  their  restoration,  and  yet  the  other  insane  l>e 
away  from  their  contamination  and  the  community  safe  from 
their  elopement?  I  see  no  valid  objection  that  can  be  ui^ed 
to  this  from  any  quarter,  and  I  van  but  hope  that  the  commis- 
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sioners,  to  whom,  under  the  law,  this  great  trust  is  ccmfided, 
will  prove  men  having  breadth  of  view  and  judgment  to  com- 
prehend the  situation,  and  so  build  these  new  structures  as  to 
settle  this  vexed  question  of  the  criminal  insane  for  at  least 
another  generation.     I  trust  this  matter  will  receive  attention 
at  the  next  session  of  the  general  court  and  any  additional 
legislation  that  may  be  necessary  to  enable  the  commissioners 
to  make  such  separate  provision  for  the  convict  insane  be 
freely  granted.     The  superintendents  of  the  Massachusetts 
state  hospitals  presented  a  memorial  on  this  subject  to  the 
last  legislature,  but  apparently  without  result. 

And  now,  to  those  of  us  called  upon  ''  to  minister  to  a 
mind  diseased  "  the  question  comes.  Can  anything  be  done  for 
the  public  mind,  which  seems  of  late  to  be  very  much  exer- 
cised on  the  question  of  insane  hospitals  ?    I  am  afraid  not ; 
the  age  is  sensational,  and  the  reporter  must  have  his  day. 
We  cannot  afford  to  descend  into  the  arena  with  itemisers, 
even  if  we  had  the  time  for  it.     The  public  must  continue  to 
take  the  newspaper  accounts  as  they  find  them,  and  draw  their 
own  conclusions.     "Happy,"  says  an   old   writer,   "is  that 
nation  whose  annals  are  tiresome."    For  the  same  reason, 
perhaps,  we  have  been  happy  of  late  in  having  as  a  hospital 
pretty  much  escaped  alike  the  praise  or  blame  of  the  public 
prints.     On  that  account  we  seem  to  be  in  a  position  to  speak 
as  dispassionately  as  any  on  the  subject  that  has  a  common 
interest  alike  to  hospitals  and  the  community. 

The  three  points  on  which  the  public  wants  information  are 
these  :  1st.  Are  a  considerable  number  of,  or  are  any,  sane 
persons  forcibly  detained  in  hospitals?  2d.  Are  those  who 
are  insane  generally  abused  there?  3d.  Ai*e  our  hospitals 
doing  everything  for  those  under  their  care  that  could  reason- 
ably be  expected  of  them  ? 

As  regards  the  forcible  detention  of  sane  persons  in  our 
hospitals,  the  absence  of  motive  on  the  part  of  the  officers 
would  seem  to  render  it  very  improbable,  to  say  the  least. 
In  our  case  especially,  crowded  as  we  are,  there  is  a  strong 
motive  *to  get  relieved  even  by  the  discharge  of  some  of  the 
insane  ones.  But  do  they  think  we  are  bribed?  It  is  not 
the  general  idea,  but  there  is  just  enough  want  of  trust  in 
anything  in  the  community  to  poison  the  thought  of  all  and 
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make  'them  distrust  us  while  they  disbeliere  the  charge. 
This  not  alone  about  the  detention  but  of  the  abuse  of 
patients.  But  who  are  tbese  trustees  and  superintendents 
of  hospitals?  for  we  were  known,  at  least  in  our  own  commu- 
nities, before  we  took  charge  of  the  insane.  Were  our  antece- 
dents those  of  scoundrels  ?  Are  we  knaves  and  pugilists  who 
have  escaped  the  penal  institutions  only  to  be  appointed  to  posi- 
tions of  trust  and  responsibility  in  insane  hospitals?  I  have 
hitherto  supposed  that  integrity  of  chai-acter  and  kindness  of 
heart  have  had  their  weight  in  deciding  the  appointments  to 
the  management  of  these  institutions,  and  my  intercourse 
with  the  men  who  hold  these  positions  has  conBnned  me  in 
that  belief.  No ;  if  the  insane  are  brutally  treated  or  the 
sane  kept  in  hospitals,  it  is  not  with  the  advice  or  the  con- 
nivance of  the  executive  officers.  The  great  difficulty  about 
this  detention  of  sane  people  iu  hospitals  comes  from  the  dif- 
ferent standards  of  sanity  that  exist  in  the  hospital  and  iu 
the  community.  We  are  detaining  every  day  a  great  number 
of  persona  who  are  perfectly  convinced  of  their  own  sanity. 
Now  and  then  one  of  these  men,  discharged  as  unimproved, 
convinces  his  neighbors  that  he  was  sane  all  the  time  he  was 
shut  up  in  the  hospital.  The  presumption  is,  either  that  the 
doctors  were  mistaken  or  that  some  of  his  neighbors  are  full 
as  crazy  as  the  patient  in  attempting  to  decide  what  is  or  is 
not  insanity.  It  is  very  hard  to  convince  some  people  that  a 
person  who  will  talk  intelligently  and  sensibly  on  any  cosusl 
topic  that  may  present  itself,  remember  events  that  happened 
when  he  was  a  boy,  correct  a  niisstatemeift  you  may  happen 
to  make,  show  no  insanity  in  his  eye,  and  above  all  assure 
you  that  he  is  no  more  insane  than  you  are,  can  be  out  of  his 
mind,  and  yet  there  are  plenty  of  such  people  in  hospitals. 
An  expert  in  insanity  will  generally  discover  in  a  single  inter- 
view that  they  are  insane,  by  looking  for  the  weak  spots, 
which  is  his  business.  He  may  not  find  these  points  even  when 
they  exist,  but  if  he  does  find  them  you  may  be  pretty  sure 
that  they  are  insane. 

But  illustration  is  more  convincing  than  assertion ;  take  by 
way  of  illustration  then,  three  cases  from  actual  life.  What 
I  have  said  above  about  the  general  appearance  of  sanity 
applies  alike  to  them  all.     One  believes  that  his  writings. 
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pencilled  on  scraps  of  paper  and  left  much  like  the  old 
sybilline  leaves  to  blow  about  at  will,  are  still  published  and 
meeting  with  an  immense  sale  of  which  others  reap  the 
profits.  He  believes  that  the  politicians  are  keeping  him 
here  from  fear  of  his  political  influence,  although  he  never 
took  any  part  in  politics ;  that  they  think  if  he  was  let  out 
the  people  would  take  him  up  as  a  candidate  and  triumph- 
antly elect  him  to  the  final  overthrow  and  discomfiture  of 
all  politicians ;  which  if  it  were  only  true  certainly  ought  to 
entitle  him  to  his  discharge.  The  second  among  other  things 
has  a  belief  that  unknown  persons  by  occult  ways  strike  or 
pomp  into  his  ears.  The  third  persisted  that  his  wife  and 
children  were  coming  to  poverty,  and  this  when  assured  by 
them  in  person  and  by  friends  whom  he  had  confidence  in, 
that  such  was  not  the  case.  This  man  had  at  one  time  the 
liberty  of  the  grounds  and  was  almost  sure  to  convince 
strangers  that  he  was  unjustly  detained,  and  yet  in  addition 
to  the  delusion  I  have  mentioned  was  generally  insane  and  so 
careless  and  filthy  in  his  habits  *as  to  disgust  the  demented 
patients  about  him.  Could  any  one  of  these  three  men  be 
pronounced  sane  ? 

There  is  another  class  of  cases  sometimes  detained  in  hos- 
pitals who  are  the  victims  of  liquor,  who  will  drink  as  soon 
as  they  are  out  and  become  as  crazy  as  ever.  Under  the 
circumstances  it  is  certainly  charitable  to  call  them  insane. 
I  do  not  undertake  to  decide  that  they  are  so.  There  is  a 
small  class  of  persons  who  might,  in  a  certain  sense,  be  con- 
sidered sane,  to  whom  the  hospital  becomes  an  asylum. 
These  are  cases  of  long  standing,  formerly  violent,  or  still, 
after  xmcertain  intervals,  so.  They  may  go  away  in  the 
interval  but  sometimes  after  repeated  trials  they  come  to 
dread  going  away  to  be  again  excited.  Shall  you  take  from 
them  what  has  become  to  them  a  refuge,  all  the  home  where 
they  know  any  rest,  sending  them  out  to  an  almost  certain 
recurrence  of  the  excitement?  These,  if  they  are  sane,  at 
least,  are  not  forcibly  detained  in  hospitals.  There  is  also 
the  case  of  rapid  recovery;  there  comes  a  time  when  the 
delusions  are  gone ;  the  friends  say  he  talks  as  sane  as  any- 
body, and  they  want  to  take  him  home  at  once.  Shall  you 
keep  this  sane  man  shut  up  in  a  hospital?    Yes,  for  a  time ; 
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just  as  the  phyaieian  keeps  a  fever-patient  in  bed  after  the 
fever  has  left  him ;  you  dread  a  relapse. 

There  is  one  other  class,  those  mildly  demented,  or  sligfaUj 
cracked  people,  who  never  will  be  well,  but  who,  if  their 
friends  could  be  made  to  believe  it,  could  be  cared  for  st 
home.  Committed  by  court,  you  cannot  order  their  discharge, 
for  you  cannot  pronounce  them  well.  You  can  only  advise 
and  hope  the  friends  will  come  for  them ;  perhaps,  at  last 
the  man,  tired  of  wailing,  elopes,  as  much  to  your  relief  as 
his  own.  His  friends  conclude  to  try  him,  and  the  community 
has  another  so  called  sane  man  who  has  been  for  years  shut 
up  in  a  hospital. 

About  the  alleged  abuse  of  patients,  while  human  nature 
is  what  it  is,  we  must  expect  now  and  then  to  get  un- 
suitable persons  as  attendants,  and  it  is  too  much  to  hope 
that  nobody  suffers  at  their  hands  before  their  character 
is  known.  I  can  only  say  that  after  that  they  do  not  remain. 
It  is  a  very  trying  place,  that  of  attendant  on  the  insane,  and 
the  man  or  woman  who  faithfully  and  patiently  labors  in  that 
capacity,  kindly  caring  for  the  helpless,  the  violent,  the  un- 
thankful, has  certainly  an  admirable  opportunity  to  cultivate 
all  of  the  christian  graces,  and  if  they  miss  their  reward  in 
this  world  I  hope  they  may  find  it  in  the  next.  "  With  what 
measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again." 
Friends  tire  of  the  endless  care  and  bring  their  patient  to  the 
hospital.  Hie  public  expects  these  attendants  never  to  grow 
weary,  not  to  hear  the  oath  or  the  obscene  word,  or  to  mind 
the  blow  or  the  stinging  taunt ;  but  they  do,  for  they  are 
human  like  ourselves.  I  only  expect  them  to  remember  that 
the  patients,  being  insane,  are  not  responsible  for  what  they  do, 
and  that  they  are  not  to  notice  what  is  said,  to  care  for  them 
as  children,  and  that  the  golden  rule  is  worth  whole  pages  of 
by-laws.  The  public  have  very  little  conception  of  what  the 
insane  really  are,  or  of  the  difficulties  iu  the  way  of  a  proper 
care  of  them.  Man  reverte  very  fast  to  the  animal  when  you 
take  away  his  mind.  The  natural  impulse  to  throw  a  screen 
over  all  this  is  eminently  proper  and  I  shall  not  be  the  one  to 
lift  it.  I  only  ask  that  the  feet  shall  not  be  overlooked  in 
judging  of  the  situation. 

I  do  not  believe  that  the  insane  generally  suffer  abuse ;  but 
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tiiey  are  liable  to  neglect,  and  especially  so  as  your  hospitals 
become  crowded*  It  is  simply  impossible  that  one  person 
shall  do  for  thirty  all  he  could  for  ten.  Then  there  is  so 
much  difference  in  the  way  of  doing  the  same  thing ;  there  is 
a  certain  delicacy  of  touch  in  tending  the  sick  and  feeble  that 
is  acquired  only  by  a  few.  To  a  body  racked  with  pain 
kindness  of  heart  hardly  atones  for  clumsiness  of  hand.  It 
is  so  hard  for  any  of  us  to  always  say  the  right  thing  or  to 
know  when  to  refrain  from  saying  it.  Many  of  the  insane 
are  morbidly  sensitive  and  there  are  words  carelessly  spoken 
diat  cut  like  knives,  tones  that  are  harsher  than  blows. 

A  somewhat  eminent  writer,  distinguished  for  his  purely 
intellectual  and  sesthetic  tastes,  complains  that  he  found  no 
companionship  in  his  attendant;  it  does  not  seem  to  have 
occurred  to  him  that  persons  of  his  habits  of  thought  do  not 
apply  for  places  as  attendants,  or  if  they  did  that  they  would 
probably  make  very  unsatisfactory  help.  Certainly  the 
material  that  offers  is  not  always  the  most  promising,  but  we 
mast  not  expect  the  impossible. 

It  is  a  painful  tact  that  the  insane  make  most  unfounded 
complaints  of  the  treatment  they  receive  at  the  hands  of  their 
owD  relatives  and  dearest  friends.  Can  we  expect  that  they 
will  do  less  in  the  case  of  those  who  care  for  them  in  hos- 
pitals? Partially  recovered  persons  are  apt  to  feel  bitter 
towards  all  who  have  had  any  hand  in  restraining  them  and 
tell  terrible  stories  about  hospitals,  sometimes  from  purely 
malicious  motives,  but  oftener,  I  think,  from  honest  belief. 
From  distorted  imaginations,  from  minds  still  clouded  by 
disease,  from  the  outside  world  only  too  ready  to  suspect  and 
that  hears  only  to  condemn,  from  the  impracticable  ideas  of 
Utopian  philanthropists,  from  all  these  to  those  who  go  out 
from  us  fully  restored  I  take  the  appeal,  content  to  abide  by 
their  verdict.  They  know  better  than  any  one  else  the  short- 
coming and  the  weak  points.  They  know  also  the  trials  to 
which  we  are  subjected,  the  limitations  under  which  we  labor 
and  the  work  that  we  have  to  do.  They  are  themselves  our 
consolation,  our  reward.  As  year  by  year  they  come  back  to 
visit  us,  with  their  smiling  faces  and  warm  hand-pressures 
and  kind  words,  they  give  us  courage  to  go  on. 

Whether  the  hospitals  are  doing  everything  for  the  insane 
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that  can  reasonably  be  expected  of  them  admits  of  some 
question.  Many  of  our  own  defects  in  this  direction,  due  to  a 
crowded  bouse,  imperfect  classification  and  want  of  employ- 
ment, are  rapidly  being  remedied  by  the  extension,  but  the 
question  is  general  and  not  confined  to  our  particular  case. 
Perhaps  the  question  may  be  best  answered  by  asking  auother  : 
What  auperintondent  is  entirely  satisfied  with  the  present  state 
of  his  hospital  and  its  inmates?  If  there  is  any  such,  be  has 
either  attained  a  perfection  that  we  know  nothing  of,  or  by 
self-compliicency  has  become  unfitted  for  his  position.  I  am 
not  unmindful  of  the  great  advance  that  has  been  made  and  is 
still  making  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  insane,  both  here 
and  elsewhere  within  the  time  of  the  present  generation.  I  am 
not  sure  but  we  are  doing  all  that  can  reasonably  bo  expected 
of  us,  but  I  can  see  every  day  how  much  more  might  be  done 
with  greater  facilities  for  doing.  Economic  considerations  limit 
us  on  every  hand.  If  we  only  had  the  means, — but  some  of 
the  towns  have  always  complained  that  it  costs  more  to  keep 
their  patients  at  the  hospital  than  in  their  own  aaylums. 
When  the  happy  time  arrives  that  it  shall  be  cheaper  for  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  to  keep  their  insane  at  hospitals  thoD 
on  the  town  farm,  and  at  the  same  time  the  hospitals  be  able 
to  do  everything  that  philanthropy  or  medical  skill  cau  sug- 
gest for  the  unfortunate  inmates,  not  weighing  the  expense 
against  the  possible  advantage  to  be  gained,  ^ve  shall  have  gone 
far  on  towards  a  millenium.  There  is  a  power  in  money  for 
good  no  less  than  evil.  I  do  not  envy  rich  men  their  wealth, 
only  their  power  to  do.  If  I  could  but  make  them  see,  as  I  do, 
how  a  moderate  gift  placed  aside  to  accumulate  and  then  the 
income  only  to  be  expended,  would  solve  this  problem  for  all 
the  future,  though  we  might  not  live  to  see  it,  I  think  they 
would  be  satisfied  with  the  investment,  and  I  know  that  their 
monument  in  grateful  hearts  would  be  more  enduring  than 
any  in  marble. 

We  are  happy  to  again  acknowledge  our  indebtedness  to 
Col.  Fessendeu  for  the  "New  Bedford  Mercury,"  regularly  re- 
ceived ;  also  to  the  editor  of  the  "  Buffalo  Medical  and  Surgical 
Journal "  for  that  valuable  periodical.  We  welcome  to  our 
files  of  gratuitous  papers  the  "Old  Colony  Memorial,"  whose 
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weekly  appearance  is  another  pleasant  event  in  our  halls.  To 
our  townsman,  Mr.  S.  O.  Dunbar  we  are  indebted  for  a  gen- 
erous donation  of  flowering  shrubs  and  bulbs  for  our  garden, 
88  well  as  for  a  valuable  addition  to  our  library,  of  books  and 
files  of  papers.  To  Messrs.  Cur  wen  Stoddart  &  Brother  of 
Philadelphia  we  are  also  indebted  for  a  copy  of  Hammond's 
Hygiene  for  our  medical  library. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  a  few  changes  in  our  staff 
of  subordinate  officers.  Mr.  Evander  French,  who  had  for 
more  than  a  year  filled  the  place  of  male  supervisor  in  a  very 
acceptable  manner,  resigned  his  position  on  account  of  impaired 
health.  Both  he  and  his  wife  will  be  much  missed  here ;  they 
have  my  warmest  wishes  for  restored  health  and  future  pros- 
perity in  whatever  sphere  they  may  be  called  upon  to  act. 
Mr.  Charles  Thompson  succeeds  liim  as  supervisor,  and  faith- 
fully performs  the  somewhat  arduous  duties  of  the  position. 

We  also  lost  our  old  engineer,  Mr.  F.  B.  Hardy ;  he  and  his 
wife  had  served  us  well  for  many  years  and  I  much  regretted 
to  part  with  them.  Mr.  E.  D.  Godding  of  Jacksonville,  HI., 
takes  his  place  and  brings  to  us  in  addition  to  his  long  experi- 
ence as  engineer  the  knowledge  of  a  skilled  mechanic,  which, 
at  all  times  acceptable,  is  doubly  welcome  now  that  we  are 
building. 

To  Dr.  Gage  and  Mr.  Kittredge  I  am  under  renewed  obli- 
gations for  faithful  service  rendered  and  efficient  aid  in  bearing 
the  increased  burdens  of  the  past  year. 

I  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  courtesy  and  kindness  you 
ha?e  always  shown  me ;  gratefully  I  acknowledge  the  hearty 
support  you  have  given  to  all  our  plans  for  the  future,  your 
counsel  that  has  so  often  aided,  your  presence  that  always 
cheers  us.  The  hospital  is  about  to  enter  upon  an  era  of  ex- 
tended usefulness.  One  year  ago  I  felt  that  a  few  months 
would  determine  whether  we  were  to  remain  as  we  were  while 
others  advanced,  and  so  come  to  be  a  receptacle  rather  than  a 
hospital,  or  whether  we  should  move  to  the  front  with  them. 
It  is  determined ;  I  may  grow  weary  and  fall  out  by  the  way, 
you  may  pass,  but  the  hospital  is  to  go  on.  This  part  of  the 
old  Commonwealth  is  to  have  an  institution,  if  not  as  good  as 
any,  at  least  well  arranged,  well  appointed,  commensurate  to 
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her  need.  For  its  inmates,  for  us,  what  the  future  haa  in 
store  ie  all  unknown.  Let  it  find  ub  iu  our  places  doing  for 
humanity — our  strength  acoording  to  our  day— standing  up 
for  the  right  as  our  limited  vision  sees  it,  content  though  our 
good  be  evil  epokea  of;  and  so,  as  Tiny  Tim  observed,  God 
bless  us,  every  one.

:d  about  one  year  ago,  which  wc  mention,  as 
have  been  cast  on  the  administration  of  the 
'ing  too  much  freedom  to  a  person  committed 
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to  their  charge :  a  man.  was  sent  from  the  jail  of  a  westero 
county  a9  iusane,  who,  previous  to  bis  insanity,  liad  committed 
homicide.  His  insanity  was  not  considered  by  the  physician, 
while  here,  as  of  a  homicidal  character,  and  he  was  treated 
like  other  patients,  with  a  view  to  his  recovery,  being  allowed 
out-of-door  exercise,  at  first  with  an  attendant,  and  afterwards 
without  restraint.  On  his  recovery  he  was  tried  and  convicted 
for  the  act  committed  previous  to  his  insanity.  As  he  was 
not  considered  homicidal  while  under  treatment,  and  the  jury 
and  court  convicted  him  and  sentenced  him  for  an  act  com- 
mitted while  sane,  there  was  no  impropriety  in  allowing  him, 
while  convalescent,  the  freedom  of  any  patient  whose  insanity 
was  not  considered  homicidal  or  dangerous  to  the  community. 

Our  must  painful  duty  is  in  listening  to  the  complaints  of 
patients,  well  known  to  be  insane,  who  look  upon  their  com- 
mittal and  detention  as  au  act  of  injustice,  and  incessantly,  in 
speech  and  writing,  demand  release,  under  threat  of  the 
peualty  of  the  law  in  this  world,  and  judgment  in  the  next, 
upon  those  who  have  them  in  charge.  This  constant  fretting 
tends  to  retard  their  recovery,  and  the-only  remedy,  in  some 
cases,  is  to  transfer  them  to  another  hospital. 

There  is  a  popular  delusion  that  persons  are  sometimes 
sent  to  a  hospital  with  the  connivance  of  those  in  charge  of 
it.  Parents  are  supposed  to  be  sent  by  their  children  to  antio 
ipate  or  preserve  their  inheritance  from  waste ;  husbands 
and  wives  to  pursue  or  conceal  a  domestic  wrong,  or  end  an 
incurable  infelicity.  This  has  long  been  the  theme  of  low 
comedy,  and  of  sensational  novels ;  of  late  it  has  been  the 
subject  of  popular  lectures,  and  a  well-turned  epithet  of  cen- 
sure of  those  in  charge  of  the  insane  is  sure  to  give  delight 
to  the  audience,  and  bring  down  the  applause  of  the  house. 

The  hospital  receives  only  those  entrusted  to  its  cure,  in 
accordance  with  a  provision  of  law,  and  when  the  cause  for 
detention  ceases,  discharges  them,  it  is  feared,  sometimes, 
prematurely.  It  was  once  remarked  by  the  late  Dr.  Luther 
Bell,  that  persons,  who,  after  discharge,  indulged  ui  vitupera- 
tion of  those  who  had  the  cnre  of  them  when  ill,  showed 
evidence  of  an  imperfect  recovery. 

Some  changes  have  been  made  in  the  administration  of  the 
hospital  during  the  year.     The  former  Steward  and  Treas- 
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urer  resigned  his  office,  a  new  Steward  has  been  appointed, 
and  one  of  our  Board  of  Trustees  has  consented  to  take  tem- 
porarily the  office  of  Treasurer,  to  the  great  benefit  of  the 
hospital 

He  reports  the  finances  in  good  condition,  and  when  the 
amounts  due  are  collected,  we  shall  be  in  a  condition  to  make 
purchases  of  supplies  on  more  favorable  terms,  by  paying  at 
once,  than  by  a  system  of  credit. 

The  work  on  the  new  hospital  is  going  on,  the  grading  and 
part  of  the  foundation  proceeding  at  the  same  time. 

Sales  of  land  have  been  made  to  the  amount  of  nearly  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  all  of  which  is  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Conunonwealth,  who  acts  as  treasurer  of  the  new  hospi- 
tal, and  every  expenditure  has  the  sanction  of  the  governor 
and  council. 

The  present  financial  condition  of  the  country  is  not  favor- 
able to  the  sales  of  land,  but  the  improvements  going  on  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  hospital,  will  probably  increase  the  value 
of  the  land  which  remains  to  be  sold. 

In  consideration  that  the  hospital  has  now,  and  has  had  for 
years,  more  patients  than  the  present  law  permits  us  to  pro- 
vide for  in  the  new  building,  it  is  desirable  that  the  legislature 
should  80  modify  the  law  of  1870,  that  authority  may  be 
giyen  to  the  Trustees  to  carry  out  the  plans  as  designed,  while 
^ey  can  be  made  with  more  advantage  in  the  arrangement  of 
the  hospital,  and  economy  in  its  construction.

The  Biimber  of  patiotita  in  the  house  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  was  greutter  .tjxati  .at  the  begiiming  of  any  previous 
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year,  except  the  two  years  immediately  preceding  the  opening 
of  the  Taunton  Lunatic  Hospital. 

The  number  of  admissions  is  greater  than  those  of  any 
previous  yeai's,  except  those  of  1871  and  1872. 

Two  patients,  originally  admitted  by  private  bond,  were 
discharged  on  the  records  of  the  hospital,  to  be  committed  by 
the  judge  of  probate,  in  order  that  their  expenses  could  be 
charged  to  the  towns  legally  liable  for  their  support,  their 
own  funds  having  been  exhausted. 

The  actual  number  of  patients  received  at  the  hospital  was, 
therefore,  405.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  ten  of  the  persons 
were  admitted  each  twice,  and  two  were  admitted  each  thrice, 
during  the  year  the  number  o{  persons  admitted  was  379. 

No  patient  has  been  admitted  who  was  not  a  resident  of  the 
State,  although  many  applications  for  such  admissions  have 
been  received. 

The  number  discharged  as  recovered  constitutes  a  smaller 
per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  discharged  than  has  been  ex- 
hibited in  former  years.  All  thus  classed  were  believed  to 
have  reached  their  normal  condition,  which  must,  of  course, 
be  the  standard  for  comparison. 

Several  were  cases  of  dipsomania,  in  which  recovery  is 
considered  to  mean  nothing  more  than  recovery  from  the 
immediate  effects  of  debauch.  Indeed,  it  has  not  been  the 
policy  of  the  institution  to  retain  this  class  of  cases  in  the 
forlorn  hope  of  working  permanent  reformation. 

Among  those  classed  as  improved  are  several  who  appeared 
to  be  nearly  well  when  discharged,  and  whoso  recovery  was 
afterwards  completed. 

The  number  of  deaths  is  numerically  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year,  but  is  not  so  large  a  per  cent,  upon  the  average 
number  of  inmates  as  had  been  previously  reached. 

The  number  of  patients  remaining  at  the  close  of  the  pres- 
ent year  is  greater  than  remained  at  the  close  of  any  previous 
year  in  the  history  of  the  hospital,  except  the  two  years  next 
preceding  the  opening  of  the  Taunton  Hospital. 

It  has  been  with  considerable  difficulty  that  the  number  of 
inmates  has  been  prevented  fi'om  reaching  a  higher  figure. 
The  General  Agent  of  the  Board  of  State  Charities  has  relieved 
us  by  the  removal  from  time  to  time  of  such  State  patients  as 
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it  waa  proper  to  tl-nDsfer  to  other  institutions  or  to  the  places 
legally  liable  for  their  support.  The  discharge  of  such 
chronic,  quiet  town  patients  as  could  he  suitably  provided 
for  by  the  towua  wherein  they  had  settlements  has  also 
afforded  some  relief,  and  the  friends  of  u  number  of  patients 
whose  condition  warranted  it  have  been  allowed  and  encour- 
aged to  remove  them  to  their  homes. 

In  consequence  of  the  removal  of  so  many  quiet  patients, 
and  the  admission  of  so  large  a  number  of  eases  of  a  very 
demonstrative  type  the  population  of  the  ho3piJ:al  during  the 
year  has,  on  the  whole,  been  of  a  turbulent  and  noisy  charac- 
ter, and  this  has  added  to  the  cares  and  anxieties  of  the  offi- 
cers and  employes. 

In  a  lai^e  number  of  the  cases  admitted,  there  coexisted 
with  the  insanity  serious  complications.  Some  of  the  more

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Tables  of  this  chairacter  are  very  unaatiafactory.  The 
frieuds  of  patients  from  whom  the  statement  of  caueee 
usually  cornea,  eometimes  purposely  practice  deception  aod 
often  display  great  ignorance  by  assigning  as  a  cause,  some 
comparatively  trivial  circumstance  attendant  upon  the  be^n- 
ning  of  insanity  or  some  symptom  of  the  already  fixed  malady. 

It  is  often  very  difficult,  even  impossible,  to  assign  the 
cause  of  mental  deraugement.  Insanity  is  often  the  result  of 
a  concatenation  of  causes.  A  child  inherits  a  nervoua  organ- 
ization pi'oue  to  departure  from  the  normal  state.  Judicious 
training  and  cultivation  might  develop  a  strong  mind  and  a 
well  balanced  chai-acter.  Subjected,  however,  from  his 
earliest  infancy  to  injudicious  training  and  unfavorable  sur- 
roundings ;  never  learning,  either  from  precept  or  example 
the  paramount  importance  of  self-control,  he  reaches  manhood 
with  his  physical,  mental  and  moral  powers  in  an  unhealthy 
and  unstable  state, — the  sport  of  conceit  and  prejudice, — the 
victim  of  passion  and  appetite.  As  a  legitimate  result  of 
such  conditions,  reason  becomes  dethroned, — too  otleu,  alas, 
never  to  be  restored.  ^ 

In  the  case  entered  "  not  inaane  "  the  man  was  found  to  be 
affected  with  typhoid  fever.     He  is  now  nearly  well.

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  ;ear  exceeds  the  Dumber 
in  any  previous  year,  but  does  not  constitute  bo  large  a  per 
cent,  of  the  average  number  of  residents  as  was  the  case  in 
1870. 

About  one-fourth  of  the  cases  which  died,  were  admitted 
during  the  year  or  near  the  close  of  the  previous  year,  in 
such  a  condition  of  organic  disease,  that  it  was  obvious  from 
the  first,  that  all  we  could  do  for  them,  was  simply  to  nurse 
them  during  the  few  days  or  weeks  they  had  to  live. 

One  woman  was  moribund  when  admitted,  and  her  friends 
who  were  intending  to  return  by  a  railroad  train  which  left 
about  half  an  hour  after  their  arrival,  were  astounded  when 
informed  of  her  condition  aud  requested  to  remain.  She  lived 
about  four  and  one-half  hours. 


1878.] 
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Had  it  by  any  possibility  happened  that  this  patient's 
friends  had  left  the  city,  as  they  intended,  before  it  was  appar- 
ent that  she  was  so  ill,  and  her  death  occurred  within  a  few 
hours  thereafter,  it  would  in  all  probability  have  been  a  fruit- 
less task  to  attempt  to  dissuade  them  from  the  belief  that  the 
hospital  management  was  blameworthy. 

Of  those  who  died,  sixteen  were  over  seventy  years  of  age, 
and  twelve  between  sixty  and  seventy. 

During  August  and«  September  a  number  of  cases  of  dysen- 
teiy  occurred,  and  altogether  six  patients  died  who  were 
affected  with  it.  Of  these,  one  was  a  case  of  general  paral- 
ysis, and  two  were  cases  of  maniacal  exhaustion,  with  dysen- 
tery. Of  the  remaining  three,  two  had  not  the  stamina  to 
withstand  an  attack  of  any  acute  disease. 

The  case  of  mania,  with  amputation,  was  that  of  a  woman 
who  had  been  insane  twenty-three  years,  and  bed-ridden 
several  years,  in  which  the  femur  was  found  to  have  been 
fractured  without  any  known  cause.  The  condition  of  the 
limb  became  such,  that  upon  consultation,  it  was  deemed  best 
to  amputate,  when  it  was  shown  that  the  fracture  was  origi- 
nally dependent  upon  disease  of  the  bone.

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The  foregoing  table  shows  the  expense  for  each  patient  per 
week  to  have  been  $4.04,  whiSh  is  very  near  the  average  for 
the  last  nine  years.  The  rate  per  week  as  given  in  this  table 
differs  somewhat  from  that  given  in  the  return  to  the  Board  of 
State  Charities  ($4.25),  on  account  of  the  different  methods 
by  which  they  are  computed. 

The  Treasurer's  report  to  the  Trustees  does  not,  in  making 
up  the  current  expenses,  include  some  items  furnished  patients 
for  which  the  hospital  is  to  ))e  reimbursed,  neither  does  it 
iuclude  increase  or  decrease  in  personal  property  or  "funds." 
Indeed,  it  hardly  seems  proper  to  include  increase  of  "  funds" 
from  legacies,  which  are  not  applied  to  the  ordinary  expenses 
of  the  institution  in  estimating  the  cost  of  carrying  on  the 
hospital.  If,  for  instance,  the  hospital  should  be  so  fortunate 
as  to  receive  a  legacy  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  it 
would  appear,  by  this  mode  of  computation,  that  it  cost  nolh^ 
ing  to  carry  on  the  hospital  during  the  year  in  which  the  gift 
was  received. 

We  have,  however,  in  this  table  a  comparative  exhibit  of 
the  dnancial  condition  of  the  hospital  during  a  series  of  years, 
while  the  form  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Stiite  Charities  is 
convenient  for  comparing  the  results  at  the  different  institu- 
tions. 

Since  the  last  annual  report  was  submitted,  the  plans  for 
the  new  hospital  buildings  have  been  approved  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Council,  as  required  by  the  Resolves  of  1872. 

The  action  of  the  legislature  authorizing  the  erection  of  the 
new  hospital  buildings,  limited  the  number  of  inmates,  for 
which  accommodation*  was  to  be  provided  to  four  hundred. 
There  are,  however,  nearly  five  hundred  now  in  the  hospital, 
and  the  pressure  upon  us  for  an  increase  of  that  number  is 
Tery  great.  Even  the  additional  accommodations  soon  to  be 
provided  in  other  paiiis  of  the  State  will  be  inadequate  to  the 
demands  that  will  have  arisen  before  they  are  completed.  In 
view  of  these  considerations,  the  plans  as  approved  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  were  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of  exten- 
sions, that  will  give,  altogether,  accommodations  for  five  hun- 
dred inmates ;  the  whole  to  constitute  an  harmonious  and 
complete  scheme  of  classification.     It  is  respectfully  suggested 
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tliat  it  will  be  expedient  to  aak  tlie  legislature  to  confer  upon 
die  Trustees  the  requisite  auth<Jrrty  to  carry  out  the  design. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  plans  for  the  new  buildings 
hare  received  the  endorsement  of  some  or  the  most  experi- 
enced Buperintendenta  of  institutions  for  the  insane  in  the 
country. 

The  selection  of  the  particular  location  or  site  upon  which 
the  new  edifice  should  be  erected  was  a  somewhat  difficult 
problem,  and  received  very  careful  attention.  The  advice  of 
several  gentlemen  of  experience  in  such  matters  was  asked, 
and  the  eouclusion  which  they  reached  was  unanimous.  !fro- 
poaals  for  the  grading,  excavations  and  foundations,  were  re- 
ceived, and  the  contract  for  the  same  completed  in  May,  at 
advantageous  prices.  The  work  has  been  prosecuted  with  a 
reasonable  degree  of  vigor,  and  nearly  one-fourth  of  the  foun- 
dation will  have  been  laid  before  the  advent  of  frost,  and  work 
will  be  resumed  early  in  the  spring. 

Stone  of  a  quality  suitable  for  foundations,  is  found  on  t^e 
hospital  property  near  the  site  of  the  buildings,  and  a  quarry 
has  been  opened.  The  use  of  this  stone  will  materially 
lessen  the  cost  of  the  work. 

To  the  many  kind  friends  who  have  contributed  to  the 
pleasure  of  our  unfortunate  inmates,  by  presents  of  flowers, 
plants,  books,  papers,  etc.,  and  to  those  who  have  given 
dramatic  entertainments,  readings,  concerts,  exhibitions,  etc., 
we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude,  ^ot  only  do  such  entertainments 
afford  amusement,  but  they  exert  a  beneficial  and  often  cura- 
tive influence  by  affording  subjects  for  thought  and  conversa- 
tion, and  helping  to  break  the  monotony  of  hospital  life. 
The  providing  such  diversions  is  a  necessity  in  any  well 
ordered  hospital  for  the  insane,  and  all  assistance  in  the  worb 
is  thankfully  received  and  thoroughly  appreciated. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  several  clergymen  ol 
the  city,  who  have,  during  the  past  year,  kindly  consented  tc 
alternately  conduct  religious  services  on  the  Sabbath,  and  alsc 
to  the  choir  who  assist  so  acceptably. 

This  arrangement  has  given  very  great  satisfaction,  and  w( 
hope  to  be  able  to  continue  it. 

To  each  and  all  connected  with  tiie  hospital,  officers  01 
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eniploySs,  who  have  conscientiously  (in d  earnestly  endeavored 
to  aid  in  caiTying  on  the  work,  I  bog  to  express  my  acknowl- 
edgment of  their  labors. 

Allow  me,  gentlemen,  in  closing,  to  return  my  sincere 
thanks  for  the  kindness  and  consideration  shown  me,  and  for 
the  deep  interest  and  hearty  cooperation  you  have  taken  in 
the  daily  labors  of  the  hospital  and  in  the  endeavors  to  make 
it  wortiiy  the  confidence  of  its  patrons,

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ESrSPECTORS'   REPORT. 


To  Uis  Excellency  the  Goveimor  and  the  Honorable  Council 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

The  Inspectors  of  the  State  Workhouse  at  Bridgewater 
submit  their  Annual  Report. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  general  prosperity  to  the 
institution.     It  has  escaped  the  visitation  of  contagious  and 
infectious  disease,  and  good  health  has  generally  prevailed, 
except  among  those  who  entered  the  house  broken  down  with 
disease.     The  report  of  the  Physician,  herewith  submitted, 
affords  more  particular  information  as  to  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion, and  also  indicates  to  some  extent  the  responsibilities  of 
that  oflBce  in  an  institution  of  this  character.     We  can,  with 
the  Superintendent,  attest  to  the  faithfulness  with  which  the 
duties  of  the  Physician  have  been  performed.     The  general 
niauagement  of  the  Workhouse  has  been  the  same  as  hei'eto- 
fore.     The  farm  work  has  engaged  the  chief  attention  of  tlie 
ahle-l)odied  men,  and  as  will  be  seen  from  the  Superintend- 
ent's report,  the  result  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

It  is  possible  that  some  mechanical  industry  might  be  in- 
troduced that  would  be  quite  as  remunerative,  but  we  believe 
it  TV^ould  be  less  favorable  to  the  health  of  the  institution. 
The  report  of  the  Superintendent  covers  in  minute  detail 
what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year,  and  we  feel 
quite  sure  that  with  such  a  class  of  persons  as  are  gathered 
here  it  would  be  difficult  to  suggest  any  very  essential  change 
for  the  better.  The  females  that  are  committed  here  in  the 
enjoyment  of  an  average  degree  of  health,   usually  go  out 
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physically  improved  and  better  fitted  to  earn  a  living  tht 
when  they  entered  the  institution.  Separate  from  the  male 
except  when  attending  the  service  of  the  chapel,  there 
essentially  the  same  separation  as  if  they  were  in  anotb< 
institution.  The  moral  and  religious  influences  exerted  a 
such  as  are  calculated  to  improve  those  who  are  susceptible 
good  impressions,  and  those  who  are  so  morally  depraved 
to  disregard  such  advice  and  counsel  as  is  given,  would  u 
be  likely  to  reform  under  any  other  circumstances. 

The  evening  school  and  the  Sunday  school  have  been  eu 
tained  with  regularity  during  the  year,  and  have  been  produ 
tive  of  good  results.  Rev.  Ebenezer  Gay  has  continued 
minister  to  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  institution  with  fide 
ity  to  his  sacred  trust.     His  report  is  herewith  transmitted, 

We  are  mindful  of  the  beneficent  design  of  institutions 
this  kind,  which  are  primarily  for  the  protection  of  societ 
but  in  their  administration  there  should  ever  be  an  aim 
improve  and  reform.  In  this  spirit,  we  believe  the  Superi 
tendent  of  this  institution,  and  bis  estimable  wife,  have  assid 
ously  devoted  themselves  to  their  work. 

The  regular  visits  of  Mrs.  Durant  and  Miss  Chickering 
.  the  advisory  board,  have  been  welcomed,  and  we  hope  n 
without  some  good  results.  The  good  discipline  that  baa  be< 
maintained,  the  improvements  that  have  been  made  in  ai 
about  the  house,  the  large  amount  of  labor  done  in  reclali 
ing  land  and  building  walls,  indicates  good  judgment 
the  entire  management,  for  which  the  Inspectors  are  und 
renewed  obligations  to  the  Superintendent. 

To  those  who  are  observers  of  the  regularity  with  which  tl 
and  kindred  institutions  are  supplied  with  inmates,  the  qu< 
tion  is  most  naturally  suggested,  From  whence  comes  tl 
train  of  degraded  humanity?  We  do  not  hesitate  to  attribi] 
nine-tenths  of  the  commitments  here  to  intemperance,  direct 
or  indirectly.

The  employment  of  inmates  has  been  similar  to  that  of 
'ormer  years. 

The  women  make  the  clothing  for  the  institution,  and  are 
ilio  employed  on  contract  work  for  different  firms  in  Boston, 
nuking  overalls,  knitting  socks,  &c.  They  have  also  made 
iome  clothing  for  the  Westborough  Reform  School. 

Much  time  is  spent  iu  teaching  the  younger  women  the 
Bcthod  of  running  sewing  machines.  Inexperienced  hands 
raiise  some  delay  in  the  work,  and  occasion  some  damage  to 
:be  machines.  But  many  of  them  have  become  expert  opera- 
tors, and  have  thereby  the  means  of  earning  a  living  when 
tlicy  leive  the  institution. 

The  other  women  are  employed  on  various  kinds  of  work, 
?uch  aa  knitting  socks,  mending  clothes,  scrubbing,  washing, 
cooking  and  nursing. 

When  the  amouut  of  work  is  taken  into  consideration,  it 
should  he  remembered  that  our  hospital  department  for 
females,  always  numbers  from  50  to  100  patients. 

During  ftie  year,  164  female  prisoners  have  been  committed 
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to  the  workhouse.  Probably  not  more  than  one-fourth  of 
that  number  were  mentally  and  physically  well  when  they 
arrived  here.  Many  of  oar  women,  therefore,  on  admission 
to  tlie  institution,  are  placed  in  the  hospital,  under  treatment 
of  the  physician. 

In  some  instances  their  sentences  expire  by  the  time  they 
are  convalescent,  while  in  other  cases  they  are  too  feeble  or 
too  demented  to  be  turned  adrift  at  the  expiration  of  their 
term,  and  are,  by  direction  of  the  General  Agent,  retained 
here  for  further  care  and  treatment. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  although  our  institution  bears  the 
name  of  "Workhouse,"  it  is  only  a  portion  of  its  inmates 
that  contribute  to  its  support. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  clothing  made  during  the  past 
year:  232  sheets,  201  pillow-cases,  20  bed-ticks,  44  men's 
shirts,  55  pairs  of  pants,  53  men's  jackets,  72  jumpers,  136 
pairs  men's  socks,  165  women's  dresses,  24  skirts,  220  aprons, 
68  night  dresses,  134  chemises,  174  pairs  women's  stockings, 
147  pairs  stockings  footed,  54  children's  dresses,  58  children's 
skirts,  56  children's  shirts,  100  bands,  78  children's  aprons, 
48  night  gowns,  250  diapers,  60  stand-covers,  C7  towels,  12 
baker's  aprons,  364  blankets  (hemmed),  besides  many  other 
articles  used  in  the  institution,  of  which  no  account  is  taken. 

The  above  list  does  not  comprise  any  of  the  contract  work, 
nor  does  it  include  the  mending  and  repairing  done  for  the 
inmates  of  the  house. 

The  sewing  room  is  under  the  charge  of  one  matron,  who  is 
constantly  teaching  new  comers  the  use  of  the  machines,  and 
who  has  herself,  for  the  most  part,  kept  the  machines  in 
repair. 

The  male  prisoners  are  employed  in  work  best  suited  to 
their  age  and  condition.  Before  mentioning  the  different 
kinds  of  work  they  do,  let  me  call  your  attention  to  a  few 
statistics. 

During  the  year  just  closed  208  male  prisoners  have  been 
committed  to  the  workhouse.  Of  these,  167  were  upwards  of 
25  years  of  age,  91  were  over  40,  63  were  over  50,  38  were 
over  60  and  12  were  over  70  years  of  age. 

It  is  probably  fair  to  say  that  150  of  these  men  were,  on 
admission  to  this  institution,  either  mentally  or  physically  dis- 
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eased,  whom  a  life  of  adversity  or  vice  had  rendered  nearly 
worthless  as  workers. 

How  to  employ  these  men  to  the  best  advantage  to  them- 
selves and  to  the  State  has  been  a  question  of  considerable 
study.  Propositions  have  been  made  to  manufacturers,  with 
a  view  to  the  introduction  of  mechanical  business.  But  after 
coming  here  and  examining  the  men  carefully  they  have 
usually  declined  our  offers.  One  gentleman,  however,  made 
us  a  proposition  to  engage  in  the  manufacture  of  shoddy  heels. 
But  it  was  not  acceptable  to  the  inspectors  for  several  reasons, 
one  of  which  was  that  a  public  institution  ought  not  to  encour- 
age the  manufiicture  of  shoddy  goods. 

Having,  therefore,  failed  in  the  introduction  of  any  general 
mechanical  employment  for  the  men,  the  farm^  as  heretofore, 
has  been  the  ^^ field  of  operations." 

Perhaps  it  should  be  stated  in  this  connection  that  whenever 
a  jDrisoner  is  admitted  to  the  workhouse  who  has  a  trade  par- 
tially or  fully  learned,  he  is  usually  required  to  pursue  that 
trade,  providing  it  is  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  institution. 

The  numerous  buildings  clustered  together  here,  and  none 
of  them  of  the  best  workmanship,  require  constant  attention, 
and  furnish  employment  to  such  carpenters,  painters,  masons, 
<S:c.,  as  we  may  happen  to  have.  All  the  shoes  used  in  the 
institution  during  the  year  have  been  madeand  kept  in  repair 
by  inmate  shoemakers.  All  the  pails  and  wheelbarrows  are 
at  present  made  by  inmates.  Most  of  the  blacksmithing  for 
the  past  year  has  been  done  by  inmate  blacksmiths.  Many  of 
the  trades,  therefore,  are  represented  here,  and  some  oppor- 
tunity given  to  young  men  to  learn  business  other  than  farm- 
ing which  will  enable  them  to  earn  a  living  when  they  leave 
the  institution. 

I  very  much  doubt  whether  any  kind  of  mechanical  work 
could  be  pui"sued  here  that  would  render  the  institution  self- 
supporting,  and  am  convinced  that  the  occupation  of  farming 
is,  on  the  whole,  the  best  adapted  to  the  age  and  condition  of 
a  large  majority  of  the  inmates  now  being  sentenced  here.  It 
is  a  healthy  employment,  and  imparts  strength  and  vigor  to 
the  body,  and  for  this  reason  may  give  a  healthier  tone  to  the 
mind.  The  farm  gangs  come  in  from  the  field  with  good 
appetites,  and  when  night  comes  they  sleep  well.     There  is 
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variety  enough  in  the  occupation  to  awaken  an  interest  with 
those  employed,  and  uot  enough  monotony  to  cause  them  to 
dislike  it.  Generally,  the  inmntes  themselves  prefer  goiog  to 
the  field,  rather  than  work  inside. 

If  properly  officered,  kept  well  in  hand,  and  no  conversa- 
tion allowed,  the  escapes  from  the  field  are  quite  as  rare  as 
those  from  the  yard. 

The  number  of  men  now  in  the  workhouse  is  one  hundred 
and  forty.  Ten  of  these  are  in  the  hospital.  Fifteen  or 
twenty  more  are  constantly  employed  inside,  as  firemen, 
bakers,  blacksmiths,  painters,  carpenters,  shoemakers,  coop- 
ers and  tinsmiths.  From  twenty  to  thirty  others,  who  are 
infirm,  demented  or  simple,  do  small  chorea  about  the  house, 
take  care  of  the  men's  dormitories,  pick  oakum,  pound  stone, 
assort  vegetables,  pick  potatoes,  husk  com,  fill  beds,  card  the 
cattle,  sweep  the  barns,  pound  shells  for  the  poultry,  &c.  The 
balance  of  the  men  constitute  the  regular  field  gang.  They 
are  divided  into  squads,  and  go  to  the  fields,  accompanied  by 
officers.  Men  whose  sentences  are  nearly  expired,  and  who 
have,  therefore,  but  small  temptation  to  escape,  are  placed  in 
charge  of  the  teams,  and  fill  other  positions  which  do  not 
require  the  immediate  presence  of  an  officer. 

In  this  way  the  farming  opei'utiouB  have  been  conducted  the 
past  season.  Escapes  hiivo  rarely  occurred,  except  through 
the  carelessness  or  inexperience  of  officers.

A  large  quantity  of  table  vegetables,  consisting  of  string 
and  shell  beans,  lettuce,  green  pease,  asparagus  and  strawber- 
ries, raised  upon  the  farm,  have  been  consumed  by  inmates 
and  employes  of  the  institution,  of  which  no  account  is  taken. 
These  inmates,  besides  putting  in  the  crops  and  taking  care 
of  them,  have  dug  ditches  equal  to  2,000  feet  in  length,  4  to 
6  feet  wide,  and  from  3  to  6  feet  deep.  They  have  rebuilt 
1,141  feet  of  faced,  double  stone  wall,  and  have  trenched  and 
prepared  for  completion  next  winter  other  walls  equal  to  1,000 
feet  in  length.  They  have  cleared  of  bushes  and  underbrush 
some  40  acres  of  pasture  land,  have  grubbed  and  cleared  of 
stumps  about  20  acres  of  swamp  land,  which  only  a  fbw  years 
ago  was  covered  with  forest  trees,  11  acres  of  which  have  been 
ploughed  and  laid  down  to  grass  since  July  last. 

Thirty-five  hundred  loads  of  manure  have  been  made  in  the 
yards  and  spread  upon  the  land  since  October  1,  1872.  Two 
thousand  loads,  it  is  estimated,  are  now  in  the  yards,  but  not 
sufficiently  composted  to  be  ready  for  use.  The  fertilizing 
elements  of  the  institution  are  saved  and  utilized.  The  laun- 
dry, the  sinks,  the  vaults,  all  contribute  to  the  production  of 
the  farm.  Year  by  year  new  acres  are  being  reclaimed,  and 
brought  under  cultivation. 

The  leadin<y  object  in  the  management  of  the  farm  has  been 
so  to  cultivate  and  improve  it  as  to  increase  its  value,  and  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  its  productions  for  the  support  of  the 
institution. 

Since  making  our  last  annual  report  we  have  contiimed  the 
work  of  improvement  in  and  around  the  premises,  wherever 
the  necessity  seemed  most  urgent. 

These  expenditures  have  been  met  from  the  appropriation 
for  current  expenses,  that  being  the  only  fund  available. 

The  general  health  of  the  institution  has  been  quite  up  to 
the  average.  We  have  had  no  epidemic.  Even  the  small- 
pox, which  was  prevalent  elsewhere,  did  not  reach  us. 
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For  further  informatioQ  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  afiaira  of 
the  institution,  you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  physician 
who  visits  each  hospital  daily.  We  are  glad  to  bear  testi- 
mony to  tho  faithfulness  and  skill  with  which  his  services  have 
been  perfonned. 

During  the  past  season  we  have  been  pained  to  record  the 
death  of  our  venerable  friend  and  neighbor,  the  consulting 
physician.  Dr.  Morrill  Robinson,  who  had  been  connected 
with  the  institution  for  many  years  as  a  medical  attendant, 
and  whoso  kind  and  cheerful  face  was  always  greeted  with 
welcome  by  all  the  patients. 

Our  veneiable  and  worthy  chaplain  still  continues  his  ser- 
vices in  the  chapel  on  Sabbath  mornings.  All  are  respectful 
and  generally  attentive  during  the  hours  of  worship.  Many 
of  them  appear  to  take  an  interest  in  these  devotional  exer- 
cises, and  occasionally  give  evidence  of  improvement. 

A  Sabbath  school,  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Leonard,  is 
also  held  in  the  chapel  Sunday  afternoons. 

The  ladies  of  the  prison  commission  continue  their  visits 
with  remarkable  regularity,  and  converse  with  the  inmates 
without  interruption  or  restriction. 

We  have  many  Catholics  in  the  institution  who  frequently 
express  a  desire  to  see  a  clergyman  of  their  own  faith.  Es- 
pecially is  this  the  case  when  they  suppose  themselves  to  be 
in  a  dying  state.  Whenever  such  a  wish  is  manifested,  a 
note  is  promptly  forwarded  to  Rev.  Mr.  Coulin,  a  Catholic 
clergyman  of  Bridgewator,  to  whom  we  are  under  obligations 
for  his  faithful  ministrations  to  tho  sick  and  dying, 

The  library  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year.  A  few 
new  books  have  been  purchased  to  supply  the  places  of  such 
OS  are  worn  ont  or  lost.  We  have  also  purchased  iUuminated 
mottoes  and  placed  them  in  tho  chapel,  the  hospitals,  nurser- 
ies, sewing  room  and  dining-halls.  About  one  hundred  books 
are  usually  distributed  every  Sunday. 
•  All  the  newspapers  which  come  into  the  house  during  the 
week  are  collected  and  distributed  among  the  inmates  Sunday 
afternoons.  At  this  time  writing  paper  is  also  fiirnished  to 
such  as  are  entitled  to  write. 

The  evening  school  is  still  in  operation.  The  progress  of 
the  scholars  has  rather  exceeded  our  expectations.     Readiog 
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aud  writing  are  the  principal  branches  taught,  yet  music  and 
general  exercises  are  frequently  engaged  in,  by  which  the 
school-room  is  made  somewhat  more  inviting. 

During  the  past  season  several  evening  lectures  were  deliv- 
ered in  the  chapel  by  different  ministers  and  other  speakers  in' 
this  vicinity,  who  responded  to  our  invitation  very  cordially, 
and  without  compensation.  These  lectures  were  listened  to 
with  interest,  and  were  apparently  well  appreciated  by  the 
inmates.  The  Chorus  Club  from  the  neighboring  village  also 
gave  us  a  very  agreeable  and  interesting  concert. 

To  the  lecturers  and  the  singers  we  hereby  extend  our  sin- 
cere thanks. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  say  that  the  respective  duties  of  the 
employes  of  the  institution  have,  for  the  most  part,  been  well 
and  faithfully  performed.  I  hereby  respectfully  tender  them 
my  thanks. 

To  you,  gentlemen,  I  am  under  grateful  obligations  for 
your  encouragement  and  cooperation,  for  many  pleasant  hours 
of  profitable  association,  and  for  your  many  kind  offices 
towards  myself  and  family.

The  health  of  the  institution  has  been  good  for  the  pi 
year.  We  hare  had  no  contagious  or  infectious  disease 
increase  the  sickness  or  mortAlity  of  the  inmates.  For  a  tii 
we  feared  the  inroads  of  small-pox,  which  hung  like  a  do 
oTer  our  sister  institutions,  from  which  our  inmates  i 
mostly  taken ;  but  the  wise  forethought  which  prevented  < 
transfer  of  those  who  could  bring  contagion  with  them,  sa^ 
OS  from  the  scourge  which  was  then  sweeping  over  the  whi 
State.  A  rigid  system  of  re-vaccination  was  enforced 
every  case  where  there  was  not  the  most  satisfactory  evidei 
of  recent  vaccination.  The  freshest  non-humanized  virus  v 
used  in  all  cases,  and  Buccessfully  in  a  large  proportion 
the  re-vacciaations.  The  introduction  of  virus  into  siyste 
already  debilitated  by  venereal  disease  has  usually  proi 
very  pernicious,  but  the  ill  effects  from  this  cause  have  bi 
much  less  marked  with  the  non-humanized  virus  used  ' 
past  winter. 

During  the  year  thirty-one  living  children  have  been  bo 
and  fifty  deaths  hare  occurred,  eleven  of  which  were  of  p 
Bona  over  sixty,  and  fourteen  of  children  under  one  year 
age ;  most  of  the  latter  died  from  inherited  diseases,  incu 
hie  in  their  nature. 
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Many  of  those  admitted  to  the  workhouse  came  to  us 
mentally  or  physically  disabled,  requiring  considerable  atten- 
tion, and  occasionally  medical  treatment,  but  not  confinement 
to  the  hospitals ;  such  have  been  cared  for,  but  their  names 
are  omitted  from  this  Report. 

Our  hospittils  for  the  past  year  have  been  less  crowded 
than  at  any  time  during  our  connection  with  the  institution. 
This  is  attributable  to  two  causes  mainly :  first  to  the  in- 
creased hospital  accommodations ;  and  secondly,  to  the  fact 
that  by  the  system  of  confining  all  presumed  cases  of  sickness 
in  a  room  by"^  themselves,  to  diet  suitable  to  the  really  sick, 
many  claiming  to  be  ill  find  they  really  are  not  and  return  to 
work,  and  others  are  restrained  from  entering  the  hospitals 
who  gladly  would  do  so  from  pure  laziness.  This  is  one  of 
the  many  benefits  arising  out  of  the  improvements  which 
have  recently  been  made  in  our  hospitals,  and  to  which  we 
referred  in  our  former  report. 

The  order  and  cleanliness,  together  with  the  constant 
earnest  endeavor  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron  to  make 
our  hospitals  wear  the  cheerful  appearance  of  a  real  home  to 
those  confined  within  them,  does  much  to  keep  up  a  healthy 
state  of  mind  and  body  of  those  under  my  charge.  Our 
thanks  are  due  to  them  and  the  other  officers  of  the  institu- 
tion, for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  cooperation  with  me  in 
the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  my  office. 

For  further  particulars  you  are  referred  to  the  tables  here- 
with annexed. 

Before  closing  this  Report  permit  me,  gentlemen,  to  bear 
testimony  to  the  sendees  always  cheerfully  rendered,  and  wise 
comisel  given,  during  the  whole  term  of  my  labors  here,  by 
that  worthy  gentleman  and  good  physician  with  whom  I  have 
had  the  honor  to  be  associated  as  a  medical  officer  of  this 
institution,  whom  the  Ruler  of  All  has  recently  discharged 
from  his  earthly  labor  and  taken  to  a  brighter  home.

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CHAPLAIIfl^'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Workhouse  in  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen  : — It  is  now  more  than  five  years  since  I  com- 
menced the  service  of  Chnploin  iu  this  iDstitution ;  and  though 
advanced  in  years  I  have  not  lost  my  interest  in  the  moral  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  its  inmates.  Although  I  cannot  record 
instances  of  actual  conversion,  I  cannot  doubt  that  the  word 
of  truth  has  found  a  lodgment  iu  many  hearts,  which  will  have 
a  salutary  effect  in  their  after-life.  The  good  order  and  ap- 
parently  devout  attention  given  by  many  individuals  in  the 
chapel  constrain  me  to  believe  that  good  will  be  effected. 

Under  the  present  wise  management  of  your  judicious 
Superiutendeut,  his  matron  and  their  assistauta,  the  public 
have  reason  to  anticipate  much  good.  Considering  the  early 
training  and  continued  habits  of  a  large  part  of  the  inmates, 
and  their  associations  iu  life,  we  cannot  expect  an  immediate 
return  to  the  way  of  sobriety,  purity  and  uprightuesa.  The 
pubUc  have  much  reason  for  thankfulness,  that  so  many  im- 
pure and  immoral  characters  are  restrained,  for  a  time  at  least, 
from  committing  further  deeds  of  wrong  doing.  Whilst  there 
is  constant  complaint  that  crime  is  increasing  in  the  commu- 
nity, it  is  well  to  know  that  law  is  maintained  in  BOme 
instances. 

The  greatest  impediment  to  the  success  of  prison  discipline 
and  reformation,  consists  in  the  morbid  seutimentalism  enter- 
tained and  proclaimed  by  some  well  meaning  but  overzealous 
reformers.  All  prisoners  are  well  acquainted  with  this  6cti- 
tious  love  and  zeal,  and  it  not  only  makes  them  restless  in 
their  confinement,  but  leads  them  to  think  that  they  have  bet- 
ter friends  outside  of  the  walls  thau  those  who  are  really  and 
earnestly  laboring  for  their  best  good.     It  is,  however,  diffi- 
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cult  to  conceive,  how  an  institution,  designed  to  protect  society 
from  the  injury  of  reckless  men  and  women,  and  to  restore 
them  to  habits  of  soj3riety  and  usefulness,  can  be  better  man- 
aged than  this  under  the  present  arrangement.  No  injury 
can  arise  from  the  two  sexes  assembling  in  the  same  chapel 
at  the  same  time  for  public  worship.  Here  they  have  no 
communication  by  word  or  sign,  but  may  unite  in  the  worship 
of  their  common  Lord  and  Father,  and  thus  be  constrained 
to  remember  their  responsibility  to  God  and  man. 

The  only  ch.ange  that  seems  desirable,  is  a  classification  of 
the  inmates,  so  that  the  well  disposed  may  be  separated  in 
their  daily  avocations  and  nightly  rest  from  those  who  disre- 
gard all  moral  and  spiritual  reflection,  and  who  neither  intend 
their  own  reformation,  nor  seem  to  be  willing  that  others 
should  become  better  members  of  society.

In  making  the  Twentieth  Annual  Report  of  this  institution, 
•  find  little  that  is  new  to  commuiiicato,  or  iinpoilant  to 
s_qcst.  It  is  the  first  full  year  of  the  State  Primary  School 
ieved  of  an  almshouse  department  and  its  embarrassmeuts. 
lere  are  a  few  lingering  mementoes  of  the  latter,  in  the 
uales  sent  here  for  help  and  support  from  the  state  alms- 
use,  hut  they  are  so  few  and  so  isolated  in  the  establish- 
ut,  that  they  are  not  apparently  detrimental  to  the  school. 
Cieucral  good  health  has  prevailed  among  the  inmates  dur- 
f  the  past  year.  The  hospital  has  had  plenty  of  spare 
im,  and  the  bills  for  medical  supplies  have  been  small.  A 
in,  wholesome  diet,  with  plenty  of  fresh  air,  pure  water 
I  daily  exercise  are  the  provisions  made  to  thwart  disease 
victims,  and  build  up  good  physical  constitutions. 
It  the  time  of  making  our  last  annual  report,  October  1, 
'li,  there  were  398  persons  in  the  institution, — 341  children 
:he  srbool,  and  57  remaiaing  here  for  support  and  tenipo- 
y  custody. 

rhe  admissions  since  that  time  have  been  267.  Sixteen  of 
se  were  women,  and  137  children,  sent  here  by  the  Board 
State  Charities;  71  came  from  juvenile  courts,  41  were 
irned  from  families  where  they  had  been  placed,  and  two 
e  bom  in  the  institution. 

'rom  this  number,  138  children  have  been  placed  out  iu 
lilies,  48  have  been  discharged  by  the  Board  of  State  Char- 
s,  11  have  deserted,  6  have  died,  5  boys  have  been  trans- 
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ferred  to  the  reform  Bcbool,  2  to  the  state  almshouse,  1  girl 
to  the  industrial  school,  and  1  woman  to  the  insane  asylum  at 
Northampton,  making  the  total  discharges  212,  and  leaving 
453  now  in  the  institution. 

Of  this  number,  290  boys  and  110  girls  belong  to  the 
school  proper,  and  53  other  persons,  viz.,  4  men,  30  women, 
10  boys  and  9  girls  are  here  for  support  and  temporary 
custody. 

The  average  number  supported  through  the  year  is  424, 
and  the  cost  per  annum  for  each  is  $2.13. 

While  the  average  number  supported  through  the  year  is  7 
less  than  the  number  supported  last  year,  it  will  seem  that 
the  number  in  the  institution  at  this  time  is  55  larger  than  at 
the  same  date  last  year.  This  increase  is  wholly  in  school 
children.  Tlie  reason  for  this  is  the  larger  number  admitted 
from  juvenile  courts,  and  the  smaller  number  placed  out  in 
families.  Last  year  only  24  came  here  from  the  courts  ;  this 
year  the  number  is  71.  Last  year  168  children  were  placed 
out  in  families ;  this  year,  138. 

In  our  last  report,  the  subject  of  introducing  a  branch  o\ 
labor  for  the  boys  wag  spoken  of.  Last  winter,  one  roon 
was  fitted  up  for  the  employment  of  sixty  boys,  at  seating 
chairs,  and  it  has  operated  so  well,  that  it  is  proposed  tc 
occupy  another  room  of  the  same  size  for  the  same  business. 
The  boys  are  required  to  labor  four  hours  each  day,  and  bj 
allowing  them  one-fourth  of  what  they  earn,  they  feel  ai 
interest  in  their  work,  and  are  encouraged  to  accomplish  ai 
much  as  possible.  These  boys  are  also  required  to  attenc 
school  three  hours  each  day,  and  the  alternation  from  labor  t< 
study  keeps  them  mentally  and  physically  fresh  and  vigoroui 
for  both. 

The  school  is  now  in  a  condition  to  do  more  for  the  advance 
ment  of  its  pupils  than  it  has  been  able  to  do  before.  Con 
venienccs  and  improvements  for  their  comfort  have  been  madi 
in  all  the  apartments  occupied  by  them.  The  teachers  an 
selected  with  great  care,  and  are  required  to  instruct  in  th< 
modern  way,  instead  of  in  the  way  practised  by  teachers  o 
a  former  generation.  The  school  divisions,  six  in  number 
are  too  crowded,  and  another  division  must  soon  be  estab 
lished,  unless  more  children  are  placed  out  in  families. 
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The  average  attendance  of  pupils  during  the  year  has  been 
350,  and  the  average  age,  ten  years. 

The  children  sent  here  by  the  juvenile  courts  are  older, 
more  active  in  intellect,  and  a  little  more  inclined  to  mis- 
chievous habits  than  those  who  come  from  the  state  almshouse, 
but  while  they  i^equire  a  little  firmer  discipline,  they  give  a 
higher  grade  of  scholarship  to  the  school,  show  more  energy 
in  the  workshop,  and  inspire  ambition  among  the  other 
children. 

If  the  buildings  were  arranged  so  that  classification  could 
be  effected,  the  usefulness  of  the  school  would  be  much 
greater.  As  now  situated,  the  good  and  the  bad  mix  together 
in  work,  play  and  study,  and  at  night  scores  of  them  herd  for 
sleep  in  a  single  dormitory. 

There  are  among  the  children  those  who  are  incapacitated 
from  common  labor  by  some  misfortune.  These  need  special 
instruction  to  fit  them  for  self-support.  If  the  one-armed  or 
one-legged  boy  can  be  fitted  for  the  business  of  an  accountant, 
a  proof-reader  or  a  telegraph  operator,  his  future  subsistence 
is  provided  for  out  of  the  institution.  K  the  deformed  can 
be  taught  any  special  branch  of  labor  suited  to  their  infirmi- 
ties, they  also  will  soon  provide  for  themselves.  K  they  are 
not  thu^taught,  when  the  time  for  their  stay  in  the  school 
expii-es, — ^at  the  age  of  16, — they  must  be  transferred  to  the 
state  almshouse  at  Tewksbury.  The  lower  in  the  scale  of 
intelligence  and  physical  capacity  we  find  these  children,  the 
more  must  be  done  to  raise  them  to  a  higher  level ;  the  more 
unfortunate  they  happen  to  be,  the  greater  must  be  the  efforts 
to  provide  for  their  necessities,  that  they  may  become  citizens 
and  supporters  of  the  Conunonwealth,  instead  of  criminals 
and  paupers.  The  experience  of  this  institution  in  educating, 
training  and  providing  homes  for  such  children  has  demon- 
strated the  possibility  of  accomplishing  a  greater  work  in  the 
same  direction. 

We  have,  in  previous  reports,  spoken  of  the  propriety  of 
paying  families  for  supporting  some  of  the  children,  and  we 
renew  the  recommendation.  Many  families  could  be  found 
who  would  take  them  for  a  smaller  yearly  sum  than  it  now 
costs  to  support  them  here.  This  system  would  apply  more 
particularly  to   the  young  children  who  are  seldom  taken, 
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because  they  are  too  small  to  pay  their  way.  A  child  odc 
placed  out,  as  suggested,  would  not  be  a  permanent  charge 
Ab  the  child  grew  older,  the  compensation  could  be  lessened 
till  it  ceased  entirely.  Meantime,  the  family  and  child  woul 
become  attached  to  each  other,  and  as  neither  would  desir 
separation,  the  child  would  secure  a  permanent  home. 

The  propriety  of  indentunng  children  iB  sometimes  cal1e< 
in  question.  It  is  found  that  with  those  under  the  age  o 
fourteen  or  fifteen  years,  the  usual  obligation  required  froD 
those  taking  them  has  operated  well.  It  is  to  the  adraotag 
of  children  to  feel  that  some  one  has  authority  to  contra 
them,  and  to  stand  in  the  relatiou  of  guardian  toward  them 
The  State,  by  this  arrangement,  holds  the  master  responsibli 
for  the  support  of  the  child  in  sickness  and  health,  for  hi 
education  in  the  public  schools,  and  his  proper  training;  am 
he  caunot  be  cast  off  without  the  consent  of  the  indenturin< 
party.  When  there  is  no  such  obligation,  children  are  apt  U 
assert  their  own  independence,  and  shift  from  place  to  place 
or  the  master  to  send  them  adrift  on  some  trivial  pretext  whei 
their  seiTices  are  not  in  demand,  ^oys  suffered  to  go  in  thii 
manner  are  pretty  certain  to  become  roving  in  their  habits, 
unsettled  in  purpose,  and  easy  victims  of  temptatio^ 

Children  above  the  ages  mentioned  have  so  short  a  time  tc 
remain  (no  child  being  indentured  beyond  the  age  of  18),  tha( 
it  is  considered  best  to  let  them  out  on  verbal  agreements, 
from  year  to  year.

Twenty  years  of  labor  and  improvements  have  brought  thi 
farm  into  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  The  products  of  tb' 
year  now  on  hand,  amount,  in  vame,  aa  estimated  by  th' 
annual  appraiser,  to  $7,313.59.  The  expense  in  carrying  oi 
the  farm  has  been  considerable,  as  we  are  chiefly  dependeu 
on  hired  help  for  its  cultivation ;  and,  as  the  operations  abon 
the  institution  and  upon  the  farm  are  closely  connected,  tb 
profits  of  the  latter  have  not  been  clearly  demonstrated.  I 
the  year  to  come,  it  is  proposed  to  keep  an  accurate  farmioj 
account,  which  will  set  at  rest  all  doubts  and  questions  i: 
regard  to  this  matter. 

Improvements  on  the  farm  and  about  the  buildings  hav 
been  made  during  the  year,  without  employing  much  extr 
help  for  that  purpose.  A  Resolve  of  the  legislature  of  1872 
allowiog  15,584.10  for  the  purchase  of  land,  putting  in  gas 
and  making  improvements,  was  found  to  be  $1,000  short,  o 
applying  for  the  latter  amount  for  improvements,  the  apprc 
priation  bill  having  foiled  to  furnish  what  the  Resolve  provide 
for. 

The  Superintendent's  report,  which  follows  our  own,  give 
full  particulars  concerning  what  has  been  accomplished  on  tt 
farm  and  about  the  buildings.  It  also  gives  a  financial  stab 
ment,  and  an  account  of  what  has  transpired  in  the  Physician 
department. 

The  Chaplain  and  Principal's  report,  which  we  also  anne] 
gives  interesting  detuls  of  the  school,  and  the  means  used  1 
promote  the  moral  and  mental  welfare  of  the  boys  and  gir 
in  his  department. 

The  institution,  we  believe,  is  accomplishing  a  great  an 
good  work,  and  its  fruits  may  be  seen  in  hundreds  of  youl 
growing  up  in  community  into  respectable  and  useful  mc 
and  women.    There  is  still  greater  promise  in  its  futur 
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• 

Much  more  must  be  done  to  instruct  and  train  the  little 
waifs  who  float  in  here  from  the  haunts  of  poverty,  vice  and 
wretchedness;  and  while  the  Commonwealth  is  generously 
furnishing  means  for  their  reform,  education  and  happiness, 
they  are  preparing  themselves  to  rise  up  in  the  futui*e  and 
^cailher  blessed.**

When  I  submitted  my  report  at  the  close  of  the  last  yeai 
we  had  just  commenced  lighting  the  institution  with  gai 
manufactured  from  gasolene  by  the  Excelsior  Gas  Machio* 
For  a  time  during  the  winter  we  were  incommoded  by  pot 
material  from  which  gas  was  manufactured,  from  inability  1 
obtain  any  material,  from  insufficiency  of  pressure,  froi 
obstruction  to  the  flow  of  gasolene,  or  from  some  imperfe< 
working  of  the  machine  itself. 

The  machine  met  with  a  mishap  on  its  way  from  the  mai 
ufactory  to  its  destination.     Whether  it  was  injured  or  not 
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cannot  state,  but  from  whatever  source  arose  our  trouble,  it 
has  been  remedied  by  alterations  made,  and  the  substitution 
of  another  machine  by  the  company,  since  which  it  has  given 
satisfaction,  and  all  the  bills  have  been  liquidated.  It  gives 
a  clear,  steady,  bright  and  smokeless  light,  unaffected  by 
temperature,  and  the  amount  of  light  can  be  increased  or 
diminished  at  the  will  of  the  operator,  by  the  combination  of 
more  or  less  atmospheric  air  with  the  gasolene  vapor. 

The  cost  of  light  generated  from  gasolene  is  greater  than 
that  from  kerosene,  which  is  cheaper  than  any  other  light, 
except  that  furnished  by  the  sun ;  but  I  am  confident  it  is 
cheaper  than  any  gas  manufactured  from  coal,  furnished  by 
any  of  our  cities. 

The  whole  cost  of  putting  in  the  apparatus,  building, 
machine,  tank,  piping,  fixtures,  etc.,  was  $2,584.10.  There 
have  been  so  many  interruptions,  from  various  causes,  that 
the  cost  per  annum  of  lighting  the  institution  in  this  manner 
cannot  be  definitely  stated.  The  cost  of  gasolene  purchased 
daring  the  year  has  been  $406.11.  I  think  it  would  be  fair 
to  estimate  a  consumption  of  fifty  barrels  per  annum,  which, 
at  25  cents  per  gallon,  would  cost  about  $600. 

Since  the  last  report  was  submitted,  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  a  building  had  been  removed,  in  order  that  a  better 
entrance  to  the  rear  yard  might  be  made,  concrete  walks  have 
been  laid,  a  new  avenue  constructed,  and  the  yard  has  been 
graded,  affording  us  another  nice  lawn  in  the  rear  of  our 
buildings. 

One  part  of  the  lower  story  of  this  building  was  fitted  last 
winter  for  a  shop,  to  be  used  by  boys  for  seating  chairs. 
Here  we  employ  about  sixty  boys.  They  began  work  in 
February,  and  although  they  all,  with  two  exceptions,  had  to 
learn  the  trade,  we  have  filled  more  than  7,000  seats.  The 
seats  and  cane  are  furnished,  and  transported  both  ways,  by 
C.  H.  Greenwood's  Sons  of  Gardner.  For  the  filling*  of 
tiiem  they  allow  eight  cents  per  chair. 

After  each  boy  has  had  practice  sufficient  to  fill  a  seat  in  a 
workmanlike  manner,  he  is  allowed  two  cents  for  each  seat 
he  fills.  Each  boy  regards  himself  as  a  workman  of  the 
establishment.  It  operates  as  an  incentive  to  activity,  and  a 
larger  sum  has  been  realized  by  the  State  than  there  was 
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before  the  boya  were  made  partners  in  the  concern,  and  a 
healthy  rivalry  among  the  boys  is  encouraged.  An  account 
is  opened  with  each  boy,  and  he  ib  permitted  to  draw  and 
Bpend  his  earnings  for  anything  not  injurious  that  he  may 
desire,  or  deposit  the  same  in  an  institution  for  savings,  as 
many  of  them  do.  The  State  has  received  for  this  work, 
$477.56,  while  the  boys  have  earned  for  themselves,  $101.03. 
Each  boy  attends  school  a  part  of  the  day,  and  the  ambilion 
and  energy  waked  up  in  the  shop  follows  them  to  the  school- 
room. This  work  has  so  far  exceeded  my  expectations  in 
beneficial  results,  that  I  int«nd  to  fit  another  shop  in  a  few 
weeks  for  the  accommodation  of  fifty  more  boys. 

In  the  basement  of  the  return  wing  of  the  building,  adja^ 
cent  to  the  bathing-room  for  females,  there  has  been  fitted  a 
play  and  wash-room,  36  feet  by  30,  for  the  girls,  heated  with 
steam  and  lighted  with  gas,  similar  to  the  room  prepared  for 
the  boys  last  year.  This  conduces  to  ^e  convenience  and 
health  of  the  girls,  especially  in  stormy  weather,  and  on  cold 
mornings  and  evenings. 

Another  iron  tank  of  over  800  gallons  capacity  has  been 
placed  in  the  boys',  attic.  This  takes  the  place  of  one  lined 
with  lead,  placed  there  when  the  institution  was  opened, 
which  has,  during  my  administration,  been  distinguished  par- 
ticularly for  its  wonderful  capacity  for  leaking. 

During  the  year,  I  have  had  to  expend  some  hundreds  of 
dollars  for  the  erection  of  a  new  fence  around  our  yards.  In 
one  of  our  autumnal  gales,  last  fall,  some  rods  in  various 
places  were  prostrated,  which  had  to  be  replaced  at  once.  I 
intended  to  make  the  old  one  do  for  this  season,  but  found  I 
could  not.  The  new  one  is  completed  around  the  boys'  yard, 
but  around  the  girls'  it  is  still  in  process  of  erection. 

Since  the  courts  have  furnished  us  with  a  part  of  the  rising 
generation  who  come  under  their  surveillance,  it  has  been 
necessary  for  us  to  use  greater  vigilance,  and  with  open  eyes 
to  keep  a  sharp  look-out,  lest  our  skill  in  thwarting  should 
compare  unfavorably  with  the  culprits'  ingenuity  in  effecting 
escapes.  The  vigilance  that  will  guard  against  all  their  con- 
trivances, plots  and  schemes,  must  be  eternal.  Any  fence 
they  can  scale,  climb,  undermine  or  batter  down,  unless  a 
pair  of  eyes  like  a  battery  constantly  bears  on  them. 
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We  have  lost  several  boys  by  removing  windows,  swinging 
to  the  ground  by  bed-clothes  tied  together,  through  ventila- 
tors and  chimneys,  in  the  night,  during  the  absence  of  the 
watchman.  These  eagle-eyed  youngsters,  in  the  time  for 
sleep,  although  they  are  visited  twice  each  hour,  watch  the 
watchman,  and  execute  their  preconcerted  plans  with  won- 
derful celerity  during  his  absence  at  the  boiler-room,  the 
bam  or  the  hospital. 

Prom  the  truism  **  set  a  rogue  to  catch  a  rogue,''  I  have 
learned  a  lesson,  and  am  now  profiting  from  the  experiment. 
For  some  weeks  past,  certain  boys  who  are  shrewd  enough 
to  know  the  sly  intrigues  of  these  fellows,  but  who  can  now 
be  trusted,  and  whose  sympathies  are  now  on  the  side  of  good 
order,  have  been  put  on  the  watch,  with  good  results,  for 
there  has  not  been  an  escape  since  this  watch  was  set.  A  few 
trusty  boys  take  turns  watching  half  a  night  each,  so  that  the 
dormitories  have  one  pair  of  eyes  always  open.  For  this  ser- 
Tice  they  are  paid,  using  and  investing  their  money  the  same 
as  that  earned  in  the  chair-shop.  The  boys  are  pleased  with 
the  confidence  reposed  in  them,  are  anxious  for  the  chance, 
the  results  are  beneficial,  and  the  investment  is  a  paying  one. 

The  hog-house,  when  built,  was  planted,  but  it  never  came 
up.  Having  waited  till  the  floor  was  either  all  worn  out  or 
rotted  out,  I  proceeded  to  raise  and  put  a  cellar  under  the 
same.  The  pens  were  in  that  condition  that  you  never  could 
be  sure  whether  you  would  find  the  inmates  in  or  out,  but 
they  are  so  constructed  now  that  if  you  find  them  out,  you 
may  be  sure  they  did  not  root  out,  the  pens  having  been 
paved  with  flags  or  bowlders  of  first-class  magnitude. 

The  building,  34  feet  by  24,  used  as  a  pest-house,  but  which 
has  not  been  occupied  since  I  came,  nor  for  years  before,  I 
have  taken  down,  and  having  placed  another  story  under  it, 
have  put  up  the  same  again  near  the  bam,  to  be  used,  one 
floor  for  a  storehouse,  and  the  other  as  a  repository  for  agri- 
cultural implements  and  storage  of  garden  and  farming  tools. 

A  small  building  away  from  other  buildings  has  been  fitted 
up  for  the  storage  of  bones,  a  grain-room  has  been  partitioned 
off  in  the  new  barn,  an  additional  drain  has  been  laid  in  each 
cowyard,  to  prevent  the  deterioration  of  manures,  and  also 
to  give  comfort  to  our  cattle,  culverts  have  been  laid,  walls 
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built,  stones  picked,  buBhes  mowed,  ftsd  improTemeots  made, 
as  time  nnd  opportunity  permitted. 

After  baying  last  year,  I  ploughed  four  acres  of  pasture, 
immediately  adjacent  to  the  boya'  yard,  cleared  the  same  of 
stones,  surrounded  it  with  a  heary  wall,  and  this  eeasou 
planted  it  with  potatoes.  In  the  spring,  I  laid  some  wall  and 
moved  some  fence,  throwing  into  pasture  some  precipitous 
ridgea  that  were  inclosed  in  our  mowing-fields,  and  also  en* 
closing  some  of  the  interval  land.  This  change  gives  us 
about  three  more  acres  of  land  for  pasturage,  throwing  into 
this  pasture  a  supply  of  water. 

Since  haying,  I  have  opened  ditches  for  the  purpose  of 
drainage,  through  the  interval  land  lately  purchased  oC  A.  J. 
Korthrop.  I  have  also  turned  over  six  acres  of  this  land,  and 
re-seeded  the  same.  To  this  land  I  have  applied  different 
kinds  of  fertilizers.  I  have  used  barn-yard  manure,  loam 
saturated  with  urine,  coal  ashes  used  in  privies,  ashes  from 
the  leach,  Bradley's  super-phosphate,  fish  guano,  Ward's  grass 
fertilizer,  and  phoapbate  made  from  ground  bone,  and  manu- 
fectured  on  our  premises.  The  seed  has  taken  well,  the  gnae 
now  looks  finely,  but  the  comparative  merits  of  the  fertilizers 
used  cannot  be  ascerlained  till  another  season. 

Late  ^u  the  fall  of  last  year,  I  moved  a  small  building  whicl] 
stood  at  some  distance  from  the  barn,  and  which  was  con- 
structed for  the  storage  of  hay,  boarded,  shingled,  and 
attached  the  same  to  the  bam  standing  on  the  same  laud.  ] 
also  built  a  yard  for  cattle,  where  our  colts  and  young  an- 
imals were  herded  the  early  part  of  the  winter. 

In  November,  I  purchased  four  Ayrshire  cows  and  twc 
heifers.  I  have  raised  from  my  Ayrshire  cowa,  one  bull  and 
four  heifer  calves,  and  I  now  have  a  herd  of  sixteen  thorough- 
breds. For  several  years  I  had  driven  our  stock  to  the  East 
Hampden  A^cnltural  Fair,  for  exhibition  only.  I^aat  yeai 
I  offered  the  stock,  horses,  colts,  bulls,  cows,  and  young 
cattle  for  premiums,  and  was  fortunate  enough  to  secure  fif- 
teen  premiums,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  fifty-nine  dollars. 

I  have  just  constructed  a  road  to  our  ice-house.  Formerly 
we  had  to  pass  through  one  of  our  best  mowing-lots.  Thif 
way,  for  a  great  part  of  the  year,  was  almost  impassable,  and 
the  land  was  rendered  nearly  useless.     To  avoid  this,  I  have 
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built  a  more  direct  way,  filling  up  a  ravine  which  had  marked 
the  beauty  of  the  adjacent  fields.  Many  large  stones  were  in 
the  immediate  vicinity,  and  the  ice-pond  had  become  nearly 
filled  with  stones  and  gravel  which  had  washed  into  it  since 
its  construction.  It  was  desirable  that  the  former  should  be 
removed,  and  absolutely  necessary  that  the  latter  should  be 
disposed  of.  In  building  the  road,  the  rocks  in  the  vicinity 
have  been  used  in  the  construction  of  a  wall  and  culvert,  and 
more  than  one  hundred  loads  of  stone,  sand  and  gravel  have 
been  carted  there  from  the  pond,  and  an  equal  amount  of  mud 
has  been  taken  therefrom  to  be  utilized  in  our  hog-pens  and 
stables. 

The  crops  for  the  j^ear  are  above  the  average.  The  root- 
crop  looks  very  promising.  The  drought  of  the  early  part 
of  the  season  cut  short  the  first  crop  of  hay,  but  timely  rains 
since  that  was  gathered  have  increased  the  second,  so  that 
both  crops  come  within  less  than  two  tons  of  those  of  last 
year.  There  is  a  good  yield  of  potatoes,  one  of  our  staple 
articles  of  diet;  another  staple,  the  cabbage,  is  a  failure. 
Last  year  our  crop  was  better  than  our  neighbors  ;  this  year, 
in  the  same  field,  although  not  on  the  same  spot,  with  the 
same  manure  and  the  same  culture,  it  is  a  failure.  It  was  a 
grave  mistake.  They  headed  at  the  wrong  end,  or  footed 
rather  than  headed. 

By  chapter  21  of  the  Resolves  of  1872,  there  was  allowed 
$5,584.10,  "to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  land,  and  for  im- 
provements at  the  State  Primary  School  at  Monson,"  but  the 
appropriation  bill,  chapter  346  of  the  same  year,  accor(Jing 
to  the  construction  of  the  auditor,  provided  for  the  payment 
of  $4,584.10  only,  leaving  $1,000  allow^ed  for  improvements 
to  be  hereafter  provided  for.  This  was  an  oversight  that  will 
undoubtedly  be  remedied  when  the  attention  of  the  legisla- 
latiu-e  is  called  to  the  omission. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  no  epidemic,  and  have  been 
peculiarly  exempt  from  acute  disease.  Many  cases  of  chronic 
hereditary  disease  are  continually  with  us,  which  must  be  so, 
since  all  the  friendless  waifs  and  deserted  wards  of  the  State, 
of  suitable  age  to  attend  school,  are  gathered  here,  if,  perad- 
venture,  disease  may  relax  her  deadly  grasp,  so  that  they 
may,  even  for  a  short  time,  have  an  opportunity  with  their 
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more  fortuoate  companions,  of  obtainiug  the  elements  of 
knowledge  gained  in  school. 

During  the  prevalence  of  email-pox  in  many  of  the  cities 
and  towns  in  tbie  Commonwealth,  I  ptDcured  some  vaccine 
matter  directly  from  the  cow,  and  inserted  the  same  in  one  of 
our  yearling  heifers.  From  matter  thus  obtained,  I  vacci- 
nated once  and  again  every  child  in  the  institution.  In  a 
great  majority  of  cases  it  operated  more  or  less,  even  on 
many  who  had  good  marks  of  former  vaccination.  Hitherto, 
since  I  have  been  here,  we  have  had  the  good  fortune  to 
escape  the  visitatiou  of  this  direful  scourge. 

We  have  had  two  births  in  the  institution  during  the  year, 
both  females.  Their  mothers  were  sent  here  with  another 
child  from  the  state  almshouse. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  six ;  four  males 
and  two  females.  Three  were  members  of  the  Primary 
School,  and  three  were  sent  here  for  support. 

Elizabeth  Battles,  eleven  years  of  age,  died  January  4. 
She  had  a  lingering  sickness,  and  her  symptoms  in  the  last 
stages  of  the  disease  strongly  resembled  those  of  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. 

Mary  Mahoney,  aged  38,  died  March  29,  of  phthisis.  She 
was  sent  here  with  her  child,  and  scarcely  left  her  bed  after 
her  arrival. 

John  Fitzgerald,  six  years  of  age,  died  July  17,  of  dysen- 
tery, with  symptoms  of  cholera.  He  came  from  the  alms- 
house sick,  and  lived  only  one  week  after  4iis  arrival. 

John  Murphy,  aged  sixteen,  died  August  8,  of  necrosis, 
terminating  in  diarrhcea.  He  had  been  placed  out  for  several 
years,  but  returned  with  his  tibia  completely  honey-combed. 

Samuel  Griswold,  nine  years  of  age,  died  August  15,  of 
disease  of  the  spine.  He  had  been  a  cripple  and  deformed 
for  years. 

Michael  Fitzgerald,  two  years  old,  died  September  84. 
From  his  entrance,  he  seemed  to  have  no  life  or  stamina  of 
constitution,  and  died  of  gangrene  of  the  lungs. 

Gentlemen, — ^I  am  happy  to  say  to  you  that  the  institu- 
tion is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  that  the  schools  are  under 
good  discipline,  and  that  the  Children  are  buoyant  and  happy, 
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1  appreciating  the  efforts  made  for  their  atnuse- 
:  and  well-being.  Our  aim  is  to  treat  them  as 
approaching  manhood,  destined  in  a  short  time 
1  women,  caring  for  themselves,  and  exerting  an 
BF  for  evil  or  for  good  on  those  around  them, 
their  evil  propensities,  or  BuccessfuUy  combat 
r  them. 

nder  my  thanks  to  all  the  teachers  and  officers, 
ifully  performed  their  duties,  and  seconded  my 
noting  the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  for 
:hie'?ed  would  cheerfully  award  them  their  full

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAPLAIN  Am)  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Primary  School. 

Gentlemen  : — Within  the  limits  usually  allowed  to  ai 
annual  report,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  only  what  is  new  o 
peculiar  will  claim  attentiou.  These  features  are  not  auffi 
ciently  numerous  in  the  present  instance,  to  occupy  any  con 
siderablo  space.  The  changes  in  the  school  have  been  in  thi 
same  direction  as  those  of  previous  years.  The  institution  i 
gradually  becoming  more  distinctively  reformatory,  not  t 
say  penal,  in  ite  character,  requiring  on  the  part  of  its  officer 
increased  vigilance  in  the  work  of  correction  and  restraint 
Many  of  the  scholars  are  criminals,  though  of  tender  age 
The  leniency  of  the  law,  resting  upon  the  hope  of  their  im 
provement  operates  to  save  them,  if  possible,  from  the  fate  c 
the  vicious.  It  allows  them  to  enter  the  State  Primary  School 
instead  of  forcing  them  into  a  position  where  they  must  as 
sociate  with  those  who  are  older  and  more  hardened  in  crime 
Yet  they  are  offenders,  and  their  commitment  to  our  car 
must  be  regarded  in  a  certain  sense  as  a  punishment 
Resti-aint  and  discipline  are  to  the  most  of  them  at  first  bot 
new  and  irksome,  and  they  must  be  closely  watched  to  prerec 
their  escape,  and  to  accustom  them  to  the  necessary  regulation 
for  the  preservation  of  order.  With  constant  accessions  a 
this  character,  mixing  with  and  fermenting  the  other  elements 
the  school  may  be  said  to  wear  at  all  times  something  of  th 
prison  aspect,  and  may  properly  be  termed  penal  so  far  s 
this  necessary  constraint  is  a  result  of  past  offences.  W 
would  be  glad  to  drop  this  characteristic,  and  let  the  wor 
primary  sng^st  our  work  as  one  of  simple  education,  at  leas 
for  the  sake  of  the  children  to  whom  the  almshouse  furnishe 
a  home,  and  who,  when  that  was  abolished,  having  thus  cease 
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to  be  paupers,  graduated  into  a  reformatory.  We  do  not  mean 
to  insinuate  that  the  boys  of  the  visiting  agency,  as  a  whole, 
are  any  harder  to  manage  than  those  who  have  come  to  us  from 
other  sources.  We  have  spoken  of  the  peculiar  construction 
of  the  school  in  this  Report,  simply  in  order  to  indicate  the 
embarrassment  which  often  strises  in  the  treatment  of  these 
mixed  elements.  The  differences  in  age,  whilst  they  are  con- 
gregated in  one  large  family,  also  adds  to  the  difficulty.  It 
13  not  easy  to  secure  the  best  method  of  government  in  indi- 
vidual cases,  where  rules  must  be  made  applicable  to  hundreds 
of  boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  three  and  sixteen,  and 
and  of  every  grade  of  intellectual  and  moral  attainment. 

The  grand  object  of  the  school  is  to  furnish  each  pupil, 
according  to  his  capacity,  with  a  proper  outfit  in  body,  mind 
and  heart,  not  only  for  obtaining  a  living,  but  for  accomplish- 
ing the  true  mission  of  life,  in  aiding  others  and  serving  God. 
There  is  much  both  to  be  learned  and  unlearned  in  the  course 
of  this  training.  Old  habits  are  to  be  broken  off,  and  new 
ones  ingrafted.  Lessons  received  in  unsuitable  homes,  in 
Yulgar  society,  and  in  the  streets,  are  to  be  forgotten,  while 
we  endeavor  to  occupy  the  mind  with  pure  and  elevated 
thoughts.  The  reading  of  instructive  books,  social  evening 
entertainments,  music,  and  the  cultivation  of  flowers,  are 
some  of  the  means  which  are  adapted  to  produce  this  result, 
and  which  we  have  found  most  effectual.  We  aim  to  impress 
upon  each  new  pupil  the  idea,  that  at  his  entrance  into  the 
institution  he  is  in  the  best  position  for  advancement.  The 
post  is  forgotten.  He  can'  begin  at  once  to  amend,  and 
demonstrate  that  he  is  worthy  to  be  trusted.  High  rank  in 
scholarship,  though  encouraged  and  commended  in  the  school- 
room, is  not  held  in  such  good  repute  among  us,  as  moral 
excellence.  If  a  child  has  a  strong  bias  towards  evil,  whether 
inherited  or  otherwise,  whenever  he  gathers  enough  energy 
and  determination  to  change  his  course  and  prove  himself 
worthy  of  confidence,  he  deserves  and  receives  special  privilege 
where  it  can  be  granted.  This  principle  we  find  to  be  the 
fairest  as  well  as  the  most  salutary  in  the  discipline  of  a 
school  whose  object  is  mainly  reformatory.  There  are  at  the 
present  time  in  school,  the  names  of  26  scholars  upon  the  roll 
of  honor,  signifying  perfect  deportment  for  several  months. 
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Besides  these,  nearly  a  hundred  are  in  the  Band,  pledged  t< 
order,  honesty,  temperance  &c,  and  candidates  for  the  hlghe 
position.  Some  of  the  instances  of  improvement  in  characte 
and  conduct  have  been  quite  marked.  During  the  past  yeai 
the  effect  of  a  religious  awakening  has  been  felt  among  th 
older  children,  and  several  appear  to  have  sought  and  obtains 
the  Divine  assistance  in  an  earnest  endeavor  to  exemplif 
the  Christian  life. 

Among  the  new  things  of  the  year,  may  be  mentioned  th 
experiment  of  introducing  among  the  children  a  branch  ( 
manual  labor,  which  promises  to  be  both  remunerative  to  th 
State  and  advantageous  to  the  school.  Since  February  lasi 
96  boys  have  at  different  times  been  employed  in  seating  chain 
The  shop  is  arranged  to  accommodate  60  workers  at  once,  an 
this  number  has  been  kept  good  during  the  past  seve 
months,  by  putting  on  new  hands  in  the  place  of  those  wb 
leave  the  institution.  They  work  four  hours  a  day,  with  pei 
mission  to  occupy  the  remaining  spare  time  out  of  school  houi 
in  the  same  manner  if  they  choose.  Many  avail  themselvf 
of  this  privilege,  saying  they  would  rather  work  than  stay  i 
the  play-yard.  As  they  are  allowed  a  per  cent,  of  what  the 
earn,  they  are  anxious  to  accomplish  as  much  as  p08sibl< 
This  money  is  placed  to  their  account,  and  they  can  spend 
as  they  choose,  or  let  it  remain  until  they  go  away.  Probab! 
the  extra  amount  of  labor  accomplished  under  this  stimuli 
is  enough  to  balance  the  compensation  given  to  the  boys,  ai 
no  one  is  the  loser  by  the  transaction.  At  the  same  tim 
their  work  is  peformed  with  a  more  cheerful  spirit  than 
they  were  compelled  to  execute  an  allotted  task. 

The  chief  advantage  which  this  employment  has  in  tl 
discipline  of  the  school,  is  the  occupation  which  it  gives  ' 
those  spirits  who  would  be  otherwise  restless  and  unruly.  ] 
learuit^  how  to  make  themselves  useful,  they  forget  the 
home-sickness,  and  have  little  opportunity  to  plan  mischit 
Kew  boys  drop  their  previous  habits,  and  become  assimilatt 
to  the  rest  much  more  readily  by  being  placed  at*  once  in  tl 
chair-shop.  In  a  few  weeks,  becoming  able  to  work  wi 
some  facility,  and  to  earn  a  little  spending  money,  they  a 
for  the  most  part  contented  and  well  disposed.    The  habi 
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of  industry  thus  acquired  must  also  prove  a  permanent  benefit 
.to  the  children. 

.Boys  who  are  not  old  enough  to  work  in  the  shop  are  em- 
ployed in  light  labor  upon  the  farm.  The  girls,  in  addition 
to  the  ordinary  domestic  duties  of  the  establishment,  which 
they  perform  regularly,  spend  a  part  of  each  day  in  the 
sewing  room. 

Five  hours  a  day  are  passed  by  the  younger  pupils  in  the 
school-room.  Those  who  work,  are  required  to  study  but 
three  hours.  The  classes  are  arranged  with  special  reference 
to  these  half-time  scholars.  There  are  six  schools.  Nos.  1, 
2  and  5,  have  each  two  divisions,  making  distinct  classes  for 
morning  and  afternoon  recitations,  so  that  they  may  almost 
be  said  each  to  comprise  two  schools  under  one  teacher.

ordinary  provision  for  current  expenses.  We  are  satisfied  tl 
this  improTemeut  would  be  entirely  consistent  with  a  ju 
cious  economy  in  providing  for  the  institution. 

The  mortality  is,  as  usual,  apparently  large;  but  we  m 
bear  in  mind  that  it  is  the  mortality  of  a  community  larg 
composed  of  those  whose  feeble  and  shattered  coustituti( 
predestine  them  to  speedy  death ;  many  of  them  are  the 
curable  victims  of  chronic  disorders,  and  some  even  hi 
been  brought  here  in  the  last  stages  of  mortal  disease. 

The  capacity  of  the  inmates  to  assist  in  the  various  la' 
needed  about  the  &rm  and  buildings  and  in  the  dome; 
duties  of  the  establishment  has  been  skilfully  utilized  by 
Superintendent,  thus  promoting  their  mental  and  pbys' 
welfare  and  very  greatly*  diminishlDg  the  expense  of  ti 
support. 

To  manage  and  provide  for  such  a  peculiar  householc 
this,  with  a  kind  consideration  for  their  comfort  and  at 
same  time  with  a  careful  regard  to  the  economical  and  ji 
cious  use  of  the  bounty  of  the  State  is  no  easy  task ;  we  i 
however,  of  the  opinion  that  success  has  been  realized  in  1: 
these  directions  in  the  management  of  the  institntion  for 
past  year. 

We  have  only  to  ask,  in  closing,  a  continuance  of  the  i 
liberality  of  the  State  to  provide  for  the  wants  of  this  iust 
tion.

Gentleiuen  : — ^I  have  the  honor  of  submitting  to  you  ih 
Twentieth  Annual  ^Report  of  this  institution. 

The  statistic^  are  ks  follows  : 

The  whole  number  supported  during  the  year  haa  bee 
2,722,  which  is  less  by  264  than  appears  in  Table  No.  2,  U 
latter  Qumbe  r  being  persons  nominally  admitted  under  the  A' 
bf  1860. 

The  ayerage  weekly  number  supported  has  been  816. 

Of  the  number  supported  during  the  year,  309  have  bet 
sentenced  to  the  State  Workhouse,  and  with  them  have  bet 
sent  18  infants,  children  of  mothers  sentenced ;  145  peraoi 
have  been  transferred  to  the  institution  at  Monson. 

There  have  been  during  the  year  348  deaths.  Tliere  are  r 
maining  in  the  institution  at  the  present  time  762,  being  i 
more  than  were  here  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  The  r 
mainder  of  those  who  have  been  admitted  have  been  remov< 
by  the  General  Agent  of  the  Board  of  State  Charitiea  or  di 
charged  at  their  own  request.

Dividing  the  gross  expenditure  ($86,557.53)  by  the  avt 
^e  weekly  number  (816*),  we  have  ($106.07)  the  annt 
cost  for  each  inmiite,  being  a  weekly  cost  of  ($2.04), 
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Permit  me  to  say  that  there  has  been  no  time  within  the 
history  of  my  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  institution 
when,  in  my  opinion,  its  general  condition  has  been  so  satis- 
factory as  at  present. 

By  the  liberality  of  the  Commonwealth  we  have  been  en- 
abled to  erect  a  hospital  for  the  sick,  and  buildings  for  the 
harmless  and  incurable  insane,  which  hitherto  have  been  con- 
sidered models ;  but  it  must  be  admitted  that  there  are  defects 
in  their  ventilation  which  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable ;  and  I  would  suggest  that  men  of  practical  experience 
in  such  matters  be  consulted,  and  if  it  shall  be  found  that 
there  will  be  an  expense  greater  than  we  should  be  justified 
in  incurring,  that  an  appropriation  be  asked  of  the  legislature 
for  this  purpose. 

The  addition  of  these  buildings  enables  us  to  classify  the 
inmates  much  better  than  ever  before,  and  I  think  we  can 
congratulate  ourselves  that  the  aged  and  infirm  ha^fe  been 
made  much  more  comfortable' than  heretofore  by  these  in- 
creased accommodations. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  has  been  somewhat 
improved,  although  the  mortality  has  been  great.  This  will  be 
explained  In  part  by  the  report  of  the  Physician,  as  it  will 
there  be  seen  that  au  unusual  percentage  of  the  deaths  has 
been  of  those  sent  here  in  a  dying  condition.  That  it  may  be 
clearly  seen  how  many  such  cases  have  occurred,  I  annex  the 
following  table,  showing  the  length  of  time  those  who  have 
died  during  the  year  have  been  in  the  institution, —

Such  resulta  appear  to  be  inevitable,  for  as  is  sometimes  the 
case  when  parties  are  remonstrated  with  for  biiugiiig  such 
persona,  it  invariably  proves  to  be  no  fault  of  theirs.  As  the 
State  has  made  liberal  provision  for  the  care  of  such  at  their 
homes,  it  would  seem  as  if  the  authorities  might  be  induced 
to  apply  its  humane  provision  to  the  sick  and  dying. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  a  matter  which  I  deem  of 
some  importance  and  which  I  have  long  felt  to  be  an  evil. 
Whenever,  as  it  frequently  occurs,  parents  of  intemperate 
habits  are  found  upon  the  streets  or  elsewhere  intoxicated, 
they  are  taken  before  a  police  court  or  magistrate  and  sen- 
tenced for  a  longer  or  shorter  term,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the 
unoffending  children  are  consigned  to  the  almshouse,  and  it 
sometimes  happens  that  families  thus  broken  up  are  never 
united  again.  It  is  not  clearly  seeu  how  those  and  other  kin- 
dred philantraphic  proceedings  subserve  the  cause  of  temper- 
ance or  good  morals.  In  this  connection  I  would  say,  that 
during  the  past  year  it  has  often  happened  that  persons  have 
been  sent  here  in  irons  who  have  been  confined  in  station- 
houees  and  lock-ups  when  intoxicated,  and  who  on  their  arrival 
here  pass  through  the  various  stages  of  ddirium  (remens.  If 
this  state  of  things  is  to  continue,  I  think  a  suitable  place 
should  be  provided  where  they  may  be  properly  restraiaed 
until  they  have  recovered. 

The  medical  department  of  the  institution  has,  ns  in  the 
past  few  years,  been  under  the  charge  of  Joseph  D.  Nichols, 
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M.D.,  Resident  Physician,  and  Helen  M.  Marsh,  M.D.,  Assist- 
ant, Nathan  Allen,  M.D.,  of  Lowell,  still  remains  the  Con- 
sulting Physician.     We  feel  that  the  sick  are  kindly  cared  for 
Aod  made  as  comfortable  as  their  diseases  and  infirmities  will 
allow. 

Although  the  season  has  not  been  as  favorable  as  in  some 
other  years,  yet  under  the  skilful  management  of  Mr.  Jg.mes 
Poor,  our  head  Farmer,  the  crops  have  averaged  fully  as  good, 
and  the  hay-crop  better,  than  last  year.  It  is  our  purpose,  if 
po9?ible,  to  increase  our  hay-crop  each  year. 

As  water  is  our  greatest  want,  our  attention  is  now  turning 
to  the  completion  of  the  reservoir  which  we  commenced  some 
time  ago. 

Edward  H.  Dalton,  who  for  a  year  or  more  had  been  em- 
ployed as  Supervisor  of  the  Insane,  was  taken  ill  the  latter 
part  of  April  and  died  early  in  September.  During  the  period 
of  his  service  here  he  was  faithful  and  kind-hearted  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  and  gave  complete  satisfaction  by 
the  interest  which  he  manifested  in  those  under  his  charge. 
This  is  the  third  death  which  has  occurred  among  the  officers 
employed  at  this  institution  since  its  opening  in  1854. 

As  it  is  apparent  to  you  that  more  barn  room  is  urgently 
needed,  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  you  will  join  me  in  procur- 
ing estimates,  and  asking  the  legislature  for  an  appropriation 
to  meet  this  want. 

The  eastern  wing  of  the  main  building  has  been  thor#ughly 
renovated  and  improved  during  the  year.  I  should  like  the 
necessary  means  for  similar  alteration  in  the  western  wing. 

Religious  services  have  been  held  nearly  every  Sabbath  by 
the  clergy  of  different  denominations  in  our  new  chapel,  re- 
cently fitted  up  on  the  first  floor,  we  hav#  found  the  room  a 
pleasant  one  and  easy  of  access  to  the  infirm.  The  Roman 
Catholic  clergy  of  Lowell  have  visited  the  hospitals  once  a 
week,  usually  on  Tuesday,  and  have  attended  to  those  of  their 
fiiith  desiring  their  services. 

It  only  remains  for  me  in  closing  to  return  my  heartfelt 
thanks  to  the  officers  for  fidelity  in  their  manifold  duties 
and  their  considerate  care  of  those  over  whom  they  are  placed. 
My  grateful  acknowledgments  are  also  returned  to  you,  gentle- 
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men,  for  the  interest  you  have  displiiyed  in  all  the  departments 
of  the  institution  and  for  the  many  valuable  suggestions 
which  you  have  kindly  offered,  as  well  as  for  your  personal 
kindness  to  myself  and  fiunily.

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PHYSICIAN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Inspectors  of  the  State  Alinshouse  at  Tewksbury, 

Gentlemen  : — The  ceaseless  flight  of  time  haa  broaght  ae 
to  the  close  of  another  almshouse  year,  making  it  my  duty  to 
again  report  to  you  the  condition  of  the  medical  department 
of  this  institution  during  the  year  that  haa  just  now  closed, 
and  which  will  constitute  the  Twentieth  Annual  Report  since 
the  opening  of  this  Almshouse. 

In  my  last  report,  I  expressed  my  apprehensions  that, 
as  the  small-pox  prevailed  so  extensively  in  Boston  at  thai 
time,  it  might  be  again  introduced  among  us  from  that  city. 
The  result  proved  that  my  fears  were  well  founded.  Id  the 
month  of  November  a  man  was  sent  to  its  from  Boston  ~whc 
came  down  with  the  small-pox  three  days  after  his  admission, 
Several  others  were  sent  to  us  from  time  to  time  from  the 
same  place.  As  there  are  no  cases  of  that  disease  now  knowc 
to  exist  in  any  of  om-  surrounding  citieq  or  towns,  I  trust  wc 
may  indulge  the  hope  that  we  may  be  more  fortunate  the  com' 
ing  Trinter  than  we  have  been  for  the  past  three  years. 

Aside  from  the  small-pox,  the  year  just  now  closed  has  nol 
been  marked  by  the  occurrence  of  any  unusual  sickness 
among  us,  and  yet  I  am  under  the  necessity  of  reporting  tc 
you  a  large  bill  of  mortality — larger,  in  fact,  than  it  was  the 
preceding  year.  But  the  increased  weekly  average  of  imaates 
in  the  house,  and  the  larger  monthly  average  in  the  hospital, 
make  the  percentage  of  deaths  not  larger  than  it  was  the  yeai 
before.  The  deaths  have  been  thirteen  percent,  of  the  whole 
number  of  inmates  for  the  past  year.  Hardly  a  day  has 
passed  without  bringing  us  one  or  more  patients  for  our  hos- 
pital. Many  of  these  are  in  the  last  stages  of  some  incurable 
disease,  and  seek  our  hospital  as  an  asylum  where  they  can 
quietly  sink  iuto  that  "  sleep  that  knows  no  waking,"     Two 
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irandred  and  twenty  of  our  deaths  during  the  past  year  were 
amoDg  this  class,  and  so  nearly  were  some  of  them  worn  out 
with  tiie  ills  of  life  when  they  reached  us,  that  twenty-nine  of 
them  died  within  one  week,  and  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
within  one  month,  of  their  admission  to  the  almshouse. 

My  attention  has  been  aroused  to  the  subject  of  paralysis, 
and  my  mind  strongly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  cases  of 
this  disease  were  becoming  more  and  more  frequent  year  after 
year,  and  so  strong  did  this  impression  become,  that  I  deter- 
mined I  would  examine  the  reports  of  this  institution  for  the 
last  five  years,  as  that  is  the  period  of  my  residence  here  as 
Physician,  and  ascertain  what  I  could  learn  upon  that  subject 
from  the  record.     I  found  from  my  first  report,  made  five 
years  ago,  that  there  had  been  twenty-six  cases  of  paralysis 
in  the  hospital  here  during  the  year  just  then  closed,  and  I 
also  found  from  the  examination  of  my  subsequent  reports 
that  the  disease  had  steadily  increased,  until,  during  the  past 
year,  I  find  we  have  had  forty-four  cases  of  paralysis, — 
nearly  twice  as  many  as  we  had  in  the  institution  five  years 
ago.    Thus  the  fact  of  the  increase  of  this  disease,  in  this 
locality  at  least,  seemed  to  be  fully  demonstrated. 

The  question  now  arises.  To  what  cause  is  the  increase  of 
tiiis  particular  disease  to  be  attributed  ?    From  the  well-known 
habits  of  those  who  come  under  my  care,  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  declaring,  that,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  owing  to  the  intemper- 
ate use  of  intoxicating  drinks.     And  I  am  equally  satisfied  in 
in  my  mind,  that  it  is  owing  to  the  adulteration  of  these 
drinks  in  our  own  time  that  they  have  become  so  much  more 
deleterious  to  the  human  system  than  they  were  formerly.     I 
am  told  that  one  of  the  frequent  adulterations  of  whiskey  is 
made  by  putting  strychnine  into  raw  spirit,  to  manufacture  it 
into  old  bourbon,  without  having  to  wait  the  usual  time  neces- 
sary for  that  purpose.     The  man  who  indulges  moderately  in 
9uch  eld  bow'bon  may  take  his  strychnine  in  such  homoeopathic 
doses  as  to  suffer  no  great  inconvenience  from  its  use,  while 
the  old  toper  who  imbibes  copiously  swallows  the  drug  in  such 
quantities  that  he  will  be  in  great  danger  of  suffering  its  well- 
known  characteristic  effect — paralysis. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  the  legitimate  effect  ^f  the 
intemperate  use  of  intoxicating  drinks  is  to  paralyze  all  the 
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moral  powers  of  man's  higher  nature ;  all  the  finer  feelings  of 
the  human  heart ;  all  his  boasted  powers  of  intellect ;  and 
convert  man— proucl,  intellectual  man — into  a  mere  drivelliDg 
idiot  J  but  here  we  have  a  new  feature  developed  in  the  destruc- 
tive powers  of  intoxicating  beverages ;  the  physical,  as  well 
as  the  mora]  and  intellectual  powers  seemed  to  be  paralyzed 
by  the  enemy  which  a  man  puts  in  his  mouth  to  steal  away  his 
brains ;  and  we  shall  be  under  the  necessity  of  having  a  new 
reading  of  Shakespeare  to  enable  us  to  express  all  the  ill 
effects  of  these  agents  of  evil  upon  the  human  system.  T^e 
adulteration  of  intoxicating  beverages  furnishes  an  additional 
argument  against  their  use. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  result  during  the  past 
year,  of  the  system  of  employing  th$  insane  in  labor,  which 
has  been  pursued  with  so  much  success  in  past  yean,  and  of 
the  number  of  deaths  among  the  insane : —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  stHtemeiit  that  the  inco 
from  all  regular  and  reliable  sources  barely  suffices  for  wl 
may  be  considered  as  the  absolute  necessaries  of  life  to  i 
Institution. 

Its  purpose  is  to  instruct  and  train  up  gratuitous!}'  all  in 
gent  young  blind  persons  belonging  to  Massachusetts,  a 
persons  from  other  States,  at  actual  cost. 

They  can  be  maintained  very  frugally,  but  their  instnicti 
is  necessarily  costly.  It  is  mainly  oral,  and  without  mi 
aid  from  text-books.  The  teachers  therefore  must  be  perst 
of  ability,  and  be  capable  of  adapting  their  instruction  to  1 
comprehension  of  their  pupils.  The  classes  are  necessar 
small,  and  therefore  the  teachers  must  be  numerous. 

Instruction  in  the  elements  of  vocal  and  instrumental  mu 
is  given  to  all  as  part  of  the  regular  course.  This  of  com 
requires  good  teachers  and  expensive  instruments. 

There  is  a  training  school  for  manual  work,  in  which  1 
pupils  pass  part  of  each  day,  learning  some  simple  trade. 

There  is  a  separate  department  for  teaching  adult  blind  p 
sons  to  work,  and  for  furnishing  work  to  those  who  hi 
learned  trades,  but  cannot  find  employment  in  their  respe 
ive  homes. 

The  members  of  this  department  provide  for  their  c 
board  in  the  neighborhood,  or  live  with  their  own  families 
houses  or  lodgings  provided  by  themselves. 

This  department  has,  during  many  years,  about  paid 
own  expenses.  Last  year  the  actual  cost  over  and  above  1 
earnings  was  |2,272.84. 

This  was  owing  partly  to  liaving  been  obliged  to  cai 
many  old  debts  to  profit  and  loss,  and  partly  to  circumstam 
which  affected  all  establishments  in  similar  business. 

In  return,  however,  for  this  expenditure,  the  establishmi 
gave  employment  to  twenty  blind  persons,  and  paid  to  tb< 
14,576.62,  cash,  for  their  wages.

blind  therefore  meet  with  obstacles  at  every  step.  They 
laden  with  a  heavy  burden.  Most  of  them  are  born  of  the 
r,  and  even  the  few  who  are  not  bo  bom,  become  poor; 

when  parental  aid  is  withdrawn,  tend  to  sink  into  the 
endent  class,  and  die  paupers. 

[any  of  them  are  endowed  with  keen  sensibilities,  and 
;r  more  from  their  low  social  position  than  from  blindness. 
y  are  ashamed  to  beg,  and  ask  only  to  be  put  as  far  as 

be  upon  a  par  with  others,  by  training  and  opportunity 
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for  work  ;  but  in  common  with  their  fellows,  they,  too,  sink 
into  the  dependent  class.  Hence  it  has  been  that  in  at 
civilized  countries,  blindness  and  pauperism  were  synonymout 
terms.  The  choicest  begging-posts  at  street-crossings  anc 
cathedral  porches  were  theirs  by  right  of  inheritance ;  anc 
the  almshouse  was  the  home  of  their  old  age. 

Such  was  generally  the  social  position  and  condition  of  tb( 
blind,  as  a  class,  until  the  early  part  of  our  century.  Thei 
the  universal  compassion  which  had  shown  itself  everywheri 
and  always,  by  the  ready  but  demoralizing  practice  of  giving 
alms,  in  some  shape,  began  to  be  enlightened,  and  organizet 
societies  were  formed  for  befriending  the  blind.  The  prevail 
ing  idea,  however,  that  the  blind  must  be  dependent  upoi 
charity,  gave  to  these  organizations  the  form  of  ill-disguise( 
almshouses ;  and  the  prevailing  idea  that  the  poor  could  onlj 
be  employed  in  manual  labor,  gave  them  the  form  of  work 
shops.  Such,  with  a  few  exceptions,  was  the  general  char 
acter  of  the  organizations  in  behalf  of  the  blind,  which  grev 
rapidly  in  numbers  in  the  early  part  of  the  century. 

It  was  a  great  step  forward  to  gather  the  beggars  from  thi 
cathedral  porches,  and  the  street-corners,  into  workshops 
and  to  make  them  help  themselves  by  using  their  muscles 
But  there  was  scarcely  any  thought  of  their  social  elevation 
of  their  right  to  the  development  of  their  capacities  by  educa 
tion ;  of  their  ability  to  follow  higher  pursuits ;  and  to  ge 
their  living  by  the  exercise  of  faculties  which  are  less  impede* 
by  darkness  than  is  manual  labor. 

A  common  title  was,  School  for  the  Industrious  Blind ;  bu 
no  form  of  industry  was  practised  except  that  of  mauut 
work.  At  this  period  this  Institution  was  organized  i 
Massachusetts,  and  others  sprang  up  rapidly  in  other  States 
Bora  in  a  more  democratic  atmosphere,  they  were  moi 
liberally  organized.  In  recognition  of  the  right  of  a 
children  to  instruction  at  the  public  cost,  the  iustitutioi 
were  to  be  schools  to  which  blind  children  were  admitted  f 
a  right,  and  not  of  charity. 

These  schools  must  be  special  and  costly ;  and  as  the  Stal 
could  not  locate  one  within  the  reach  of  every  blind  child,  I 
must  be  taken  to  the  central  one,  and  maintained  and  tau^] 
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state  chaise,  thus  equalizing  the  coDditioii  of  the  iinrents 
ill  that  of  other  citizens  in  respect  to  rights  of  iustiucCion, 
far  ns  the  State  could  do  it. 

rhia  recognition  of  the  rights  of  the  blind  to  a  share  of 
Mic  aid  withont  a  taint  of  alms  or  of  charity,  is  a  distinctive 
iture  of  American  institutions,  especially  as  compared  with 
ise  of  Great  Britain. 

Another  distinctive  feature  is,  that  all  blind  children  and 
uth  must  have  instruction  in  all  the  common  branches  of 
lool  learning,  and  the  elements  of  vocal  and  instrumental 
isir,  with  a  view  to  the  general  development  and  elevsition 
character,  even  of  those  who  are  to  be  trained  to 
^chanical  pursuits  and  to  become  broom-makers  or  washcr- 

Another  distinctive  feature  of  our  American  method  is, 
it  while  all  are  to  be  (rained  to  simple  manual  work,  with 
ricw  to  the  development  of  bodily  strength  and  dexterity, 
nd  work  is  not  considered  the  calling  best  "adapted  to 
?ir  bodily  condition,  nor  the  one  which  presents  fewest 
stacles  to  success  :  on,  the  contrary,  it  is  to  be  relied  upon 
ly  by  those  (unfortunately  a  very  large  proportion)  who 
ve  not  the  kind  of  ability  and  the  peculiar  faculty  necessary 
r  adapting  themselves  to  pursuits  which  require  special  and 
^hcr  mental  culture. 

Some  of  our  pupils  have  been  prepared  for  college,  and 
ve  graduated  respectably  from  our  universities.  But  by 
r  the  greater  number  of  this  class  have  been  trained  to  be 
ganists,  pianists  and  tuners  of  pianos,  etc. ;  and  many  are 
iw  living  independently,  laying  up  money,  and  following 
iGful  and  honorable  callings. 

Our  own  Institution  has  given  special  attention  to  this 
unch,  and  has  been  at  great  expense  for  teachers  and  in- 
ruments.  Indeed,  it  may  be  fairly  claimed  that  it  has  led 
e  way  in  adopting  and  carrying  out  the  peculiar  features  of 
liat  may  be  called  the  American  method  of  educating  the 
ind.  The  annual  reports  of  our  Director  during  the  past 
larter  of  a  century,  have  advocated  the  adoption  of  its 
incipal  features. 

The  results  have  been,  upon  the  whole,  very  gratifying, 
mong  them  is  the  higher  social  status  of  the  blind  as  a 
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c1as3.  In  New  England,  at  least,  bliudneaa  is  no  longe 
synonymous  with  dependence  and  pauperism.  Hundreds  o 
our  graduates,  scattered  in  the  community,  stand  high  in  thi 
esteem  of  their  fellow-citizens,  and  are  earning  a  gooi 
livelihood. 

These  rather  shun  than  seek  notoriety,  while  those  who 
from  lack  of  capacity  or  lack  of  virtue,  become  dependent 
thrust  themselves  upon  public  notice,  and  exploiter  thei 
infirmity,  so  as  to  get  the  most  money  with  the  least  work. 

Cases  of  this  kind  give  rise  in  the  minds  of  some  to  the  idei 
that  our  method  is  "too  genteel";  that  it  is  not  practica 
enough. 

Some  writers,  not  weli  acquainted  with  the  principles  am 
the  fiicts  of  the  matter,  have  even  suggested  that  it  might  b' 
better  to  go  back  to  the  old  British  method,  and  turu  ou 
schools  into  mere  training  shops  for  manual  labor. 

The  facts  point  the  other  way  ;  and  there  is  a  growing  de 
mand  in  Great  Britain  for  a  method  more  nearly  appi'oacbin; 
onr  own. 

This  demand  has  been  strong  enough  to  warrant  a  nove 
enterprise,  the  establishment  of  the  Roj'al  Normal  CoUeg 
and  Academy  of  Music  for  the  Blind,  in  London,  upon  ; 
method,  the  distinguishing  features  of  -which  have  ton; 
existed  and  been  advocated  here.  The  new  school  ha 
been  less  than  two  years  in  existence,  but  has  already  forty 
five  pupils,  and  promise  of  as  many  more  as  can  be  accom 
modated. 

The  establishment  was  undertaken  by  Mr.  Campbell,  form 
erly  teacher  of  music  in  our  Institution,  and  is  conducted  b^ 
him  and  five  ladies  and  one  gentleman  who  were  forme 
teachers,  and  some  of  them  pupils,  of  this  Institution. 

Three  of  these  teachers  are  themselves  blind,  and  are  ijer 
sons  of  character,  ability  and  culture.  The  establishment  ha 
the  best  wishes  of  all  here  for  success,  and  a  wide  field  of  use 
fulness. 

Whatever  may  be  the  result  elsewhere,  the  experience  o 
this  Institution  shows  that  when  a  blind  child,  in  addition  t< 
general  fair  ability,  bus  taste  and  talent  for  nmsic,  and  tha 
is  carefully  cultivated,  he  may  go  forth  into  the  world  and  bi

His  parents  were  ignorant  and  depraved 
robably  his  blindness  wns  caused  by  an  injury 
lother  was  too  tipey  to  perceive  or  to  prevent, 
wn  up  in  filthy  surroundings,  and  among  vicious 
The  mother  was  not  only  intemperate,  but  so 
moral  sense  as  to  sell  clothes  which  had  been 
boy  by  benevolent  ladies. 
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"  Thomas  waa  an  unruly  and  uupromiBing  scholar,  and  f 
many  years  did  not  do  well.  Fortunately,  the  benevole 
Misses  Loring  became  intereBted  in  him,  provided  him  wi 
clothing,  looked  after  him  in  vacations,  and  gave  him  bo 
moral  and  material  aid. 

"As  Thomas  gi'ew  older  he  grow  more  docile,  and  improvi 
in  mind  and  character.  He  showed  musical  ability  and  ge 
eral  capacity,  and  was,  therefore,  allowed  to  give  much  tii 
and  attention  to  music,  and  finally  was  selected  to  become 
timer  of  pianos.  Is  1864  he  was  discharged,  and  aided 
establish  himself  in  Lyun  as  a  teacher  of  music  and  tuner 
pianos.  He  was  industrious,  enterprising  and  perseverin 
and  soon  able  to  support  himself.  What  waa  still  better, 
earned  the  respect  and  good-will  of  the  community,  and  t 
warm  regards  of  all  who  knew  him  well.  Though  iu  dai 
ness,  life  was  bright  before  him,  and  ho  waa  hopeful  a 
happy.  There  was  always  a  smile  on  his  face,  a  hearty  a 
a  sympathetic  laugh,  as  he  greeted  his  friends  and  acquaii 
ances.  He  worked  hard,  gained  customers,  and  began  to  t 
up  money.  But  symptoms  of  consumption  developed  the: 
selves,  and  the  blind  youth  felt  that  hia  days  were  to  be  I: 
few.  His  thoughts  then  turned  upon  the  property  which 
had  gathered,  little  by  little,  and  upon  the  best  way  to  ma 
it  do  good  after  he  should  be  gone.  He  had  felt  the  advi 
tage  and  pleasure  of  reading  by  the  touch.  He  knew  t 
worth  of  embossed  books  to  the  blind,  and  determined 
multiply  them.  He  therefore  made  his  will  carefully,  a 
bequeathed  the  bulk  of  his  property,  about  $3,500,  aflcr  t 
expiration  of  a  life-interest  to  be  enjoyed  by  a  frieud  at  wht 
hands  he  hod  received  much  kindness,  to  this  Institutic 
'  Co  be  used  as  a  permanent  fund  for  the  printing  of  books 
non^ectarian  character  for  the  use  of  the  blind.'" 

CONCLUSIOK. 

Of  course  there  are  some  blind  children  and  youth  who  f 
to  become  industrious  and  self-supporting  even  after  years 
careful  culture  and  training.     They  have  inherited  such  feel 
capacities  and   such  vicious  dispositions,  or  have  been 
affected  by  early  evil  associations  that  they  prefer  to  li 
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ignbond,  to  seek  fiivor  by  parading  their  laBrmities,  and  end 
leir  lives  as  dependent  paupers. 

But,  upon  the  whole,  the  result  of  the  efforts  for  their  ele- 
ation  is  highly  satisfactory. 

The  Trustees,  therefore,  commend  the  establishment  to  the 
ttention  of  the  legislature  for  continuance  of  ite  patronage, 
md  to  the  benerolent  for  a  share  of  their  gifts.

The  number  of  bliud  persons  immediately  connected  w 
this  establishment  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  was  1' 
There  have  entered  since,  34 ;  31  have  been  dischai^ed  ; 
that  the  present  number  is  176.  Of  these,  149  are  in  I 
school  department  proper,  and  27  in  the  work  departme 
The  first  cla»8  includes  136  boys  and  girls,  8  teachers  ant 
domestics  ;  the  second,  27  men  and  women.  Of  the  latt«r 
are  apprentices,  and  live  in  the  Institution;  20  are  skil 
workmen,  who  receive  fair  wages  for  their  labor,  and  bof 
with  their  own  families  or  friends  in  the  neighborhood. 


Sanitary  Condition,  Etc. 

The  general  health  of  the  household  throughout  the  yi 
has  been  excellent.  We  have  had  no  epidemics  and  do  sevi 
diseases.  Tliis  is  to  be  attributed  in  part  to  thorough  cleai 
ness  and  Sequent  exercise  in  the  open  air,  and  in  part  to  I 
abundance  of  plain  and  wholesome  food,  etc. 

No  death  has  occurred  in  the  Institution  itself ;  yet  we  have 
record  that  of  a  much-loved  pupil,  who  died  at  her  home,  a 
whose  loss  was  severely  felt  by  both  teachers  and  pupi 
OlaraNorthrop,  agirl  of  excellent  mental  promise  and  amial 
character,  but  with  a  constitution  singularly  lackiogin  vital 
and  strength,  died  at  her  parents'  home  in  New  Haven  duri 
the  summer  vacation.  She  continued  in  her  last  days  to  spe 
in  moving  and  affectionate  terms  of  the  Institution  and  1 
friends  here,  and  requested  that  her  wardrobe  might  be  divid 
at  her  death  among  the  more  needy  of  her  schoolmates. 

Not  less  touching  was  the  end  of  Thomas  Roach,  an  i 
graduate  of  this  Institution,  who  died  at  Lynn  in  August  la 
Thomas  had  been  for  many  years  established  at  Lynn,  wht 
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a  had  been  eminently  successful  as  a  teacher  of  music,  piRno- 
iiier,  etc.  The  proceeds  of  his  industry  were  bequeathed  at 
a  death  (granting  first  a  life-interest  to  a  friend  for  whose 
iudness  be  felt  deeply  indebted)  to  this  Institution,  to  be 
ted  as  a  permauent  fund  for  the  printing  of  books  of  non- 
^tariaii  diui-ncter  for  the  use  of  the  blind.  The  noble  grati- 
ide  diapluycd  by  this  young  man,  could  not  have  shown  out 
ore  pliiinly  had  be  been  able  to  bequeath  millions  instead 
'  thousands  to  the  school  iu  which  his  early  years  were  spent. 


LEGAcr  OF  Bbnjajiin  Hudson. 

It  may  be  remarked  in  this  connection,  that,  for  some  time 
ist,  no  mention  of  this  Institution  has  occurred  in  the  chari- 
ble  distributions  of  property  made  by  l>enevolent  individuals 

this  community.  The  cause  of  this  omission  will  doubtless 
s  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Institution  is  commonly  supposed 
I  be  wealthy, — a  belief  which,  unfortunately,  it  does  not  lie 
I  our  power  to  corroborate. 

A  welcome  exception  to  the  rnle  above  noticed  occurred  in 
le  will  of  the  late  Benjamin  Hudson,  of  Somerville,  who  be- 
jeathed  to  the  Institution  his  estate  on  Prince  Street,  Boston, 
id  that  on  Rush  Street,  Somerville, — the  latter  being  subject 
I  the  life-hiterest  of  James  H.  Dexter  of  Charlestown.  The 
[>od  effected  by  such  legacies  is  twofold.  The  sympathy 
ley  express  is  very  encouraging,  while  the  amount  of  mate- 
al  good  brought  about  by  these  means  can  scarcely  be  over- 
itimated.  Besides  the  printing  of  books  iu  raised  letters 
nd  the  construction  df  apparatus  for  educational  purposes, 
lere  are  many  ways  in  which  the  blind  need  assistance  which 
utnot  be  covered  by  the  ordinary  resources  of  an  establish- 
lent  of  this  kind. 


LvsTRUcrios",  Discipline  and  Music. 
The  Institution  has  been  conducted  upon  the  same  general 
"ineiples  as  in  former  years.     The  usual  exercises  in  the 
hool-rooms,  music-rooms  and  workshops  have  been  carried 
1  with  regularity,  and  with  satisfactory  results.   Officers  and 
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pupils  have  performed  their  duties  ably  and  faithfully,  au 
the.  disciplioe  of  the  school  hits  beea  creditable  to  both. 

The  course  of  intellectual  tntining  has  been  much  the  sam 
as  ill  preceding  years.  This  course  does  not  differ  from  thi 
given  in  the  best  schools  of  the  State.  Great  attention  hf 
also  been  paid  to  the  study  of  music,  both  in  its  theory  as 
science  and  its  practice  as  an  art.  Besides  excellent  instrui 
tion  given  daily  by  accomplished  teachers,  and  the  use  i 
good  instruments,  the  pupils  have'had  the  great  advantage  i 
attending  concerts,  rehearsals,  oratorios, and  opci-as  in  the  cit; 
and  have  thus  been  rendered  familiar  with  the  compositions  < 
the  best  masters.  To  hear  a  great  variety  of  classical  mu3 
performed  by  prominent  artists  of  the  day,  not  only  trains  oi 
improves  the  ear,  but  refines  the  taste,  expands  the  range  ■ 
the  understanding,  strengthens  the  judgment,  and  lays  tl 
foundations  of  sound  criticism.  Thanks  to  the  liberality 
the  several  musical  societies,  of  the  managers  of  the  Bost^ 
Theatre,  and  of  many  of  our  leading  artists,  the  best  music 
entertainments  of  the  city  are  open  to  the  advanced  and  me 
itorious  among  our  pupils.  The  signal  success  with  whii 
many  of  the  graduates  of  this  department  have  met  bea 
witness  to  the  thorough  instruction  which  they  bare  receive 
and  to  the  excellence  of  the  advantages  which  they  ha 
enjoyed. 


General  Policy  of  the  Institution. 

I  am  now  at  work  upon  a  detailed  account  of  some  of  t 
new  improvements  of  the  establishment,  and  of  the  lai^ 
number  of  our  graduates  who  have  succeeded  in  earning 
respectable  position  in  business  and  society.  This  accou 
being  not  yet  completed,  I  will  give  here  a  general  outline 
the  policy  on  ivhich  the  Institution  has  been  conducte 
merely  indicating  a  few  of  the  numerous  good  results  whi 
constantly  accrue  therefrom. 

It  has  been  my  aim  so  to  organize  the  different  departmet 
of  this  establishment,  that  all  their  workings  shall  tend 
raise  the  blind  to  a  footing  in  the  world  as  nearly  approachi 
that  of  seeing  persons  as  possible.  They  will  always  be  al 
disadvantage  in  competing  with  the  latter,  and  their  eai 
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lid  arm  them  as  thorouj^hly  as  possible  for  the 
3t.  The  magnitude  of  thia  undertaking  must 
tept  iu  mind.  I  am  happj  to  say  that  every 
vsults  more  numerous  and  more  satisfactory. 
;a  have  become  self-supporting  and  useful  cit- 
ibliahed  in  the  exercise  of  their  several  trades 
s,  and  respected  by  all  who  kuow  them.

EDUCATION    OF    THE    BLIND. 


[Commanicated  to  tbe  IT.  S.  Bareau  of  Edacation,  by  Sam'l  O.  Howe.] 

It  is  pleasant  to  note  that  there  is  a  grcwing  interest  throughout  the 
United  States  in  the  edacation  of  the  blind,  and  a  belter  knowledge  of 
their  conditions  and  wants. 

At  first  thought,  blindness  seems  to  be  the  sorest  bodily  evil  to  which 
man  is  subject,  and  no  other  one  so  readily  calls  forth  human  sympathy 
with  the  sufferer.  This  sympathy,  however,  has,  thus  far,  acted  blindly, 
and  therefore  ha*  failed  to  give  the  relief  which  it  sought  to  bring,  be- 
cause applied  unwisely. 

The  privation  of  the  pleasures  which  come  through  sight,  is  not  the 
chief  cause  of  the  hardship  of  blindness.  Men  can  bear  that  and  be 
happy ;  indeed,  all  men  have  to  bear  it  half  of  every  day. 

Individual  independence  is  one  of  the  essentials  for  human  happiness ; 
and  the  only  secure  basis  of  that  is  the  ability  to  work.  Man  is  created 
an  industrious  animal.  Work  of  some  sort  is  essential  to  his  welfare ; 
and  light  is  given  to  him  by  which  to  work.  But  all  the  industries  of  the 
world  are  conducted  upon  the  idea  of  the  prevalence  of  light,  and  of  the 
ability  of  the  workmen  to  see.  The  blind,  lacking  this  ability,  are  thrown 
oat  of  the  industrial  and  productive  classes,  and  fall  into  the  dependent 
class.  In  all  ages  and  in  all  countries  people  have  regarded  them  as 
necessarily  paupers  and  dependents.  This  dependence  is  the  bitter  drop 
in  their  cup  of  life.  They  are,  however,  in  some  respects,  the  least  un- 
fortunate of  all  dependent  classes,  because  their  very  appearance  chal- 
lenges sympathy.  Men  perceive  the  fearful  infirmity  at  a  glance.  They 
leel  that  it  cuts  off  the  sufferer  from  the  usual  modes  of  activity  and  of 
enjoyment,  and  suppose  that  it  leaves  him  no  means  of  happiness. 

Hence  it  is  that  the  blind  have  probably  had  less  of  positive  suffering 
from  cold,  nakedness,  and  hunger  than  other  dependent  classes.  Neither 
the  deaf-mutes,  nor  the  lunatics,  nor  the  idiots,  nor  the  halt,  nor  the  crip- 
ple, excite  so  much  compassion,  nor  receive  such  ready  aid,  as  do  the 
blind.  Their  infirmity  seems  the  sum  of  all  infirmities,  and  men,  not 
knowing  how  else  to  relieve  it,  give  alms.    Their  readiness  to  give  en- 
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courages  the  habit  of  asking,  and  the  blind  beggar  is  Uie  favored  < 
beggara.  He  holds  his  lucrative  place  by  the  chnrch-doors,  and  a 
street-corners,  after  all  other  beggars  are  banished  from  the  stre* 
citiea  by  the  police. 

Previous  to  the  present  century  the  principal  specialestablishnien 
the  blind  were,  for  the  most  part,  eleemosynary  in  their  nature  an 
moralizing  In  their  tendencies.  A  brief  notice  of  the  two  principa 
lums  will  illustrate  the  evil  effects  vhich  follow  the  indulgence  c 
tender  feelings  of  compassion  toward  the  blind  without  careful  consi 
Uon  of  their  real  wants,  and  without  insisting  that  they  shall  be  const 
occupied  at  some  wholesome  work,  and  recompensed  accordin 
their  industry  and  their  deserts. 

History  says  that  in  the  thirt«enth  ceutury  Louis  IX.  retreated  froi 
foolish  crusade,  leaving  behind  many  knig^te  and  gontlemen  prison* 
the  hands  of  the  Moslems.  He  afterward  ransomed  three  hnndn 
tliem,  Imt  only  after  the  barbarians  had  put  out  their  eyes.  Inste 
pensioning  them,  and  letting  them  take  care  of  themselves,  he  establ 
what  was  intended  as  a  monument  of  pious  benevolence,  the  ho: 
called  the  Quinze  Vingt  (Fifteen  Scores)  for  the  three  hundred 
men.  Like  many  other  establ ishmente  which,  like  evil  weeds,  got  n 
a  community,  this  one  was  perpetuated  after  the  exigency  tliut  cullei 
it  had  ceased  to  exist.  As  the  blind  crusaders  died  off,  other  blind 
^crs  took  their  places.  As  no  strict  discipline  was  enforced,  an 
steady  occupation  required,  the  usual  demoralization  followed  upo 
aggregation  of  great  numbers  of  men  in  an  abnormal  cpnditton  of  I 

The  establishment  was  not  well  enough  endowed  to  prevent  the  n 
aity  of  begging.  Charity-boxes  were  set  up  at  the  church-doors,  an 
inmates  were  allowed  to  parade  about  in  bands,  maldng  wretched  n 
braying,  and  demanding  alms.  These  blind  aud  sturdy  beggars  set 
have  got  complete  mastery  of  tlie  establishment,  and  to  have  laid  I 
upon  the  contents  of  the  chaiity-boxes,  fur  we  find  them  refusii 
accept  the  rule  proposed  by  the  chancellor,  whicl)  was  as  follows  :— 

"  Ordered,  That  a  deputaUon  of  said  brethren,  shall,  on  Sundays 
feast-days,  visit  all  the  chapels  and  churches,  and  seek  alms,  but  wi 
crying  aloud  or  braying,  as  some  have  done,  and  that  what  they  g 
shall  be  put  into  the  common  purse,  and  not  appropriated  to  their  pi 
benefit,  as  has  been  the  case." 

The  estabUshment  seems  now  to  have  degenerated  into  a  centre  o 
morati/.ation  to  the  iuuiatea,  and  a  nuisance  to  the  pul)lic,  for  we  fini 
poet  KutebtBuf  crying  out  in  vexation  of  spirit,  "  I  don't  know  wh 
king  should  have  gathered  into  one  great  house  three  hundred  blind 
who  are  allowed  to  go  about  the  streets  of  Paris  in  bands  bi'ayinj 
livelong  day.  As  they  have  no  leaders,  they  go  butting  up  against 
other,  and  agtunst  other  folks,  and  so  bruising  themselves."  "  Vi 
that  fire  might  strike  the  house,  and  the  estalilishment  be  c 
Qi&t  we  might  construct  anotJier  on  a  better  scale." 
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An  old  book,  called  *'  The  Cries  of  Paris,^  mentions  the  blind  beggars 
going  about  and  shouting  for  bread : — 

**  A  pain  crier  mettent  grant  peine, 
£  U  amgle,  k  haate  alaine 
Dn  pain  4  eels  de  champs  porri 
Doat  moalt  sovent,  sachiez,  me  rL" 

The  autiior  of  the  Persian  Letters  speaks  of  visiting  the  establishment 
in  the  eighteenth  century  and  finding  the  blind  men  *'  gayly  roistering  at 
unknown  games  and  playing  cards.^  And  we  ourselves  can  testify  that 
in  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century  the  same  thing  was  to  be  seen. 
The  great  establishment  a^i  Naples  was  in  an  even  worse  condition. 

The  point  of  interest  and  of  instruction  for  us,  in  the  history  of  these 
and  other  large  establishments,  is  that  some  of  the  sources  of  demorali- 
zation seem  to  grow  necessarily  out  of  the  unwise  practice  of  segregating 
adnlt  blind  people  from  the  community,  and  congregating  them  together 
m  one  great  establishment  for  permanent  residence. 

During  this  century,  organized  efforts  have  been  made  to  aid  the  blind 
in  several  European  nations,  and  generally  under  better  auspices  than 
before. 

We  shall  notice  briefly  those  of  Great  Britain  as  being  most  cognate  to 
those  of  our  own  country.  In. that  country,  as  in  others,  the  blind  were 
generally  driven  to  begging  as  their  only  means  of  living ;  blindness  and 
beggaiy  were  synonymous ;  and  to  most  people  the  idea  of  a  blind  per- 
son even  now  instantly  suggests  the  idea  of  a  beggar. 

Early  in  this  century,  organized  efforts  were  made  in  Great  Britain  for 
the  relief  of  this  unfortunate  class.  They  were  based  upon  the  idea  that 
the  class  must  necessarily  remain  dependent  upon  the  higher  classes,  and 
at  die  foot  of  the  social  scale.  The  best  that  occurred  as  possible  to  be 
done  for  them,  was  to  train  them  to  some  handicraft,  by  the  exercise  of 
which  they  could  gain  a  livelihood  in  part  Societies  were  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  supplying  employment  to  the  trained  workmen ;  paying 
the  rent  of  workshops  and  sales-rooms,  and  selling  their  wares  witiiout 
commission.  At  the  same  time  a  little  secular  knowledge  and  a  great 
deal  of  religious  instruction  were  imparted. 

There  are  nineteen  institutions  of  this  kind  (a  sort  of  training-school), 
contauiing  in  all  nearly  1,000  inmates.  These  establishments  differ  from 
those  of  the  United  States  mainly  in  the  fact  that  mental  education  is  but 
little  attended  to  in  comparison  with  mechanical  training.  There  the 
blind  man  accepts  the  situation,  and  proposes  to  work  with  his  hands  for 
a  partial  livelihood,  depending  upon  some  society  or  friends  for  the  rest ; 
here  he  means  to  do  something  better,  and  to  work  at  his  trade  only  in 
the  last  necessity. 

There  are  in  Great  Britain  stzteen  establishments,  of  the  nature  of  the 
well-known  *' association  for  promoting  the  general  wel&re  of  the 
blind,^  which  support  in  whole  or  in  part  nearly  500  blind  persons. 

There  are  sixteen  associations  for  aiding  the  blind  by  direct  charity  in 
the  form  of  pensions ;  about  2,000  are  thus  aided.    The  charity  is  given 

conditionally.    In  most  cases  the  applicant  must  not  be  less  than  fifty 
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years  old  and  must  not  aolicit  alma.  In  some  they  must  be  Proteati 
in  others  muat  be  members  of  the  ChmY:h  of  England.  In  two 
must  be  freemen,  or  widows  of  freemen.  In  some  they  must  be 
mauent  residents  of  certain  parishes. 

These  establishments  are  not  self-supporting ;  that  is,  the  sales  ol 
wares  do  nut  cover  the  expenses  of  the  establishment.  The  delic 
made  up  by  annual  contributions  and  legacies.  They  do  not  then 
lift  the  blind  out  of  the  dependent  class  and  give  them  the  prood 
sciousness  of  being  entirely  independent;  but  they  help  them  to 
themselves,  and  this  ia  a  noble  work. 

The  best  feature  in  tiiese  establishments,  and  the  one  which  is  moi 
structive  to  us,  is  that  of  supplying  work  to  the  blind  in  their  sei 
homes.  Preserre  to  the  blind  man  his  home,  and  you  save  much  o 
self-respect;  give  him  means  of  self-support  and  you  save  all  of  it, 
make  him  happy.  You  remove  fi-om  his  mental  sight  that  dark  proi 
of  ending  his  days  in  an  almshouse,  which  is  touchiugly  sketched  b; 
blind  poet  when  he  says : — 

"  Dejedjng  prospect!  soon  the  hopeless  hour 
Hay  come,  perbaps  Ibis  moment  It  impends. 
Which  diives  me  fUrtb  to  penai7  and  cold, 
Ntked,  and  beat  by  all  the  stonns  of  heaven, 
Friendless  and  f^ldele^a  to  explore  mj  way ; 
Till  on  cold  earth  the  poor  unhslloned  head 
KecUning,  vainly  troai  Che  ruthless  bUec 
Reapile  I  beg,  and  In  the  shook  expire." 


It  will  l)e  seen  that  the  main  object  of  tliese  e 
tiie  blind  man  to  such  skill  in  handicraft  that,  with  a  little  iiid  in  the 
of  shop-rent,  and  by  sale  of  his  wares  without  commission,  he  could 
pete  in  certain  simple  trades  with  the  least  skilled  who  work  by  sigt 

The  success  of  this  effort  depends  greatly  upon  the  condition  o 
hand-workers,  and  differs  of  course  in  different  countries.  Not 
since  a  very  large  proportion  of  mechanical  work  was  done  by  hand 
the  blind  workman  found  employment  in  many  of  tlie  simpler  brani 
but  the  rapid  and  wonderful  contrivances  by  which  fingora  of  iron  d 
work  of  fingers  of  flesh,  make  it  harder  and  harder  for  him  to  eat 
whole  loaf.  That  part  eked  out  to  him  bj  the  hand  of  charity  has 
increased  in  size.  In  Great  Britain  and  in  this  country  mechanicn 
provements  went  on,  straitening  and  lessening  the  field  of  simple  h 
crafl  in  which  the  blind  man  could  work.  They  contribnted  to  the 
eral  welfare,  because  they  merely  drove  the  common  workman  into 
fields  which  require  more  skill,  while  they  harmed  the  blind  man  be 
those  fields  were  not  open  to  him.  Thus  the  attempt  to  lift  the  blind 
out  of  the  pauper  class  had  but  paridal  success.  He  was  still  deper 
to  a  considerable  degree,  on  charity,  and  felt  some  of  the  demoral 
effects  of  dependence. 

The  attempt  was  made  in  the  Northern  States  of  the  United  Stab 
der  better  auspices.

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Upon  the  whole,  however,  the  generftl  result  of  the  attempts  mac 
the  Bcore  of  institntions  to  lift  the  blind  out  of  the  pauper  class  has 
very  satiafactory.  Certainly  fewer  of  them  come  upon  the  town! 
support  than  would  have  done  so  but  for  these  efforts. 

There  is  doubtless  a,  greater  proportion  of  really  self-supporting  I 
persons  in  the  United  States  tlian  in  any  other  country,  and  this  is  o' 
mainly  to  the  existence  of  more  than  a  score  of  public  insdtutioD 
their  instruction  and  training.  There  will  be  a  still  greater  number  ^

finances.  All  moneys  received  are  paid  into  hii 
I  expenditures  for  maintaining  the  establisbmem 
J  the  Steward,  Hix  bills,  when  approved  by  thi 
perintendent,  are  audited  by  a  committee  of  thi 
'ho  make  monthly  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  foi 
due.  Everything  is  paid  for  in  cash,  and  no  om 
sd  to  charge  anything  to  the  institution  excep 
\\  order. 

on  hand  October  1,  1872,  was  $198.01.  Araoun 
!36,936.99.  Total  expenditures  during  the  yea 
S2.43,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  $72.57. 
;  the  actual  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  year 
considered  that  the  treasurer  borrowed  at  sundry 
142.23.  He  paid  back  the  whole  of  this,  plui 
oD  account  of  balances  from  former  account 
hese  loans  out  of  the  account,  the  receipts  for  tfai 
)een  $20,494.76.  The  income  of  Invested  funds 
.65,  has  been  re-invested.  There  was  due  thi 
the  beginning  of  the  year  $1,465.46  for  miscella 
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neous  bills  on  last  year's  account.  He  has  now  a  balunce  i 
his  hands  to  meet  hills  coming  due  on  the  current  year  < 
1570.71.  These  amounts  with  the  $72.57  still  in  the  trea 
urer's  hands,  deducted  from  the  receipts,  show  the  actual  e: 
penses  for  the  year  to  have  been  $17,560.38. 

The  sources  of  income  of  the  institution  are : — First,  tl 
annual  appropriation  by  the  legislature  of  Massachusett 
which  has  been  gradually  increased  from  )2,500  a  year 
1848,  to  $16,500,  voted  in  1869  and  continued  annually. 

This  institution  has  been  distinguished  from  the  beginnii 
by  its  frugality.  Its  building,  though  spacious,  cost  h 
a  small  sum ;  and  its  whole  expenses  for  construction  ha 
not  exceeded  $50,000.  Against  this  it  has  to  show  uwnc 
ship  of  land  wortb  more  money  in  the  market ;  besides  buil 
iugs  worth  at  least  $20,000,  and  furniture  worth  $7,00 
Total,  $77,000. 

It  is  all  virtually  the  property  of  the  State ;  although  t 
amoiuit  of  appropriation  from  the  public  treasury  has  be 
less  than  $50,000. 

The  avei'age  cost  of  maintaining  and  instructing  the  pup 
has  been  only  about  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

It  is  not  desirable  to  depart  from  its  simplicity  and  frugalit 
but  it  is  desirable  to  enlarge  ai^d  improve  its  means  of  u: 
fulness ;  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  an  increase  of  t 
appropriation  by  the  State.  This  amount  ought  to  be  ' 
creased  to  $20,000 ;  and  the  Trustees  recommend  to  th' 
successors  that  earnest  application  be  made  therefor, 
measure  of  the  kind,  however,  is  likely  to  be  carried  on  its  o" 
merits ;  and  some  gentlemen  must  therefore  pledge  themseb 
to  forward  it  by  persistent  personal  efforts.  This  work  ou§ 
not  to  be  imposed  upon  those  who  already  give  a  good  d 
of  time  and  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  establishment. 

If  gentlemen  of  the  corporation  will,  by  personal  insp' 
tiou  of  the  establishment,  satisfy  themselves  that  it  merita  a 
needs  increased  patronage  of  the  State,  and  will  then  use  th 
personal  influence  with  their  friends  who  may  be  in  the  leg 
lature,  a  larger  appropriation  can  be  secured.

This  principle  is  an  important  one ;  for  it  serves  to  ma 
tain  Belf>respect,  and  to  prevent  the  formation  of  a  class 
dependents. 

It  would  not  be  wise  or  just  to  take  off  the  whole  burd 
of  maintaining  defective  children  from  their  parents.  "W 
tingly  or  unwittingly,  their  progenitors  have  been  in  fau 
and  are  in  some  way  responsible  for  the  defect ;  and  the  e 
to  society  will  be  sooner  lessened  by  leaving  them  to  b< 
some  of  the  corrective  consequences,  than  by  the  Stat 
assuming  the  whole  of  it,  and-  taking  the  children  off  th 
hands. 

It  is  a  nice  point  to  decide  how  much  aid  should  be  give 
because  sometimes  a  family  which  has  degenerated  physical 
and  is  stru^ling  against  pauperism,  is  apt  to  give  up 
despair  "  and  to  go  upon  the  town "  when  burdened  with 
idiotic  child,  while  it  might  have  struggled  along,  if  part 
their  burdens  were  taken  off  by  the  State. 

The  wants  of  our  people  in  this  matter  are  partially  si 
pled  by  an  excellent  private  establishment  at  Barre,  in  whi 
idiotic  and  feeble-minded  children  arc  received  at  rates  t 
beyond  the  means  of  persons  in  good  circumstances. 

This  school  meets  a  social  want  fur  the  instruction  and  tra 
ing  of  idiots,  as  the  McLean  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  meeti 
similar  one  for  the  cure  and  care  of  lunatics. 

People  are  usually  very  reluctant  to  have  the  insanity  oi 
dear  relative  publicly  known.  They  desire  to  secure  for  tiw 
every  possible  comfort,  but  it  must  be  in  the  greatest  privsf 
Many  therefore  prefer  to  send  them  to  the  McLean  Asyluj 
and  pay  from  fifteen  to  fifty  dollars  a  week,  mainly  because 
is  called  a  private  establishment,  and  therefore  more  gente 
rather  than  send  them  to  the  public  state  hospitals  at  from  fo 
to  seven  dollars  a  week,  although  the  latter  are  confessed 
equal  to  the  former  in  all  that  is  essential  for  the  curer  t 
safety,  the  comfort  and  the  general  well-being  of  their  i 
mates. 

So  with  idiots.  People  who  can  afford  to  pay  high  prit 
for  their  instruction  and  care,  and  some  who  cannot  afford 
do  so  without  sorely  pinching  themselves,  prefer  te  send  th< 
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to  the  private  school  at  Barre,  rather  than  send  to  the  public 
school  at  South  Boston,  at  far  less  cost  m  money,  though  the 
former  has  no  known  advantage  over  the  latter,  unless  greater 
privacy  be  considered  as  upon  the  whole  desirable  and  advan- 
tageous.    This  is  at  least  questionable. 

The  increasing  number  of  idiots,  and  especially  the  increas- 
ing demand  for  their  instruction,  make  the  question  about  the 
best  manner  of  providing  for  them  an  interesting  one. 

It  is  important  that,  in  our  growing  community,  where 
institutions  are  as  yet  in  the  gristle,  a  wise  policy  should 
be  adopted  with  regard  to  the  treatment  of  the  great  class  of 
the  insane,  of  which  idiots  make  only  a  sub-class.  In  con- 
sidering the  general  matter  then,  we  are  to  bear  in  mind  that 
the  first  object  is  not  to  consult  the  prejudices,  or  even  the 
tender  feelings  of  the  relatives,  but  to  provide  for  the  safety 
from  abuse ;  the  chances  of  improvement ;  the  comfort  and 
well-being  of  the  unfortunates  who  must  one  day. lose  the 
protection  of  parents ;  and  become,  in  one  sense,  wards  of 
society. 

Judging  by  genetal  principles  and  by  the  light  of  history, 
it  would  seem  that  such  unfortunates  will  be  less  liable  to 
abuse  and  neglect  in  public  institutions,  where  no  one  has 
any  pecuniary  interest  at  stake,  than  in  private  ones.  This 
ought  to  be  made  so  certain  and  manifest  that  parents  may 
not  entertain  those  dreadful  forebodings  of  harm  to  their 
beloved  ones,  which  prevent  many  from  parting  with  them, 
when  the  real  good  of  both  parties  requires  it. 

For  this,  among  other  reasons,  all  state  institutions  for 
the  care  of  incurable  luna  ics  and*  idiots  should  be  liberally 
supported.  They  should  be  under  the  charge  of  pei-sons  of 
skill  and  humanity ;  and  so  plenteously  provided  with  every 
means  for  the  comfort,  improvement  and  well-being  of  their 
inmates,  that  no  private  institutions  can  excel  them.  Their 
daily  administration  should  be  mainly  in  the  hands  of  women. 

The  State  is  richer  than  any  individual ;  and  her  wards 
should  not  lack  anything  necessary  for  their  real  welfare, 
that  a  citizen  of  wealth  can  purchase  for  his  own  child. 

The  number  of  pupils  reported  September  30,  1872,  was 
117  ;  admitted  since,  5 ;  discharged,  3 ;  present  number,  119. 

They  have  been  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  of  health, 
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considering  how  low  is  the  average  standard  of  vitality  aB 
them.  There  has  been  but  one  death  in  the  establishi 
during  the  year ;  no  epidemic,  and  no  disease  of  very  be 
character.  This  certainly  speaks  well  for  mode  of  life  ii 
household.  The  scrupulous  cleaoliuess ;  the  daily  bat 
and  rubbing;  the  regular  gymnastics,  indoor  and  out; 
plain,  nourishing  fare ;  the  pure  air,  and  the  watchful 
pression  of  evil  habits,  all  tend  to  keep  them  in  the 
bodily  condition  attainable  by  persons  of  their  class.  '! 
of  course,  not  only  prevents,  or  at  least  greatly  lessens 
usual  repulsive ness  of  appearance)  but  increases  their 
sonal  comfort,  forms  habits  of  cleanliness,  and  eucour 
cheerfulness  and  self-respect.  Moreover,  it  puts  them 
condition  most  favorable  to  recovery  from  morbid  dera 
ments  of  the  system,  which  are  often  the  hidden  caust 
non-development  of  mental  faculties,  and  of  general  fe< 
ness  of  character. 

Nothing  shows  more  strongly  the  effects  of  bodily  tnu 
upon  miud  and  character,  and  upon  health  and  life,  tb 
contrast  butween  the  appearance  of  these*  children  and  y 
and  that  of  those  of  their  class  who  are  left  either  negic 
or  pampered  at  home  or  sent  to  the  almshouses. 

The  effects,  too,  are  plainly  shown  by  the  compar 
mortality  among  the  actual  inmates  sud  among  those 
have  left  it.  As  a  class,  they  are  at  best,  very  short-li 
Their  general  feebleness  of  organization  forbids  long 
sistent  life.  They  cannot  resist  destructive  agencies,  v 
beset  everybody ;  and  which  ordinary  people  guard  againi 
care  of  themselves.  Consequently,  few  idiots  survive 
period  of  youth. 

But  it  is  a  sacred  duty  of  those  upon  whom  they  an 
pendent,  to  develop  to  its  utmost,  during  their  brief  spj 
earthly  life,  those  attributes  of  humanity  which  make 
our  brethren,  and  heirs  with  us  of  all  that  human  beings 
hope  for  at  the  hands  of  our  common  Father.

Abticle  I.  Title. — ^The  corporatioii  shall  be  composed  of  the  persons 
named  in  "  An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Idiotic  and 
Feeble-Minded  Youth ;  ^  of  such  persons  as  may  be  elected  members  by 
ballot  at  any  legal  meeting ;  and  also  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  pay  the 
som  of  twenty-five  dollars  or  upwards ;  and  of  such  persons  as  shall  an- 
noally  pay  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Abticle  IL  Meetings. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  cor- 
poration on  the  first  Thursday  of  October  in  every  year,  at  which  the  fol- 
lowing officers  shaU  be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely : — A  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  six  Trustees,  a  Treasurer,  and  a  Secretary,  to  serve  until  the 
next  annual  meeting,  or  udtil  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their 
Btead:  provided^  however^  that  if,  from  any  cause,  the  officers  should  not 
be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting,  they  may  be  elected,  or  any  vacancy 
filled,  at  any  other  meeting  regularly  notified  for  the  purpose. 

Article  in.  Notice  of  the  annual  meeting  shall  be  given  by  the  sec- 
retary, by  sending  a  written  or  printed  notice  to  each  member  of  the 
corporation,  and  by  publication  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed 
in  Boston,  at  least  seven  days  previous  to  the  day  of  meeting. 

Arhcle  TV.  The  president,  or  in  his  absence,  the  vice-president,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both,  a 
president  shall  be  chosen  for  the  meeting. 

AsncLE  y .  The  secretary  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  corpora- 
tion on  the  requisition  of  the  board  of  trustees,  or  of  any  ten  members  of 
tiie  corporation — notice  being  ^ven  as  for  the  annual  meeting. 

Abticle  YI.  Trustees. — ^The  board  shall  be  composed  of  six  persons 
chosen  according  to  the  second  article,  and  of  six  persons  appointed  by 
the  governor  and  council  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts  as  provided  in  the 
Resolve  passed  by  the  legislature  and  approved  March  21, 1861. 

It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  meet  once  a  quarter. 

Three  shall  form  a  quorum  for  ordinary  business,  but  a  majority  of  the

Article  YII.  Becretary. — It  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  secretary  tor

Article  TlH,  Treaaurer. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  tfeasurer  t 
ceive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  and  securities  belonging  l< 
corporation,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under  the  direction  o 
trustees.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys  but  hy  their  order,  or  the  order  o 
committees,  duly  authorized.  His  books  sliall  be  open  to  the  inspe 
of  the  trustees.  He  shall  make  up  his  accounts  to  the  first  day  of  * 
ber,  in  each  year,  together  with  an  inventory  of  all  the  real  and  per 
estate,  and  of  the  debts  due  to  and  from  the  corporation,  and  prcsen 
same  to  the  corporation  at  their  annual  meeting.  He  shall  give 
bonds  for  the  faithful  discha^e  of  his  duties,  as  the  trustees  shall, 
time  to  time,  require.

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RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 


Trustees. — ^A  meeting  of  the  trustees  shall  be  held  quarterly. 
Qucmm. — ^The  presence  of  three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

Visiting  CommiUee. — ^Two  of  the  tnistees,  taken  in  rotation,  shall  form 
a  committee,  one  at  least  of  whom  shall  visit  the  institution  each  week, 
dnring  the  space  of  two  months.  These  shall  be  so  arranged,  that  one 
shall  go  out  of  and  another  go  into  the  committee,  at  the  beginning  of 
etch  month. 

This  coQunittee  shall  examine  the  state  of  the  institution ;  the  condition, 
ftc.,  of  the  pupils ;  and  of  all  the  jrooms  in  the  establishment,  and  receive 
ftnd  examine  any  report  of  the  superintendent,  and  make  a  record  of  their 
lisit  and  impressions. 

This  committee  may  report  on  the  state  and  condition  of  the  institution 
at  any  quarterly  meeting  of  the  trustees. 

Auditors. — The  trustees  shall  appoint  annuallytwo  of  their  number  as 
auditors.  They  shall  examine  all  the  accounts  of  the  institution  and 
treasurer.  They  shall  aid  the  treasurer  in  the  investment  of  any  funds 
belonging  to  the  institution.  And  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  treas- 
urer without  their  order. 

Superintcfideni. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  to  reside  at, 
and  give  his  whole  time  to  the  service  of,  the  institution. 

He  shall  select  and  employ  all  subordinate  officers,  assistants,  servants 
of  the  institution,  subject  to  the  rejection  of  the  trustees. 

He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of  the  whole  institution,  and 
have  charge  of  all  the  pupils  and  direct  and  control  all  the  persons  there- 
in, subject  to  the  regulation  of  the  trustees. 

He  shall  regulate  the  diet,  regimen,  exercises  and  employments,  and 
the  whole  course  of  the  education  and  training  of  the  pupils. 

He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  all  persons  employed  in  the  institu- 
tion such  instructions  as  he  shall  deem  best  to  cany  into  operation  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  same,  and  he  shall  cause  such  rules  and 
regulations  to  be  strictiy  and  faithfully  executed. 

He  shall  make  a  record  of  the  name,  age,  and  condition,  parentage,  and 
probable  cause  of  idiocy,  or  deficiency  of  each  pupil,  and  of  all  the  cir- 
cumstances that  may  illustrate  his  or  her  condition,  or  character ;  and 
also  keep  a  record,  from  time  to  time,  of  the  progress  of  each  one. 
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He  ahall  purchase  fael,  provision,  stores,  and  furniture,  and  shall 
responsible  for  the  safe-keeping  and  expenditure  thereof:  provided,  h( 
ever,  that  if  the  trustees  think  it  best  to  appoint  a  steward,  be  shatl  p 
form  these  duties  with  the  concurrenee  of  the  superintendent. 

He  shall  collect  and  receive  all  the  moneys  due  from  the  pupils,  t 
deposit  the  same  with  the  treasurer 

He  shall  keep  a  separate  account  with  each  one  of  the  pupils,  or  w 
the  parents  or  guardians  of  such  of  the  pupils  as  are  not  beneficiariei 
Massachusetts,  charging  them  with  all  expenses  of  board,  instracti 
Ac.,  and  with  all  the  mane;  eipended  for  clothing  and  other  necessar 
or  proper  indulgences. 

He  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the  trustees  of  the  condition  of 
institution,  aud  make  such  suggestions  as  he  may  think  the  intercstf 
institution  require. 

He  shall  prepare  for  the  trustees  and  the  corporation,  an  annual  rep 
in  which  he. will  show  the  history,  progress,  and  condition  of  the  inst 
tion,  and  the  success  of  the  attempts  K>  educate  and  improve  the  idii 
or  feeble-minded  youth. 

The  teachers,  assistants  and  pupils,  shall  be  under  the  immediate  dii 
tion  of  the  supeiintendent,  and  no  orders  shall  be  given  to  them  exc 
through  him.  . 

No  officer,  assistant  or  pupil  can  absent  himself  from  the  inadtal 
without  the  permission  of  the  superintendent 

The  hours  for  work,  for  exercise,  for  study,  and  for  recreation,  l^e 
established  by  the  superintendent,  each  teacher,  assistant  and  pupil  ^ 
be  e.'ipected  to  conform  strictly  to  them. 

Visitors. — Persons  may  visit  the  institution  under  such  regulations 
the  trustees  and  superintendent  shall  establish. 

Tobacco. — The  use  of  tobacco,  either  in  smoking  or  otherwise,  is  i 
hibited  in  the  institution. 

Beneficiaries. — Candidates  for  admission  must  be  over  six,  and  nn 
fourteen  yeara  of  age. 

Beneficiaries  must  produce  a  certificate  from  the  selectmen,  or  the  01 
seers  of  the  poor  of  their  town,  stating  that  their  parents  and  immedi 
relatives  are  unable  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  education. 

They  must  be  provided  with  suitable  changes  of  raiment  for  winter  1 
smnmer,  and  especially  with  thick  shoes  or  boots. 

The  boys  must  have  at  least  six  good  cotton  shirts,  and  six  psur 
flocks  or  stockings;  two  coats  or  jackets,  two  pairs  of  trousers,  two  ws 
coats,  and  an  overcoat,  two  pairs  of  shoes  or  boots,  six  pocket  hand!

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of  active  prosecution,  it  could  be  opened  throughout  its  whole 
length.  The  grading  of  the  Lee  &  Hudson  Bailroad  from  Lee 
to  West  Stockbridge  is  also  well  advanced,  and  a  good  amount 
of  work  has  been  done  upon  the  Lee  &  New  Haven  road 
from  Lee  towards  the  state  line  of  Connecticut  at  Colebrook. 
The  financial  panic  in  the  country  has  caused  the  suspension  of 
work  upon  the  two  first-named  roads,  and  other  causes  ha?e 
temporarily  delayed  the  prosecution  of  the  latter  enterprise. 
Nearly  all  of  the  older  roads  in  the  State  have  made  material 
improvements  in  their  permanent  way,  station  buildings,  rollmg 
slock,  &c.  Some  of  the  more  important  improvements  in  per- 
manent way,  new  buildings,  &c.,  will  be  found  in  notes  of  ex- 
amination of  the  several  roads  in  Appendix  A. 

Although  the  opening  of  the  new  and  the  operation  of  the 
older  roads  possess  much  general  and  great  local  interest,  by 
far  the  most  important  and  interesting  railroad  event  of  the 
year  is  the  completion  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel.  A  very  consid- 
erable amount  of  work  remains  to  be  done  in  enlarging  the  ex- 
cavations, but  the  substantial  completion  of  this  great  enter- 
prise, after  the  lapse  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century,  a  period 
filled  with  vexatious  delays  and  embarrassments  of  every  kind, 
is  an  accomplished  fact,  and  its  full  completion  may  be  confi- 
dently expected  by  the  middle  of  the  coming  year.  The  ques- 
tion as  to  what  shall  be  done  with  it,  and  the  roads  on  either 
side  of  it  belonging  to  the  State,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  upwards  of  forty  miles,  will  prove,  beyond  a  doubt, 
the  railroad  problem  of  the  year.  K  this  great  enterprise,  in- 
volving twenty-five  years  of  continuous  eflTort  and  an  expen- 
diture of  millions  of  money,  was  worthy  of  even  a  small  part 
of  the  consideration  it  has  received,  it  is  evident  that  the  ap- 
proaches to  it  from  either  side  must  prove,  in  their  present  con- 
dition, entirely  inadequate  for  the  business  likely  to  come  upon 
them.  Action  in  this  respect  has  already  been  too  long  de- 
layed ;  to  postpone  it  further  must  seriously  compromise  the 
future  of  the  Tunnel  line.  This  may  be  looked  upon  as  com- 
pleted. The  blast  required  to  connect  the  last  **  headings  '*  was 
fired  on  the  29th  of  November,  and  July  4th,  1874,  has  been 
fixed  for  the  passage  of  the  first  train  through  the  mountain. 

For  convenience  of  comparison  between  the  results  to  be 
derived  from  the  returns  for  the  year  ending  30th  September, 
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1873,  and  those  for  the  previous  year,  the  earliest  pages  of  the 
report  for  1872  are  reproduced.*  At  the  close  of  the  last 
railroad  year  (30th  September,  1873),  the  entire  mileage 
belonging  to  the  railroad  corporations  reporting  to  this  Board 
was  2,364.927  miles  of  main  Kne  and  branches,  with  614.937 
of  sidings  and  606.728  miles  of  double  track,  equivalent  in  all 
to  3,586.592  of  single  track.  Of  this  apparent  increase  of 
343.175  miles,  143  miles  was  due  to  the  consolidation  of  the 
Hartford  &  New  Haven  with  the  New  York  <fe  New  Haven 
roads,  and  the  Boston  &  Maine  Company  reported  56  miles 
of  newly  constructed  road  in  the  State  of  Maine.  Of  the 
aggregate  amount  reported^  1,734.955  miles  of  main  track  and 
branches  were  within  the  limits  of  the  Commonwealth,  being 
an  increase  over  the  number  reported  in  the  previous  year  of 
77.085  miles.  Of  this  increased  amount  30  miles  were  due  to 
errors  in  the  returns  and  computations  of  1872.  Forty-six 
miles  of  road  were  built  in  Massachusetts,  chiefly  by  the  Old 
Colony  (16  miles),  the  Springfield,  Athol  &  North-Eastern  (16 
miles),  and  the  Middlesex  Central  (8  miles).  The  remainder 
of  the  increased  amount  was  due  to  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional sidings,  freight  tracks,  &c.  There  is  in  Massachusetts, 
therefore,  at  this  time,  one  mile  of  railroad  to  each  4.519  square 
miles  of  territory,  and  to  every  879  inhabitants ;  the  increase 
of  the  latter,  according  to  the  recent  census,  having  kept  exact 
pace  with  the  increase  of  the  railroad  mileage.

kinton  and  of  the  Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  roads.  There  is  in  lilassachusetts,  therefore, 
St  this  time,  one  mile  of  railroad  to  each  4.704  square  miles  of  territory,  and  to 
every  879  inhabitants.  This  proportion,  as  regards  the  area  in  sqoare  miles,  indicates 
a  more  complete  development  than  is  found  in  any  other  part  of  America,  and  one  that 
is  not  exceeded  by  the  average  of  any  country  in  Europe;  as  regards  population,  how- 
ever, while  in  Europe  it  rises  as  high  as  7,500  to  the  mile  of  constructed  road,  nowhere 
in  America  does  it  amount  to  1,000,  and  nowhere  out  of  Massachusetts  does  it  rise  to  700.

Eight  corporations  divided  10  per  cent.,  one  divided  9  per  cent., 
four   divided  8  per  cent.,  three  divided  seven  per  cent.,  six 
divided  6  per  cent.,  six  divided  less  than  6  percent,  and  thirty- 
two   made   no   dividends.      The  gross   income   of  the   roads 
during  the  year  was  22'^^^^  per  cent,  of  their  entire  cost,  but 
the  cost  of  operation  was  72.7  per  cent,  of  their  gross  earnings, 
leaving  an  average  net  income  from  the  year's  doings  of  ^i^j^ 
per  cent,  on  the  investment.     The  capital  stock  of  these  cor- 
porations appears  to  be  owned  by  about  32,921  persons,  the 
average  amount  held  by  each  of  whom  is  $3,506 ;  of  the  whole 
number  of  stockholders  72  per  cent,  are  residents  of  Massa- 
chusetts, controlling  54  per  cent,  of  the  entire  capital  stock,  or 
an  aggregate  of  $63,267,080.     The  total  earnings  returned  for 
the  year  are  $34,930,527.42,  being  an  increase  of  $4,051,984.78 

The  entire  amount  directly  invested  in  the  raih'oads  reporting  to  this  Board,  is  in 
round  numbers,  ^13o,000,(XK),  represented  by  .^1,000,000  of  stock  and  $.34,000,000  of 
debt.  Of  the  55  oori^orations  making  returns,  thirty  paid  dividends  ranging  between  2 
and  10  per  cent,  and  averaging  on  the  entire  capital  of  all  the  roads  represented  by  stock 
6.97  per  cent.* 

Nine  corporations  divided  10  per  cent.,  two  divided  9,  three  divided  8,  three  divided  7, 
six.  divided  6  per  cent.,  seven  divided  less  than  6,  and  twenty-five  made  no  dividends. 
The  gross  income  of  the  roads  during  the  year  was  22.8  per  cent,  of  their  entire  cost, 
but  the  cost  of  operation  was  72.2  per  cent,  of  their  gross  earnings,  leaving  an  average 
net  in(X)me  from  the  year's  doings  of  6.3  per  cent,  on  the  investment.  This  is  believed 
to  be  as  large  a  return  on  cost  as  is  made  by  the  railroad  system  of  any  community,  and 
much  larger  than  the  average.  The  capital  stock  of  these  corporations  appears  to  be 
owned  by  about  29,650  persons,  the  average  amount  held  by  ^ach  of  whom,  is  2,750 ;  of 
the  whole  number  of  stockholders  74  per  cent,  are  residents  of  Massachusetts,  control- 
line  69  per  cent,  of  the  entire  aipital  stock,  or  an  aggi-egate  of  nearly  $57,000,000.  The 
stock  of  the  several  companies  is  held  in  very  ditferent  ways,  that  of  the  Old  Colony,  for 
instance,  in  average  lots  of  only  $1,645  each,  and  88  per  cent,  of  the  whole  in  Massachu- 
s^'tts,  while  the  Boston  &  Albany,  with  an  equal  proportion  in  Massachusetts,  is  held  in 
aveni^f  lots  of  $4,000.  The  majority  of  the  stock  of  the  Boston  &  Maine,  on  the  other 
hand,  appears  to  be  held  out  of  the  Commonwealth  and  in  lots  of  about  $2,400  each. 
The  Boston  &  Providence  is  held  in  lots  of  about  $2,600  each,  and  79  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  is  owned  in  the  State.  The  Duxbury  &  Cohasset  is  held  by  only  four  parties,  the 
Holyoke  &  Westfield  by  fourteen ; — of  the  leading  roads  the  Hartford  &  New  Haven 
apfiears  to  be  in  fewest  hands,  the  average  amount  held  by  each  stockholder  being  in 
the  neighlwrhood  of  $5,700. 

The  total  earnings  returned  for  the  year  are  $30,878,542.70,  being  an  increase  of  $3,-

Surprise  is  often  expressed  at  the  constant  increase 
capital  accounts  of  railroad  corporations,  and  doubts  an 
tained  as  to  TCbether  the  increased  investment  is  wai 
Upon  this  point  the  results  to  be  deduced  from  the  reti 
the  present  year  are  suggestive.  The  investment  in 
property  included  in  the  returns  for  1873  is  over  |21,( 
more  than  that  included  in  the  returns  for  1872.  The  rec 
1873  are,  however,  over  $4,000,000  more  than  those  of  18  < 
eating  gross  earnings  of  19'per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  ad 
investment,  of  which  $942,173,  or  more  than  4  per  cent, 
increase  was  net  profit.  This,  however,  included  the 
of  the  New  York  &  New  Haven  road,  an  old  and  very 
company,  the  incorporation  of  the  receipts  of  which  i 
aggregate  might  produce  most  deceptive  results.  Takin 
of  the  eight  Boston  roads  (excluding  the  Boston,  Har 
Erie)  it  will  be  found  that  they  have  augmented  their 
ment  during  the  past  year  by  over  $9,000,000,  but  th' 
also  increased  their  gross  receipts  by  over  $1,800,000,  s 
an  average  of  19  per  cent,  increased  earnings  on  the  ad( 
capital  invested.*  The  operating  expenses  have,  howev 
been  largely  increased.     The  net  receipts  of  these  roai

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seqiiently  showed  only  an  increase  for  1873  of  $235,712.63 
over   tliose   for   1872,   or  2  per  cent,   on   the   $9,794,000  of 
increased  capital.    It  is  not  safe  to  draw  any  positive  inferences 
from  these  statistics.     It  may  well  be  that  the  increase  both  in 
receipts  and  in  net  profits  was  derived   from   sources   which 
had  been  in  no  way  affected  by  the  additional  capital ;  or,  on  the 
other  hand,  earnings  from  the  increased  development  may  not 
yet  appear  fully  in  the  receipts,  of  may  have  been  eaten  up 
by  unprofitable  .operations  upon  the  older  parts  of  the  line. 
So  far,  however,  as  any  inferences  can  be  drawn,  they  would 
indicate    that  the   additional   capital  iifvested   in   their  busi- 
ness during  the  last  year  by  the  Boston  corporations  has  not 
been  immediately  so  profitable  as  might  have  been  anticipated. 
While  the  gross  earnings  constituted  last  year  22  per  cent,  on 
the  entire  railroad  investment,  the  additional'gross  earnings  for 
1873   w^ere  but  19  per  cent,   on  the  increase  in  the  amount 
invested,  upon  which  again  the  difference  between  the  net  eani- 
iiigs  of  the  two  years  represent  a  profit  of  only  4  per  cent. 
Of  the  entire  gross  receipts,  about  47  per  cent,  were  derived 
•  from  the  passenger  business  and  49  per  cent,  from  freight,  and 
during  the  year  the  receipts  from  freights  had  increased  but  7 
per  cent.,  while  those  from  passengers  increased  18  per  cent. 
Upon  19  roads  the  receipts  from  passengers  were  in  excess  of 
those  from  freights,  while  the  reverse  was  the  case  on  12  roads. 
The  average   earnings   on   each   mile   of    road   operated   was 
$14,820.37  ;  the  amount  varj^ing  from  $2,062  on  the  Duxbury 
&   Cohasset    to    $36,522    on    the    Boston   &   Albany.     The 
cost  of  operation  has  amounted  to  $10,782.13  to  each  mile,  of 

created  17  per  cent.,  while  those  from  passengers  increased  bnt  7  per  cent.  Upon  15 
roads  tlie  receipts  from  passengers  were  in  excess  of  those  from  freights,  while  the 
reverse  was  the  ciise  on  16  roads.  The  average  eaniings  on  each  mile  of  road  operated 
wai^  $12,768.37 ;  the  amount  var>'lng  from  ^2,058,  on  the  Duxbury  &  Cohasset  to  ^4,- 
•500  on  the  Boston  &  Albany. 

The  cost  of  operation  has  amounted  to  ^,222.31  to  each  mile  of  road,  but  from  this 
result  no  safe  inferences  can  be  drawn.  The  ti-ain  mileage  tables  (Nos.  107-126)  afford 
the  only  basis  of  reliable  information.  The  average  cost  of  nmning  a  train  one  mile  was 
ntnmed  at  31-3li  varying  from  99  cents  on  the  Eastern  to  |^1.78  on  the  Boston  &  Provi- 
dence. 

From  an  examination  of  this  column  (No.  126)  in  the  tabulated  returns,  some  con- 
ception can  be  formed  of  the  extremely  different  methods  employed  by  the  several  roads 
in  dividing  their  expenses  between  their  operating  and  construction  accounts.  This 
snhject  was  referred  to  at  length,  in  the  last  rei)ort  of  this  Board  (pp.  89-92).

Of  this  average  staled  cost  per  train  mlia  of  9'.31>  maintenance  of  peimanen 
eluding  repairs  of  rood,  buildingH,  bridges,  iron,  &c.,  amounted  to  36.2  cen 
expenses,  incladlng  fuel,  sahtries,  repairs  of  rolling-stock,  oil  and  waste,  &c 
cents,  and  toKce  and  miscellaneous  items  amounted  to  HA  cents.  The  cost  ol 
17.3  rents  per  train  mile,  repairs  of  locomotives  were  9.6  cents,  repairs  of  possei 
IS  cents,  repairs  of  IVeight  cars  1S.6  cents,  oil  on^  waste  was  1.9  cents.  On 
hand  the  grpss  caminga  on  each  passenger  train  were  j(1.67  per  mile,  and  upon 
train  91.88;  while  the  average  gross  incomeon  each  train  was  91-^1  per  mile 
net  earnings  were  50  cents. 

Meanwhile  the  average  number  of  passengers  to  each  tialn  n-os  88,  and  tlii 
number  of  tons  of  ftvlgbt  was  67.  In  order,  however,  to  transport  this  amounl 
Ih^tghi,  it  would  seem  that  the  corpomtions  draw.  Including  their  locomotliei 
than  1.S9  tons  oTdead  weight  of  rolling-stock  for  each  passenger  and  3  tons  for 
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the  ifassachusetts  corporations  have  to  move  1.70  tons  in  rolling- 
stock,  aucl  for  each  ton  of  freight  over  2.9  tons  of  rolling-stock. 
The  average  price  charged  and  received  for  each  ton  of  material 
moved  is,  therefore,  as  nearly  as  possible,  one  cent  per  mile. 
The  returns  both  for  the  last  year  and  the  year  previous  wonld 
seem  to  indicate  that  some  three  tons  of  machinery  are 
moved  on  our  railroads  to  each  ton  of  merchandise.  Consider- 
able doubt  must,  however,  exist  as  to  the  substantial  accuracy 
of  these  averages  in  view  of  the  fact  that  such  roads  as  the 
Boston  &  Lowell,  the  Boston  &  Maine  and  the  Old  Colony  claim 
to  move  between  1.90  and  2  tons  only  to  each  freight  car  they 
run,  or  an  average  of  less  than  50  tons  to  a  train  of  25  cars. 

The  total  mileage  of  passenger  trains  run  during  the  present 
railroad  year  exceeded  those  of  the  last  by  1,498,779  miles, 
and  the  number  of  passengers  carried  was  6,338,338  greater; 
as  regards  freight,  the  train  mileage  increased  1,274,845,  and 
the  number  of  tons  carried  958,638.  The  average  fare  charged 
per  mile  on  all  the  roads  was  2.49  cents,  ranging  from  6  mills 
per  mile  for  season-ticket  passengers  for  long  distances,  to  10 
cents  per  mile  for  single-trip  passengers  for  short  distances. 
Upon  freights  no  general  average  can  be  named,  but  these  have 
ranged  from  1.01  cents  for  through  freights  for  long  distances,  to 
$1.00  per  ton  per  mile  on  short  local  freights.  These  charges, 
however,  include  the  cost  of  handling  in  each  case ;  the  average 
charge  for  hauling  each  ton  of  freight  one  mile  has  been  2.18 
cents.  The  enlarged  volume  of  Western  produce  seeking  ship- 
ment to  Europe  by  way  of  Boston,  noticed  in  the  previous 
report,  is  also  apparent  in  the  present  one  (Appendix  B).

The  average  fare  charged  per  mile,  on  all  the  roads,  was  2.426  cents,  ranging  from 
-.4  mills  per  mile  for  season-ticket  passengers  for  long  distances,  to  4.7  cents  per  mile 
fr'r  single-trip  passengers,  on  certain  branch  roads.  Upon  through  freights  no  general 
avfnige  can  be  named,  but  these  have  ranged  from  1.54  to  12  cents  per  mile,  while  local 
freights  have  varied  from  2.71  to  10  cents.  These  charges,  however,  include  the  cost  of 
handling  in  each  ca^e;  the  average  charge  for  hauling  each  ton  of  freight  one  mile  has 
been  2.81  cents.  It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  the  increase  in  freight  tonnage  has  been 
largely  due  to  the  increased  volume  of  Western  produce  seeking  shipment  to  Europe,  as 
i^  aj)parent  from  the  tables  of  tide-water  receipts  printed  in  Appendix  A  of  this  Report.

($134,000).  One  corporation  made  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent., 
one  9  per  cent.,  one  7.5  per  cent.,  one  7.2  per  cent.,  two  6 
per  cent.,  two  4  per  cent.,  and  twenty  made  no  divi- 
dends. The  average  rate  of  dividend  on  the  whole  capital 
stock  of  the  corporations  was  6.05  per  cent.,  while  their  net 
enrnings  represented  a  return  of  3.53  per  cent,  on  their  entire 
stock  and  indebtedness.  The  aggregate  length  of  track  re- 
turned, inclusive  of  branches  and  sidings,  w^as  204.224  miles, 
or  an  average  of  7.04  miles  to  each  corporation.  The  average 
cost  per  mile  was  $21,581.84  on  account  of  permanent  way,  and 
Sir),2r)0.50  on  account  of  equipment,  representing  a  total  cost  of 
$30,842.34  per  mile  of  road  operated  ;  the  amounts  returned  for 
cost  of  road  vary  from  $6,769.62  on  the  Taunton  to  $44,906.60 
on  the  Boston  &  West  Roxbury ;  while  cost  of  equipment 
varies  from  $940.86  on  the  Winthrop  to  $42,131.31  on  the 
Highland.  The  returns  made  last  year  by  the  Northampton 
&  Williamsburg  Company  have  been  explained,  and  reduced 
for  the  present  year  within  proper  limits,  appearing  under  the! 
name  of  the  Northampton  road.  During  the  year  an  aggregate 
of  1,080,914  round  trips  were  made,  amounting  to  a  total 
mileage  of  6,592,658  miles,  and  43,557,636  persons  were 
carried,  being  1,159,635  more  than  the  number  which  was 
carried  by  the  steam  roads  during  the  same  time,  and  an 
increase  of  3,283,467  over  the  number  carried  during  the  pre- 
vious year.     The  amount   received  for  the   carriage  of  each 
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Two  corporations  made  dividends  of  10  per  cent. ;  one  9  per  cent. ;  one  7.5  per  cent. ; 
one  6.8  per  cent. ;  one  6  per  cent. ;  one  5.7  per  cent. ;  one  5  per  cent. ;  one  4  per  cent. ; 
and  fourteen  made  no  dividends.  The  average  rate  of  dividend  on  the  whole  capital 
Ptock  of  the  corporations  was  5.93  per  cent.,  while  their  net  tamings  represented  a  return 
of  6..5S  per  cent,  on  their  entire  stock  and  indebtedness. 

The  aggregate  length  of  track  returned,  inclusive  of  branches  and  sidings,  was  176.29 
roile?,  or  an  average  of  7.65  miles  to  each  corporation.  The  average  cost  per  mile  was 
819,3oO  on  account  of  permanent  way,  and  814,460  on  account  of  eqaipraent,  represent- 
ing a  total  cost  of  ^33,870  per  mile  of  road  operated ;  the  amounts  returned  for  cost  of 
rr«a(i  vary  from  ^,296.93  on  the  Taunton  to  ^3,457.94  on  the  Williamsburg;  while  cost 
of  equipment  varies  from  1^1,552.73  on  the  Waltham  &  Newton  to  ^3,826.37  on  the 
Soath  Boston.  Some  of  the  amounts  thus  returned  are  so  extraordinary  as  to  call  for 
investigation,  which  the  Board  is  now  making,  but  the  results  of  which  it  is  not  yet 
ready  to  submit. 

Baring  the  year  an  aggregate  of  1,003,768  round  trips  were  made,  amounting  to  a  total 
mileage  of  6,237,426  miles,  and  40,274,169  persons  were  carried,  being  4,214,506  more 
than  the  number  which  was  carried  by  the  8t«am  roads  during  the  same  tune,  and  an 
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person  was  5.88  cents ,  and  the  cost  for  the  carriage  of  each 
person  was  5.27  cents,  leaving  an  average  profit  to  the  company 
of  .61  cent  on  each  passenger.  The  cost  of  a  round  trip  was 
$2.12  ;  the  number  of  passengers  to  each  round  trip  was  40.29, 
and  the  profit  upon  it  was  25  cents.  Of  the  entire  cost  of 
repairs  36  per  cent,  was  incurred  on  account  of  the  wear  and 
tear  of  road-bed  and  track,  39  per  cent,  for  depreciation  of 
cars,  harnesses,  and  cost  of  horse-shoeing,  &c.,  and  the  remain- 
ing 25  per  cent,  was  expended  in  keeping  good  the  stock  of 
horses.  The  whole  number  of  horses  owned  by  the  companies 
was  3,476,  an  increase  of  384  over  the  previous  year;  the 
whole  number  of  cars  was  583,  an  increase  of  50.  The  whole 
number  of  persons  employed  on  the  steam  roads  during  the  last 
year  was  20,182^  and  1,726  were  employed  by  the  street  rail- 
ways, making  a  total  of  21,908  persons  in  the  employ  of  all 
the  corporations  making  returns,  being  an  increase  of  2,577 
over  the  previous  year. 

Reports  and  Returns. 

The  returns  of  the  corporations  reporting  to  the  Board  have 
this  year  been  examined,  prior  to  their  publit^tion,  with  far 
greater  care  than  ever  before,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  much 
higher  degree  of  accuracy  ia  them  has  been  attained.  The 
tabulated  statement  and  comparative  results  deduced  from  the 
returns,  and  printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Report,  have  been 
prepared  with  a  similar  increased  degree  of  care.  These  are 
now  presented  for  convenience  of  comparison  in  a  new  form, 
the  eight  Boston  roads  being  grouped  together  in  one  table  and 
the  remaining  roads  of  the  State  in  another,  the  aggregates 

increase  of  3,498,074  over  the  number  carried  during  tke  previous  year.  The  amoant 
received  for  the  carriage  of  each  person  was  6.26  cents,  and  the  cost  for  the  carriage  of 
each  person  was  5.23  cents,  leaving  an  average  profit  to  the  company  of  1.03  cents  on 
each  passenger.  The  cost  of  a  round  trip  was  |^2.09 ;  the  number  of  passengers  to  each 
round  trip  was  40.12,  and  the  profit  upon  it  was  42  cents. 

Of  the  entire  cost  of  repairs  40  per  cent,  was  incurred  on  account  of  the  wear  and  tear 
of  road-bed  and  track,  37  per  cent,  for  depreciation  of  cars,  harnesses,  and  cost  of  horse- 
shoeing, &c.,  and  the  remaining  23  per  cent,  was  expended  in  keeping  good  the  stock  of 
horses.  The  whole  number  of  horses  owned  by  the  companies  was  3,092,  an  increase  of 
491  over  the  previous  year ;  the  whole  number  of  cars  was  533,  an  increase  of  70.  The 
whole  number  of  persons  employed  on  the  steam  roads  during  the  last  year  was  17,670, 
and  1,661  were  employed  by  the  street  railways,  making  a  total  of  19,331  persons  in  the 
employ  of  all  the  corporations  making  returns,  being  an  increase  of  2,849  over  the 
previous  year.^iinnuo/  Report,  1372. 
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including  the  whole.  These  tables,  it  is  confidently  believed, 
are. much  more  valuable  than  ever  before,  and  are  so  brought 
together  as  to  greatly  facilitate  the  work  of  comparison  and 
deduction.  Though  still  far  from  being  what  they  should 
be,  and  what  the  Commissioners  hope  ultimately  to  make 
them,  as  compared  with  those  of  previous  years  the  present 
returns  are  at  least  plausible.  Their  preparation  has  re- 
quired the  unremitting  attention  of  one  member  of  the  Boai'd 
during  three  entire  months,  and  the  delays  in  forwarding  them, 
combined  with  the  almost  culpable  carelessness  with  which 
some  of  them  were  made  up,  has  again  delayed  the  publication 
of  this  Report  beyond  the  time  prescribed  by  law.  Not  only 
were  very  many  of  the  returns  received  long  after  they  should 
have  been,  but,  when  they  came  in,  they  were  found  to  be 
neither  full  nor  correct,  and  many  of  them,  after  being  repeat- 
edly sent  back  for  correction,  had  practically  to  be  made  up  by 
the  Conmiissioner  in.  charge  in  the  office  of  the  Board.  The 
errors  and  omissions  were  in  some  cases  of  the  most  flagrant  de- 
scription, giving  rise  to  grave  doubts  whether  the  officers  prepar- 
ing the  returns  really  had  any  distinct  idea  of  the  condition  of  their 
corporations.  In  the  case  of  one  corporation,  for  instance,  the 
profit  and  loss  account  of  the  previous  year  showed  a  large 
surplus,  while  that  of  the  present  return  was  so.  entered  as  to 
indicate  a  net  loss  of  nearly  $330,000  on  the  year's  operations. 
The  attention  of  the  officers  of  the  company  was  called  to  this 
anomaly,  and  a  corrected  return  was  then  filed,  indicating,  in 
place  of  the  deficit,  a  surplus  of  nearly  $100,000.  In  yet  other 
cases  the  utmost  difficulty  was  experienced  in  procuring  any 
trial  balance  at  all,  and  the  grossest  errors  in  book-keeping 
were  apparent  in  such  as  were  finally  offered  ;  in  one  instance  a 
single  item  in  the  accounts  of  over  $37,000  making  its  appear- 
ance, without  any  explanation,  reduced  to  $20,000  in  the 
balance  sheet.  It  would  not  be  profitable  to  multiply  examples, 
but,  as  the  result  of  their  examinations,  the  Commissioners  feel 
.  it  incumbent  upon  them  to  warn  those  interested  in  railroad 
investments  in  Massachusetts  that  the  books  of  the  corporations 
are,  in  many  cases,  far  from  properly  kept.  It  may  be  that 
the  officers  concerned  are  exceptionally  honest,  but  this  is  cer- 
tainly the  only  safeguard  against  fraud  which  the  stockholders 
possess.    If  the  banking  business  were  conducted  with  the  same 
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looaeuess  Iq  accouiits,  defalcations  would  be  even  more  fn 
than  tliey  now  are. 

The  Com  mis  B  loners  have  further  to  call  attention  to  c 
particular  features  io  the  reports  of  two  of  the  corporf 
the  New  Haven  &  Northampton  Railroad  Company  ar 
Winniaimmet  Street  Railway  Company.  In  the  return 
first-named  company  the  surplus  of  last  year  of  $221, llf 
this  year  reduced  to  |93,9U4.23,  and  the  difference,  amoi 
to  $127,121.69,  is  accouated  for  in  various  ways,  one  il 
about  $90,000  being  discount  on  3,600  shares  of  stocl 
during  the  year.  This  stock  was  issued  in  contraventi 
the  general  law  of  the  State  regulating  the  issue  of  st(j 
railroad  coi-porations  (Gen.  St.  Ch.  68,  §  9.  Acts  1868, 
1870,179;  1871,' 392)  and  under  aspecial  Act  of  1873  (CI 
which  authorized  this  particular  company  to  increase  its  c 
stock  by  20,000  shares,  to  be  issued  in  such  manner  t 
directors  might  det«rmlue.  The  Commissioners  are  not  s 
ically  informed  as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  directors  < 
New  Haven  &  Northampton  road  finally  determined  to 
this  stock.  At  the  time  the  special  Act  referred  to  was  rep^ 
the  Commissioners  called  the  attention  of  members  of  the 
committee  on  railways  to  the  vagueness  of  its  language,  t 
if  it  justified  any  deviation  from  the  provisions  of  the  g< 
law  at  all,  repealed  it  entirely  in  this  particular  case;  ai 
izlng,  in  fact,  the  issue  of  the  stock  in  questiou  withou 
considemtiou  paid  therefor  at  all,  if  the  directors  shou 
determine.  The  Commissioners  were,  however,  given  to  ii 
stand  that  the  Act  had  been  fully  considered  and  its  purpoi 
understood.  Apprfrently,  under  the  authority  thus  conft 
3,600  shares  of  the  stock  of  the  corporation  were,  durin 
past  year,  issued  to  stockholders,  on  which  $75  pershar 
paid  in  cash,  and  the  remaining  $25  on  each  share  was  • 
directly  credited  to  the  stock  out  of  the  surplus  fund  t 
company,  or  was  nominally  paid  to  the  stockholders  as  an 
dividend,  and,  by  an  entiy  in  book-keeping,  afterwan 
credited.  In  either  case,  under  authority  of  a  special  Ac 
accumulated  surplus  earnings  of  the  company  were  capita 
and  divided  among  the  stockholders.

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ttcal  deductions.  This  necessarily  arises  from  the  fad 
two  corporations  pursue  the  same  Gnancial  policy,  or 
same  aystem  of  book-keeping.  Take,  for  instance,  » 
the  two  points  in  regard  to  which  inquiry  is  first  made 
taiiiing  the  condition  of  a  railroad  property, — its  cost  pe 
road  owned,  as  indicating  the  amonnt  of  money  inv 
construction  ;  or  its  average  train  mileage-rate  as  in 
what  it  costs  to  operate  it.  An  examination  of  the  t 
statement  in  the  Appendix  to  this  Report  will  reveal  at 
the  most  singular  anomalies.  Of  the  seven  Boston  re 
tween  which  a  comparison  may  fairly  be  instituted,  ii 
found  that  their  cost  per  mile  owned  varies  87  per  cer 
investment  per  mile  owned  varies  182  per  cent.,  while 
of  running  their  trains  varies  60  per  cent.

This  company  has 
ited  its  road  under  a  close  competition  with  the 
ine  ;  it  has  suffered  heavily  from  the  defalcation  of 
mes  past,  and  more  heavily  still  from  accidents 
id  in  a  great  number  of  personal  injuries.  Its 
account  has  never  been  closed,  and,  of  late,  under 
nergetic  and  liberal  management,  large  sums  have 
d  in  improving  the  road  and  developing  the  busi- 
ompany.  Accordingly,  the  cost  of  its  operations 
e  is  returned  at  $1.06,  or  17  per  cent,  less  than 
f  the  Boston  roads  and  37  per  cent,  less  than  the 
Dad,  being  almost  the  lowest  rate  returned  by  any 
Commonwealth.  Turning  to  its  equipment,  its 
land  at  $10,600  each,  or  more  than  four  times  as 
t  of  the  Boston  &  Providence  ;  its  passenger  cars 
1,  or  more  than  six  times  ;  its  freight  cars  at  $460 
fly  four  times.

construction,  and  deficiencies  in  those  of  others  wl 
charged  to  the  same  account. 

It  is  undeniable  that  public  opinion  in  Massachus 
always  favored  the  closing  of  their  construction  accc 
railroad  corporations,  and  charging  the  necessary  exp 
on  account  of  all  ordinary  development  or  increased  eq 
to  operating  expenses.  By  pursuing  this  policy  vast  pi 
have  been  gradually  accumulated  by  the  more  success! 
panics,  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  constnictiou  account 
ing  against  them.  The  jealousy  felt  of  lat«  years  as  rej 
further  increase  of  capital  stock,  even  when  the  par 
paid  in  upon  it,  tends  strongly  to  aggravate  this  cou 
affairs.  But  the  fact  meanwhile  is,  that,  instead  of 
interest  in  the  form  of  dividends,  on  private  capital  in^ 
railroad  development,  the  community  is,  througU  thb 
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of  surplus  earnings  devoted  to  construction,  itself  paying  in  the 
required  capital ;  this  additional  capital,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered, receives  no  dividends,  nor  is  any  interest  paid  on  it ;  the 
community  simply  pays  the  cost  of  development  outright  and 
at  once,  instead  of  saving  the  direct  outlay  and  paying  interest 
on  the  cost  in  perpetuity.  The  opposite  course  would  be  to 
systematize* i-ail road  accounts,  definitely  separating  all  operating 
expenses  from  charges  for  construction,  and  then  to  encourage 
the  corporations  to  meet  all  charges  on  account  of  construction 
through  increase  of  capital,  under  suitable .  restrictions,  while 
all  surplus  earnings,  after  the  payment  of  legitimate  operating 
expenses  and  regular  dividends,  should  be  remitted  to  the  com- 
munity through  a  reduction  in  rates.  This  policy  would  call 
out  accumulated  capital  to  do  the  work  of  railroad  development, 
just  as  it  was  originally  called  out  to  do  the  work  of  primary 
construction ;  while  it  would,  through  the  reduction  of  rates, 
leave  more  active  capital  in  the  pockets  of  the  people. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  refer  to  this  somewhat  intricate 
subject  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  any  change  in  the  policy 
hitherto  pursued.  That  policy  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  cor- 
porations which  have  pursued  it,  has  always  been  endorsed  by 
the  public  sentiment  of  Massachusetts,  as  sound  and  conserva- 
tive, and  it  is  perhaps  well  that  it  should  be  continued.  It 
ought,  however,  none  the  less  to  be  understood,  which  at 
present  it  is  not.  Every  proposal  for  a  reduction  of  rates  will 
always  be  met  -with  an  answer  (whether  sound  or  not  on  other 
grounds  is  here  immaterial)  that  the  corporations,  under  their 
present  tariffs,  earn  only  enough  to  pay  operating  expenses  and 
moderate  dividends.  Yet  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  they  can 
ever  earn  more  than  enough  for  those  purposes  so  long  as 
''operating  expenses"  are  made  to  include  the  cost  of  an  in- 
definite development. 

The  alternative  is  perfectly  clear.  The  development  of  the 
system  must  go  on  as  long  as  population  and  business  increase, 
and,  in  one  way  or  another,  the  community  must  pay  for  it. 
This  it  can  do  in  one  of  two  methods,  and  in  one  of  two  methods 
only:  it  can  pay 'interest  on  the  necessary  private  capital 
invested  in  the  work  of  development,  or  it  can  pay  the  cost  of 
that  development  itself  through  the  medium  of  undivided  sur- 
plus earnings.     It  is  the  last  which  it  is  now  in  great  degree 
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doiug.  Whether  nny  good  results  would  follow  an  attt 
pursue  the  other  course,  the  Commissioners  do  not 
discuss.  Their  object  is  simply  to  call  attention  to  the 
opposite  results  arrived  at  thi'ougb  different  methods  o 
keeping. 

Cheap  Tbains. 

Id  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Board  a  detailed  ati 
was  given  of  the  origin  and  early  progrgss  of  the  experi 
cheap,  working-men's  trains  initiated  on  the  Eastern  I 
■in  November,  1873  (Fourth  Animal  Report  pp.  37-41 
will  be  remembered  that  this  experiment  was  based  ii 
attempted  adoption  upon  railroads  running  in  and  out  of 
of  the  one-price,  street  railway  system.  Special  trail 
low  rate  of  speed  and  making  frequent  stops  at  local  s 
were  to  come  to  the  city  in  the  morning  and  leave  i 
evening.  Tickets,  good  upon  these  trains  only,  were 
the  corporation  in  slips  of  twenty  (20)  for  one  dol 
these  tickets  were  available  for  the  entire  trip  or  for  a 
of  it ;  but  no  fares  were  collected  on  the  cars  and  n< 
tickets  were  sold  at  the  offices  of  the  company,  though 
might  retail  them. 

These  trains  began  to  run  over  the  Eastern  Railroac 
4th  of  November,  1872.  When  the  last  report  of  thif 
was  prepared  they  had  been  running  but  a  single  mor 
no  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  ultimate  success  oi 
of  the  experiment.  In  regard  to  it  the  Commissionc 
remarked  (p.  49),  "a  year  hence  some  reliable  conclusic 
he  inferred ;  at  present  any  attempt  at  such  would  be 
premature."  It  may  now  safely  be  asserted  that  the 
development  of  travel  upon  these  trains  has  been  by 
most  interesting  feature  in  the  railroad  operatiouii  of  th 
during  the  last  year.  In  how  gi'eat  a  degree  the  inci 
travel  upon  them  has  exceeded  all  anticipation,  may  be  i 
from'the  following  facts.  The  first  train  was  run  into 
from  Lynn  on  the  nioniing  of  November  4th,.1872,  a 
made  up  of  a  locomotive  and  two  ears  only,  carryin 
seventy  passengers.  By  the  close  of  the  month  the  i 
train  was  increased  to  four  ears,  and  the  evening  to  three 
ing,  respectively,  on  an  average,  two  hundred  and  one  I 
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and  twenty-five  passengers.  The  Commissioners  in  comment- 
iug  on  these  facts  referred  to  them  as  indicating  a  measurable 
success,  and* ventured  the  prediction  that,  "where,  during  the 
early  stages  of  such  an  experiment,  begun  during  the  shortest 
days  of  the  year,  the  number  of  passengers  by  single  trains 
amounts  to  two  hundred,  it  would  not  be  unreasonable  to 
anticipate  at  least  double  that  number  in  the  spring  and  summer 
months"  (p.  49).  During  the  month  of  November,  1872, 
the  first  month  of  the  experiment,  3,967  persons  were  carried 
in  these  trains.  During  the  month  of  August  succeeding,  the 
number  rose  to  22,957,  averaging,  in  excess  of  what  the 
Commissioners  had  estimated,  four  hundred  and  forty  to  the 
train ;  while  the  morning  and  evening  trains  averaged  respect-* 
ively  four  hundred  and  ninety,  and  three  hundred  and  ninety.* 
Perhaps,  however,  the  fairest  evidence  of  the  growth  in 
popularity  and  use  of  these  trains  may  be  derived  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  travel  upon  them  during  the  two  months  of 
November,  1872,  and  of  November,  1873.  Allowing  for  the 
fact  that  the  trains  began  to  run  on  the  fourth  of  the  first- 
named  month,  it  would  seem  that  the  number  of  passengers 
had  increased  from  4,272  in  the  former  month  to  15,903  in  the 
latter;  that  the  daily  average  had  increased  from  164  to  636  ; 
and  that  the  average  on  each  train  had  increased  from  82  to  318. 
The  total  number  of  passengers  carried  on  these  trains  during 
the  year  has  been  176,186,  and  the  receipts  from  them  have

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been  $8,800.  A  reference  to  the  statistics  in  regard 
similar  trains  on  the  London  railways  (Fourth  Annual 
1873,  p.  149),  will  show  that  they  are  in  most  ca^ee  u 
more  than  the  Eastern  Railroad  train.  The  compariso 
certain  degree  of  importance,  as  it  has  often  been  su 
that  tlie  social  and  industrial  conditions  existing  in  an 
London,  and  which  made  the  "Penny  Trains"  useful  oi 
eary  there,  were  not  to  be  found  in  Massachusetts. 

When  the  train  was  started  it  was  assumed  by  the  ofi 
the  road  that  it  mnst  necessarily  be  run  at  a  loss ; — that  i 
not  pay  its  expenses.  This  has  probably  proved  to 
case.  The  returns  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  indicate  t 
cost  of  its  passenger  service  during  the  past  year  hi 
$1.33  per  train  mile;  the  receipts  of  the  cheap  trai 
apparently  amounted  to  $1.12  per  train  mile.  The  tn 
also,  in  some  respects,  costly  to  run.  Though  they 
move  at  a  great  rate  of  speed,  they  are  necessarily  mad 
large  numbers  of  cars,  the  wear  and  tear  upon  which  if 
sive,  lo  spite  of  their  success  as  regards  numbers,  th 
they  cannot  yet  be  confidently  referred  to  as  financia 
cessful.  In  one  respect,  however,  their  result,  so  far  at 
ascertained,  has  not  been  what  was  apprehended.  Dui 
early  days  of  the  experiment  fears  were  expressed  le 
should  injuriously  affect  the  receipts  of  the  road  by  i 
iiway  regular  passengers  from  other  trains.  The  Commi 
have  been  at  some  psiins  to  inform  themselves  on  thi 
As  it  is  not  possible  to  ascertain  what  the  receipts  i 
from  tbo  several  regular  tmins,  as  compared  with  ^h 
'were,  the  only  true  basis  of  comparison  would  seen 
found  in  comparing  the  receipts  from  the  several  stations 
by  the  cheap  trains,  through  a  scries  of  years  before  an 
those  trains  weie  put  on.  The  receipts  from  passenger  t 
and  from  Boston,  over  the  Saiigus  Branch  (Lynn  and 
excluded),  during  the  three  years  1871-73,  are  ascerti

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During  the  year  1872  it 'would  seem,  therefore,  that  the 
travel  on  th«  Saugus  branch,  to  and  from  Boston,  increased  by 
16  per  cent,  over  what  it  was  the  previous  year.  This  was 
before  the  cheap  train  was  put  on.  During  the  next  (last) 
year,  and  while  that  train  was  running,  the  receipts  from  travel 
by  regular  trains  made  a  further  increase  of  11  per  cent,  over 
the  previous  year,  being  a  gross  increase  of  $3,382.25  for  1873 
as  compared  with  $4,365.45  for  1872.  This,  however,  did  not 
include  the  additional  receipts  from  the  cheap  train.  These 
amounted  to  $9,140  more,  making  for  the  year  1873,  the  first 
year  of  the  experiment,  an  increase  of  $12,522.20  or  39  per 
cent,,  as  compared  with  16  per  cent,  for  the  previous  year. 
But  in  estimating  results  to  the  corporation  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  these  increased  figures  represent  gross  and  not  net 
receipts.  They  were  obtained  at  the  cost  of  an  additional  train 
service  at  least  equal  to  the  increase  of  receipts.  It  must  not, 
tiierefore,  be  assumed  that  the  cheap  trains  have  increased  the 
profits  of  the  Eastern  Railroad,  because  they  have  increased  its 
gross  receipts  from  the  towns  served ;  it  can  only  be  said  that 
they  in  no  way  appear  to  Have  decreased  them.  The  statistics 
of  the  total  number  of  travellers  over  the  Saugus  branch  (Lynn 
and  Boston  excluded),  with  the  receipts  from  them  during  the 
same  three  years,  tend  to  confirm  this  conclusion.*  From 
these  it  would  appear  that  the  increase  of  passengers  in  1872, 
before  the  cheap  train  was  put  on,  was  16  per  cent,  over  1871, 
and  the  increase  of  receipts  from  passengers  was  10  per  cent. 
In  1873,  with  the  cheap  train  running,  almost  exactly  the  same 
ratio  of  increase  in  the  regular  travel  and  the  receipts  there- 
from was  maintained;    that  of  passengers  being  17  per  cent.

T 
however,  again,  does  not  include  the  cheap  trains.  IkicliK: 
those,  it  will  be  found  that  the  number  of  passengers  carrie 
1873  was  235,002  more  than  in  1872,  or  an  increase  of  77 
cent. ;  while  the  receipts  from  passengers  increased  $14,13i 
36  ijer  cent.  These  figures  would,  therefore,  seem  to  den 
■  strate  the  fact  that  the  expe^^iment  of  cheap  trains,  as  hith' 
tried  on  the  Eastern  road,  has  not  diminished  regolar  trave 
the  receipts  from  it ;  and  it  would  further  seem  to  indicate 
yet  more  singular  fact  that  this  experiment  has  actually 
Teloped  a  new  class  of  travel  on  the  line  of  the  road,  out 
both  of  the  old  travel  and  of  the  full  regular  and  legitin 
increase  of  that  travel. 

The  experiment  is  yet  a  novelty,  and  has  not  had  tim 
develop  its  complete  results.  Its  trial  was .  originally  ui 
upon  the  corporation  by  this  Board  on  the  ground  that,  tho 
it  might  not  prove  directly  and  in  itself  remunerative,  it  w( 
yet  lead  to  such  an  increase  of  population  and  of  travel  al 
the  line  of  any  road  adopting  it,  that  the  regular  businea 
that  road  would  be  much  benefited  thereby.  This  result  i 
now  confidently  be  anticipated.  Every  human  being  upon 
line  of  a  railroad  is  compelled  in  some  form  to  pay  tril 
to  it.  Even  if  he  does  not  himself  travel  over  it,  he 
to  use  that  which  is  brought  over  it.  The  statistics ' 
quoted  clearly  indicate  how '  speedily  the  Eastern  Railt 
may  expect  to  reap  a  rich  harvest  from  the  liberal  policy  it 
adopted. 

The  practical  working  of  this  experiment  has  also  den 
strated  one  other  fact, — the  propriety  of  Immediately  repeal: 
or  at  any  rate  essentially  modifying,  the  Act  of  1872  ( 
348).  That  act,  in  seeking  to  establish  a  system  of  wort 
men's  trains,  provided  only  for  the  sale  of  season  tickets 
fixed  rates,  increasing  according  to  distance.  The  law 
never  properly  considered  before  it_s  passage,  and  it  was  ma 
of  great  doubt  whether  it  could  be  made  to  work  successfu 
Not  only  was  the  Eastern  Railroad  experiment  based  u 
directly  opposite  principles,  but  it  has  owed  its  remarki 
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success  to  that  very  fact.  Instead  of  carrying  season-ticket 
passengers  at  rates  graduated  according*  to  distance,  it  has  car- 
ried no  season-ticket  passengers  at  all,  and  only  single-ticket 
passengers  at  uniform  and  not  graduated  rates.  The  grounds 
upon  which  this  change  was  ventured  upon  were  fully  stated  in 
the  last  report  of  the  Board  (Fourth  Annual  Report,  pp.  41-3), 
and  exjierience  has  justified  them.  The  peculiar  feature  of 
these  trains  has  been  the  irregular  and  fluctuating  character  of 
their  use.  They  have  especially  accommodated  the  working 
classes  in  temporary  employment.  They  have  largely  extended 
the  field  of  labor ;  men  coming  from  Lynn  to  Boston  in  search 
of  a  sinorle  dav's  work.  This  class,  the  law  of  187-2  made  no 
provision  for;  and,  under  it,  they  could  only  travel  at  the 
regular  rates  of  fare  on  the  trains  specially  provided  for  their 
benefit.  Neither  eould  the  holder  of  a  cheap-train  season 
ticket,  under  the  law,  extend  the  benefit  of  his  ticket  to  any 
member  of  his  family,— it  was  limited  to  himself.  In  many 
other  respects  the  law  was  also  defective,  and  must  have  broken 
down  in  operation.  Its  repeal  or  essential  alteration  would 
seem,  therefore,  to  be  desirable. 


Accidents. 

The  usual  tabulated  statement  of  accidents  resulting  in 
death  or  personal  injury  will  be  found  in  Appendix  C  of  this 
Report.  The  law  in  relation  to  the  reporting  of  accidents 
was  altered  by  Chap.  98  .of  the  Acts  of  1873,  and,  under 
the  operation  of  the  new  Act,  it  is  believed  that  the  returns 
on  this  subject  have  been  much  more  complete  than  hereto- 
fore. It  is  a  very  gratifying  fact,  and  one  speaking  highly 
for  the  care  exercised  by  the  corporations,  that  during  the 
past  two  years  no  regular  passenger  has  been  fatally  injured 
from  any  cause  beyond  his  own  control  on  any  railroad  within 
the  Commonwealth.  There  have  been  accidents  resulting  in 
the  death  of  passengers  on  portions  of  roads  reporting  to  this 
Board  which  lie  beyond  the  State,  but  in  Massachusetts  no  such 
casualty  has  occurred,  and,  during  the  last  railroad  year,  but  a 
single  "passenger  has  been  even  injured,  except  in  consequence  of 
his  or  her  own  act.     As  the  whole  number  of  persons  carried  by 
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rail  19  reported  at  42,398,000,  and  as  the  average  journey 
each  passenger  was  15.52  miles,  it  follows  that  an  aggreg 
journey  of  658,000,000  miles  has  resulted  in  but  a  siO; 
ease  of  injury.  Such  an  immunity  from  danger  is  probal 
unexampled  in  the  railroad  annals  of  the  State  and  1 
nowhere  been  surpassed.  The  ordinary  average  in  this  St 
in  past  years  has  been  one  case  of  injury,  from  causes  in 
degree  attribntable  to  the  carelessness  of  the  person  injured, 
each  1,400,000  passengers  carried. 

Eleven  cases  of  train  accident  due  to  collision  have  b^ 
reported,  nine  of  wliich  were  head  collisions  and  three  re 
These  resulted  in  the  death  of  two  employes  of  the  roads  t 
the  injury  of  four  others.  One  of  these  collisions  was  betw< 
two  passenger  trains  at  railroad  grade-crossiug.  There  hi 
been  two  cases  of  derailment,  I'esulting  in  the  death  of  th' 
persons  and  injury  to  three  others;  but  it  is  a  noticeable  t 
that  all  those  killed,  were  killed  in  their  attempts  to  save  the 
selves  by  jumping  off  the  train.  There  has  been  one  case 
malicious  obstruction  on  the  Old  Colony  road,  the  perpeti-a 
of  which  was  arrested,  convicted,  and  is  now  undergo! 
punishment. 

The  total  number  of  casualties  incident  to  the  operation 
the  railroads  of  the  State  has  been  278,  as  compared  with  2 
for  the  previous  year ;  of  these  50  were  to  passengers  and  ] 
to  employes  ;  164  resulted  in  death  and  114  in  personal  iuju 
Nearly  one-third  of  the  whole  number  were  occasioned  by  ■ 
unlawful  practice  of  walking  on  the  r:iilro.id  tracks.  Se^ 
cases  of  injury  have  occurred  at  highway  crossing  at  grade, 
which  five  were  fatal ;  in  three  cases  the  crossing  was  pi-otec 
by  a  gate  or  flagman,  and  in  four  cases  it  was  not.  Of  e 
ploySs,  57  have  been  killed  and  47  have  been  reported 
ii^ured.  Of  these  104  cases,  56  were  on  the  Boston  &  AIlw 
road.  Eight  were  due  to  overhead  bridges  and  25  to  falli 
from  trains ; — there  were  25  cases  of  crushing  while  in  the  ; 
of  coupling  cars. 

A  single  class  of  accidents  only  has  by  its  constant  reci 
rence  suggested  the  expediency  of  any  additional  Icgislatic 
By  the  Acts  of  1869  Ch.  308,  and  1870  Ch.  276,  it  t< 
made  incumbent  upon  the  corporations  to  place  guards  in  frc 
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of  all  overhead  bridges  less  than  18  feet  above  the  track.  In 
their  Report  for  1872  (p.  127),  the  Commissioners  had  occa- 
sion to  refer  to  the  frequent  destruction  of  these  guards  by 
brakemen,  who  were  irritated  by  receiving  raps  from  them  as 
the  trains  approached  the  bridges.  The  coi-porations  complain 
that  they  find  themselves  unable  to  prevent  this.  They  have 
,  exercised  all  the  vigilance  in  their  power  and  have  dismissed 
from  their  service  those  caught  in'the  act  of  destruction.  The 
punishment  does  not  put  a  stop  to  the  practice.  If  brakemen 
prefer  being  killed  to  being  rapped  by  the  guards,  it  might  be 
as  well  not  to  interfere  with  their  election,  could  each  man 
decide  for  himself.  Unfortunately,  however,  this  cannot  be ; 
the  brakemen  who  destroys  a  guard  exposes  others  more  than 
he  does  himself.  He  knows  that  the  particular  guard  is  gone, 
and  is  not  likely  to  suffer  from  its  absence ;  those  who  are  not 
aware  of  the  fact  share  neither  his  information  nor  his  con- 
sequent immunity  from  danger.  The  fact  is,  that  a  brakeman 
who  destroys  a  bridge-guard  sets  a  trap  for  the  destruction  of 
other  brakemen ;  he  is  guilty  of  a  crime.  It  might  be  advisa- 
ble, therefore,  to  put  a  criminal  penalty  on  the  act.  This,  it 
would  be  in  the  power  of  the  corporations  to  enforce  against 
their  employes,  and  probably  one  or  two  cases  of  imprisonment 
would  put  an  effectual  stop  to  the  practice. 

While  the  railroads  operated  within  the  limits  of  Massachu- 
setts have  enjoyed  a  year  of  peculiar  exemption  from  casualty 
those  in  other  portions  of  the  country  have  not  been  equally' 
fortunate.  The  valuable  record  of  accidents  published  by  the 
"Railroad  Gazette"  and  referred  to  in  the  last  Report  of  this 
Board  has  been  continued  during  the  past  year.  It  is  unofficial 
and  necessarily  imperfect,  gathered  as  it  is  from  the  columns 
of  the  daily  press,  but  it  supplies  what  was  previously  wholly 
wanting,  memoranda  both  of  all  noteworthy  railroad  disasters 
and  of  the  causes  leading  to  their  occurrence.  The  following 
restime  of  this  record  for  the  year  ending  30th  November  last 
has  been  prepared.  In  the  classification  of  *^  Collisions "  the 
term  "Head  Collisions"  includes  all  cases  where  trains  were 
moving  towards  each  other,  whichever  end  of  the  train  might  be 
foremost ;  and  the  term  ^  Rear  Collisions "  covers  all  cases  of 
trains  ranning  into  either  end  of  standing  trains,  as  well  as  into 
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the  rear  of  trains  in  motion.  The  list  embraces  also  accidi 
to  coDstructioa  trains;  and,  generally,  it  maybe  said  tbi 
vast  disproportion  of  the  fatal  accidents  are  to  such  trains, 
is  not  supposed  that'the  list  covers  all  of  the  minor  ac«idi 
which  have  occurred,  but  it  is  believed  to  give  all  which  1 
been  attended  with  loss  of  life  or  serious  personal  injury 
which  have  in  any  way  been  reported  in  the  newspapers  of 
country.

Of  the  accidents  without  derailment  of  train  there  were  6 
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5  per  cent,  of  total,  of  which  36  were  attributed  to  defective 
engines,  cars  and  other  rolling-stock,  and  25  to  various  other 
causes.* 

Of  the  accidents  which  occurred  in  Massachusetts  during  the 
year,  two  only  seemed  to  present  any  features  calling  for  par- 
ticular mention.  These  were  both  on  the  Boston  &  Albany 
road ;  the  first,  at  Middlefield,  on  July  24th ;  the  second,  at 
Brimfield,  on  October  3d. 


The  Middlefield  Accident. 

This  accident  occurred  on  the  24th  July,  1873,  at  the  second 
"Howe"  bridge  above  Middlefield  station  on  the  Boston  & 
Albany  road,  and  near  the  131st  milestone  from  Boston.  The 
road  is  upon  a  heavy  grade  of  about  seventy-five  feet  per  mile. 

The  track  at,  and  for  a  short  distanc.e  above  and  below  the 
bridge  is  upon  a  straight  line,  continued  at  each  end  by  curves 
to  northward.  The  tangent  extends  above  the  bridge  about 
four  hundred  feet.  A  long  freight  train,  consisting  of  locomo- 
tive, twenty-five  freight  cars  .and  a  caboose  car,  was  coming 
from  the  west,  on  down  grade,  at  about  7^  o'clock,  and  it 
appeared  that,,  just  before  leaving  the  curve  above  the  bridge, 
the  right-hand  forward  wheel  of  the  third  freight  car  from  the 
rear  end  of  the  train  became  broken.  There  did  not  appear  to 
have  been  any  material  disarrangement  of  the  train  till  this 
broken- wheeled  car  reached  the  bridge,  and  perhaps  not  till  it

In  Appendix  D,  a  table  of  these  accidents  in  detail  is  published. 
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hnd  pnrliEilIy  crossed  it,  as,  nfler  the  disaster,  the  front 
this  car  rested  upon  the  eaatcrn  abutment  where  it  stnii 
masonry ;  the  concussion  probably  severed  the  conn 
between  it,  and  the  forward  part  of  the  train.  It  is  also  ] 
ble  that  the  passage  of  the  car  with  the  broken  wheel  ov 
bridge  disarranged  the  floor  timbers,  which  were  too  li{ 
such  service,  and  they  gave  way,  letting  the  three  cars  i 
upon  them  fall  into  the  bed  of  the  river,  a  distance  of 
nineteen  feet.  There  did  not  appear  to  have  been  an 
upon  the  disconnected  part  of  the  train,,  belonging  to  thi 
road. 

Almost  simultaneously  with  the  falling  of  the  southerly 
and  flooring  of  the  bridge,  and  its  burden,  another  freighi 
consisting  of  22  cars  with  one  locomotive  in  front  drawi 
train,  and  another  in  rear  jmsAmjf  it,  approached  the  bridg 
the  east,  on  the  north  track,  and  before  the  engine  of  tb< 
ing  locomotive  could  stop  the  train  or  communicate  wi 
engineer  of  that  in  the  rear,  his  engine,  tender,  and 
freight  cars  were  plunged  into  the  river.  The  locomoti' 
about  in  the  middle  of  the  river,  and  the  tender,  loade< 
coal,  was  overturned  endwise  directly  upon  the  engineei 
man  and  a  braliemen,  who  was  upon  the  engine  at  the 
The  engineer  and  fireman  appear  to  have  been  killed  inst 
and  the  brakeman  received  serious  injuries  from  whi 
died  the  succeeding  day. 

Tlie  bridge  was  built  in  1854,  of  good  materials  and 
manshlp,  and  had  been  well  preserved  from  deteriomtio 
signs  of  decay  being  visible  upon  a  careful  examinatio 
was,  however,  built  when  its  required  service  was  muc 
than  now.  In  their  examination  of  this  bridge  in  June, 
the  attention  of  those  having  charge  of  it  was  called 
Commissioners  to  the  lightness  of  the  flooring  and  its  i 
cicncy,  and  to  some  other  defects  which  needed  att«atio 
does  not  appear  whether  the  defects  referred  to  were  rem 
but  from  examination  made  at  the  time  of  the  accident  it 
seem  that  the  flooring  had  not  been  strengthened.  The 
which  broke  was  of  good  pattern,  but  of  poor  materia 
had  apparently  seen  severe  service  and  was  badly  worn  U] 
tread,  and  much  weakened  thereby.  It  was  under  ca 
3,160  of  the  Michigan  Central  Btulroad,  and  marked  "I 
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Car  Wheel  Co.,  Detroit,  Mich.''-  The  direct  or  immediate 
cause  of  the  disaster,  therefore,  may  be  stated  to  have  been  a 
fractured  wheel  of  a  freight  car  in  the  train,  which  .coming 
upon  the  bridge  in  that  condition  broke  through  the  flooring 
of  the  southerly  track,  and,  while  the  bridge  was  in  that  weak- 
ened and  precarious  condition,  the  up-train  entered  upon  the 
northerly  track  and  it  fell.  Two  persons  were  instantly  killed, 
another  injurjed  to  such  an  extent  that  he  died  the  following 
day.  One  man,  not  an  employ^,  had  his  hip  broken,  and  was 
otherwise  injured,  and  another  was  injured  to  a  less  serious 
extent.  The  loss  to  the  railroad  in  the  way  of  property  con- 
sisted of  the  bridge  itself,  three  cars  of  the  eastward-bound 
train  and  the  contents  of  two  of  them,  the  locomotive,  tender 
and  three  cars  of  the  upward-bound  train,  most  of  their  conr 
tents  being  saved.  To  expedite  the  reconstruction  of  the 
bridge  fire  was  set  to  the  wreck,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
locomotive  and  five  cars  were  burned  on  Sunday.  A  tem- 
porary bridge  was  built  so  as  to  permit  the  passage  of  trains  on 
Tuesday  noon,  the  28th.  The  whole  length  of  the  bridge 
was  eighty  feet,  or  seventy-three  feet  in  clear  of  abutments, 
and  the  track  was  about  nineteen  feet  from  bed  of  stream, 
which  at  this  point  is  of  a  hard  and  rocky  character. 

Much  comment  was  made  upon  the  method  of  operating  the 

road,  in  regard  to  propelling  freight  trains  upon   the   heavy 

grades  of  the  mountain  division.     Shortly  before  the  accident 

the  practice  for  several  years  has  been  to  attach  a  relay  engine 

to  the  forward  end  of  the  train,  thus  having  two  locomotives  to 

draw  the  trains  up  the  grades,  but  this  method  was  abandoned 

during  the  last  year,  for  the  reason  that  several  such  long  trains 

had  broken  apart,  the  rear  portions  running*  backward  down 

the  grades,  till  they  met  and  collided  with  ascending  trains, 

doing  a  large  amount  of  damage.     To  avoid  this  danger  the 

practice  of  using  a  pushing  engine  was  adopted,  which  appears 

to  be  at  least  open-  to    criticism.      It   would  apparently    be 

more  safe  to  divide  the  long  trains  at  the  foot  of  the  grade  or 

incline,  and  have  each  portion  drawn  by  its  separate  locomotive 

to  the  sunmiit,  where  the  several  portions  could  be  reunited. 

This  would  be  attended  with  some  loss  of  time  in  dividing  and 

reuniting  the  train,  but  would  appear  to  have  compensating 

advantages.     It  is,  however,  an  open  question,  and  one  of  a

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practical  character,  upoa  which  railroad  experts  diffc 
regard  to  this  particular  accident  it  dues  not  appear  tl 
method  of  operating  the  train  had  any  connection  with, 
in  any  manner  the  cause  of  it.  Assuming  that  the  locon 
in  front  and  rear  of  trains  were  of  similar  power  and  efi 
in  moving  the  load,  and  each  able  to  move  one-half  of  th( 
the  forward  half  of  the  train  would  be  drawn  and  only  tl 
portion  pushed  up  the  grade.  This  being  the  case  it  wc 
impossible  for  the  rear  locomotive  to  push  the  forward  oi 
Beveral  of  the  cars  (the  forward  ones)  into  the  river,  if  1 
giueer  of  the  leading  engine  had  seen  the  danger,  and  attf 
to  avoid  it  by  stopping  his  portion  of  the  train.  The 
bility  seems  to  be  that  the  northerly  portion  of  the  bridj 
track  was  apparently  in  good  condition  on  the  approach 
np-train,  and  the  engineer  of  it  was  wholly  unaware  of  t 
pending  danger. 

The  Brimfield  Accident. 
As  the  eastern  express  passenger  train  on  the  601 
Albany  road  approached  the  Brimfield  station  at  abou 
p.  M.,  on  the  3d  of  October,  1873,  the  engineer  saw  tt 
switch  connecting  the  two  tracks  at  that  point  was  misi 
BO  as  to  disconnect  the  line  of  track  on  which  he  was  ru 
It  subsequently  appeared  that  an  engine  had  shortly 
broken  down  near  this  point,  and,  in  the  conseqnent  dc 
ment  of  trains,  it  had  been  found  necessary  to  several 
shift  the  switches.  Four  platform  cars  were  standing  on 
ing  west  of  the  road,  connected  with  the  mAin  track  by  a 
switch  jnst  beyond  the  one  seen  to  be  misplaced.  In  son 
not  explained,  tAit  probably  through  the  inadvertaocf 
brakeman  of  the  deranged  trains,  for  there  was  no  regular . 
agent  at  Brimfield,  the  switch  to  this  siding  was  also  shii 
as  to  connect  it  with  the  main  line.  Thus,  both  switche 
misplaced,  the  first  so  as  to  throw  any  train  going  east  < 
track,  the  second  so  as  to  shift  it  oij  to  the  siding  upon 
the  platform  cars  were  standing.  Wh^  the  engineer 
eastern  express  became  first  aware  of  the  misplacement 
switches  he  could  not  have  been  over  four  hundred  feei 
tiie  cars  on  the  aiding,  and,  as  he  was  going  at  about 
miles  an  hour,  this  distance  was  passed  in  some  six  se 
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The  train  passed  the  first  misplacement,  being  held  to  the  track 
by  the  Tyler  safety-switch;  it  then  came  immediately  to  the 
second,  nnd  was  thrown  off  the  main  track  onto  the  siding. 
The  train  consisted  of  an  engine,  a  tender,  a  baggage  and  six 
passenger  cars,  all  equipped  with  the  Miller  platform  and  the 
Westinghouse  air-brake.  Immediately  on  discovering  the 
danger  the  engineer  applied  his  brake,  but  the  space  was  in- 
sufficient to  enable  him  to  stop  the  train,  which,  still  moving  at 
a  high  rate  of  speed,  drove  into  the  platform  cars.  The  engine 
and  tender  were  thrown  from  the  track  to  the  right,  and  the 
baggage  car  to  the  left  and  across  the  main  track.  The  forward 
end  of  the  first  passenger  car  was  thrown  onto  the  tender,  and 
its  rear  end,  as  well  as  the  forward  end  of  the  succeeding  car, 
was  injured.  The  rest  of  the  train  was  not  disconnected,  and 
there  was  no  "  telescoping,''  although  several  of  the  trucks  were 
completely  thrown  out  from  under  the  cars.  Several  persons 
on  the  train  were  slightly  bruised ;  no  one  was  severely  injured. 
In  their  report  for  1872  (p.  17),  in  commenting  upon  another 
disaster  the  Commissioners  had  occasion  to  remark  that  railroad 
accidents  "  could  be  provided  against  in  two  ways  :  either  by  pre- 
venting their  occurrence,  or  by  providing  an  equipment  capable 
of  meeting  and  resisting  them  when  inevitable."  The  Brimtield 
accident  illustrated  both  parts  of  this  proposition.  Hud  the 
switches  in  use  at  that  point  been  fitted  up  with  improved*signal- 
lights,  the  engineer  would  have  been  warned  of  the  misplacement 
in  time  to  prevent  disaster.  But  the  means  of  prevention  being 
defective,  the  want  was  supplied,  so  far  as  the  safety  of- those 
on  the  train  was  concerned,  by  the  excellence  and  strength  of 
its  construction.  This  accident  resembled  in  many,  and  the 
most  essential  respects,  those  at  Seabrook,  N.  H.,  and  at  East 
Poxborough,  conmiented  upon  in  the  last  annual  report  of  the 
Board  (Fourth  Annual  Report,  pp.  15-18).  In  all  of  these 
cases  the  degree  of  personal  injury  sustained  was  measured  by 
the  strength  of  the  equipment.  In  none  of  them  did  the  train- 
brake  suffice  to  avert  the  disaster.  In  two  of  them  the  Miller 
platform  sustained  the  test  to  which  it  was  subjected;  in  one 
the  defective  car  constriiction  resulted  in  numerous  personal  in* 
juries.  The  Brimfield  accident,  like  almost  every  other,  illus 
trates  the  proposition  that,  while  nine  out  of  ten  of  the  railroad 
accidents  which  occur  might  be  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  th^ 
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utmost  cure. and  the  use  of  the  best  appliances,  yet  the 
accident,  which  is  unavoidable,  may  in  the  vast  majoi 
cases,  be  rendered  harmless  just  in  proportion  qs  th 
charge  of  the  train  can  reduce  its  speed,  or  as  the  train 
through  its  more  perfect  construction,  can  resist  the  imj 
a  sudden  shock. 

Complaints  and  Petitions. 
During  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  both 
gards  number  and  importance  in  the  matters  brought  bcfc 
Board  on  complaints  and  petitions.  Severa  .utions  hav' 
relocated  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  162  of  the  } 
1872  ;  proceedings  have  been  taken  under  various  Resolv 
special  Acts  of  legislature  referring  questions  to  the  1 
and  several  complaints  iik  relation  to  the  method  of  ope 
the  railroads  of  the  State  have  been  received,  and  after 
hearing,  mode  the  subject  of  recommendation.  Detail' 
ports  on  the  more  importaut  decisions  rendered  in  resp 
the  questious  thus  presented  will  be  found  in  Appendix  R  ( 
Report.  Upon  the  whole  the  Commissioners  have  had  no 
to  complain  of  any  lack  of  attention  to  their  recommenc 
on  the  part  of  the  corporations  to  which  tbfty  were  addr 
As  is  perfectly  well  understood,  the  Board  possesses  no 
of  enforcing  any  suggestions  it  may  make ;  it  can  only  st 
conclusions,  which  carry  such  weight  as  they  may  deriv* 
the  force  of  the  reasons  adduced  in  their  support,  '^'b 
Board  was  originally  organized  great  doubts  were  entei 
whether  such  a  method  of  procedure  would  prove  effectii 
indeed,  of  any  real  value.  A  larger  experience,  ho' 
rather  tends  to  show  that  in  the  peculiar  existing  condit 
th6  relations  between  the  community  and  the  corporatioi 
merely  recommendatory  power  is,  perhaps,  best  of  all  ada] 
accomplishing  many  results.  Theoretically,  a  mere  poi 
hear,  suggest  and  i-ecommend',  amounts  to  nothing ;  pract 
it  may  be  made  to  accomplish  a  great  deal,  and  what  i 
acconwlish,  it  accomplishes  in  the  best  way,  and  with  tb' 
■degree  of  antagonism.  To  exercise  an  arbitrary  powe 
very  easy  and  short  way  of  disposing  of  difficulties ;  but 
course  inevitably  leads  to  bitter  controversies  and  to  mud 
feeling.     Discussion,  argument  and  suggestion  can,  perht 
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the  end  be  made  to  eflFect  as  much  with  far  less  friction.  Cer- 
tainly the  present  Commissioners  have  no  disposition  to  ask  for 
any  increase  of  powers. 

.  In  regard  to  one  class  of  cases,  the  Board,  has  during  the  past 
year  encountered  peculiar  annoyances  and  difficulties.  The 
railroad  corporations  do  not  seem  at  all  to  understand  that  the 
existing  law  (Acts  1872,  chapters  53,  §  12 ;  180,  §  3 ;— 1873, 
121,  §  4)  prohibiting  the  farther  construction  of  grade-cross- 
ings of  one  railroad  by  another  is  founded  on  considerations  of 
public  policy.  They  are  evidently  impressed  with  the  convic- 
tion that  the  matter  is  one  which  concerns  the  railroad  corpora- 
tions alone;  and  that  where  they  are  able  to  agree  on  the 
conditions. and  method  of  crossing,  the  approval  of  this  Board 
to  any  agreement  so  entered  into  may  be  counted  on  as  a  mere 
matter  of  form.  The  Commissioners  are  anxious  to  have  it 
generally  understood  that  this  is  by  no  means  the  view  taken 
by  them  of  their  duty  in  the  premises.  They  regard  the  future 
inhibition  of  the  crossing  of  one  railroad  by  another  at  grade  as 
a  measure  of  public  policy,  with  which  the  wishes  of  the  cor- 
porations have  little  to  do.  To  any  one  at  all  acquainted  with 
the  increase  of  traffic  on  railroads  in  Europe  or  in  this  country, 
it  is  obvious  thait  the  time  has  already  come  on  cei'tain  of  our 
lines,  and  must  .iijitiniatcly,  and  that  not  remotely,  come  on 
many  more,  when  railroad  grader-crossings  will  be  a  constant 
source  of  danger.  No  degree  of  human  precaution  can,  in  the 
long  run,  prevent  a  certain  number  of  accidents  at  them.  In 
this  State,  the  law  now  prescribes  that  all  locomotives  before 
going  across  a  railroad  track  at  grade,  shall  come  to  a  full  stop, 
and  shall  cross  only  after  being  signalled  so  to  do.  Yet,  in  spite 
of  these  elaborate  precautions,  it  is  but  two  years  since  a  col- 
lision, attended  with  loss  of  life,  took  place  at  the  crossing  of 
the  Providence  by  the  Albany  road  in  Boston  (Second  Annual 
Beport  1871  j. p.  28).  As  time  passes  and  trains  become  more 
frequent,  the  system .  of  stopping  all  trains  at  these  crossings 
will  probably  break  down.  :  It  would  now  be  a  regulation  im- 
possible to  enforce  on  the  more  crowded  English  lines,  where 
the  pasaiaga.  of  trains  at  the  crossings  is  so  incessant  (amount- 
ing during  certain  hours  of  the  day. to  several  a  minute),  that 
to  oblige  them  all  to  stop  would  make  it  impracticable  to 
operate  the  roads.    :  Jn  this  State  already,  the    frequency  of 
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these  croBsinga  materially  ioterfereB  with  the  runuiDg  of  al 
press  trains,  aud  the  time  must  inevitably  come  when  rail 
grade-crossings,  now  conatructed  merely  from  motives  o( 
smallest  ecouomj  or  because  railroad  corporations  are 
luotaut  to  have  their  existing  track  arrangements  distui 
will  have  to  be  done  away  with  by  the  most  costly  engine* 
works. 

,  The  question  has  especially  been  forced  upon  the  attenti< 
Commissioners  through  the  action  of  the  Boston,  Ban 
Gardner  aud  of  the  WareJRiver  roads  in  relation  to  crossin; 
tracks  of  the  Cheshire  road  at  Winchendon.  The  three 
poratione  concerned  all  combined  in  requesting  the  Conr 
sioners  to  assent  to  a  grade-crossing  at  this  point,  and 
have  persistently  declined  to  take  "  No "  for  an  ana 
Elaborate  reports  upon  the  case,  setting  forth  the  i-en 
of  the  Commissioners  for  refusing  their  assent  to  the  de: 
arrangement,  will  be<buud  in  Appendix  E  of  this  Report, 
corporations  declined,  however,  to  consider  the  action  oi 
Board  as  final,  and  intimated  a  desire  to  appeal  to  the  le^ 
ture.  The  Commissioners  could,  of  course,  take  no  exceg 
to  their  so  doing,  but  it  could  not  assent  to  any  tempt 
grade-croaaing  while  the  appeal  was  being  made,  as  they 
posed  to  make  this  a  test  case,  aud  to  insist  on  a  re-arm 
ment  of  tracks,  so  as  to  avoid  the  crossing,  in  case  the  legisli 
sustained  the  Board  in  the  position  it  had  taken.  It  was  U' 
aary,  therefore,  that  all  arrangements  pending  final  legisl 
action  should  be  purely  temporary,  and  at  the  risk  of  the 
porations  making  them.  If  they  chose  to  spend  their  mc 
erect  buildings  and  lay  tracks  in  the  expectation  of  haviug 
course  in  so  doing  approved  by  an  authority  higher  tbaa 
Board,  they  were  free  to  do  so  ;  but  the  Commissioners  di< 
propose  to  have  the  case  presented  to  the  legielattire  as 
where  large  outlays  had  been  made  in  good  faith  and  ii 
belief,  which  the  parties  had  a  reasonable  right  to  enter 
that  existing  arrangements  would  be  approved  as  a  matt 
course.  The  parties  have  here,  on  the  contrary,  gone  c 
their  own  risk,  with  a  full  and  complete  understanding 
their  expenditures  would  go  for  nothing  unless  the  decisioi 
the  Board  were  set  aside  by  special  legislative  action. 
With  this  understanding   the   corporations,   under   the 
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thority  they  had  to  enter  upon  and  use  the  Cheshire  road,  came 
to  a  temporary  understanding  with  that  corporation  by  which 
they  obtained  access  to  their  grouhds  on  the  other  side  of  its 
tracks  without  technically  crossing  them ;  with  this  arrangement 
the  Commissioners  have  not  felt  called  upon  to  interfere,  even  if 
they  possess  any  power  to  do  so.  It  is  an  evasion  of  the  law 
and  is  merely  a  preliminary  step  to  securing  a  regular  crossing 
at  grade.  Meanwhile,  should  the  legislature  decline  to  make 
an  exception  to  the  general  law  in  this  case,  a  considerable  un- 
necessary loss  will  have  been  incurred  by  the  corporations. 

In  addition  to  the  crossing  at  grade  just  referred  to,  three 
more  have  within  the  past  year  been  added  to  the  number  of  • 
these  nuisancer  already  existing  in  the  Commonwealth.     Xbe 
Spriogfield,  Athol  &  North-Eastern  has  crossed  the  tracks  of 
the  New  London  Northern  at  Barrett's  station,  the  Boston, 
Barro  &  Gardner  has  crossed  the  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  at 
Grardner,  and  the  Ware  River  road  has  crossed  the  tracks  of 
the  same  corporation  at  Balijwinsville.     In  none  of  these  cases 
was  the  assent  of  the  Board  to  the  crossings  obtained  previ- 
ously to  establishing  them.     In  the  first  case  the  corporation 
claimed  that  its  charter  specially  authorized  it  to  cross  in  such 
.  manner  as  might  be  agreed  upon  between  it  and  the  corporation 
whose  ro|id   was  crossed.     The  special  Act  thus  referred  to 
(Acts  1872,  Chap,  124,  approved  March  20)  was  passed  at 
the  same  session  with,  and  but  a  few  days  before,  the  general 
law  prohibiting  grade-crossings  (Acts  1872,  Chap.  180,  §  3, 
approved  April  8),  and  the  corporation  insisted  that  the  effect 
of  the  special  Act  was  not  impaired  by  the  immediately  subse- 
quent passage  of  the  general  Act.     This  point  the  Commis- 
sioners have  not  felt  called  upon  to  decide.     An  examination 
of  the  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  the  crossing  in  question  satisfied 
the  Board,  however,  that  a  grade-crossing  at  this  point  was 
difficult  to  avoid,  and  that,  if  applied  to,  it  would  probably 
have  to  assent  to  one.     This  it  was  not  especially  anxious  to 
do.    If  the  railroad   company  preferred  to  enjoy  the  grade?- 
crossing  on  a  doubtful  construction  of  law,  rather  than  with  full 
authority,  the  Commissioners  had  no  objection  to  gratifying  it. 
In  the  other  cases  the  Commissioners  were  satisfied  that  the 
crossings  were  effected  in  go<ft  faith  by  the  corporations,  and 
in  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  the  general  law  applied  to  them. 


^ 
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Examination  of  the  grounds  showed  that  in  these  cases, 
the  approval  of  the  Board  could  not  reasonably  be  wit] 
The  failure  of  the  corporations  to  comply  in  advance  o: 
struction  with  the  requirements  of  law  have  not,  thei 
resulted  in  any  material  inconvenience  to  the  public  o 
to  themselves.  In  other  cases  they  may  hereafter  b' 
fortunate.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  the  Commission 
make  their  assent  to  railroad  grade-crossings  a  mere  mat 
form.  The  corporations  have  full  knowledge  and  notice 
law  and  should  guide  themselves  accordingly.  If  they 
do  so,  the  fact  that,  in  their  ignorance  and  carelessness 
'have  involved  themselves  in  heavy  expenditures  which  » 
useless  without  the  assent  of  this  Board  to  a  violation  of 
policy,  will  be  held  no  good  ground  for  granting  that  i 
The  law  can  easily  be  repealed,  but  while  it  remains  i 
statute  book,  this  Board  will  not  consider  an  authority  tc 
necessary  exceptions  to  it,  as  warranting  a  course  of 
which  would  reduce  it  to  a  dead  letter.

I □' compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  E< 
the  Commissioners  visited  and  examined  the  locality  in  qui 
on  the  5th  day  of  December,  and  gave  a  public  hearing 
parties  interested  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  la  B( 
on  the  17th  day  of  the  same  month.  A  number  of  citiz< 
Lawrence  expressed  their  views  as  to  the  matter  to  whit 
Resolve  related  and  several  plana  for  obviating  the  ex 
difficulties  were  submitted  and  discussed. 

It  is  perfectly  obvious  that  the  present  gi-ade-crossing  ( 
Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  over  Broadway,  immediately  I 
reaching  the  depot  in  Lawrence,  is  a  nuisance,  and  a  very 
gerous  one.  In  this  respect,  however,  Lawrfence  is  1 
means  peculidr  among  the  cities  and  larger  towns  of  the 
monwealth.  The  railroad  approaches  to  all  of  them, 
Boston  downward,  are  now  dangerous,  are  yearly  beet 
more  so,  and  the  cost  of  obviating  this  danger  is  contii 
and  rapidly  increasing.  Indeed,  the  problem  presented 
Lawrence  case  to  which  the  Resolve  refers  is,  as  compared 
many  others,  one  comparatively  easy  of  Holution.  It  maj 
be  questioned  whether  there  is  a  single  railroad  which  « 
Boston  without  crossing  a  highway  in  a  manner  invc 
greater  danger  than  is  involved  in  the  Lawrence  croa 
which  certainly  presents  far  less  difficulties  either  as  re 
cost  or  engineering  than  the  similar  crossings  at  Lye 
Worcester  or  at  Springfield. 

Two  points  in  relation  to  the  matter  to  which  the  R< 
relates  were  obvious  and  required  neither  discussion  uoi 
dence ; — the  existing  grade-crossing  must  sooner  or  lat 
done  away  with,  and,  this  being  so,  it  is  also  obvious  thi 
sooner  it  is  done  away  with,  the  less  will  be  the  difficult 
the  expense  incurred.  The  plana  for  obviating  it  suggest 
the  Board  were  of  two  classes, — the  one  class  looked 
material  change  in  the  location  of  the  railroad  as  it  crossc 
Merrimao  River  and  entered  the  city,  involving  the  buildi 
a  new  bridge  over  the  river  and  several  bridges  over 
ways  ;  the  other  looked  to  retaining  the  present  location  c 
railroad,  and  to  carrying  the  highway  over  it,  at  or  nea 
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present  point  of  crossing.  Should  any  plan  based  upon  a  change 
of  location,  &c.,  be  found  expedient  or  adopted,  additional  . 
special  legislation  may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  case ; — should 
it  be  decided  that  the  question  relates  simply  to  the  alteration  • 
of  the  approaches  to  the  existing  crossing,  then  the  case  is 
already  fully  provided  for  by '  Chap.  262  of  the  Acts  of 
1872. 

The  Commissioners  are  clearly  of  opinion  that  no  change  in 
the  location  of  the  railroad  to  avoid  the  grade-crossing  in  ques- 
tion is  either  necessary  or  advisable.  It  would  be  a  most 
costly  and  difficulty  undertaking,  would  disturb  many  of  the 
existing  business  arrangements  of  the  city,  would  fail  to  wholly 
or  permanently  obviate  the  difficulties  complained  of,  and 
would,  if  seriously  agitated,  excite  great  popular  opposition. 
No  difficulty  of  the  sort  encountered  at  Lawrence  can  be  met 
and  overcome  without  occasioning  some  public  inconvenience, 
without  expending  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  without  very 
considerable  opposition  from  those  who  consi4er  themselves 
especially  aggrieved.  In  the  present  case,  however,  none' 
of  these  usual  and  indeed  inevitable  concomitants  of  any 
change  in  the  relations  of  a  railroad  to  a  community  it  may 
serve  would  probably  be  avoided  by  a  relocation  of  the  road. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  the  proper  method  of 
obviatiQg  the  difficulty  to  which  the  Resolve  relates,  is  by  carry- 
ing the  highway  over  the  railroad  at  or  near  the  present  point 
of  crossing.  Several  methods  of  doing  this  have  been  sug- 
gested. The  following  is  a  general  description  of  the  plan 
which  commended  itself  most  to  the  judgment  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, as  being,  if  not  the  least  expensive,  at  any  rate  the 
most  thorough.  The  present  highway  bridge  across  the  canal 
should  be  discontinued,  and  the  existing  grade-crossing  should 
be  continued,  if  at  all,  only  for  the  use  of  the  Pacific  Mills,  to 
connect  the  yard  of  the  mills  with  the  highway  at  or  near  the 
present  terminus  of  the  Andover  road  bridge  over  the  Mer- 
,  rimac.  The  Andover  road  should  be  carried  along  from  the 
north  end  of  the  Merrimac  bridge  across  the  canal  by  a  rising 
grade  of  three  feet  and  six  inches  to  the  hundred  feet  on  the  west 
side  of  the  railroad,  until  at  or  near  the  south  line  of  Water  Street, 
where  it  would  cross  the  railroad  by  a  bridge  and  descend  to 
the  present  grade  of  Broadway  at  or  near  the  north  line  of 
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Methuen  Street,  by  the  same  incline  of  three  feet  and  six 
to  tUe  hundred.  Lincoln,  Canal  and  Water  Streets  she 
be  graded  up  to  the  level  of  the  approaches  to  the  bri<}g< 
*  ing,  and  tlie  buildings  and  lots  on  those  streets  abutting 
new  grade  should  also  be  elevated.  Of  these  there  are  h 
as  two  sides  of  the  proposed  elevation  would  be  covered 
railroad  and  canal;  there  would  remain  for  elevation  1 
two  blocks  on  Broadway  between  Methuen  and  Canal  !

Street  is  bridged  to  the  south  of  the  depot,  as  Lowei] 
is  already  bridged  to  the  north  of  it,  the  perpetus 
the  Essex  Street  grade-crossing  would  seem  to  be  a  m 
secondary  importance.  ' 

The  Commissioners,  in  the  view  they  have  taken  of  tJ 
do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into  detailed  estimate: 
cost  of  the  alterations  suggested,  or  to  submit  any  speci 
for  its  equitable  apportionment  amoug  the  several  par 
terested.  The  expense  will  necessarily  he  large  in 
though  small  in  comparison  with  that  incurred  in  ol 
similar  grade-crossings  on  highways  in  the  vicinity  of  '.

Resolved^  That  the  board  of  railroad  commissioners  pre- 
sent  to  the  next  legislature j  during  the  first  week  of  the  session, 
a  bill  for  the  codification  of  the  general  laws  relating  to  raiU 
roads. 

By  chapter  71  of  the  Kesolves  of  the  year  1870,  it  had  pre- 
viously been  provided  that  this  Board  should  prepare  a  codifica- 
tion of  the  general  laws  relating  to  railroads  and  railroad  cor- 
porations; and  should  make  analyses,  indexes  and  tables  of 
references  to  the  charters  of  the  railroad  corporations  and  to  all 
special  laws  relating  to  the  same.  So  far  as  it  related  to  the 
general  laws,  the  work  imposed  on  the  Board  by  this  Resolve 
was  performed  without  delay ;  a  codification  was  prepared  and 
snbmittcd  to  the  legislature  of  1871.  No  action  was,  however, 
taken  upon  it.  Again,  in  1873,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  joint 
committee  on  railways,  another  draught  for  a  codification  was 
prepared  and  submitted.  It  was  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee, which  took  no  further  action  upon  it  than  to  report  the 
Resolve  above  recited  (chapter  49)  ;  a  third  bill  of  codification 
has  accordingly  been  prepared  during  the  adjournment  of  the 
legislature,  and  was,  as  directed,  submitted  during  the  first 
week  of  the  present  session.  This  final  bill  was  draughted 
with  the  utmost  care  and  upon  the  most  approved  plan,  and 
incfudes  all  the  general  laws  now  in  force  in  this  State  in  rela- 
tion to  railroads.  No  one  who  has  had  occasion  to  notice  the 
existing  confusion  of  those  laws  can  doubt  the  expediency  of 
passing  with  the  least  possible  delay  some  such  measure  as  that 
submitted.  The  present  one,  it  is  confidently  believed,  will  stand 
the  test  of  the  closest  examination. 

The  volume  containing  the  analyses,  indexes  and  tables  of 
reference  ordered  to  be  prepared  by  chapter  71  of  the  Resolves 
of  1873,  will  also  be  completed  during  the  present  session  of  the 
l^islature.  This  will  constitute  a  key  to  the  private  -railroad 
Acts,  over  3,000  in  number,  scattered  through  the  statute  books 
of  the  last  45  years.  It  has  been  prepared  by  E.  L,  Pierce, 
Esq.,  who  has  devoted  to  it  much  time  and  great  skill  and 
patience.  His  work,  a  most  unattractive  one,  has  been  most 
thoroughly  done,  and  the  result  fulfils  the  highest  expectation 
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of  (hia  Board.  Under  the  name  of  each  railroad  < 
tion  ever  chartered,  a  digest  has  been  made  of 
special  Acta  relating  to  it,  in  which  the  Bubetance 
Acta  is  sufficiently  set  forth  to  enable  any  matter  of  in< 
be  at  once  followed  out.  Cross  references  oi-e  supplii 
one  Act  to  another,  and  judicial  decisions  relating  to  t 
noted.  This  work  will  fill  a  volume  of  between  400  n 
pages,  and  will  supply  a  deficiency  greatly  felt  both  in  tt 
lature  and  in  the  courts.

Very  ni 
therefore,  the  character  and  degree  of  this  government 
ference  are  most  actively  discussed  in  those  countrie 
originally  organized  their  railroad  systems  upon  the  ass 
that  no  such  interference  was  necessary.  Of  these  c 
America  was  that  one  which  carried  its  reliance  upon  e 
cal  laws  the  furthest.  It  is  in  America,  consequently, 
work  of  re-adjustment  is  accompanied  with  the  greatest 
of  difficnlty. 

As  yet,  human  ingenuity  has  devised  hut  four  met 
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establishing  the  relations  in  which  the  railroads  of  any  country 
shall  stand  towards  its  goyernment.  Left  wholly  in  the  hands  of 
private  individuals,  or  of  corporations,  they  may^  be  indepen- 
dent of  all  government  control,  standing  on  the  same  footing  as 
ootton-mills  or  iron-foundries ;  or,  they  may  be  subjected  to 
the  operation  of  special  municipal  laws  establishing  their  obli- 
gations, regulatmg  their  charges  and  limiting  their  profits ;  or, 
still  remaining  the  property  and  under  the  control  of  private 
parties,  they  may  be  subjected  to  an  executive  supervision  and 
control ;  or,  finally,  in  whole  or  in  part,  they  may  be  owned 
and  operated  by  the  State.  In  fact,  a  species  of  natural  law 
of  political  evolution  governing  transportation  by  rail  may  now 
be  formulated.  In  all  countries,  the  political  systems  of  which 
are  based  upon  the  principle  of  non-interference  in  industrial 
enterprises,  railroads  are  first  organized  on  the  thedry  of  their 
sufficient  regulation  by  natural  laws.  From  this  incipient  stage 
they  develop  through  an  atteinpted  regulation  by  legislative 
enactment  into  a  state  of  practical  executive  supervision ;  the 
whole  process  tending,  with  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  friction, 
towards  the  final  result,  in  which  the  work  of  transportation  by 
rail  mtr^t  apparently  be  recognized  as  one  of  the  functions  of  * 
government.  This  process  6f  evolution  may  now  be  studied  in 
different  civilized  countries  in  each  of  its  several  stages.  In 
certain  parts  of  America  non-interference  is  developing  into  an 
attempt  at  legislative  Regulation ;  in  other  parts  of  the  country 
and  in  England  legislative  regulation  is  passing  gradually  into 
the  phase  of  executive  supf^rvision,  which  may  be  studied  in 
France  as  a  perfected  system  approximating  to  state  owner- 
ship ;  which  final  condition  again,  is  in  its  turn  matter  of  warna 
discussion  both  in  America  and  in  England,  while  in  Belgium  it 
is  already  in  full  development.  The  gradual  and  inevitable  ev- 
olution in  this  process  of  development  has  perhaps  been  more 
clearly  illustrated  in  the  experience  of  America  than  in  that  of 
ioy  other  single  country.  For  in  theory,  though  not  in  law, 
the  railroad  corporations  of  America  originally  enjoyed « an 
independence  of  government  control  common  to  all  general 
industrial  enterprises;  they  were  ordinarily  likened  to  asso- 
ciations for  purposes  of  improved  boot-making  or  baking, 
and  left  in  their  operations  to  be  controlled  by  the  same 

laws.    In  practice  they  have  been  subject  to  all 
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sorts  of  special  legislation  intended  to  regalate  them  in  i 
relations  to  the  community.  The  analogy  of  the  turn 
and  bridge  c«rporatioii,  supplemented  by  the  law  of  com 
carriers,  has  been  followed ;  and,  for  orer  forty  years, 
attempt  on  the  part  of  legislative  bodies  to  frame  statuti 
the  nature  of  usury  laws  which  would  be  of  some  binding  i 
when  applied  to  transportation  by  rail  has  been  no  less  ir 
saut  than  fntile.  With  the  greatly  increased  knowledgt 
the  subject  now  generally  diffused  it  is  sufficiently  appai 
not  only  why  such  efforts  always  have  proved  futile,  but 
also  they  always  must  prove  so.  As  regards  fares  and  freij 
for  example, — the  favorit©  subject  for  legislation, — the  frai 
of  a  practical  railroad  tariff,  one  which  will  even  fairly  con 
to  local  and  economical  requirements,  is  the  most  difficult 
perijlexing  task  to  which  the  more  enlightened  and  experie 
railroad  managers  are  called  upon  to  address  themselves, 
continually,  also,  becomes  more  perplexing  and  more  difi 
just  as  the  system  grows  complex.  Yet,  until  very  recei 
the  idea  among  legislators  has  been  almost  universal  thi 
required  only  the  passage  of  some  simple  law,  limited  to  a 
"  sections  which  almost  any  one  could  draw  up  after  an  ht 
consideration,  to  regulate  the  whole  subject  on  a  wise, , 
cheap  and  permanent  basis.  Accordingly  the  statute  bool< 
all  the  States  contain  examples  of  enactments  passed  in 
spirit  of  confident  ignorance.  Upon  these  this  Board  has 
frequent  occasion  to  comment  in  its  previous  reports,  and  1 
futility  is  now  generally  conceded. 

In  this  country,  therefore,  the  relations  of  the  railroad 
tem  to  the  political  system  may  be  considered  as  having 
passed  through  two  phases  of  discussion  and  attempted  se 
ment, — corresponding  to  two  stages  in  the  process  of  evolu 
— aud  to  be  entering  upon  a  third.  It  has  passed  tim 
the  non-interference  phase  and  the  legislative  phase.  Du 
the  last  year  it  has,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  entered  upon  i 
ma^  be  called  the  phase  of  executive  supervision ;  whil< 
Massachusetts  the  discussion  has  advanced  yet  further,  and 
faHAy  touched  its  utmost  possible  limit  in  the  agitation  < 
measure  looking  to  partial  state-ownership. 

As  an  experiment  in  a  direction  never  before  attempts 
this  country,  the  movement  now  going  on  in  Illinois  is,  tfa 
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fore,  especially  worthy  of  attention.  A  brief  sketch  of  the 
recent  railroad  legislation  of  that  State  will  not,  therefore,  be 
out  of  place.  Originally,  Illinois,  in  at  least  as  great  a  degree 
as  any  other  State  in  the  Union,  abandoned  the  whole  question 
of  transportation  by  raU  to  the  natural  economical  law  of  com- 
petition. Its  railroad  corporations  were  organized  without  any 
limitation  upon  their  powers,  except  such  as  might  be  deduced 
from  the  somewhat  vague  maxims  of  the  common  law.  The 
anxiety  of  the  people  to  secure  the  rapid  construction  of  their 
railroad  lines  was  so  great,  and  their  confidence  in  the  efficacy  of 
competition  as  an  all-sufficient  safeguard  against  extortion  was 
80  implicit,  that  they  even  neglected  to  retain,  as  was  then  the 
practice  in  many  other  Stated,  a  legislative  power  over  the  char- 
ters for  purposes  of  amendment,  alteration  and  repeal.  All 
the  early  franchises  granted  in  Illinois  were  accordingly,  under 
the  rule  of  constitutional  law  laid  down  in  the  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege case,  irrevocable  contracts  between  the  people  of  the  State 
and  the  corporations  to  which  they  were  granted.  In  the 
com^e  of  time,  however,  and  after  the  railroads  were  con- 
structed, it  became  apparent  that  these  natural  economical  laws, 
80  implicitly  relied  upon  for  their  regulation,  had  very  imper- 
fect md  unanticipated  effect.  Competition,  instead  of  produc- 
ing uniformity,  cheapness  and  stability  in  transportation,  led  to 
precisely  opposite  results ;  in  place  of  uniformity  it  led  to  gross 
inequalities  between  competing  and  non-competing  points ;  in 
place  of  cheapness  it  led  to  alternations  of  liberality  and  extor- 
tion ;  and  in  place  of  stability  it  led  to  violence  of  fluctuation. 
If  any  effective  control  over. the  system  was  desirable,  it  became 
obvious,  therefore,  that  it  must  be  sought  elsewhere.  Accord- 
^gtyy  when  the  constitution  of  1870  was  framed,  railroads  were 
especially  declared  public  highways,  and  the  duty  of  passing 
laws  establishing  reasonable  maximum  rates  for  transportation 
upon  them  was  imposed  upon  the  legislature.  Provision  was 
also  made  in  general  terms  for  laws  to  correct  abuses  and  to 
prevent  unjust  discrimination  and  extortion,  with  penalties  for 
their  violation  on  the  part  ^ of  the  corporations,  **  to  the  extent, 
if  necessary  for  that  purpose,  of  forfeiture  of  their  property 
and  franchises." 

Acting  under  this  constitutional  authority  the  first  legislature 
which  assembled  after  the  constitution  of  1870  went  into  effect. 
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passed  certain  •  laws  of  great  complexity,  prohibiting,  oi 
ground  of  unjust  discrimination,  the  charging  of  the  same 
larger  sum  for  doing  any  work  of  transportation  over  a  small 
compared  with  a  larger  distance  of  the  same  road,  and  furthei 
Tiding  for  the  classiEcation  of  the  railroads  of  the  State  aci 
ing  to  their  earnings,  and  the  establishing  in  detail  of  sp 
rates  of  fores  and  freights  for  them  accordingly.  In  < 
words,  recours^was  had  to  the  system  of  legislative  regnla 
pur6  and  simple ;  and  a  board  of  railroad  commissionen 
created,  whose  duty  it  was  to  see  that  the  terms  of  the 
were  complied  with.  The  corporations,  however,  insisted 
their  constitutional  rights,  and  refused  to  recognize  the  val 
of  the  statutes.  A  test  case  was  accordingly  made  unde 
provisions  in  relation  to  discrimination,  and  the  law  was  fi 
decided  to  he  unconstitutional  by  the  supreme  court  of 
State.  In  rendering  its  decision,  however,  the  court  intim; 
extra-judicially,  that,  though  the  legislature  could  not  im 
upon  the  corporations  specific  and  arbitrary  rules  respC' 
discrimination,  or  Impose  fixed  rates  at  which  they  must 
form  the  work  of  transportation,  yet  that  the  corporations 
under  a  common-law  obligation  not  to  discriminate  unju 
or  to  charge  for  the  services  they  rendered  other  than  rei 
able  rates  of  compensation.  If,  consequently,  a  greater 
■  was  charged  for  a  less  than  for  the  larger  distance,  this  aci 
legislature  could  make  prima  facie  evidence  of  unjust  dist 
ination;  securing  the  railroad  companies  a  trial  by  jurj 
only  upon  the  fact  of  the  discriminatiou,  but  upon  the  que 
of  its  justness,  or  otherwise.  It  became,  therefore,  a  que 
to  be  decided  in  each  case,  what  rates  were  reasonable. 

At  this  point  the  legislature  again  took  up  the  work.  V, 
while  the  brief  experience  already  had  under  the  old  Ian 
brought  to  light  very  serious  defects  in  it  of  a  most  ra 
nature;  so  serious,  indeed,  as  to  lead  to  its  abandonmei 
grounds  which  constituted  an  abandonment  of  the  whole 
of  the  control  of  transportation  by  exclusive  legislative  ac 
It  was  found  that  no  law  could  be  framed  sufficiently  flexib 
provide  in  advance  for  all  the  requirements  of  a  system  so 
plex  as  that  of  modern  transportation  by  rail ;  some  pli 
discretion  to  meet  individual  requirements  was  absolutely 
essary.    In  other  words,  the  discussion  advanced  in  Illi 
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after  the  failure  of  the  Act  of  1871,  by  one  entire  stage,  and 
entered  upon  a  wholly  new  phase ;  legislative  prevision  had 
failed  and  yras  abandoned,  and,  in  place  of  it,  recourse  was 
now  had  to  a  system  of  executive  supervision  and  control. 
Unconsciously  to  itself  the  legislature  was  treading  the  regular, 
beaten  path  of  evolution.  • 

A  new  statute  was  passed  in  May,  1873,  which  was  designed 
to  avoid  the  legal  objections  to  which  the  previous  act  had  been 
open.  It  was  framed  throughout  upon  the  principle  suggested 
in  the  decision  of  the  supreme  court,  that  railroad  charges 
must,  under  the  common  law,  be  reasonable ;  and  that,  when 
unreasonable,  they  were  illegal.  The  point  was  to  devise  a 
binding  test  of  the  reasonable.  This  the  legislature  itself, 
nnder  the  constitutional  limitation  put  upon  its  powers,  could 
not  do;  but  it  imposed  the  duty  upon  the  ordinary  jury 
of  twelve  men.  Having  thus  settled  upon  a  tribunal,  the  leg- 
islature proceeded  to  lay  down  general  rules  to  guide  that 
tribunal.  These  rules  prohibited  all  unjust  discrimination  on 
the  part  of  railroad  corporations  between  parties  dealing  with 
them,  as  well  as  all  acts  of  extortion  on  account  of  any  services 
rendered ;  and  the  receiving  in  any  case  more  than  a  "  reason- 
able" compensation  was  to  constitute  an  act  of  extortion.  The 
law  then  went  on  to  declare  what  should  constitute  in  any  case 
prima  facie  evidence  of  extortion, — such  as  the  charging  of  the 
same  or  a  larger  sum  for  the  carriage  of  any  passenger  or  equal 
quantity  of  merchandise  over  a  less  as  compared  with  a  greater 
distance  in  the  same  direction ;  or  over  an  equal  distance  in  the 
same  direction  upon  no  matter  what  portion  of  the  same  road, 
and  without  regard  to  the  point  of  commencement ;  the  charging 
higher  rates  as  terminal  charges  at  one  point  than  at  another, 
or  more  to  one  person  than  to  another  at  the  same  point ;  the 
charging  more  to  one  party  than  to  another  for  hauling  cars 
from  the  same  point,  and  for  the  same  purpose,  over  equal 
distances  of  the  same  road.  The  Act  also  provided  in  terms 
that  it  should  constitute  no  excuse  for  discrimination  or 
extortion  that  it  occurred  only  at  competing  points.  In 
addition  to  these  general  principles  of  decision  the  railroad 
commissioners  of  the  State,  were  further  directed  to  pre-f 
pare  schedules  or  tariffs, for  the  several  roads,  which  they 
were  empowered  to  change  as  might  prove  to  be  expedient; 
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and  the  charges  contained  in  these  Bchedules  were 
judicially  held  to  be  reasonable,  until  decided  to  be  oth* 
by  the  verdict  of  a  jury.  In  other  words,  the  effect  of  tl 
was  to  shift  the  burden  of  proof  in  each  particular  ci 
alleged  extortion  onto  the  corporation ;  the  schedules  c 
Comftiissioners  were  not  declared  to  bo  in  themselves  rei 
ble,  but  were  declared  prima  facte  evidence  of  wha1 
reasonable,  and  it  devolved  upon  the  defendants  to  prov 
they  were  otherwise.  The  further  duty  of  visiting  dii 
locfttities,  hearing  complaints  and  instituting  suits  th( 
which  could  be  discontinued  only  with  their  assent,  wa 
imposed  upon  the  Commissioners.  Juries  were  authori: 
bring  io  verdicts  against  coriiorations  on  a  preponderai 
evidence,  and,  in  their  verdicts,  they  could  within  certain 
fix  the  amount  of  the  penalty,  which  was  established  on  a 
scale  for  each  successive  violation  of  the  law. 

The  law  went  into  operation  upon  the  Ist  day  of  July, 
Although  the  corporations  refused  to  acknowledge  its  val 
on  the  ground  that  it,  no  less  than  the  previous  law,  w 
infringement  of  their  chartered  rights,  they  declared  th< 
tention  of  revising  their  tariffs  in  stqct  coufonnity  to  its 
visions  so  far  as  they  related  to  the  matter  of  discrimin 
Accordingly  a  new  set  of  tariffs  was  arranged  by  them  to 
effect  on  the  first  day  of  July.  The  state  commissioner 
the  friends  of  the  law  allege  that  these  tariffs  were  prej 
however,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the  law  odious  by  bri 
its  oppressive  features,  where  any  such  could  be  devcl 
into  prominence.  It  is  not  improbable  that  such  was  the 
but,  upon  this  point,  the  Commissioners*  of  Massachusetts 
no  means  of  arriving  at  a  conclusion.  Meanwhile  the  II 
commissioners,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
prepared  additional  tariffs  of  their  own  for  the  various  ro! 
the  State,  which,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  legisl; 
will  take  effect  upon  the  15th  of  January  1874,  as  prima 
evidence  of  what  is  reasonable.  These  official  schedules 
been  published,  and  effect  a  very  considerable  reduction 
the  rales  established  by  Ihe  corporations  themselves  in 
tariffs  of  July  1st.  It  is  understood  that  the  corporatioi 
not  propose  to  pay  attention  to  them.  The  commissi 
have,  meanwhile,  instituted  test  coses  uuder  the  clauses  ( 
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law  prohibiting  discrimination  and  extortion,  and  these  cases 
are  now  pending  before  the  courts. 

The  legal  aspects  of  the  Illinois  discussion  possess  no  imme- 
diate interest  for  the  people  of  Massachusetts.  With  one  single 
exception  all  the  railroad  charters  of  this  State  are  subject  to 
Jegislative  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal.  Accordingly, 
should  the  general  court  of  Massachusetts  see  fit  to  pass  a  law 
similar  to  that  of  Illinois,  no  question  as  to  its  binding  force 
could  well  be  raised.  As  regards  its  inherent  merits,  the  law 
of  Illinois  is  very  open  to  criticism.  It  is  unquestionably  a 
great  improvement  on  the  previous  law.  It  is  based  on  more 
correct  principles,  in  that  it  seeks  to  do  away  with  inequality 
and  instability  in  the  cost  of  transportation,  without  imposing 
a  forfeiture  of  franchise  as  the  one  penalty  for  a  violation  of 
the  Act.  It  further  leaves  room  for  the  use  of  a  certain  degree 
of  discretion  to  meet  the  requirements  of  individual  lines ;  it 
does  not  seek  to  impose  one  hard,  inflexible  rule  upon  all.  .  But 
in  many  respects  it  is  most  unskilfully  drawn,  and  reveals,  on 
the  part  of  those  who  framed  it,  not  only  a  great  lack  of  famil- 
iarity with  the  important  interests  they  undertook  to  regulate, 
but  also  a  noticeable  disregard  of  somewhat  obvious  economical 
principles.  An  examination  of  the  law  would  seem  to  indicate 
that  the  Illinois  legislature  cannot  pursue  the  Massachusetts 
system  of  preliminary  hearings  before  committees  pending  the 
framing  of  bills.  This  system  may  be  open  to  grave  objec- 
tions, but  it  certainly  prevents  the  reporting  and  passage  of 
many  ill-considered  measures.  It  is,  for  instance,  difficult  to 
believe  that  many  provisions  of  the  Illinois  law  could  have 
stood  the  test  of  a  Massachusetts  committee-hearing.  In#just 
so  far,  it  is  accordingly  weaker  than  it  need  to  have  been,  and 
must  break  down  and  be  amended,  even  should  its  constitu- 
tionality be  sustained. 

But,  notwithstanding  these  modifications,  it  may  well  be 
questioned  whether  the  legislature  of  Illinois  was  possessed 
with  an  adequate  sense  of  the  magnitude,  not  of  the  change, 
fiut  of  the  revolution  it  inaugurated  by  the  passage  of  this  law. 
It  was,  in  fact,  nothing  less  than  a  sweeping  away  of  the  entire 
basis  upon  \^hich  not  only  their  railroad  system  had  been  built 
up  and  their  transportation  carried  on,  but  even  that  upon 
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which  population  had  distributed  it;pelf  in  their  State.  A! 
■was  DOW  sought  to  be  abolished  at  a  given  date,  and  a  ne' 
Tery  different  system  was  to  be  substituted  in  its  place, 
the  first  of  July  competitioD  as  a  regulating  or  distu 
power  in  the  work  of  transportation  was  to  cease,  t 
system  of  graduated  rates  under  State  superriaioQ  w 
take  its  place.  During  nearly  thirty  years  it  had  bee 
inevitable  though  unanticipated  result  of  a  public  policy 
fidently  relied  upon  and  zealously  pursued,  to  concei 
the  business  of  the  community  at  certain  competing  and 
sequently  greatly  favored  points.  This  was  the  very  e( 
of  railroad  competition, — the  obvious  and  inevitable 
of  free  railroad  construction.  It  could  never  have  beer 
posed  that  all  points  would  be  supplied  with  an  equal  ni 
of  competing  roads,  and,  in  the  absence  of  govemn 
restrictions  or  coutrol,  it  seemed  necessarily  to  follow  thi 
best  supplied  points  could  drive  better  bargains  than  < 
with  those'  who  supplied  them.  The  corporations  and 
methods  of  procedure  were  thus  the  simple  and  legil 
results .  of  the  political  system  and  public  policy  whic! 
shaped  their  growth.  The  difficulty  was  no  surface  dlffi 
but  lay  deep  down  at  the  base  of  the  economical  and  po 
organization  of  the  conununity.  It  arose  from  the  misap 
titiu  of  fundamental  economical  laVs.  The  true  cause  of 
plaint  was  with  a  political  theory  misapplied,  not  properlj 
those  who,  with  only  too  much  energy,  had  carried  it  out 
fiual  logical  conclusions.  The  theory,  as  is  now  seen, 
mistaken  oue^  and  the  system  created  under  it,  admira 
many  respects,  iu  others  produced  results  both  unexpecto 
wrong — results  which  the  community  could  not  permai 
endure.  None  the  less,  the  policy  which  was  founded  o 
theory,  had  in  Illiuoia  not  only  exist«d  from  the  beginninj 
it  had  been  carefully  fostered  by  law.  Not  only  had  thi 
inese  relations  of  the  community  conformed  themaelves 
but  in  great  degree  they  were  dependent  upon  it.  Y< 
laws  of  1871  and  1873  at  once  declared  the  continuance  < 
system,  so  long  and  so  carefully  fostered,  to  be  a  crimt 
visited  any  recognition  of  it  with  heavy  penalties.  Such  i 
^en  and  radical  change  could  hardly  do  otherwise  than 
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much  individual  and  local  hardship  at  all  competing  points; 
for  at  all  such  the  uniform  and  average  tariffs  contemplated  by 
the  law  necessarily  implied  heavily  increased  rates.  But  these 
points  carried  on  their  competition  for  trade  gainst  other  com- 
peting points  beyond  the  limits  of  the  State  and  the  consequent 
operation  of  the  law.  To  them,  therefore,  the  law  was  pro- 
ductive  only  of  disaster.  This  complete  ignoring  of  all  but 
one  class  of  existing  fisu^ts,  has  freqiaently  been  noticed  in  the 
legislation  of  other  States  as  well  as  of  Illinois.  But  it  may 
fidrly  be  doubted  whether  it  has  ever  advanced  the  prospects  of 
any  desired  reform. 

This  Board  has  heretofore,  in  other  reports,  had  frequent 
occasion  to  express  its  opinions  on  the  fundamental  principle  of 
the  Illinois  law  (Second  Annual  Beport,  1871,  p.  59;  ThuxL 
Annual  Beport,  1872,  pp.  170-74;  Fourth  Annual  Beport, 
1873,  pp.  55-64).  That  law  would  seem  to  inaugurate  what 
may  perhaps  best  be  described  as  a  mixed  system  of  regulation. 
The  railroads  are  primarily  referred  to  the  operation  of  certain 
natural  laws,  which  in  fact  have  very  imperfect  application  to 
them ;  the  consequent  deficiencies  it  is  then  sought  to  supply 
through  the  machinery  of  the  courts.  In  other  words,  the 
hardships  incident  to  a  defective  political  economy  are  to  be 
remedied  by  a  process  at  law.  The  experiment  thus  attempted 
necessarily  involves  a  separation  between  the  ownership* and 
tile  control  of  railroad  property.  Th#  property  is  to  continue 
in  the  corporation,  but  the  supervision  over  it,  amounting 
to  a  regulation,  is  to  be  vested  in  officials  of  the  State.  It 
certainly  cannot  be  said  that  no  system  based  upon  this  prin- 
ciple could  under  any  circumstances  be  successfully  carried 
on.  Such  a  one  is,  on  the  contrary,  now  found  successfully 
operated  in  France.  Indeed,  it  is  a  singular  illustration  of 
the  very  narrow  limits  within  which  every  adjustment  of  rail- 
road with  political  systems  must  be  effected,  that  the  Illinois 
experiment  is  a  crude  an4  apparently  unconscious,  but  yet  an 
ahnost  exact  imitation*  of  the  French  policy.  This  latter  may 
be  aaid  to  be  founded  on  three  simple  principles :  railroads 
shall  not  charge  more  for  carriage  over  a  less  than  over  a 
greater  distance ;  under  similar  circtunstances  there  shall  be  no 
diacriminations  made  between  persons ;  no  changes  in  tariffs 
ahall  be  effected  except  after  a  specified  public  notice  and  upon 
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the  approval  of  the  minister  of  public  works,  who  exercises 
a  constant  supervision  over  the  operations  of  all  the   roads. 
These   are  almost  exactly  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Illinois  law,  wi^  a  board  of  railroad  commissioners  substi- 
tuted  in    place   of   a    minister   of   public  works.      Yet  the 
fact  that  such  a  system   can  be  successfully  administered  in 
France  by  no  means  implies  its  equally  successful  adD[iinistra- 
tion  in  America.      It  has  there  grown  up  with  the  gradual 
development  of  railroads,  and  is  a  part  of  the  political  habit  of 
the  country.     The  French  civil  service  has  permanence,  and 
consequently  is  familiar  with  its  business.     The  railroads  are 
accustomed  to  supervision,  and  the  community  looks  to  the 
government  for  it.     The  French  ;*ailroad  policy  is  also  thor- 
oughly logical, — it  is  built  from  the  base  up.     It  does  not,  like 
that  of  Illinois,  begin  with  a  sublime  reliance  on  the  efficacy  of 
natural  laws,  and  end  in  a  jury-box, — trying,  through  the  ver- 
dict of  twelve  interested  men,  to  force  the  results  of  political 
economy  into  a  confonnity  with  the  eternal  fitness  of  things. 
The  French  system,  on  the  contrary,  was  begun  and  ends  in  a 
denial  of  the  eflicacy  of  competition  to  regulate  transportation  by 
rail.     It  was  originated  and  built  up  under  the  direct  supervision 
and  protection  of  the  government.     France  was  districted  among 
seven  great  corporations,  and  these  were  not  encouraged  to 
interfere  or  compete  with  one  another.     Under  these   multi- 
farious conditions  a  gijren  system  may  work  well  there,  but 
none  of  these  conditions  are  found  in  Illinois.     It  would  be 
wholly  premature,  however,  at   present  to  express  any  final 
opinion  as  to  the  ultimate  success  or  •failure  of  the  experiment 
in  that  State,     It  will  have  to  be  judged  by  its  results.    Should 
it  accomplish  even  a  part  of  what  its  friends  hope  from  it,  it 
will  undoubtedly  exercise   a  wide-spread  influence   over  the 
course  of  legislation  in  other  States. 

While  the  experiment  of  executive  supervision  is  upon  its 
practical  trial  in  Illinois,  the  discussion  has  made  a  step  further 
in  advance  in  Massachusetts,  where  a  proposal  of  partial  state- 
ownership  has  been  agitated.  This  is  the  final  possible  solution 
of  what  is  known  as  the  railroad  problem.  As  a  solution 
it  diflFers  in  two  important  respects  from  that  now  being 
attempted  in  Illinois.  It  neither  seeks  to  effect  any  sepa- 
ration  between   the  ownership  and  the   management    of  rail- 
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road  property,  nor  does  it  try  to  establish  an  arbitrary  regu- 
lation of  railroads,  wholly  inconsistent  with  the  fundamental 
principle  upon  which  the  railroad  system  was  founded.  In 
Massachusetts,  as  in  Illinois,  that  fundamental  principle  was 
competition,  and  it  is  to  competition,  through  the  light  of  ex- 
perience, that  the  project  of  state-ownership,  as  proposed  in 
Massachusetts,  seeks  to  make  the  system  return.  The  proposal 
has  been  to  attempt  the  regulation  of  all  the  railroads  of  the 
State,  through  the  public  management  of  one  of  them.  The  . 
community  is  thus  to  experiment  with  its  own  property,  and 
not  with  that  of  private  parties.  Starting  from  the  funda- 
mental pix)position  that  competition  is  the  best  possible  regu- 
lating power, — far  better  than  the  arbitrary  decision  of  any 
tribunal  as  to  what  may  or  may  not  be  "reasonable," — the 
theory  of  partial  state-ownership  next  recognizes  as  a  corollary 
to  this  principle  the  aphorism  that  where  combination  is  possi- 
ble competition  is  impossible.  Both  reason  and  experience 
show  that  the  combination  of  railroads  owned  by  private  cor- 
poraticyis  is  not  only  practicable,  but  that  it  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  save  them  from  destruction  at  each  other's  hands. 
Competition  among  railroads  beyond  a  certain  point  can, 
indeed,  result  only  in  their  consolidation.  It  therefore  both 
has  followed,  and  necessarily  must  follow,  that  either  compe- 
tition as  a  regulating  force  will  be  abandoned  and  recourse  had, 
as  in  France  and  in  Illinois,  to  an  executive  substitute  for  it,  or 
else  that  some  competing  agent  must  be  introduced  into  the 
system  so  differently  constituted  from  the  other  members  of  it 
that  it  will  not  enter  into  combinations  with  them.  This  alien 
element  it  is  sought  to  secure  through  diversity  of  ownership : 
a  public  road  competing  with  private  roads.  But  the  end 
always  kept  in  view  is,  not  the  abandonment  of  competition  as 
the. regulating  force,  but  the  return  to  it ;  it  is,  on  the  contrary, 
those  most  reluctant  to  accept  a  paHial  state-ownership  who 
propose  the  abandonment  of  all  reliance  ^n  competition  and  a 
recourse  to  arbitrary  regulation. 

It  has,  hawever,  generally  been  argued  that  the  competition 
between  publicly  owned  and  privately  owned  roads  would  be 
most  onerous  to  the  latter ;  the  former  it  is  always,  in  this  case, 
presumed,  being  operated  in  competition,  regardless  of  loss. 
The  reply  to  this  has  been,  that,  presumably,  publicly  owned 
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roads  would  always  hare  to  pay  by  their  operations  a  reason- 
able interest  on  their  cost,  or  that  they  would  be  abandoned  in 
the  future  as  they  have' frequently  been  in  the  past.  The  argn- 
ment,  however,  was  certainly  specious.  Duruig  the  past  sum- 
mer the  Commissioners  took  occasion  to  assure  themselves  of 
the  degree  of  weight  due  to  it  as  evidenced  by  the  practical 
experience  of  private  corporations  in  the  single  country  in  which 
a  systematic  competition  between  public  and  private  roads  has 
ever  been  carried  on.  On  this  point  the  evidence  of  those 
managing  the  corporation-owned,  roads  of  Belgium  was  most 
unequivocal.  They  frankly  declared  that  they  infinitely  pre- 
ferred a* competition  with  public  rather  than  with  private  roads. 
And  the  reason  of  this  preference,  as  stated  by  them,  covered 
the  whole  argument  of  competition  through  mixed  ownership. 
They  said  that  the  competition  of  public  roads  was  certain, 
equable  and  justly  distributed ;  that  those  managiag  them  did 
not  dare  to  show  preference  to  persons  or  localities ;  that  they 
could  not  make  a  monopolized  local  business  recoup  losses  on  a 
divided  through  business ;  that  consequently  the  managers  of 
the  private  lines  always  knew  what  they  had  to  expect,  and 
adapted  themselves  to  it ;  in  other  words,  they  were  regulated 
in  their  operations  by  the  public  lines.  It  was  altogether 
otherwise,  they  added,  as  regarded  a  competition  with  private 
lines, — ^that  was  much  more  dangerous,  and  in  carrying  it  on 
they  never  knew  what  to  expect ;  it  was  violent,  wasteful  and 
destructive  while  it  lasted,  and  no  permanent  cessation  of  it 
could  ever  be  counted  upon.  In  one  word,  it  distiu*bed  opera- 
tions instead  of  regulating  them. 

This  was  the  evidence  as  regarded  competition  with  a  public 
road  of  the  only  managers  of  private  roads  who  have  ever  been 
fairly  subjected  to  it.  As  such  it  may  be  considered  as  entitled 
to  some  weight  in  the  further  discussion  of  this  subject,  although 
it  was  only  what  was  naturally  to  be  expected  and  what  had 
already  been  deduceifrom  the  general  principles  involved.  It 
is  no  new  fact  that  competition  among  themselves  has  been  the 
greatest  danger  to  which  private  railroad  corporations  have 
always  been  exposed,  nor  that  it  has  frequently  led  to  violent 
and  sudden  changes  in  their  methods  of  oper&ting  their  lines 
very  detrimental  to  those  dependent  upon  them.     It  was  equally 
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obyious  on  general  donsiderations  that  those  intrusted  with  the 
management  of  public  roads  conld  not  hare  reconrse  to  the  ez- 
cessiTe  local  discriminations  which  are  necessarily  incident  to 
aU  efforts  at  competition  between  privately  owned  roads.  This 
ground  has,  however,  already  been  repeatedly  gone  over  io  the 
course  of  the  recent  general  discussions. 

The  history  of  these  discussions,  as  hitherto  developed  in 
Massachusetts,  is  too  well  known  to  make  any  detailed  state- 
ment of  it  profitable,  and  the  views  of  this  Board  are  suffi- 
ciently understood.  The  completion  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  will 
unquestionably  give  the  subject  great  prominence  during  the 
coming,  as  it  has  given  it  during  the  past  year.  The  Commis- 
sioners  see  no  occasion  to  revise  or  modify  any  of  the  opinions 
they  have  heretofore  officially  expressed ;  on  the  contrary,  their 
inyestigations  during  the  past  summer  have  rather  tended  to 
confirm  them.  But  the  constant  attention  they  have,  in  the 
exercise  of  their  public  duties,  been  compelled  to  give  to  the 
subject,  has  impressed  them,  more  perhaps  than  most  others, 
with  a  sense  of  the  difficulties  which  surround  it.  They  do  not, 
therefore,  and  cannot,  profess  an  implicit  faith  in  any  scheme, 
no  matter  by  whom  advanced,  which  looks  to  its  immediate 
and  final  solution.  Neither  do  they  consider  it  consistent  with 
a  correct  sense  of  their  official  responsibility^  to  seek  to 
influence  the  inmiediate  course  of  legislation,  otherwise  than  by 
a  distinct  statement  of  their  opinions  when  called  upon  for  them. 
To  this  line  of  conduct  they  propose  to  adhere.  The  routine 
duties  of  the  Board  continually  increase,  and  absorb  more  and 
more  of  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners.  To  these  they  are 
prepared  to  devote  themselves.  Should  the  legislature  or  any 
of  its  committees  desire  to  be  informed  as  to  their  opinions 
npon  subjects  of  which  they  niay  be  supposed  to  have  peculiar 
knowledge  or  means  of  forming  opinions,  they  will  be  ready  to 
respond  in  the  most  unreserved  way.  Beyond  this  they  do  not 
understand  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  them  to  go.  They  do  not' 
propose  to  take  any  part  in  the  discussion  as  the  especial  advo- 
cates of  one  policy  or  of  another ;  they  neither  consider  them- 
selves as  partisans,  nor  are  they  wUling  to  be  regarded  as  such 
by  others.  The  questions  it  has  devolved  upon  them  to  discuss 
will  doubtless  long  outlast  their  terms  of  office ;  and,  even  if 
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this  should  not  prove  to  be  the  case,  they  do  not  believe  that 
a  correct  decision  would  be  hastened  by  any  zealous  and  incon- 
siderate appeals  either  public  or  private  on  their  part.

Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad. 

The  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad  Company  was  authorized,  by 
chap.  37  of  Acts  of  1872,  "  to  extend  its  railroad,  with  one  or  more 
tracks,  fVom  its  present  northerly  terminus  in  Gardner,  northerly  to  some 
convenient  point  on  the  line  of  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Compan^^  or  of 
the  Monadnock  Railroad  Company,  in  Winchendon,''  and  in  accordance 
therewith,  it  has  extended  its  road  Arom  Gardner  to  Winchendon,  a 
distance  of  ten  and  one-half  miles.  At  Gardner  it  crosses  the  tracks 
of  the  Vermont  &  Massachusetts  Railroad  at  grade.  By  an  oversight, 
permission  to  cross  in  this  manner  was  not  asked  by'  this  railroad 
company  till  after  the  crossing  had  been  completed  and  the  road 
nearly  constructed  to  Winchendon.  For  reasons  which  seemed  con- 
clusive upon  an  examination  of  the  locality,  permission  was  granted 
for  the  tracks  to  remain.  The  ball-signals  at  this  crossing  had  not 
been  erected  at  time  of  examination.  « 

Permission  was  asked  to  cross  the  Cheshire  Railroad  at  grade,  about 
one-fifth  of  a  mile  easterly  of  the  Winchendon  station,  which  was 
refused  for  the  reasons  stated  in  the  report  of  that  case  in  Appendix 
E.  The  road  between  Gardner  and  Worcester  was  described  on  page 
clxxxlv.  of  report  of  1872.  From  Gardner  to  Winchendon  Uie  road 
passes  through  a  sparsely  settled  section,  which  will  fbrnish  but 
little  business,  and  there  are  no  stations  upon  it ;  the  track  is  laid  at 
subgrade  for  the  whole  distance,  the  road-bed  is  unballasted,  and 
the  extension  is  not  yet  opened  for  public  travel  or  regular  trains  of 
any  kind.  From  Gardner,  two  and  one-half  miles  of  the  track  are 
laid  with  rails  of  same  pattern  as  the  track  ftom  Gardner  to  Worces- 
ter, weighing  56  pounds  per  yard,  and  wrought-iron  chairs  are  used. 
For  the  balance  of  the  route  to  Winchendon,  the  rails  are  of  "  Wor- 
cester" pattern,  4''  high  and  Sf'^  base,  and  weighing  56  pounds  per 
yard,  laid  with  iron  side  fish-plates.  The  ties  are  of  chestnut  and  oak, 
placed  two  feet  apart,  c.  to  c,  or  2,640  per  mile.  The  maximum 
grade  going  north  is  68  feet  per  mile,  and  going  south  56  feet  per 
mile.    The  sharpest  curve  is  4°,  or  radius  of  1,482^  feet. 

Between  Gardner  and  Miller's  River,  in  Winchendon,  there  are  no 
bridges  under  track  of  road  of  more  than  ten  feet  span.

The  Middlesex  Centrax  Railroad 

Was  chartered  by  chap.  174  of  Acts  of  1871  to  run  "  from  a  convenient 
point  in  the  town  of  Lexington,  thence  running  by  some  convenient 
route  through  the  towns  of  Lexington,  Bedford,  the  line  at  Bedford 
being  within  one  mile  of  the  main  road  at  the  centre  of  the  town,  Con- 
cord, Carlisle,  Acton,  Littleton,  Westford,  Groton,  Pepperell,  or  any 
of  them  to  the  state  line  of  New  Hampshire  at  the  town  of  Brookline." 
It  was  opened  for  public  travel  from  Lexington  through  Bedford  to 
Concord,  a  distance  of  eight  miles,  on  the  4th  of  August,  1873,  as  an 
extension  of  the  Arlington  Branch  of  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad, 
and  is  now  operated  by  that  company.  It  is  very  well  built,  the  em- 
bankments and  excavations  being  generally  of  good  width,  and  the 
latter  well  ditched  and  drained. 

The  maximum  grade  is  60  feet  per  mile,  and  the  curves  are  of 
moderate  radius. 

The  rails  are  of  iron,  weighing  56  pounds  per  yard,  of  good  pattern, 
having  four  inches  of  height  and  base,  and  are  well  fastened  with  iron 
"  fish-plates,"  bolts  and  nuts. 

The  ties  are  of  good  size,  laid  2,460  per  mile.  Tyler  safety-switches 
are  used  throughout.    The  fences  and  cattle-guards  are  not  3'et  built. 

There  is  only  one  bridge  upon  the  line,  that  being  over  the  Shaw- 
sheen  River,  a  Howe  truss,  of  35  feet  span. 

*  At  Lexington  the  old  station  buildings  are  being  enlaced  and  very 
much  improved.  Bedford  has  a  large  and  commodious  station,  and 
fine  station  grounds.  At  Concord,  the  station  buildings  are  of  good 
size,  and  convenient,  consisting  of  passenger-house,  car-house,  &c., 
and  iron  turn-table. 

All  "  highway  crossings  "  are  at  grade. 

The  road  was  built  under  a  contract  with  N.  C.  Hanson,  for 
$250,000. 
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The  Concord  station  of  this  road  is  only  one-half  mile  distant  from 
the  Concord  station  of  the  Fitchburg  Railroad. 

I^IaBBLEHEAD    &   SWAMFSCOTT    BRANCH   RAILROAD. 

This  road  was  originally  chartered  by  chap.  141  of  Acts  of  1865  as 
the  Marblehead  &  Lynn  Railroad,  ^^  to  locate,  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  railroad  from  a  point  on  Middle  Street  or  Darling  Street,  in 
Marblehead,  by  a  circuitous  route  to  a  connection  with  the  Eastern 
Railroad)  &t  a  point  in  Stetson's  Farm,  easterly  of  the  Swampscott 
station,  on  said  Eastern  Railroad." 

It  had  additional  legislation  by  chap.  Ill  of  Acts  of  1867,  chap.  18 
of  Acts  of  1869  (by  the  latter  of  which  the  charter  "  is  hereby  revived 
and  confirmed"),  and  by  chap.  254  of  Acts  of  1871.  By  chap.  182  of 
Acts  of  1872  the  location  was  authorized  to  be  changed  and  located 
from  a  junction  of  its  railroad  with  the  tracks  of  the  Eastern  Railroad 
in  Swampscott  to  a  point  of  Junction  with  the  tracks  of  the  Marblehead 
Branch  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company  in  Marblehead,  the  definite 
location  to  be  made  according  to  the  provision  of  the  Qeneral  Railroad 
Lair,  chap.  53  of  that  year,  and  under  this  franchise  the  road  has  been 
bailt  under  the  supervision  of  the  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  and 
when  completed  it  was  formally  purchased  by  them,  as  authorized  by 
the  original  charter,  chap.  141  of  Acts  of  1865.  The  road  as  built  is  a 
trifle  less  than  four  miles  in  length,  and  has  cost  $200,000,  or  (50,000 
per  mile.  The  work  is  heavy,  and  unusually  expensive  in  character,  a 
large  portion  of  the  excavation  being  in  rock.  Soon  after  leaving 
Swampscott  the  road  passes  through  a  short  rock-excavation,  and  then 
enters  upon  a  trestle-bridge  of  about  700  feet  long,  and  35  feet  high  at 
its  greatest  elevation  above  the  marsh,  and  resting  upon  pile  and  stone 
sobstmctare.  The  bents  of  trestle-work  are  15  feet  apart,  except  at  the 
bridge  over  a  highway,  which  is  crossed  by.  a  truss-bridge  of  about  30 
feet  span. 

The  timbers  are  of  good  size  and  quality,  and  the  bents  are  well 
braced,  and  the  structure  seems  to  be  safe  and  secure  for  any  busi- 
ness likely  to  come  upon  it.  There  is  an  ascending  grade  of  86 
feet  per  mile  upon  the  bridge.  Soon  after  leaving  the  long  bridge  the 
road  passes  through  a  long  excavation  in  very  hard  rock.  The  grades 
are  undulating  and  very  heavy,  but  being  designed  for  passenger  traffic^ 
this  feature  of  the  road  is  of  less  importance  than  if  intended  for  heavy 
freighting. 

The  maximum  ascending  grade  going  north  is  said  to  be  86  feet  per 
mile,  and  going  south  48  feet  per  mile. 

The  alignment  is  quite  remarkable  for  the  ingeniously  devised  sys- 
tem of  corves — simple,  compound  and  reversed — and  the  absence  of 
any  considerable  amount  of  straight  line.    The  curve  of  least  radius  is 
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6°  40'  or  1,011^  feet.  There  are  no  water-courses  of  any  importance, 
and  the  only  bridging  required  is  over  the  marsh  above  described 
and  over  highways. 

The  excavations  and  embankments  are  generally  of  good  width,  and 
the  former  are  well  ditched,  making  a  good  road-bed.  The  ties  are  of 
cedar,  large,  and  laid  on  an  average  about  2,550  per  mile.  The  rails  are 
of  American  iron,  B.  S.  I.  Co.  brand,  4"  high  and  4"  base,  weighing 
56  pounds  per  yard.  They  are  laid  with  side  fish-plates  with  four  bolts 
and  nuts  at  joint,  and  in  addition  a  plate  directly  under  the  joint  of 
4"  and  S"  X  i"»    This  makes  a  track  of  the  most  substantial  character. 

So  far  as  laid  the  switches  are  of  the  "  Tyler "  pattern,  and  the 
frogs  of  "Mansfield"  type.  There  are  11  highway  crossings,  one 
over,  three  under  and  seven  are  at  grade,  and  at  some  of  the  latter 
there  are  no  crossing-signs,  as  required  by  law.  The  station  buildings 
are  not  yet  completed,  but  those  at  "  Phillips'  Beach,"  "  Beach  Bluff" 
and  Clifton  are  of  neat  style,  and  convenient  in  arrangement.  The 
fencing  is  mostly  built,  and  of  a  substantial  character. 

None  of  th^  sidings  at  the  stations  enumerated  have  yet  been 
built,  though  the  materials  for  some  of  them  have  been  delivered. 
This  branch  connects  with  main  line  about  one-eighth  of  a  mile  beyond 
Swampscott  station,  and  with  the  Salem  &  Marblehead  Branch  about 
one-sixth  of  a  mile  south  of  Marblehead  station,  and  must  prove  a 
great  convenience  to  the  residents  in  that  part  of  the  State.  The  road 
was  opened  for  public  travel  October  20th,  1873,  and  therefore  is 
not  included  in  reported  length  of  roads  in  this  State. 

The  Nashua,  Aotok  &  Boston  Railroad. 

This  road  was  chartered  by  chap.  175  of  Acts  of  1871  to  "  locate,  con- 
struct, maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  with  one  or  more  tracks,  com- 
mencing at  some  convenient  point  on  the  line  of  the  State  in  the  town 
of  Dunstable,  thence  running  by  some  convenient  route  through  the  towns 
of  Tyngsborough,  Groton,  Westford,  Littleton  and  Acton,  or  any  of 
them,  to  some  convenient  point  on  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad, 
north  of  *Wetherbee's  Mills '  in  Acton,"  &c.  Work  was  commenced  in 
the  autumn  of  1871,  and  the  line  was  opened  for  public  use  from  Nashua 
to  North  Acton  station,  July  1,  1873,  and  near  that  point  it  enters 
upon  and  uses  the  tracks  of  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  to 
West  Concord  Junction  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  To  make  a  con- 
venient connection  with  the  Fitchburg  Railroad  at  that  point  a  new 
track,  800  feet  in  length,  has  been  constructed,  over  which  cars,  &c., 
are  taken  from  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  to  the  Fitchburg  Railroad.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  although  the  charter  of  this  road  extends  only 
from  the  state  line  to  a  point  "  north  of  Wetherbee's  Mills ''  in  Acton,

The  length  of  line  in  Massachusetts  is  15^  miles.  As  compensation 
for  the  use  of  track  of  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  from  North 
Acton  to  West  Concord,  <&c.,  this  company  pays  a  rental  of  $300  per 
month. 

Extension   of  the  Old    Colont    Railroad  from  TTellfleet  to 

Pbovincetown. 

The  railroad  from  Wellfleet  to  Provincetown  was  built  under  the 
franchise  granted  to  the  Cape  Cod  Railroad  Company  (chap.  259  of 
Acts  of  1868)  to  extend  its  railroad  "  from  the  village  of  Wellfleet, 
through  Truro  to  Provincetown."  By  subsequent  legislation,  chap.  344 
of  Acts  of  1871,  additional  time  was  granted  for  locating  the  road. 

The  Old  Colony  Railroad  Company,  having  become  possessed  of  the 
franchises  of  the  Cape  Cod  Railroad  Company  by  consolidation  of  the 
several  lines,  commenced  the  construction  of  the  road  from  Wellfleet  to 
Provincetown,  a  distance  of  fourteen  miles  in  1871,  and  it  was  com- 
pleted so  as  to  be  open  for  public  travel  July  23,  1873. 

The  line  passes  over  a  very  uneven  country,  the  valleys  and  sand- 
hills crossing  the  route  at  nearly  right  angles,  necessitating  the  re- 
moval of  a  large  amount  of  earth  in  its  construction.  Some  of  the  em- 
bankments are  fifty  feet  high,  and  some  of  the  excavations  are  of* 
nearly  equal  depth.  The  material  is  of  light  sand,  which  furnishes 
a  dry,  well-drained  road-bed.  The  bridging  on  the  line  is  very  light, 
consisting  of  three  low  pile  structures  across  tide-water  creeks  ;  two 
of  them  being  70  feet  in  length,  and  the  other  160  feet  long.  The 
road  was  built  with  a  sharp  eye  to  economy,  and  nearly  all  of  the 
rails  were  taken  from  various  portions  of  the  Old  Colony  group  of 
roads,  where  steel  or  new  iron  of  heavier  pattern  had  become  indis- 
pensable. The  track  is  well  laid  with  iron  side  fish-plates,  bolts  and 
nuts  at  joints. 

The  ties,  of  cedar  and  hemlock,  were  mostly  brought  from  Maine,  and 
cost,  delivered,  60  cents  each,  and  they  are  laid  about  two  and  one- 
half  feet  apart,  c.  to  c,  or  2,240  per  mile. 

'  The  grades  are  undulating  and  heavy,  the  maximum  being  88  feet 
per  mile.  The  curves  are  not  very  sharp,  except  one  in  the  town  of 
Provincetown,  which  is  of  732  feet  radius;  there  are  no  others  of 
less  than  1,430  feet  radius.  With  a  single  exception,  in  the  town  of 
Wellfleet,  all  of  the  highway  crossings  are  at  grade. 

Neat  and  convenient  station  buildings  are  located  at  South  TrorOf 
Truro  and  North  Truro.    At  Provincetown  the  station  accommodations 
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consist  of  a  spacious  passenger  house,  a  convenient  car-house,  engine- 
house,  freight-house,  turn-table,  &c.  A  wharf,  24  feet  wide  and.  150 
feet  long  has  been  built  upon  piles,  and  is  projected  a  distance  of 
1,500  feet  to  deep  water. 

"  Tyler  switches  "  are  used  for  all  sidings  from  main  tracks.  The 
first  link  in  the  long  chain  of  roads  fi-om  Boston  to  Provincetown,  the 
extreme  end  of  the  Cape,  f^om  Boston  to  South  Braintree,  was  opened 
in  1845.

The  Shawmut  Railroad  CoMPAmr 

Was  chartered  by  chap.  397  of  Acts  of  1870,  "to  locate,  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  firom  some  convenient  point  on  the 
2(eponset  River,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  near  Granite  Bridge,  so  called, 
and  thence  running  in  a  northerly  and  westerly  direction  through  the 
sixteenth  ward  of  the  city  of  Boston,"  *  *  *  *  *  "to  the 
railroad  of  the  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway  Company,  at  some 
convenient  point  between  Harrison  Square  and  Crescent  Avenue 
station,  in  said  sixteenth  ward  of  the  the  city  of  Boston,"  &c. 

Subsequently,  by  chap.  325  of  Acts  of  1871,  the  Old  Colony  &  New- 
port Railway  Company  was  authorized  "  to  construct,  maintain  and 
operate  a  railroad  "  over  nearly  the  same  route :  "  pr(mided,  it  first  ob- 
tains the  consent  of  the  Shawmut  Railroad  Company  thereto  "  ;  and 
this  it  has  substantially  done.  This  road  or  branch  commences  at  a 
point  on  the  line  of  the  Dorchester  and  Milton  Branch,  near  Granite 
Bridge  station,  and  thence  running  north-easterly  intersects  its  main 
line  near  the  Harrison  Square  station.  It  is  two  and  one-half  miles 
loDg,  and  has  cost  for  construction,  &c.,  $200,698,  or  upwards  of 
$80,000  per  mile.  It  is  built  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  with 
tracks  of  iron  rails,  three  and  one-half  inches  high  and  three  and 
three-fourths  inches  base,  weighing  56  pounds  per  yard,  laid  with 
iron  side  fish-plates,  bolts  and' nuts  at  joints.

(^'Howe*s  patent"),  and  of  sufficient  strength  for  any  business  likely 
to  pass  over  them.  The  masonry  of  the  south  abutment  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  is  very  poor,  and  though 
perhaps  not  absolutely  unsafe,  it  will  require  constant  watchfulness, 
and  must  be  rebuilt  in  a  more  substantial  manner  at  no  distant  day. 
Two  highways  cross  under  the  railroad,  and  one  by  an  overhead 
bridge,  while  ten  cross  at  grade;  the  ^'crossing  signs"  required  by 
law  are  not  yet  erected.  At  'Indian  Orchard  village  the  track  is 
laid  through  a  public  highway  at  grade  for  nearly  a  mile.  No  ^^  ball- 
signals  "  have  yet  been  erected  at  the  crossing  of  the  New  London 
Northern  Railroad  at  Barrett's,  nor  has  permission  to  cross  that  rail- 
road at  grade  ever  been  asked  or  granted. 

As  regards  '^ ball-signals "  for  ^^ Barrett's"  and  crossing  signs  for 
highways  at  grade,  an  early  compliance  with  the  laws  is  promised 
by  the  officers  of  the  road.  From  Barrett's  to  Athol  the  track  is 
generally  in  very  good  condition ;  much  better  than  last  year.  The 
pile-bridge  at  Athol  is  too  light  for  its  height,  and  should  be  replaced 
by  a  more  permanent  structure. 

The  Wobcksteb  &  Shrewsbury  Railroad. 

This  was  the  second  railroad  corporation  organized  under  the  gen- 
eral railroad  law  (chap.  53  of  Acts  of  1872).  Its  organization  was 
perfected  and  the  necessary  certificates  granted  on  the  27th  day  of 
April  last.  The  contracts  for  construction  were  executed  on  the 
6th  of  May ;  work  was  commenced  on  May  15th,  and  the  road  was 
formally  opened  for  public  travel  on  the  31st  day  of  Jul}',  being  the 
first  road  built  under  the  general  railroad  law.  It  is  2  j  miles  long, 
extending  from  Washington  Square,  in  the  city  of  Worcester,  to  the 
westerly  shore  of  Lake  Quinsigamond,  near  the  dividing  line  between 
Worcester  and  Shrewsbury.  The  gauge  of  track  is  three  feet,  and  it 
is  the  only  road  in  the  State  which  has  been  built  upon  that  gauge. 

The  rails  are  of  ordinary  T  pattern,  weighing  35  lbs  per  lineal  yard, 
laid  with  fish  splicing-plates  of  iron,  bolted  horizontally  through  the 
vertical  web  of  rail.  The  ties  are  placed  2jf  feet  apart=2,312  per 
mile.  These  ties  had  been  used  by  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad, 
and,  though  firee  from  decay,  were  too  much  worn  for  fhrther  service 
on  a  wide  or  4  feet  8^  inch  gauge,  and  were  purchased  for  six  cents 
each,  only  a  small  part  of  the  original  cost.    They  were  laid  in 
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reversed  position,  and  for  the  narrow  gauge  were  found  to  be  "  about 
as  good  as  new."  The  maximum  grade  is  160  feet  per  mile,  and  a 
portion  of  this  is  upon  a  curve  of  478  feet  radius.  The  curve  of 
least  radiuB  is  366yf7  feet.  In  going  eastward  the  summit  is  reached 
at  Bloomingdale  Station,  a  distance  of  7,500  feet,  and  at  an  altitude 
of  61  feet  above  Washington  Square.  From  thence  to  the  shore  of 
Lake  Quinsigamond,  a  distance  of  6,700  feet,  the  grade  descends  178 
feet. 

The  present  equipment  consists  of  one  open-sided  car,  and  one  car 
propelled  by  a  small  Baxter  steam-engine,  which  stands  upon  the 
forward  platform,  and  is  ingeniously  connected  with  the  axles  and 
wheels.  Aside  from  the  propelling  power  the  appearance  of  this 
car  is  similar  to  that  of  ordinary  street  cars  for  passengers.  It 
has  seating  capacity  for  22  persons  and  standing  room  for  a  larger 
number.  Both  cars  have  ''accommodated"  76  passengers  at  a  single 
trip,  and  passed  over  the  length  of  road  in  20  minutes,  notwithstand- 
ing the  sharp  curves  and  steep  grades.  The  car,  with  engine,  weighs 
8,000  lbs.,  and  cost  complete  $3,500.  The  usual  running  time  for 
the  trip  is  20  minutes,  but  it  has  been  made  in  15  minutest  Ordinarily 
fVom  400  to  500  lbs  of  coal  are  used  per  day,  and  the  average  daily 
expense  of  operating  the  road  is  about  $10,  including  everything 
except  interest.  The  ability  of  the  engine  to  do  its  duty  when  the 
tracks  are  obstructed  by  snow  remains  to  be  tested.  The  greatest 
number  of  passengers  per  day  has  been  1,360.  Single  tickets  are  sold 
for  ten  cents,  and  twelve  for  one  dollar.  The  whole  cost  of  road 
and  equipment  has  been  $35,000,  including  land  damages. 

The  result  of  this  enterprise  has  been  so  encouraging  that  a  similar 
one  has  been  entered  upon  at  Grafton.

The  Ware  Rf^er  Railroab. 

The  charter  under  which  this  road  was  built  is  comprised  in  chap. 
76  of  Acts  of  1867,  and  authorized  the  company  ''to  locate,  con-

by  said  last-named  valley  through  or  near  the  towns  of  Hubbardston, 
Phillipston  and  Templeton  to  Otter  River,  near  the  village  of  Bald- 
win ville,  in  the  town  of  Templeton,  crossing  the  Vermont  <&  Massachu- 
setts Railroad  near  that  place ;  thence  through  the  town  of  Wlnchen- 
don,  crossing  the  Cheshire  Railroad  in  said  town  to  some  point  in  the 
line  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire."  It  has  had  additional  legislation 
by  chap.

The  Ware  River  road  is  operated  by  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad 
Co.,  under  a  perpetual  lease,  and  for  all  practical  purposes  may  now 
be  considered  a  branch  of  that  road.

Great  improvement  in  the  condition  of  this  road  has  been  made  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  All  of  the  bridges  criticised  by  the  Commissioners 
last  year  have  been  rebuilt  or  strengthened.  The  truss-bridge  at  New 
Worcester,  "Blair's  Bridge"  near  West  Warren,  and  the  high  deck- 
bridge  above  Chester  have  been  replaced  by  stone  arches  of  two  spans 
at  each  place.  The  "  Moore's  Pond  Bridge"  in  Warren,  the  "  Whipple 
Pond  Bridge"  at  West  Warren,  one  at  West  Springfield,  one  at  Hun- 
tington, and  four  between  Middlefield  and  Becket,  all  of  the  "  Howe 
patent,"  have  been  replaced  with  new  and  strong  structures  upon  the 
same  plan ;  the  bridge  over  Connecticut  River  at  Springfield,  consist- 
ing of  seven  spans  of  180  feet  each  (total  length  1,270  feet),  of  Howe- 
truss,  single  track,  has  been  replaced  by  a  double-track  iron-lattice 
trass,  and  an  iron-lattice  bridge  is  now  being  built  in  place  of  the  Howe 
bridge  at  "Trowbridge's"  near  West  Warren  during  the  past  year. 
Sixty-six  miles  of  new  iron,  and  fifty-three  miles  of  new  steel  rails,  of 
63  pounds  per  yard,  have  been  laid  on  main  line,  with  side  fish-plates, 
and  eighteen  miles  of  new  side-tracks  have  been  put  down.  Total  num- 
ber of  miles  of  steel  rail  now  in  use,  1 71 .97.  Total  number  of  miles  of 
steel-top  rails  now  in  use,  2.25.  Land  for  station  and  other  purposes 
has  been  purchased  at  Boston,  Worcester,  Springfield  and  Pittsfield,  at 
an  expense  of  more  than  $400,000.  Twenty-five  new  locomotives,  and 
750  new  freight  cars  have  been  added  to  the  rolling-stock  during  the  year.

treet,  and  at  several  other  places,  and  others  are  needed  and  i 
uring  the  coming  year.  Some  portions  of  the  track  have  1 
roved  during  the  year,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  to  make 
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safe  for  the  rapid  passage  of  trains.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commis- 
sioners at  the  time  of  examination,  at  least  1,000  tons  of  new  iron  were 
needed  at  once,  and  the  trustees  were  so  notified. 

This  road  passes  under  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  at  Boston,  over 
the  Boston  &  Providence  Railroad  at  Readville,  and  over  the  Proyi- 
dence  &  Worcester  Railroad  at  Blackstone ;  and  crosses  at  grade 
the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  at  Walpole,  and  at  Med- 
field. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  of  the  eight  crossings  of  one  railroad  by 
another  by  bridges  in  this  State,  three  of  them  are  upon  this  road.

The  station  buUdings  and  the  '^  grade 
croflsing"  of  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Raibroad  at  Fitchburg, 
and  the  grade  crossings  of  the  Eastern  and  Boston  &  Maine  Railroads, 
in  Charlestown,  are  as  objectionable  as  ever,  though  kept  in  as  good 
condition  and  as  safe  as  grade  crossings  of  such  roads  can  be.  This 
n>ad  also  crosses  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  at  West  Concord, 
and  connects  with  the  Nashua,  Acton  &  Boston  Railroad  at  the  same 
place.  It  also  intersects  with  the  new  Lancaster  road  (not  yet.opened) 
iX  Hudson,  on  the  Marlboro'  &  Hudson  Branch,  and  is  crossed  at  grade

In  the  repairs  of  track  1,900  tons  of  new  iron  have  been  laid,  and 
2,600  tons  of  rails  have  been  taken  out  of  the  track,  repaired  and 
relaid.  The  new  iron  was  used  through  a  failure  of  the  manufacturers 
to  deliver  steel  according  to  contract.  Upwards  of  40,000  new  ties 
have  also  been  used  in  repairs  of  road  during  the  year,  and  the  track 
was  found  to  be  generally  in  very  good  condition.

It  was  not  originally  a  very  thoroughly  built  roai 
its  existence  has  been  a  constant  struggle  for  life,  on  account  pa 
its  lack  of  thorough  construction  and  consequent  laige  expense  ' 
crating  it,  and  partly  from  the  want  of  business,  both  local  and  fo 
The  track  has  been  considerably  improved  the  past  year,  but 
more  remains  to  be  done  to  make  it  what  it  should  be.  The  ii 
the  vicinity  of  Palmer,  both  north  and  south,  is  very  much  wor 
poor.  The  pile-bridge  at  Palmer  and  the  one  north  of  Dwigbt 
tion  should  be  filled  up  with  earth  embankments.  The  other  b 
appear  safe.  The  station  buildings,  though  not  of  high  cost,  an 
venient  and  well  kept.

Of  this,  only  the  portion  between  Springfield  and  state  line  of  Con- 
oecticat,  at  Enfield,  a  distance  of  5.87  miles,  is  in  Massachusetts. 
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track  one  mile  long  in  the  city  of  Worcester.  It  also  operates  under 
lease,  the  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad,  8.88  miles  long,  and  the 
Hopkinton  Railroad,  11.55  miles  long.  In  order  to  reach  these  two 
branch  roads  it  uses  a  portion  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Rail- 
road j^rom  Woonsocket  to  Bellingham  Station,  a  distance  of  six  miles ; 
connection  being  made  with  the  main  line  at  Woonsocket  by  a  branch 
track.  The  Milford  &  Woonsocket  Railroad  was  opened  from  Milford 
to  Bellingham  in  1868,  and  the  Hopkinton  (see  reports  on  new  roads) 
in  December,  1872.  The  main  line  from  Worcester  to  Providence  is 
in  excellent  condition.  There  are  seven  miles  of  steel  track,  and  the 
balance  is  of  iron,  all  laid  with  side  fish-plates  at  joints.  All  of  the 
principal  bridges  in  this  State  have  been  rebuilt  within  the  last  two 
years,  and  changed  from  single  to  double  track.  The  double  track  is 
completed  for  28  miles,  and  upon  the  balance  of  the  road,  15.4  miles, 
the  grading  for  double  track  is  well  advanced.  The  ''  Electric'^  train- 
brake  was  tried  upon  this  road  and  discontinued,  since  which  time 
band-brakes  have  been  used.  The  Miller  JSlatform  has  not  yet  been 
adopted.  A  fine  new  station  has  been  built  at  Millbury.  This  road 
passes  under  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Railroad  near  Blackstone, 
and  the  branch  above  named  in  Worcester  crosses  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad  at  grade. 

The  question  of  reaching  tide-water  by  some  route  outside  the  city  of 
Providence  has  finally  been  solved  by  building  a  branch  from  Valley 
Falls,  following  the  east  side  of  Pawtucket  River  to  ^^  Bold  Point," 
a  distance  of  seven-tenths  of  a  mile,  where  the  Wilkesbarre  Coal  & 
Iron  Company  are  erecting  coal-wharves,  sheds,  &c.,  which  will  afford 
excellent  facilities  for  handling  heavy  and  bulky  freights  and  avoiding 
the  delays  and  inconvenience  of  running  coal-trains  through  the  thickly 
settled  portions  of  Providence.  This  Branch  is  under  contract  and  the 
work  is  progressing  rapidly,  and  it  will  be  opened  early  in  the  coming 
sunmier. 

The  Trot  &  Boston  Railroad  Company 

Is  the  corporation  which  operates  the  railroad  lines  between  Troy, 
N.  Y.,  and  North  Adams,  Mass.,  consisting  of  the  Troy  &  Boston 
Railroad  in  New  York,  the  Southern  Yermbnt  Railroad  in  Vermont, 
and  the  road  from  the  state  line  of  Vermont  to  North  Adams,  which  is 
owned  by  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  The  last-named  link  is  about 
mne  miles  long,  and  is  leased  to  the  Troy  &  Boston  Railroad,  the 
lease  to  expire  upon  the  completion  of  the  Hoosac  Tunnel.  It  was 
originally  built  in  the  cheapest  manner ;  the  bridges  were  especially 
poor,  and  most  of  them  were  rebuilt  several  years  ago;  they  are 
now  generally  in  good  condition,  the  only,  exception  being  the 
Blackington  bridge,  which  needs  some  repairs.    The  rails,  in  many 
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places,  are  badly  irorn,  and  nilt  need  close  watehiog  to  heep  i 
in  serviceable  condition  till  the  expiration  of  the  lease.

The  Wobcesteb  &  Nashua  Railroad. 

This  road  extends  from  Worcester  to  Nashua,  N.  H.,  a  distance 
of  46  miles,  of  which  39  are  in  Massachusetts.  It  strikes  the 
state  line  of  New  Hampshire  at  Hollis.  The  present  passenger 
station  in  Worcester  is  the  old  Foster  Street  station  of  the 
Boston  &  Albany  Railroad,  and  is  poor  enough,  but  upon  the 
completion  of  the  Union  station  at  Washington  Square,  this  will 
be  discontinued.  The  double  track  extends  about  12  miles  from 
Worcester,  and  the  tracks  are  generally  in  excellent  condition, 
and  laid  with  side  fish-splicings.  The  way  stations  are  all  comfort- 
able and  well  kept.  The  road  crosses  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitch- 
burg Railroad  at  grade,  at  Clinton  station,  the  Fitchburg  Railroad 
at  grade,  at  Ayer  Junction,  and  the  Peterboro'  &"  Shirley  at  grade, 
a  short  distance  north  of  that  junction ;  it  is  intersected  by  the  Bos- 
ton, Barre  &  Gardner  Railroad  about  two  miles  north  of  Worcester, 
and  by  the  Fitchburg  &  Worcester  Division  of  the  Boston,  Clinton  & 
Fitchburg  Railroad  at  Sterling  Junction.  Its  truss-bridges  were  built 
when  the  road  was  first  constructed,  and  have  been  kept  in  good  re- 
pair, but  are  too  light  for  the  present  equipment  and  business  of  the 
road.    This  road  uses  a  steam  train-brake.

In  the  present  ci 
was  no  evidence  that  this  was  done ;  but  the  Commiasionei 
recommend  to  the  trustees  of  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie 
establish  in  their  future  tariffs  a  reasonable  general  rate,  und 
those  desiring  to  make  shipments  by  this  rout«  can  do  so. 

3.  As  regards  the  third  cause  of  complaint,  the  alleged  dif 
tion  against  certain  of  the  petitioners  on  the  part  of  the  mai 
the  railroad,  in  compelling  them  to  pay  all  chaises  on  carriagi 
chandise  in  advance,  the  Commissioners  do  not  understand 
law  or  ttie  facts  in  the  case  were  disputed.  Like  all  common 
the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  Bailroad  is  under  no  obljgattc 
ceive  or  transport  any  goods  or  persons  except  on  prepay 
charges.  As  a  matter  of  custom  or  convenience,  however,  tl 
like  all  similar  companies,  does  habitually  receive  and  transp 
chandise,  receiving  or  collecting  its  freights  after  the  servi< 
b^n  rendered.  Until  delivery  of  the  merchandise,  the  carrie 
has  a  lien  npon  it  for  hie  charge  on  its  carriage.  The  lav 
effect  is  perfectly  well  established,  and  for  many  and  obvious 
ought  not  to  be  disturbed.  At  the  same  time,  this  power  in 
corporations  of  discriminating  against  individuals,  by  compel 
payment  at  their  own  will,  contrary  to  all  usage,  is  one  liable 
abuse,  and  through  a  wanton  exercise  of  it  serious  individui 
maj-  easily  be  inflicted.  While  recognizing  fully,  therefore,  i 
rights  of  the  railroad  companies  in  the  premises,  this  Booi 
consider  any  wanton  or  vindictive  exercise  of  them  as  affoi 
especial  ground  for  its  intervention,  and  for  its  most  rigoroui 
strances.  It  is,  indeed,  an  essential  function  of  a  commisi 
this  to  deal  with  just  such  contingencies,  for  which  the  court 
provide  no  remedy.  Every  case  of  the  sort,  however,  depei 
its  particular  facts,  and  upon  these  the  Commissioners  must  b 
action,  or  refusal  to  act.  In  the  present  case  it  appeared  that 
ties  against  whom  the  alleged  discrimination  was  made  Itad 
at  a  certain  "  shoot "  shipments  of  coal  upon  which  the  freight 
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had  not  been  paid.  When  a  part  of  this  coal  had  been  carried  off  the 
managers  of  the  road  notified  them  that  the  balance  was  held  subject 
to  the  carrier's  lien.  Acting  under  legal  advice,  the  parties  in  ques- 
tion claimed  that  the  delivery  of  the  coal  was  complete  when  it  was 
emptied  fVom  the  cars  into  the  '*  shoot,"  and  that  the  railroad  then  parted 
with  its  lien.  Accordingly  they  had  proceeded,  in  disregard  of  ^the 
claims  of  the  roild,  to  remove  their  property,  and  had  never  paid  the 
freight  on  any  part  of  it.  This  action  of  theirs  led  to  litigation,  one 
essential  question  in  which  was  as  to  the  point  at  which  the  road 
parted  with  its  lien.  If  the  petitioners  were  correct  in  their  position 
that  the  lien  was  lost  when  the  coal  was  put  in  the  ^^  shoot,"  the  man- 
agers of  the  road  could  not  be  asked  to  abandon  their  lien  by  depositing 
fature  shipments  of  coal  there  before  being  paid  for  its  carriage ;  neither 
could  they  reasonably  be  expected  to  hold  the  coal  in  the  cars  at  Til- 
ton's  station  ready  for  delivery  whenever  the  petitioners  might  find  it 
convenient  to  pay  for  its  carriage  and  receive  it.  Under  these  cir- 
camstances,  and  pending  the  settlement  of  the  rights  of  the  parties, 
the  action  of  the  managers  in  insisting  on  prepayment  cannot  be  re- 
garded as  unreasonable,  or  necessarily  vindictive.  It  was  no  more 
than  a  fair  precaution  in  the  interest  of  the  road.  This,  however, 
might  cease  to  be  the  case  if  their  action  extended  over  all  transac- 
tions with  the  petitioners,  and  beyond  the  delivery  of  goods  in  the 
particular  place  and  manner  in  regard  to  which  their  rights  were  in 
question.  A  general  and  vindictive  intention  to  use  the  great  power 
necessarily  belonging  to  a  railroad  corporation  as  a  means  of  annoy- 
ance to  or  revenge  upon  those  opposed  to  it  might  either  be  apparent  in 
its  acts  or  inferred  ft'om  the  demeanor  or  language  of  its  officials.  The 
Commissioners  are  not  prepared  to  assert  that  such  a  disposition  was 
apparent  on  the  part  of  those  managing  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie 
road  in  the  present  case.  At  the  same  time  it  did  appear  that  the 
discrimination  as  regards  prepayment  had  been  insisted  on  in  all 
cases  where  the  petitioners  were  concerned,  even  where  no  question  as 
to  the  existence  of  carrier's  lien  could  arise.  On  the  general  evidence 
there  was  no  indication,  however,  that  this  discrimination  had  been 
wantonly  insisted  upon ;  but  a  portion  of  the  testimony  of  the  super- 
intendent of  the  road  created  a  very  unfavorable  impression  on  the 
minds  of  the  Commissioners.  Were  the  Commissioners  satisfied  that 
the  feeling  and  temper  manifested  by  this  officer  towards  the  petition- 
ers existed  in  the  trustees  and  the  freight  agents  of  the  road,  they 
would  consider  it  a  clear  case  for  their  intervention. 

Taking,  however,  all  the  facts  and  evidence  in  the  case  together, 
&nd  bearing  in  mind  the  proceedings  of  the  petitioners,  as  testified  to 
by  themselves,  the  Commissioners  have  concluded  that  no  such  con-

Complaint  of  the  Selectmen  of  Medford,  on  the  Peti 
Chaju.es  B.  Crocketc  and  others,  against  the  Bost 
Maine  Railroad  Co. 

A  Dumber  of  t&e  citizens  of  Medford  in  this  case  petitionei 
section  i  of  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1869,  that  this  Board  i 
into  the  condition  and  oi>eratioD  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  ] 
within  the  limits  of  that  town,  with  a  view  to  making  such 
mendatioDS  as  may  seem  necessary  and  proper  in  relation  to  tt 
The  petition  was  duly  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  Boar 
selectmen  of  the  town,  the  premises  were  viewed  by  the  Commit 
and  a  hearing  was  had  in  relation  to  the  matter  on  Janaary  7, 
which  the  corporation  was  represented  by  its  president  and 
and  the  petitioners  by  many  of  their  number. 

On  the  part  of  the  petitioners,  it  was  alleged  that  the  prei 
tion  in  Medford,  though  well  located,  was  old,  out  of  repair,  ui 
passengers,  and  wholly  inadequate  for  their  proper  accomm 
These  allegations  were  fully  admitted  by  the  corporation,  exce 
far  as  they  related  to  the  satisfactory  location  of  the  present  1 
The  question  presented  to  the  Board,  therefore,  on  this  par 
petition  related  simply  to  the  matter  of  location.  The  railrq. 
pany  had,  it  appears,  already  prepared  plans  and  desired  1 
struct  the  station,  but  was  not  willing  to  do  so  upon  the  site  c 
the  present  building  stands.  It  was  alleged,  however,  that  c 
was  made  by  the  citizens  of  the  town  to  any  change  in  1 
Upon  this  point  the  evidence  showed  clearly  that  the  opinio 
petitioners  was  divided,  A  portion  of  them  desired  a  new  st 
be  built  where  the  old  one  now  stands ;  another  portion  d 
removal  to  the  site  selected  by  the  company. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  as  follows :  The  railroad  in  app 
the  present  station,  and  at  a  distance  of  300  feet  fvonx  it 
Riverside  Avenue  or  Ship  Street  at  grade,  and  at  on  acute 
about  25  degrees.  Between  this  crossing  and  the  station  then 
lights  of  waj-  across  the  track  leading  from  Ship  Street  to  the 
on  Slystic  River.  The  property  on  which  the  present  statioi 
is  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  new  station  of  proper 
additional  land,  includiitg  the  wharves  on  Mystic  River,  conli 
Wy  be  purchased  by  the  company,  and  the  right  of  way  over  1 
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oonseqaently  extinguished.  The  trains  to  Medford,  it  appears,  are 
not  infrequently  quite  long,  numbering  six  cars  beside  locomotive  and 
tender,  requiring  400  feet  of  standing  room.  The  ground  upon  which 
the  company  desires  to  build  a  new  station  is  upon  the  other  side  of 
Ship  Street,  480  feet  distant  from  the  present  station  in  a  straight  line, 
and  600  feet  by  the  street.  It  is  less  central  and  somewhat  less  acces- 
sible than  the  present  location,  but  it  obviates  the  necessitj^  of  the 
grade-crossing  at  Ship  Street,  which  has  alwaj's  been  a  much  fre- 
quented thoroughfare  and  is  destined  to  become  more  so  in  the 
future. 

The  question  was  further  complicated  by  a  proposition,  strongly  op- 
posed by  the  citizens  of  the  4x>wn,  to  allow  the  railroad  company  to 
take  a  strip  of  ground  from  a  grave-yard,  adjoining  the  land  on  which 
it  desired  to  build  the  station,  to  enlarge  its  premises.  This,  how- 
ever, the  Board  has  not  considered  in  arriving  at  its  conclusions,  as 
the  real  estate  already  owned  by  the  corporation  is  sufficient  for  all 
necessary  purposes. 

The  opinion  of  this  Board  as  regards  grade-crossings  has  frequently 
been  expressed.  Besides  being  a  continued  source  of  inconvenience 
to  those  travelling  on  highways,  they  are  dangerous  nuisances  to  all 
neighborhoods  in  which  they  exist.  This  is  especially  the  case  at 
terminal  points  like  Medford,  where  trains  waiting  at  the  stations  have 
to  stand  across  the  street,  and  thus  block  it.  The  grade-crossing  of 
Ship  Street  is  of  the  most  objectionable  character.  It  is  a  crossing 
at  an  angle  walled  by  buildings,  and  so  close  to  the  station  that  a 
train  of  ordinary  length  even  must  necessarily  obstruct  it.  That 
such  a  nuisance  should  be  perpetuated,  if  it  is  possible  to  avoid  it,  is 
wholly  opposed  to  the  permanent  interests  of  Medford.  Within  the 
immediate  future  the  increase  of  population  and  of  highway  travel 
must  inevitably  make  this  crossing  a  constant  source  of  complaint  on 
the  part  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

The  construction  of  a  new  station  upon  the  other  side  of  the  crossing 
would  impose  on  those  approaching  it  from  certain  directions  an 
additional  distance  of  500  feet,  about  the  length,  under  cover,  of  sev- 
eral of  the  larger  stations  in  Boston.  It  would  be  in  an  equal  degree 
nearer  for  those  approaching  it  from  other  directions.  It  is  out  of 
the  question  for  this  Board  to  recommend  a  sacrifice  of  the  future 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  Medford  in  general,  in 
order  to  save  those  residing  in  certain  parts  of  the  town  from  an  addi- 
tional walk  of  some  seconds  in  going  to  and  from  the  cars.  As 
regards  those  portions  of  the  petition  which  relate  to  station  accom- 
modations, therefore,  the  Board  recommend  the  Boston  &  Maine  Rail- 
road to  take  the  necessary  steps,  under  chapter  162  of  the  Acts  of 
1872,  preliminary  to  the  immediate  construction  of  a  new  station  in 
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Medford,  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  freight  depot  of  thi 
pany,  and  npon  the  east  eiile  of  Ship  Street. 

The  petitioners  flirther  alleged  that  the  care  nsed  upon  the  M 
branch,  were  old,  ill-ventilated  and  dirty,  that  ba^t^  and  sn 
cars  were  not  provided,  and  that  the  trains  were  not  inlVeq 
drawn  out  with  the  locomotive  going  backwards.  A  not  unsatisf 
explanation,  as  regards  the  last  allegation,  nas  given  by  the  con 
in  the  temporary  use  of  a  locomotive  too  targe  for  the  Medforc 
table.  The  cars  in  use  on  the  branch  were  examined  by  the  Co 
sionera,  and  they  are  unable  to  say  that  they  found  them  of  i

It  was  also  alleged  as  a  canse  of  complaint  that  the  Medforc 
senger  trains  frequently  left  the  Boston  station  fVom  the  middle 
and  that  in  such  cases  passengers  were  exposed  to  no  incoDsid 
danger  in  approaching  them.  This  was  not  denied  by  the  ca 
tion ;  but  it  was  stated  in  reply  that  such  an  arrangement  was  th' 
alternative  to  delaying  the  trains,  or  to  sending  them  out  ttom  i 
form  outside  the  station  and  across  Traverse  Street,  neither  of 
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arrangements  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  petitioners.  For  obvious 
reasons  connected  with  the  Boston  station  of  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Boadf  the  Commissioners  are  unable  to  make  any  recommendations 
which  would,  if  carried  out,  be  likely  wholly  to  obviate  this  cause  of 
complaint.  As  a  partial  remedy,  however,  and  as  tending  to  diminish 
the  danger  and  inconvenience  necessarily  incurred  by  passengers  in 
taking  trains  at  the  middle  track  in  this  station,  the  Commissioners 
would  recommend  the  corporation  to  cause  gas-pendents  to  be  hung 
over  the  central  platform,  as  is  done  under  similar  ciiysumstances  in 
the  Old  Coldny  and  other  Boston  depots ;  and  they  would  also  recom- 
mend that,  if  these  platforms  are  to  be  used  for  receiving  and  dis- 
chai^ing  passengers,  the  practice  of  washing  cars  at  them  should  be 
at  once  discontinued.  • 

The  only  other  specific  matter  of  complaint  related  to  the  system  of 
season  tickets  in  use  during  the  last  year.  *  Throughout  the  hearing, 
however,  it  was  apparent  to  the  Commissioners  that  even  this,  though 
the  most  ostensible  cause  of  complaint,  failed  satisfactorily  to  account 
for  the  unusual  feeling  of  irritation  existing  on  the  part  of  the  peti- 
tioners toward  the  corporation.  The  subject  is  one  which  it  is  not 
easy  or  pleasant  to  refer  to ;  but  in  the  present  case  it  was  so  forced  into 
notice,  that  some  reference  to  it  seems  necessary.  It  is  perhaps 
not  within  the  power  of  this  Board  to  effect  reforms  as  regards  polite- 
ness and  courtesy  in  the  dealings  of  railroad  officials  with  the  travel- 
ling public.  The  absence  of  these,  however,  in  matters  apparently 
trivial,  often  occasions  great  public  ill-feeling,  and  not  infrequently 
leads  to  legislation  hostile  to  the  interests  of  particular  corporations. 
More  than  one  Massachusetts  railroad  has  of  late  3'ears  notoriously 
suffered  firom  this  cause.  In  the  present  hearing  the  evidence  clearly 
showed  a  wide-spread  conviction  among  a  large  body  of  not  unreason- 
able men  that  they  were,  in  their  intercourse  with  certain  officials  of 
the  road,  habitually  treated  with  a  lack  of  ordinary  consideration. 
Their  complaints,  when  presented,  were  received  in  such  a  manner  as 
to  wholly  discourage  any  repetition  of  them.  With  this  feeling,  how- 
ever caused,  existing  to  a  considerable  degree  among  those  habitually 
travelling  over  the  road,  a  radical  change  was  made  during  the  winter 
of  1871-72  in  its  whole  season-ticket  system.  An  impression  seems 
to  prevail  among  a  portion  of  those  dependent  on  the  line  that 
the  change  was  made  with  unnecessary  disregard  to  their  conven- 
ience and  wishes,  and  this  unquestionably  has  led  to  a  very  con- 
siderable increase  of  ill-feeling.  Meanwhile,  it  cannot  be  denied  that 
good  grounds  existed  on  the  part  of  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad, 
no  less  than  of  other  railroad  corporations,  for  desiring  to  effect  some 
reform  in  the  season-ticket  system.  The  number  of  season-ticket  pas- 
sengers has  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  be  beyond  control.    On 
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the  Boston  &  Maioe  Road  they  number  809,358  for  the  year,  or 
2,600  daily,  and  1,100  each  way  from  Boston  alone.  No  con 
can  possibly  be  familiar  with  so  large  a  number  of  paasengere 
consequently  not  only  do  many  persons  travel  without  paying  fari 
holders  of  season-tickets  have  gradually  got  into  the  practice  of  m 
as  a  matter  of  right,  not  two,  but  eereral  tripa  a  day  over  the  rose 
remedy  this  evil,  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad  introduced  a  fi 
ticket,  good  for  one  month,  on  which  were  two  numbers  for  eacl 
day ;  holders  of  these  tickets  were  obliged  to  produce  them  ever 
and  the  nnmber  representing  that  particular  trip  was  punched 
conductor.  At  first  the  dates  for  unused  trips  could  not  be  m 
other  trips ;  but  this  rule  was  snbsequently  relaxed,  and  back 
were  allowed  to  be  used  for  extra  trips  made  during  the  mou 
which  the  ticket  was  issued. 

In  the  course  of  the  evidence  given  at  the  hearing,  certain 
petitioners  complained  of  the  annoyance  the  system  caused  io 
pelling  them  to  produce  their  tickets  every  time  they  went  ov 
road ;  others  criticised  that  feature  of  the  system  which  prei 
season-ticket  holders  from  making  more  than  one  trip  per  day  eacl 
while  others  again  objected  to  the  limitation  put  upon  the  use  ol 
dates,  formulating  what  they  desired  in  the  phrase,  "  No  trip  w 
a  fare,  and  no  fare  without  a  trip."  The  corporation  in  reply 
that  their  contract  was  for  one  trip  per  diem  of  each  season- 
holder  each  way ;  this  accommodation  they  furnished  at  reduced 
one  of  the  considerations  for  which  was  the  regular  average  on 
t«  use  the  tickets  by  a  certain  portion  of  the  holders ;  but  if  j 
desired  to  secure  a  trip  for  each  fare,  the}'  could  always  do  so  b 
chasing  package-tickets,  which  the  corporation  also  sold  at  a  re 
rate,  though  at  a  rate  not  so  low  as  the  season-lickctB ;  the  difii 
between  the  two  being  to  a  degree  estimated  on  the  frill  use  m: 
the  one,  and  the  partial  use  made  of  the  other. 

The  answer  seems  entitled  to  consideration.  The  subject  is  i 
difficult  one,  in  relation  to  which  this  Board  is  not  now  prepai 
make  any  specific  recommendation.  The  eight  roads  running  ' 
Boston  average  annually  over  half  a  million  season-ticket  trips 
It  is  notorious  that  the  present  system  is  verj'  defective,  boldin 
great  inducements  to  dishonesty  and  subjecting  the  corporations 
inconsiderable  loss.  Whether  the  change  made  on  the  Boston  & '. 
Road  is  an  improvement  upon  the  old  system  is  wholly  another  que 
There  were  intimations,  on  the  part  of  the  corporation,  in  the  i 
of  the  bearing,  that  the  time  consumed  in  punching  ticket) 
such  that  the  conductors  often  could  not  get  through  their  train 
that  many  tickets  consequently  went  nnpuncbed  and  fares  uncoU 
The  returns  of  the  road  certainly  indicate  no  increase   in  re 
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since  the  change  was  effected.  Under  these  circumstances  it  is  not 
clear  that  it  has  not  caused  general  inconvenience,  annoyance  and 
irritation  to  both  the  public  and  the  officials  without  working  a 
remedy  of  the  abuses  against  which  it  was  aimed.  The  Commis- 
sioners, however,  are  not  at  this  time  prepared  to  assert  that  the  sys- 
tem is  a  failure,  or  to  recommend  any  other  in  place  of  it.  In  view 
of  the  evidence  which  was  given  in  relation  to  it  they  would,  however, 
suggest  to  the  corporation  the  propriety  of  reconsidering  the  subject, 
when  the  present  sj'stem  shall  have  been  in  operation  one  year,  with  a 
view  to  seeing  how  it  can  be  improved  and  rendered  more  acceptable 
to  those  travelling  upon  the  road. 


Petition  of  thb  Milk  Producers'  Association  in  Relation  to  the 

Transportation  of  Milk. 

A  hearing  on  the  foregoing  petition  was  held  at  the  office  of  the 
Board  in  Boston  on  the  9  th  of  January,  and  by  adjournment  on  the 
4th  of  February,  all  the  Commissioners  being  present.  Both  parties 
were  represented  by  counsel  and  a  number  of  witnesses  were  examined. 

The  complaint  in  this  particular  case  related  to  the  method  of  carry- 
ing milk  in  use  upon  the  Fltchburg  Railroad,  but  it  was  expressly 
understood  that  similar  causes  of  complaint  existed  as  regards  several 
other  of  the  corporations  operating  railroads  terminating  in  Boston ; 
and  that  to  these  also,  as  well  as  to  the  Fitchburg,  both  the  evidence 
and  any  recommendations  thereon  made  by  the  Board  would  apply. 

It  appeared  that  it  was  the  custom  of  the  railroad  corporation  to 
run  cars,  especially  adapted  to  carrying  milk,  in  connection  with  certain 
passenger  trains.  These  cars  had  a  carrying  capacity  of  about  one 
thousand  eight-quart  milk  cans,  and  were  let  to  single  individuals, 
known  as  milk  contractors.  No  provision  was  made  upon  these  trains 
for  the  carriage  of  milk  for  any  person  other  than  those  contracting 
for  entire  cars,  and  this  arrangement,  it  was  alleged,  practically  con- 
ferred a  monopoly  of  the  business  on  the  contractors,  as  the  milk-pro- 
ducers had  no  means  of  reaching  the  market  except  through  their 
agency.  This  fact  was  established  by  the  evidence,  and,  indeed,  was 
not  denied  by  the  corporation. 

The  petitioners  claimed  that  such  an  arrangement  constituted  a 
violation  of  the  spirit,  if  not  of  the  letter,  of  chapter  339  of  the  Acts 
of  1867,  which  provides  that  railroad  corporations  shall  give  to  all  per- 
sons reasonable  and  equal  terms,  facilities  and  accommodations  for 
the  transportation  of  themselves  and  any  merchandise  or  other  pro- 
perty.    To  this  it  was  replied  that  the  corporation  was  ready  to 
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fimish  equal  fhcilitiea  for  carrying  milk  to  all  persons  on  tl 
tenns  and  conditions  upon  which  they  flimiBh  them  to  the  con1 
While  it  is  clear  that  these  terms  are  "  equal,"  the  Commi 
are  not  prepared  to  say  they  are  "  reasonable."  The  number  < 
desiring  to  send  milk  to  market  in  Maasaubusetts  is  very  la 
fewifany  of  these  are  prepared  to  send  an  en  tire  car  load  of  8,00 
every  day  throughout  the  year,  and,  as  an  alternative  to  not  sei 
all,  it  is  scarcely  reasonable  to  call  on  them  to  do  eo.  The  exist 
tern  in  use  on  the  railroads  seems,  therefore,  necessarily  to  resi 
alleged  by  the  petitioners,  in  a  practical  exclusion  ft'om  the  m 
all  those  producing  milk,  beyond  a  driving  distance  firom  Best 
may  not  be  able  to  agree  with  the  contractors  on  a  price  foi 
system  leading  to  such  a  necessary  result  can  hardly  be  oonsit 
affording  "reasonable"  terms  of  transportation  within  the  e 
the  statute.  It  could  equally  well  be  argued  that  the  railroad  < 
tion  could  refuse  in  favor  of  certain  individuals  to  receive  any  o 
scnption  of  freight  unless  offered  by  the  car-load.  Neither  can  it  i 
fully  be  maintained  that  such  an  arrangement  already  exists 
recognized  by  law  in  the  case  of  expressmen,  who  always  cont 
the  exclusive  use  of  the  whole  or  a  certain  portion  of  a  ca: 
expressman  is  bimself  a  common  carrier,  and  as  such  makes 
the  facilities  furnished  him.  The  milk  contractor  under  the  i 
system  is  in  no  respect  a  carrier,  but  a  middleman,  enjoying  pr 
practically  exclusive. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  the  question  wbetber  the  profit! 
milk  contractors  under  this  system  have  been  unduly  laige ;  or ' 
they  have  made  an  unjustifiable  use  of  the  privileges  they 
However  this  may  be,  it  is  too  apparent  for  discussion  that  tli 
consciousness  that  such  an  arrangement  exists  cannot  but  be  e 
of  constant  annoyance  and  discouragement  to  any  class  of  pre 
It  was  very  apparent  that  it  was  so  in  this  case.  Neither  is  il 
able  that  such  an  arrangement  can  be  beneficial  in  the  long  rui 
corporation  making  it.  The  business  of  carrying  milk  is  a  mo 
itable  one  to  all  railroads  terminating  in  large  cities,  but  it  car 
fUlly  developed  under  a  system  which  converts  it,  at  the  ver 
into  a  possible  monopoly  of  middlemen. 

The  true  system  for  developing  to  its  utmost  this  business 
seem  to  be  that  in  use  on  all  the  roads  terminating  in  the  city  ( 
York,  Fast  daily  railk-trains  are  run,  upon  which  all  the  milk  • 
whether  in  lots  of  a  single  can  or  a  bundred  cans,  is  received 
servants  of  the  company  and  delivered  to  consignees  in  the  city 
same  facilities  are  offered  to  all,  whether  contractors  or  produce 
one  price  is  charged  for  the  carriage  of  each  can,  without  rc( 
distance.    It  seems  very  probable  that  this  system  might  be  a

most  advantageoaslj  for  its  own  interests  by  any  of  the  corporations 
operating  Boston  roads.  It  would  not  interfere  with  the  business  of 
the  contractors,  if  they  pay  a  fair  price  for  their  milk,  as  they  could 
carry  just  as  much  then  as  they  do  now.  It  would  remove  all  causes 
of  complaint  from  the  producers  and  would  secure  to  the  corporation 
whatever  profit  there  was  on  transportation. 

The  Commissioners,  however,  are  reluctant  to  recommend  to  the  rail- 
road corporations  any  innovation  which  shall  wholly  break  up  a  long 
established  and  well  understood  method  of  doing  business,  except 
where  no  other  remedy  for  an  evil  can  be  suggested.  For  reasons 
which  were  not  made  very  apparent,  all  the  railroad  officials  expressed 
at  the  hearing  a  decided  belief  that  the  introduction  of  the  New  York 
system  would  destroy  the  milk  business  of  any  Boston  road  upon 
which  it  was  introduced.  Though  the  Commissioners  do  not  share  in 
this  helief,  they  prefer  to  secure  to  the  petitioners,  if  possible,  a  fair 
measure  of  relief  in  another  way,  which  may  be  less  objectionable  to 
the  corporations  and  shall  not  effect  any  apparent  change  in  their 
method  of  doing  business.  A  way  of  securing  this  result  was  sug- 
gested in  the  course  of  the  hearing. 

A  number  of  contractors  were  examined,  all  of  whom. declared  their 
perfect  willingness  to  act  in  the  capacity  of  carriers  of  milk  for  hire  as 
well  as  contractors ; — that  is,  they  were  ready  either  to  buy  the  milk 
and  carry  it  on  their  own  account,  or  to  receive  it  and  carry  it  at  a  rea- 
sonable price  on  the  account  of  the  producer.  Such  an  arrangement 
woald  convert  the  contractor  into  a  species  of  expressman  for  all  who 
might  desire  to  employ  him  as  such,  while,  for  those  who  did  not,  he 
would  still  remain  in  his  original  capacity,  so  that  the  old  method  of 
carrying  on  the  business  would  not  necessarily  be  disturbed.  To  the 
producers  of  course,  rates  being  equal,  it  would  be  of  no  consequence 
whether  they  dealt  directly  with  the  railroad  corporation  or  with  a  mid. 
dieman  renting  an  express  car  of  it.  The  question  was  one  simply  of 
rates, — ^these  provided  for  and  the  producer^  secured  against  unreason, 
able  exaction,  the  petitioners  intimated  that  the  arrangement  would 
be  perfectly  satisfactory  to  them. 

No  difficulty  can  arise  on  this  point  if  the  corporation  and  contrac- 
tors are  prepared  to  abide  by  their  explicit  declarations  repeatedly 
made  in  the  course  of  the  hearing.  The  contracts  between  these 
parties  are  in  writing  and  continue  one  year.  The  Commissioners 
would  recommend  that  in  all  future  contracts  a  clause  shall  be  in- 
troduced binding  those  hiring  milk  cars  to  receive  all  milk  offered 
them  for  carriage  at  reasonable  rates,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the 
consignee  at  the  point  of  destination.  From  the  evidence  of  the  con- 
tractors at  the  hearing  a  reasonable  rate  would  seem  to  be  in  the 
neighborhood  of  three  cents  for  the  eight-quart  can  for  distances  less 
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'  thsn  twenty  miles,  three  and  one-half  cents  for  diatances  oti 
and  leas  than  fifty  miles,  and  four  cents  for  distances  over  fif 
— allempty  cans  to  be  returned  without  charge.  Should  the 
tions  and  the  contractors  decide  to  enter  into  stipulations  such 
recommended,  it  would  apparently  afford  the  petitioners  aucl 
of  relief  aa  they  have  a  reasonable  right  to  expect.  Should 
to  do  so  it  will  then  become  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  arrive  i 
decided  conclusion  as  to  whether  the  existing  arrangement  is  c 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  18G7,  and  if  it  should  prove 
to  recommend  such  additional  legislation  aa  will  render  that 
effective.

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Street  as  at  present  represented  by  the  fence,  and  four  feet  northerly 
of  the  northerly  rail  of  the  northerly  track  of  the  Boston  &  Albany 
Railroad,  and  ^2^^  feet  ft'om  the  north-east  comer  of  the  foundry  of 
Heald  &  Co.  The  above-named  iron  bolts  are  about  three  feet  in 
length,  and  one  inch  in  diameter,  and  are  driven  on  the  centre  line  of 
the  tracks  located,  and  level  with  the  snrface  of  the  ground  at  the 
poiuts  described  above,  and  represented  on  the  map  of  location  and 
reference. 
The  ffrade  of  said  railroad  tracks  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Commencing  at  the  northerly  line  of  Franklin  Street  upon  a  level 
^th  the  grade  of  the  *Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  opx)osite  thereto ; 
thence  upon  a  uniformly  ascending  grade  to  the  southerly  line  of 
Front  Street,  and  to  a  height  of  fifteen  feet  above  the  centre  of  said 
street  as  now  graded ;  thence  level  to  the  northerly  line  of  said  Front 
Street ;  thence  upon  such  a  uniformly'  descending  grade  as  would,  if 
prodaced  and  extended,  strike  the  present  grade  of  the  Worcester  & 
Nashua  Railroad  at  the  southerly  line  of  Exchange  Street.  The  grade 
line  is  to  be  understood  as  the  base  line  of  track  rail. 

Prom  the  northerly  terminus  of  the  above-described  line  (128-^  feet 
northerly  of  the  northerly  line  of  Bridge  Street)  to  the  northerly  line 
of  land  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company,  there  shall  be 
two  tracks  of  the  usual  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one-half  inches, 
and  the  distance  between  them  shall  be  seven  feet.  From  the  last  de- 
scribed point  to  the  northerly  line  of  Franklin  Street  the  said  two 
tracks  shall  converge,  the  easterly  track  merging  into  and  connecting 
with  the  westerly  track  by  a  switch,  substantially  as  represented  upon 
the  map  of  location  exhibited  at  the  hearings  herein  before  named. 

The  crossings  of  Bridge  Street,  Mechanic  Street  and  Front  Street 
shall  be  made  by  bridges  over  said  streets  at  such  heights  as  will  con- 
form to  the  above-described  grade-line.  The  abutments  for  all  the 
bridges  shall  be  placed  upon  the  boundary  lines  of  said  streets. 

The  planft,  dimensions  and  specific  forms  of  the  abutments  and  in- 
termediate supports  of  the  bridges,  the  form  and  arrangement  of  the 
saperstmctare  thereof,  and  the  position  and  dimensions  of  the  neces- 
sary retaining  walls  for  the  support  of  the  embankment,  are  not  yet 
definitely  arranged  and  determined  by  the  Commissioners,  but  will  be 
matured  and  transmitted  at  a  f\iture  time. 

The  Board  determines  that  for  the  construction  of  the  aforesaid 
tracks  and  bridges^  and  the  convenient  transaction  of  the  business  of 
the  several  railroads  interested,  it  will  be  necessary  for  them  to  take  a 
strip  of  land  nineteen  feet  in  width  upon  each  side  of  the  centre  line 
of  location  herein  before  described.

tain  railroad  tracks  and  bridges  in  the  citj-  or  Worcestej 
provieionB  of  chapter  343  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1871 : 

Id  addition  to  the  orders  and  directions  heretofore  gi 
Board,  dated  May  8th,  1873,  the  Board  further  determines 
that  the  masonry  and  superstructure  of  the  bridges,  and  t 
of  the  retaining  walls  of  the  embankments  for  said  trac 
built  as  follows,  to  wit : 

The  abutments  of  the  bridges  at  Bridge  Street,  Mechant 
Front  Street,  shall  be  built  of  granite,  in  coursed  a 
hammer-dressed  out  of  wind  on  beds  and  builds,  and 
Joints,  with  rock-face.  The  walls  to  be  6  feet  thick  at  brid 
6  feet  thick  at  base  of  ashlar  work  or  top  of  foundation, 
abutment  walls  to  be  perpendicular.  The  height  from  top 
(which  is  at  grade  or  level  with  base  of  rail)  to  top  of 
shall  be  15  feet,  and  the  foundation  masonry  shall  exi 
lower,  or  to  19  feet  below  grade,  except  where  the  fonndati 
is  over  or  near  to  the  arch  or  foundation  walls  of  Mill  B 
At  all  such  points  the  foundation  masonry  shall  extend  d 
be  built  directly  upon  or  alongside  the  masonry  of  said  i 
foundation  masonry  of  abutments  shall  consist  of  well-bo 
masonry. 

The  faces  of  abutments  shall  extend  across  the  who 
location,  and  connect  and  bond  with  the  masonry  of  the  i 
side-walls  of  embankment.  The  bridge  seats  for  superstr 
be  3  feet  deep  and  2  feet  wide.  The  masonry  shall  be  1 
cemented  mortar. 

The  side  or  retaining  walls  of  embankment  shall  exte 
side  throughout  the  whole  length  of  line  located  by  order  • 
1873,  except  at  the  crossings  of  the  several  streets,  and  th 
walls  shall  be  on  a  level  with  the  base  of  rails.  Where  t 
ment  is  20  feet  in  height,  the  side  walls  shall  be  3  feet  t 
top,  and  8  feet  thick  at  the  bottom,  with  a  batter  on  fact 
2  inches  per  vertical  foot,  and  of  corresponding  strength 
neSs  for  embankment  of  less  height.  The  masonry  of  s 
be  of  undressed  ashlar  or  coursed-rubble  work,  and  the  bed 
to  be  laid  at  right  angles  to  face  of  wall.  The  foundation 
be  laid  4  feet  below  the  surface  of  adjoining  land,  where  n 
artificial  foundations  are  required. 

Wherever  the  material  under  the  line  of  the  retaining  wt 
to  be  soft  or  unreliable  for  supporting  said  walls,  piles 
number  and  dimensions  shall  be  well  driven  and  capped  as 
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bottom  of  skew-bolts  of  arch  of  Mill  Brook  sewer,  at  their  outer  ends, 
and  upon  such  artificial  sub-foundation  the  side-walls  shall  be  built. 
To  prevent  the  retaining-walls  from  spreading,  iron  tie-rods  of  1^  inch 
diameter  shall  be  placed  twenty  feet  apart,  and  7  feet  below  the  top  of 
wall  wherever  the  side-walls  are  more,  than  12  feet  in  height  above  the 
general  surface  of  the  ground.  The  tie-rods  shall  extend  across  from 
outside  to  outside  of  walls,  and  be  fitted  with  suitable  screw-threads, 
nuts  and  washers,  for  adjustment.  The  foundation-walls  shall  in  all 
cases  be  so  constructed  as  not  to  impair  or  weaken  the  masonry  of 
Mill  Brook  sewer. 

There  shall  be  placed  on  the  top  of  each  retaining-wall,  and  through- 
out its  entire  length,  a  substantial  iron  railing  or  guard-fence  of  not 
less  than  3^  feet  in  height. 

The  masonry  shall  be  laid  in  cemented  mortar,  composed  of  one 
part  of  best  hydraulic  cement  and  two  parts  of  clean  sharp  sand ;  the 
space  between  the  side  or  retaining  walls  to  be  filled  with  good  gravel 
or  sand. 

The  superstructure  of  the  bridges  at  each  street-crossing  shall  con- 
sist of  one  span  of  two  trusses  of  iron,  with  iron  floor-beams.  The 
flooring  shall  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  occupy  a  vertical  space  of  more 
than  2  feet. 

The  spaces  between  the  floor-beams  shall  be  arched  and  filled  in 
with  a  compact  substance  so  as  to  effectually  deaden  the  sound  of 
passing  trains. 

The  sides  of  the  bridges  to  be  covered  in  such  manner  as  to  obscure 
passing  trains  from  the  travelled  roadway  or  street,  such  covering  to 
extend  upward  as  high  as  the  top  of  the  highest  portion  of  engines  or 
cars  which  pass  over  them. 

All  of  the  bridges  to  be  built  ^or  two  tracks,  and  to  be  so  arranged 
and  proportioned,  as  to  quantity  and  quality  of  materials  and  work- 
manship, as  to  sustain  a  rolling  load  of  one  and  a  half  tons  per  lineal 
foot  upon  each  track,  without  subjecting  any  portion  of  the  structure 
to  a  strain  greater  than  one-fifth  of  its  ultimate  strength. 

The  tracks  shall  be  of  the  usual  gauge  of  four  feet  eight  and  one- 
half  inches  (4  ft.  8^  in). 

The  rails  to  be  of  steel,  weighing  not  less  than  60  lbs.  per  linear 
yard,  fastened  with  iron  fish-plates  at  joints,  and  laid  upon  chestnut 
ties,  8  feet  long,  6  inches  thick,  and  not  less  than  8  inches  wide,  placed 
2  feet  apart,  centre  to  centre,  and  connecting  with  the  adjoining  tracks 
by  safety-switches.

This  complaint  was  made  on  tbe  petition  of  twenty  legal  n 
town  of  Everett,  under  the  proTiaions  of  section  4,  chapter 
Acts  of  1869. 

Pursuant  to  notice  to  the  railroad  company  and  the  coi 
the  Board,  on  the  third  of  September,  held  a  meeting  at  E 
made  an  examination  of  tbe  two  statfon-houseB  oomplained 
the  main  line  of  the  Eaetem  Railroad,  and  tbe  other  on  I 
Branch,  the  complainants  being  present  in  person,  and  tl 
corporation  being  represented  by  its  superintendent  an< 
After  viewing  the  premises  the  matter  was  postponed  to 
September  11,  at  the  office  of  the  Commiesioners,  when 
were  again  present  as  before,  and  statements  were  submittt 
the  number  of  passengers  taking  the  cars  from  these  station 
arguments  were  made  by  the  complainants  and  respondents 

By  tbe  evidence  submitted  by  the  complainants  it  app 
during  the  week  preceding  the  last,  hearing,  an  average  of 
passengers,  daily,  took  two  morning  trains  for  Boston  at 
on  the  main  road,  and  during  the  same  time  an  average  of 
gers,  daily,  took  two  morning  trains  for  Boston  at  the  stat 
Saugus  Branch.  And  this,  it  was  alleged,  was  the  average 
ber  of  passengers  by  the  morning  trains  throughout  the 
statistics  submitted  by  the  corporation  it  appeared  that  the 
ber  of  passengers  over  the  road  to  and  fVom  Everett,  durin 
ending  June  30tb  last,  was  165,000,  or  an  average  of  532  [ 
daily.  It  was  urged  by  tbe  complainants  that  the  stations  i 
inadequate  for  the  reasonable  accommodation  of  snch  a 
passengers,  especially  in  inclement  weather,  or  when,  by  s 
otherwise,  trains  are  delayed  so  that  an  nnusual  number  awi 

In  behalf  of  the  corporation  it  was  said  that  while  the 
passengers  ftom  Everett  is  considerable,  the  receipts  th 
consequence  of  the  low  fare  between  that  place  and  Boatot 
small ;  and  while  tbe  company,  daring  the  last  two  or  three 
expended  large  sums,  and  is  expending  large  sums  in  constt 
equipment,  in  order  to  secure  the  proper  accommodation,  cc 
safety  of  passengers,  tbey  do  not  consider  that  the  business 
warrants  a  large  outlay  of  money  in  new  station-houses,  or 
is  any  ui^ent  necessity  for  Increased  accommodationB  there. 

Upon  a  full  consideration  of  the  facts  submitted,  and  ai 
tiou  of  the  premises,  the  Commissioners  are  of  opinion  U 
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tions  in  qaestion  do  not  afford  that  accommodation  to  which  a 
communit}'  furnishing  so  large  a  number  of  passengers  is  Justly 
entitled.  Thej  were  built  many  years  ago,  when  the  number  of  passen- 
gers to  and  from  Everett  (then  a  part  of  Maiden)  was  comparatively 
small,  and  they  were  then  doubtless  amply  sufficient  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  public.  Since  that  time,  however,  and  especially  .within  the 
last  ten  years,  the  population  of  Everett  has  increased  very  rapidly, 
and  a  large  part  of  this  population  pursue  their  daily  avocations  in 
Boston,  going  to  and  from  their  places  of  business  over  the  Eastern 
Railroad.  The  rooms  which  were  ample  twenty  years  ago  are  now 
too  small  to  accommodate  reasonably  the  numbers  which  commonly 
assemble  to  take  the  morning  trains ;  and  as  the  population  of  Everett, 
on  account  of  its  location  and  the  reasonable  fares  between  it  and 
Boston,  will  probably  continue  to  increase,  the  present  accommoda- 
tions will  soon  be  found  utterly  inadequate. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  adjudge  that  the  complaint  of  the 
selectmen  of  Everett  is  weU-  founded,  and  they  recommend  to  the 
Eastern  Raibroad  Co.  that  they  furnish  more  ample  accommodations 
for  passengers  at  their  stations  in  Everett,  both  on  the  main  line  of 
their  road  and  on  the  Saugus  Branch.

Two  petitions  were  filed  in  this  case,  one  on  behalf  of  the  Boston, 
fiarre  &  Gardner  Railroad  Co.,  and  one  on  behalf  of  the  Ware  River 
Railroad  Co.,  praying  that  the  respective  corporations  be  allowed, 
under  section  4  of  chapter  121  of  the  Acts  of  1878,  to  cross  with 
their  railroads,  at  grade,  the  tracks  of  the  Cheshire  Railroad  Co.,  at  a 
point  a  short  distance  to  the  east  of  the  Winchendon  station.    There 
was  no  dispute  as  to  the  facts  involved  in  either  case.    The  tracks  of 
both  of  the  petitioning  corporations  approached  the  Cheshire  rail- 
road on  the  south,  and  both  desired  to  cross  that  road  in  order 
to  aecore  access  to  vacant  terminal  grounds  adjoining  its  Winchendon 
station  on  the  north  side,  and  which  grounds  afforded  them  immediate 
connections  for  the  exchange,  both  of  freight  and  passengers,  with 
the  Cheshire  and  the  Monadnock  roads,  the    last-named   of  which 
tenninated  at  the  same  point  as  the  others,  approaching  the  Cheshire 
road  fit>in  the  north. 
Aa  these  are  the  first  petitions  which  have  been  filed  under  the  Act 
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of  1873  (ch.  121,  S  4)i  it  Beema  desirable  for  the  Board 
Btate  its  constrnction  of  the  exietiDg  lawa  in  relation  to  m 
crossings  at  grade.  Previoosly  to  1872  the  method  in  whicl 
of  one  corporation,  authorized  hy  law  to  cross,  the  tracks 
corporation,  should  do  bo,  was,  in  the  aheeoce  of  special  pr 
law,  left  to  he  decided  by  the  corporation  authorized  so  to 
could  cross  over,  under  or  at  grade,  as  seemed  most  condu' 
interests.  By  section  12  of  chapter  58  of  the  Acts  of  1£ 
as  the  General  Railroad  Law,  a  new  rule  was  established, 
provided  that  do  railroad  corporation  organized  under  the 
of  that  Act  should  in  any  case  be  so  constructed  as  to  cross 
any  other  railroad.  By  section  3  of  chapter  180  of  the  J 
same  year,  this  provision  was  extended  to  cover  the  cases 
roads,  including  branches  and  eztensions,  thereafter  constnii 
legislation  referred  to  thus  established  a  new  public  policy  ii 
railroad  grade-crossings.  That  policy  had  been  repeatedly  ai 
recommended  in  the  reports  of  this  Board  (Reports,  1871,  p. 
pp.  131,  209),  and  was  adopted  only  after  thorotigh 
discussion.  It  was  found,  however,  in  experience,  that  c 
sionally  arose  where  considerations  of  public  convenience,  i 
grade-crossings,  counterbalanced  all  objections  to  them. 
these  exceptional  cases  the  legislature  passed  the  Act  of 
121,  §  4),  which  empowered  the  Board  of  Railroad  Comi 
under  certain  circumstances,  to  allow  one  railroad  to  cross  : 
grade.  The  power  thus  conferred  was,  however,  one  ' 
be  exercised  only  in  cases  of  manifest  necessity.  The  rule 
policy  was  definitely  laid  down,  and  every  exception  made  ■ 
rest  on  an  unquestionable  public  convenience.  In  csae  of 
for  a  new  railroad  grade-crossing,  the  simple  qoestion  for  th 
decide,  therefore,  is  whether  a  manifest  public  couvenie 
in  its  favor — a  preponderance  of  convenience  so  great  as  b 
both  considerations  of  safety  and  a  fixed  public  policy.  In  t 
case  no  insuperable  difficulty  is  claimed  to  have  originally 
the  way  of  bringing  both  of  the  petitioning  roads  into  8tatj< 
at  Winchendon,  on  the  south  side  of  the  Cheshire  road,  aj 
crossing  it  at  all.  The  Ware  River  Company,  however, 
perfectly  good  faith,  as  is  claimed,  but  in  apparent  ignora 
fact  that  the  Acts  of  1872  and  1873  had  any  application  1 
bad  made  arrangements  and  expended  a  considerable  sum 
in  purchasing  and  grading  station-grounds,  in  the  belie 
obstacle  existed  in  the  way  of  its  obtaining  permission  to 
Cheshire  road  at  grade,  as  its  charter  authorized  it  to  cross 
and  to  make  a  connection  to  the  north  af  it  with  the  Monadi 
An  understanding  bad  even  been  arrived  at,  between  this  o 
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and  the  Cheshire,  as  to  the  point  at  which  the  crossing  was  to  be 
effected.  The  Boston,  Barre  &  Gardner  Corporation  now  petitioned 
to  be  allowed  to  cross  at  the  same  point,  and  it  was  manifest  that  if 
permission  was  granted  to  the  Ware  River  railroad  to  cross  the 
Cheshire,  It  must  also  be  granted  to  the  Boston,  Barre  <&  Gardner,  as 
io  such  case  the  latter  road  would  be  compelled,  if  it  did  not  cross  the 
Cheshire,  to  cross  the  Ware  River  road  in  order  to  arrive  at  its  termi- 
nus. One  grade-crossing  was  thus  made  to  necessarily  Involve  the 
other. 

The  Commissioners  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  no  such  exigency 
of  public  convenience  was  made  out  as  would  authorize  their  mailing 
SQch  a  wholesale  exception  to  the  law.    Ample  space  now  exists  for 
the  accommodation  of  all  the  corporations  in  and  about  the  Winchen- 
doQ  station,  without  the  establishment  of  any  grade-crossing  at  all. 
Tbb  was  not  denied ;  nor  was  it  denied  that  the  necessary  transfer  of 
freight  and  passengers  could  be  effected,  without  any  grade-crossing, 
between  the  Monadnock  road  on  the  north  and  the  Boston,  Barre  & 
Gardner  and  the  Ware  River,  if  located  on  the  south  of  the  Cheshire, 
with  no  more  inconvenience  and  danger  than  always  attends  the 
process  of  switching  in  every  freight-yard  or  at  every  point  of  rail- 
road connection  in  the  Commonwealth.    Neither  was  it  disputed  that 
the  existing  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  perfectly  secured  to  the  peti- 
tioning corporations  all  the  advantages  of  an  interchange  of  traffic 
with  the  Monadnock  road,  through  the  Cheshire,  without  the  necessity 
of  any  direct  and  immediate  connection.    It  was  simply  urged  that  in 
this  case   the  Boston,  Barre   &   Gardner  Company  had  expended 
several  thousand  dollars  in  expectation  of  crossing  at  grade,  and  that 
the  Cheshire  was  unwilling,  and  did  not  think  it  ought  to  be  com- 
pelled, to  disturb  its  existing  station  arrangements  so  as  to  permit  the 
other  two  corporations  to  come  in  on  the  south  side  of  its .  tracks. 
The  course  demanded  by  the  public  convenience  as  well  as  the  private 
interests  of  the  corporations,  seemed  therefore,  to  the  Commissioners, 
to  be  obvious  and   identical.     The  three  companies  should  agree 
together  in  such  a  way  that  all  the  land  purchased  could  be  utilized, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  necessity   of  a  grade-crossing  obviated. 
This  could  easily  be  done  if  the  Cheshire  road  would  allow  its  tracks 
to  be  deflected  slightly  to  the  north,  and  so  occupy  the  ground  which 
the  other  corporations  propose  to  occupy,  after  crossing  it  at  grade, 
thus  leaving  to  them  the  grounds  left  vacant  on  the  south  of  where 
the  Cheshire  track  would  then  be.    This  would  utilize  all  the  land  in  a 
natoral  way,  would  cost  the  new  corporations  little  if  anything  more 
than  it  would  to  place  themselves  where  they  now  propose  to,  and 
should  cost  the  Cheshire  road  nothing  at  all,  as  the  changes  would  be 
effected  simply  in  the  interests  and  convenience  of  the  petitioning 
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of  the  Acts  of  1872*,  and  that  neither  in  letter  nor  in  spirit  did  the 
provisions  of  these  Aots  have  any  application  to  it. 

The  president  and  directors  of  the  Cheshire  road  also  urged  that 
the  request  of  the  petitioners  be  granted,  stating  a  decided  preference 
on  their  part  for  a  grade-crossing  at  the  point  in  question  to  any 
disturbance  of  the  existing  arrangements  of  their  tracks  or  station- 
grounds  ;  and,  as  regarded  the  question  of  public  convenience,  the 
selectmen  of  Winchendon  and  others  appeared  before  the  Board,  urg- 
ing the  permission  of  a  grade-crossing  as  the  arrangement  most  satis- 
fiictory  to  the  town. 

In  view  of  this  concurrence  of  opinion,  the  Commissioners  gave  the 
case  renewed  and  most  careful  consideration.  Under  the  extreme 
pressure  brought  to  bear  upon  them,  they  would  gladly  have  availed 
themselves  of  any  plausible  ground  of  public  convenience  upon  which 
they  could  have  given  their  assent  to  the  request  of  the  petitioners. 

As  regards  the  location  of  the  road  before  the  passage  of  the  law  of 
1872,  and  the  proceedings  had  in  relation  thereto,  it  would  seem  that 
the  law  of  1872,  as  originally  passed,  operated  as  a  direct  and  absolute 
prohibition  to  the  carrying  out  of  those  arrangements.  That  law  in 
terms  forbade  the  crossing  of  other  roads  at  grade  by  any  road  there- 
after constructed  (Acts  1872,  ch.  53,  §  12;  ch.  180,  §3).  Had  the 
legislature  intended  to  except  from  its  operation  roads-  then  located, 
but  not  wholly  constructed,  it  would  doubtless  so  have  expressed  it- 
self. The  Commissioners  understand  that  the  law  was  intended  to 
prevent  the  Ihrther  increase  of  a  system  of  crossings  fraught  with  ex- 
pense, danger  and  inconvenience  both  to  the  public  and  the  railroad 
corporations,  and  that  it  was  not  intended  that  this  prohibition  should 
apply  only  to  roads  thereafter  chartered  or  located.  On  the  contrary, 
the  Act  first  passed  did  apply  only  to  such  roads  (Acts  1872,  ch.  53, 
i  12),  and  by  a  supplementary  Act  (ch.  180  §  3)  was  expressly  ex- 
tended to  apply  to  all  roads,  including  branches  and  extensions,  (Aere- 
after  constructed. 

The  legislature  could  not  have  supposed  for  a  moment  that  such  a 
prohibition  would  not  impose  some  additional  expense  on  the  roads 
subject  to  it.  Experience,  however,  all  over  the  Commonwealth  had 
shown  the  bad  policy  of  trying  to  avoid  this  original  expense.  In  the 
case  of  the  Ware  River  road  the  expense  incurred  up  to  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  the  law  was  of  the  smallest  possible  description,  and 
the  grade-Ksrossing  might  have  been  avoided  at  a  loss  and  an  outlay  as 
amali  as  is  ever  likely  to  be  incurred  in  such  cases.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, that  the  new  corporation  assumed  all  the  plans  and  an*ange- 
ments  of  the  old  one,  and  proceeded  in  the  work  of  construction, 
either  wholly  disregarding  the  law,  or  in  ignorance  of  its  application 
to  their  case.    This  fact  the  Commissioners  cannot  accept  as  a  good 
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reason  for  their  assenting  to  the  violation  of  a  sonncl  rale 
policy.  If,  whene\-er  the  directors  of  a  new  corporation  thi 
grade-crossing  would  best  meet  their  views,  they  are  to  n 
preparations  accordingly,  and  then,  protesting  ignoraDce  of 
to  demand  the  assent  of  this  Board  to  such  crossing  as  a 
coarse, — if  this  rule  is  to  obtain,  the  law  had  best  be  repeale 
Ignorance  of  the  law  escases  railroad  corporations  no  mo 
does  individuals. 

The  law  of  1873  (ch.  121,  §  4)  limits  the  powers  of  this 
the  permission  of  grade- crossings  in  cases  where  the  pi 
venienee  shall  in  their  opinion  require  sach  crossing.  It  do 
tborize  them  to  approve  snch  crossings  when  not  in  their  c 
quired,  but  made  desirable  to  corporations  through  arrs 
entered  upon  in  disregard  of  the  law.  The  simple  question 
for  the  Commissioners  to  decide  is,  whether  the  public  convf 
quires  an  exception  to  the  established  policy.  In  the  preset 
the  corporations  immediately  interested,  as  well  as  the  local 
thoritiea,  strongly  urge  that  an  exception  be  conceded  to  the 
If  a  local  temporary  feeling  is  to  be  the  test  in  such  cases,  tb 
had  much  better  be  confided  to  boards  of  selectmen  or  co 
missioners  than  to  this  Board.  It  is  matter  of  experience 
authorities  and  neighborhood  residents  are  almost  always  i 
highway  crossings  of  railroads  at  grade.  These,  howeve 
knowledged  to  be  opposed  to  public  policy.  So  as  regard 
yade-cros sings,  local  public  opinion  turns  almost  invariabl 
porary  local  considerations,  without  much  regard  to  gener 
mate  results.  With  railroad  corporations  the  case  is 
different.  Abstractly  the  grade-crossing  of  other  roads  if 
regarded  as  a  danger,  an  expense,  and  an  inconvenience.  I 
they  almost  invariably  prefer  to  submit  to  it,  as  in  the  pn 
rather  than  undergo  any  immediate  disturbance  of  existinj 
ments.  From  this  fact  have  resulted  many  of  the  most  j 
railroad  complications  of  the  State.  Boston,  Worcester,  '. 
Framingham  may  be  cited  as  familiar  examples.  At  eacj 
points  roads  cross  and  recross  each  other  at  grade,  and  the 
and  annoyances  incident  to  a  false  former  disregard  of  syste 
ducing  a.  condition  of  affairs  making  immense  cxpenditur 
question  of  time.

It  if 
forty  years  since  the  Boston,  the  Worcester,  the  Framioghar 
Fitchbui^  grade-crossings  were  authorized,  all  on  grounds 
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rary  and  local  convenience.  Yet  the  Boston  crossings  have  already 
long  presented  a  problem  of  increasing  difficnltj,  and  are  now  appar- 
ently in  a  state  of  inextricable  conAision ;  while  the  Worcester  en- 
tanglement is  being  undone  with  the  utmost  effort,  and  at  immense 
cost.  In  the  present  case  two  local  roads  propose  to  cross  one  through 
road  in  order  to  make  connection  with  another  local  road.  It  is  as  if 
the  New  York  &  New  Haven  road  insisted  upon  having  its  station- 
grounds  to  the  north  of  the  Boston  <&  Albany  at  Springfield,  that  it 
might  connect  with  the  Connecticut  River  road ;  or  as  if  the  Housa- 
tonic  were  to  cross  the  Boston  &  Albany  at  Pittsfield  to  connect  with 
the  North  Adams  road :  or,  even  more,  as  if  both  the  Providence  & 
Worcester  and  the  Norwich  &  Worcester  Roads  approaching  the  new 
anion  station  at  Worcester  from  the  south  were  to  cross,  as  it  was 
actually  proposed  they  should  do,  to  the  north  side  of  the  Boston  & 
Albany  to  connect  with  the  Worcester  &  Nashua.  In  each  of  these 
cases  the  crossing  suggested  could  be  supported  on  at  least  as  good 
grounds  of  public  convenience  as  in  the  case  petitioned  for.  At  Win- 
chendonthe  roads  of  two  of  the  local  corporations  terminate  on  the 
south  of  the  Cheshire,  and  that  of  one  on  the  north.  Should  a  close 
connection  between  these  roads  ever  be  desirable  it  should  be  secured, ' 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  by  carrying  the  Monadnock  road  over 
the  Cheshire  a  mile  west  of  the  Winchendon  station,  and  bringing  it 
down  to  connect  with  the  other  roads  on  the  south  side.  It  should 
not  be  brought  about  by  carrying  the  roads  of  two  growing  corpora- 
tions over  a  third  still  more  growing,  close  to  a  depot,  at  an  acute 
angle,  and  just  before  entering  on  a  bridge. 

If,  therefore,  the  revision  of  the  dBcisioo  of  the  Commissioners  is 
to  depend  upon  considerations  of  public  convenience,  they  are  unable 
to  see  any  ground  upon  which  to  rest  it.  So  far  as  the  public,  apart 
from  the  corporations,  is  concerned,  there  seems  nothing  to  affect  the- 
general  principle  that  grade  railroad  crossings  are,  if  possible,  always . 
to  be  avoided.  So  far  as  the  corporations  are  concerned,  the  cross- 
ing petitioned  for  would,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  be  perhaps  a 
temporary  convenience.  It  would  obviate  the  necessity  of  disturbing 
existing  plans  and  arrangements,  and  of  moving  a  few  inexpensive 
baildings  a  short  distance.  On  the  other  hand,  ^  would  prove  a  per- 
petual and  increasing  source  of  dehiy,  annoyance  and  danger;  it 
would  necessitate  in  course  of  time  costly  re-arrangements,  and  would 
thus  defer  to  the  future  what  ought  to  be  provided  for  now.  If  at  the 
request  of  the  railroad  corporations,  and  to  avoid  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense of  slight  immediate  changes,  the  public  policy,  as  regards  rail- 
road crossings,  is  to  be  set  aside,  and  one  more  railroad  complication 
to  be  added  to  the  considerable  number  of  those  the  solution  of  which 
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Ib  yet  to  be  found,  the  aathortty  for  such  a  proceeding  mnat  1 
elsewhere  than  with  thia  Board. 

If,  however,  m  suggested  by  the  president  of  the  Ware  R

In  any  case  like  the  present, 
it  is  aimply  a  question  as  to  what  is  reasonable.  This  of  coo 
greatly  under  varying  circumstances.  That,  for  instance, 
reasonable  for  way  business  may  not  be  reasonable  foi 
business ;  that  which  is  reasonable  for  local  country  travel 
very  unreasonable  for  metropolitan  or  city  travel ;  and  % 
which  would  be  very  reasonable  for  one  road  may  be  prac 
possible  for  another.  An  universal  practice  as  regards  any 
public  accommodation  found  to  exist  among  roads  of  the  sai 
ter  under  similar  conditions  of  time,  place,  traffic,  &c.,  is  n 
ably  the  best  test  of  what  is  reasonable  in  that  r^ard.

ring  to  the  previous  communication  of  this  Board,  of  November, 
the  Commissioners  have  agtun  noticed  that  the  provisions  of  tt 
of  1872  are  not  complied  with  by  you  in  the  case  of  the  grade-cr< 
of  the  Boston,  Hartford  &  Erie  and  the  Norwich  &  Worcester 
in  the  town  of  Webster.  The  Commissioners  cannot  acquiesce 
construction  placed  upon  this  law  by  you,  to  the  effect  that  it 
applicable  in  cases  where  both  roads  crossing  at  grade  are  und 
control  or  management  of  the  same  parties.  The  Commissionei 
ceive  that  this  law  was  passed  wholly  with  a  view  to  the  better  | 
tion  of  the  travelling  public  against  accident.

So  far  as  the  safety  of  the  travelling  public  is  concernec 
are  unable  to  see  how  the  fact  that  the  roads  are  under  one  mi 
meut  can  be  of  any  importance.  Collisions  at  grade-cross ing? 
from  carelessness  of  emplojfs,  and  this  law  was  enacted  as  ai 
tional  safeguard  against  such  carelessness.  The  fact  that  the  em 
of  the  two  roads  are  under  one  and  the  same  control,  would  ht 
obvious  relation  to  the  degree  of  care  exercised  by  them.  If  s 
cident  should  now  occur  at  this  crossing,  the  responsibility  for  it 
rest  upon  this  Board  not  less  than  upon  the  corporations  yoa  repi 

Referring  to  the  suggestion  mode  by  you  that  the  present  met 
crossing  should  be  so  changed  that  one  road  should  enter  apt 
leave  the  other  by  a  switch  instead  of  by  a  fVog  as  at  presen 
making  a  technical  case  of  entry  and  use  instead  of  a  cross 
grade,  the  Commissioners  are  wholly  unable  to  acquiesce  in  si 
evasion  of  the  terms  of  the  law.  An  entry  and  use  of  one  railr 
another  for  the  purpose  of  crossing  must  be  considered  a  cross 
grade,  and  the  precautions  prescribed  in  the  Acts  referred  to  u 
ohsen'cd  at  it. 

If  the  construction  placed  upon  the  statutes  by  this  Board  is 
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accordaDce  with  that  placed  upon  them  by  the  corporations,  they  have 
their  remedy  in  an  appeal  to  the  courts.  Meanwhile,  until  otherwise 
jadicially  instructed,  the  Commissioners  must  enforce  the  law  as  they 
understand  it.  I  am,  therefore,  directed  to  notify  you  that  unless  the 
provisions  of  chapter  313  of  the  Acts  of  1872  are  forthwith  complied 
with  at  the  grade-crossing  in  Webster,  the  case  will  be  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  attorney-general,  with  a  view  to  enforce  the  penalties 
prescribed  for  the  yiolations  of  the  law  against  both  corporations. 

The  Commissioners  consider  one  week  from  the  date  of  the  present 
communication  as  affording  you  ample  time  for  the  establishment  of 
the  necessary  system  of  signals.

PBimOH  OP  THE  M£TROPOLrrAN  RAILROAD  COMPANT  THAT  THE  RAIL- 
ROAD Commissioners  will  Fix  and  Determine  the  Past  anp 
Future  Compensation  to  be  Paid  bt  the  Highland  Street 
Bailwat  Company  for  Use  of  Tracks,  &c. 

Award  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  by  virtue  of  a  charter  granted 
to  it  in  1853,  and  under  the  authority  of  various  supplementary  Actss 
constructed  and  operated  a  street  railway  running  from  a  point  in  the 
Dorchester  district  through  Warren,  Dudley,  Washington,  Boylston, 
Tremont,  Temple  Place  and  various  other  streets,  all  in  Boston. 

After  this  road  had  been  in  operation  for  several  years,  the  legisla- 
ture of  1872  (Acts  1872,  Chapter  212)  incorporated  the  Highland 
Street  Railway  Company,  with  authority  to  construct  and  operate  a 
railway  between  Grove  Hall  on  Warren  Street,  which  street  was 
already  occupied  in  part  by  the  tracks  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad 
Company,  along  said  street  to  Dudley  Street,  and  thence,  diverging 
fh>m  the  line  of  streets  occupied  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Com- 
pany through  Dudley  Street  and  Shawmut  Avenue  to  Tremont  Street ; 
thence  along  Tremont  Street,  which  street  also  was  already  in  part 
occupied  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  to  Temple  Place 
Street ;  thence  to  Washington  Street,  and  thence  by  Boylston  or  Eliot 
Street  back  into  Tremont  Street. 

The  franchises  of  the  two  companies,  therefore,  specifically  covered 
the  same  streets  of  the  city  at  certain  portions  of  their  routes,  and 
different  streets  at  other  portions. 
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The  Higblaod  Street  Bailroad  Company  vae  ftirtber  8p< 
authorized  to  enter  npoa  and  use  with  ita  own  motive-power  th 
of  any  street  railway  company  laid  in  the  streets  through  w 
tracks  of  said  corporation  might  be  located,  or  any  part  thei 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  Boston  was  authorized,  in  granting 
tiOn,  to  require  said  corporation  to  lay  one  or  more  additiona 
in  any  street  occupied  by  the  track  of  any  other  street  railv 
to  restrict  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company  to  the  use 
tracks  (Acts  1872,  Chapter  212). 

On  the  4th  of  June,  1872,  it  was  ordered  by  the  board  of  a 
of  Boston,  as  follows : — 

Ordered,  The  tracks  of  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Compa 
be  located  as  follows,  viz.:  Two  tracks  in  Warren  Street, 
Grove  Hall  and  Dudley  Street.

One  track  in  Shawmut  Avenue  between  Cliff  Street  and  Dudle; 
and  across  Dudley  Street  to  that  part  of  Shawmut  Avenu 
between  Dudley  Street  and  Washingtou  Street. 

Two  tracks  in  Sliawmtit  Avenue  between  Dudley  Street  am 
ingtoQ  Street. 

Two  tracks  in  Shatcmut  Atienue  between  Washington  Sb 
Tremont  Street. 

Two  tracks  on  Tremont  Street  between  Shawmut  Avenae  and 
Place.

Said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  make  suitable  conr 
switches,  curves,  and  turnouts,  to  unite  the  tracks  hereby  local 
a  continuous  line  of  railwa}"  from  Grove  Hall  to  Temple  Plac 
whereas  the  interests  of  public  travel  require  that  the  said  E 
Street  Railway  Company  shall  not  lay  additional  tracks  in  at 
where  tracks  are  now  located  and  constructed,  except  so  far  at 
necessary  to  QU  the  above  location,  tki»  location  ia  on  the  expre- 
tion  that  any  traaka  already  laid  in  the  etreete  or  portion  o/ttrei 
taentioaed  shall  be  deemed  tracks  within  the  above  location,  foj 
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of  said  Highland  Street  Railway  Company^  to  be  enjoyed  tinder  tfie 
provisions  as  to  compensation  to  the  corporation  owning  the  same  pro- 
tided  by  law. 

On  the  24th  day  of  October,  1872,  the  Highland  Street  Bailwaj 
Company  proceeded  to  operate  a  road  over  the  whole  or  portions  of 
the  route  specified  in  the  foregoing  order,  entering  upon  and  using  the 
tracks  of  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  as  follows : 

In  Warren  Street  between  Grove  Hall  and  Dudley  Street ;  Wash- 
ington Street  between  Dudley  Street  and  Shawmut  Avenue ;  Tremont 
Street  between  Shawmut  Avenue  and  Temple  Place ;  Temple  Place 
Street  between  Tremont  and  Washington  Streets,  and  Washington, 
between  Temple  Place  Street  and  Boylston  Street,  and  Eliot  Street 
from  Washington  to  Tremont  Streets. 

The  two  companies  were  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  manner  and  con- 
ditions of  such  entry  and  use,  or  as  to  the  compensation  to  be  paid 
therefor  for  time  past,  or  for  the  fhture  use  of  the  same,  and  a  petition 
was  presented  to  this  Board  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  S81  of 
the  Acts  of  1871  (§§  38-9). 

It  nowhere  appeared  that  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company 
either  was  authorized  to  or  did  enter  upon  and  use  any  tracks  of 
the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company  beyond  or  without  its  franchise 
limits. 

The  award  of  the  Commissioners  is  based  upon  the  following 
principles : — 

The  route  through  which  a  corporation  can  operate  a  street  railway 
and  receive  and  retain  profits  for  the  carriage  of  passengers  in  its  cars 
is  co-extensive  with  the  limits  specified  in  its  Act  of  incorporation. 

Where  different  routes  or  parts  of  routes  are  specified  in  the  respec- 
tive charters,  such  routes  or  parts  of  routes  appertain  exclusively  to 
that  company  in  whose  charter  alone  they  are  specified. 

Where  the  same  route  or  part  of  a  route  is  specified  for  two  or  more 
companies,  that  route  is  the  common  property  of  all  such  companies, 
and  no  one  of  them  has  an  exclusive  right  to  its  use,  or  to  the  profits 
on  the  carriage  of  passengers  within,  to,  or  from  the  streets  included 
in  it. 

The  granting  of  a  franchise  to  operate  a  street  railway  within  de- 
fined limits  is  a  matter  which  rests  exclusively  in  legislative  discretion ; 
a  prior  charter  in  no  way  excludes  the  granting  of  a  subsequent 
charter  including  the  same  route  or  any  part  of  it. 

The  right  of  a  street  railway  company  to  enter  upon  and  use  the 
tracks  of  another  company,  which  tracks  are  situated  within  the

The  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  though  the  prior  c 
having  no  exclusive  right  in  such  routes  or  parts  of  routes  as 
oladed  in  the  franchises  of  both  companies,  is  not  entitled  t< 
any  compensation  for  division  of  business,  or  diversion  of  pre 
sequent  upon  the  operation  of  the  Highland  Street  Railway  ( 
within  such  routes  or  parts  of  routes. 

In  case  of  the  overcrowding  of  tracks  by  the  cars  of  compai 
ing  a  legal  right  to  enter  upon  and  use  such  traclcs,  as  being  w 
chartered  limits  of  such  companies,  no  company  whose  bu 
injured  by  such  overcrowding  has  any  claim  on  account  of  soi 
against  the  other  companies  equally  entitled  to  tlie  use  of  sue 

We  award  and  direct  that  the  Highland  Street  Railway  < 
shall  pay  to  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  the  sums  of  money  he 
specifled,  computed  on  the  principles  above  set  forth,  viz. ; 

The  sum  of  $4,302  39,  in  full  compensation  for  entry  upon

In  fixing  the  above  compensation,  consideration  has  not  be 
to  the  fact  that  certain  sections  of  the  track  used  in  commo 
two  companies  in  Warren  Street  are  the  property  of  the  1 
Company,  no  petition  for  comi>ensation,  on  account  of  entiy  i 
use  of  such  tracks,  having  been  presented. 

We  i\irther  award,  that  the  Highland  Street  Rwlway  Com 
respects  the  period  of  entry  upon  and  the  use  made  of  the  U 
tan  Railroad  Company's  track,  shall  conform  to  the  rules  ant 
tions  established  in  sach  respects  by  the  last-named  compan 
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the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  and  each  company  shall 
conduct  business  in  the  enjoyment  of  its  rights  so  as  to  interfere  as 
little  as  possible  with  the  business  of  the  other. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  switches,  including  wages  of  switchmen,  at 
all  points  where  the  Highland  Street  Railway  Company  enters  upon 
and  leaves  the  Metropolitan  tracks,  shall  be  borne  by  the  first-named 
company  ;  on  all  other  portions  of  the  tracks  used  in  common  it  shall 
be  borne  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  and  is  included  in 
the  general  compensation  awarded. 

The  cost»of  removing  snow  and  ice  ftom  the  tracks  used  in  common 
shall  be  borne  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Company,  and  is  included 
in  the  general  compensation  awarded,  except  as  regards  that  portion 
of  the  track  located  in  Warren  Street  between  Dudley  Street  and 
Grove  Hall,  sections  of  which  belong  to  each  company, — as  regards 
this  portion  of  track,  it  is  awarded  that  the  charge  of  removing  ice 
and  snow  fW)m  all  the  track  lying  between  Grove  Hall  and  the  north 
side  of  Lansing  Street  be  borne  exclusively  by  the  Highland  Street 
Bailway  Company,  and  the  cost  of  removing  ice  and  snow  from  all  the 
track  betweenr  the  north  side  of  Lansing  Street  and  Dudley  Street  shall 
be  borne  exclusively  by  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  Companj*. 

This  award  shall  take  effect  and  be  binding  ft-om  and  after  the  1st 
day  of  January,  1874.

EFFECT  OF  COLD  UPON  IRON  AND  STEEI 

In  their  report  of  last  year  this  Board  discussed  at  somfi  It 
above  subject,  and  gave,  ao  far  as  known,  the  opinions  ol 
experimenters  in  this  and  other  countrieB  in  regard  to  it.  Tt 
of  evidence  presented  seemed  to  indicate  that  temperature  n 
limits  of  atmospheric  changes  in  open  air  had  bat  slight  infiut 
the  strength  of  good  iron  and  steel  in  ordinary  mechanical  us 

The  experiments  cited  were  most  of  them  carefully  mad< 
far  as  experiments  or  laboratory  testa  could  go,  seemed  U. 
vincing. 

In  order  that  this  intereating  eubject  might  be  more  th 
investigated  by  thoae  having  charge  of  the  trades  and  rolling 
the  railroads,  the  following  circular  was  sent  to  the  officers  of 
ing  railroads  of  this  State : —

The  Board  ol  Railroad  Commissioners  is  desirouB  of  obtainin 
Information  it  can  in  regard  to  the  effects  of  temperature  upon 
steel,  in  the  daily  operation  of  railroads.

rails  have  Buperseded  iron  rails  of  the  quality  previoi 
breaking  of  raUs  has  almost  entirely  ceased : — 


DgabSir: — I  have  your  letter  of  the  24th,  and  have  n; 
giving  you  the  information  that  you  ask  for. 

I  may  Bay  that  we  commenced  to  use  steel  rails  upon  Ais 
considerable  extent,  three  years  ago,  the  first  large  lot — 6; 
laid  down  in  1870.  Previously  to  that  we  had  entirely 
except  about  100  tons  of  steel  which  we  laid  down  as  an  e: 
eight  years  ago. 

Our  railway,  ten  years  ago,  was  990  miles  long,  and  wilhi: 
■is  years  has  been  ext«nded,  until  it  now  reaches  a  total 
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Oriflinally  a  large  part  of  the  line  was  laid  with  the  bridge  or  U  rail,  laid  in 
chairs;  but  about  fourteen  years  ago  the  regular  T  rail  was  introduced, 
with  fish-joints,  and  all  subsequent  renewals  have  been  made  with  that 
description  of  rail.  The  bridge  mil  originally  laid  weighed  sixty-six  pounds 
to  the  yard.  Tlie  T  rails  that  have  been  used  since  have  varied  between 
sutty-five  and  seventy-five  pounds  to  the  yard.  The  renewals  of  our  iron 
rails  have  been  on  an  average  about  once  in  every  seven  years ;  some,  of 
course,  much  more  rapidly  than  that,  but  where  the  traffic  is  light,  on 
branches,  the  rails  last  for  a  longer  period  of  time. 

The  small  lot  of  10()  tons  of  steel  rails,  that  we  tried  eight  or  ten  years 
ago,  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  was  determined  to  largely  increase  the 
quantity.  Accordingly,  in  1870,  we  laid  in  6,000  tons;  in  1871,  about  6,000 
tons;  and  in  the.  present  year,  about  18,000  tons;  so  that  we  have  now  in 
the  track  very  nearly  800  miles  of  steel  rails  laid  in,  in  the  order  I  have 
mentioned.  All  our  sleepers  are  laid  now  about  two  feet  four  inches  from 
centre  to  centre.  This  has  been  going  on  for  several  yeara,  but  originally 
they  were  about  three  feet  apart  from  centres. 

The  sleepers  during  the  last  few  years  have  been  well  maintained,  and  I 
do  not  think  that  there  are  many  roads  where,  as  a  rule,  the  sleepers  are  in 
better  condition  than  they  have  been  upon  this  railway  during  the  last  four 
or  five  years. 

It  was  the  serious  breakage  of  rails,  in  our  cold  climate,  that  induced  us 
to  seriously  consider  the  question  of  steel,  and  the  decision  we  came  to  has 
so  far  been  thoroughly  borne  out  by  the  result.  We  have,  as  you  are  prob- 
ably aware,  greater  cold,  and  for  a  longer  length  of  time  to  encounter,  than 
any  other  railway  on  this  continent,  the  thermometer  frequently  going  as 
low  as  thirty  degrees  below  zero. 

I  can  now  give  you  the  number  of  iron  rails  that  have  broken  in  the  last 
few  years : — 

In  the  winter  of  1863  and  '64, 4,819  . 

1864  and  '65, . .  2,760 

1865  and  '66, 2^91 

1866  and  '67, 6,644 

1867  and  '68, 4,324 

1868  and  '69, 4,798 

1869  and  '70, 4,737 

1870  and  '71 2,569 

1871  and  '72, 6,061 

This  is  cer{ainly  an  alarming  list  of  breakages,  but  is  carefully  accurate, 
having  been  made  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  what  precisely  was  the  wear 
and  tear  on  this  railway,  as  regards  rails,  in  our  intensely  cold  climate. 

In  regard  to  steel  rails,  there  have  been  broken  in  all,  out  of  the  300  miles 
we  now  have  in  the  track,  sixty-six  rails.  But  upon  close  examination  of 
every  one  of  these,  it  has  been  found  that  they  have  been  either  broken  f^m 
some  flaw  in  the  flange,  or  from  having  received  damage  from  the  cars 
being  off  the  track  by  broken  axles,  or  some  other  cause.  The  actual  num- 
ber of  sound  rails  broken,  without  any  assignable  cause,  will  not  exceed 
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seve;!  or  eight  in  the  whole.  I  think  this  is  a  most  satisfa 
especially  in  such  a  cold  climate  as  we  have,  and  shows  the  tbs 
of  Bteel  over  iron  for  rails. 

I  may  add  that,  of  the  first  experimental  100  tons  that  we  1 
np  some  of  the  rails  after  they  had  been  down  seven  jears,  ai 
them,  found  that  an  eighteen-feet  rail  had  lost  one  and  one-four 
woig'ht  during  the  time  that  it  had  been  in  the  tr.ick,  but  that  th 
wear  had  been  perfectly  uniform  along  the  whole  length  of 
that  there  was  not  the  slightest  appearance,  either  npon  the  t 
took  up  and  weighed,  or  any  of  those  tJiat  were  left  in  the  t 
lamination,  or  the  damage  which  usually  results  to  iron  rails 
years'  wear. 

The  breakage  of  iron  rails  this  winter  is  exceedingly  light 
pared  to  what  it  was  last  winter,  which  I  attribute  to  the  fact 
although  we  are  now  having  exceedingly  cold  weather,  tlie  w( 
our  road  are  now  laid  with  steel. 

I  hope  this  information  is  what  you  require.    If  not,  I  shall  I 
indeed  to  add  anything  to  it  upon  hearing  from  you.

Mr  Bear  Sik  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  1st  inst.,  and  am 
say  that  we  have  had  the  most  perfect  satisfaction  so  far  with  o) 
We  have  now  rather  more  than  500  miles  of  steel  on  our  line,  j 
of  course,  was  laid  before  the  beginning  of  the  pi-esent  winter. 

We  began  to  lay,  in  September,  1870,  and  from  Ihat  date 
1673  we  had  altogether  207  steel  rails  broken. 

This  is  not  a  correct  view,  however,  of  the  matter,  as  some 
broke  4rom  apparent  flaws  in  the  flanges  of  tlie  rail,  and  wh; 
ticed  before  the  rails  were  laid  down,  and  a  deduction  made  on 
fixim  the  original  price. 

Some  of  the  rails  were  also  broken  from  cars  getting  off  the  I 
portions  of  the  line  and,  running  on  to  the  steel,  breaking  the  f 
rails,  and  therefore  of  course  weakening  it. 

I  think  I  am  right  in  saying  that  less  than  one-half  of  the  t 
broken  are  owing  to  causes  which  are  not  apparent,  and  ap 
broken  fVom  no  assignable  cause.  . 

This  of  course  is  an  enormous  improvenient  over  anything  t 
had  in  our  experience  of  iron  rails,  and  I  am  satisfied  in  every  j 
with  the  result  of  Ihe  working  of  steel  rails  up  to  the  present  ti

.  weat  of  Concord  atation,  stepped  from  the  inward  track  to  avoid  an  ap- 
ihing  train  directly  in  front  of  the  engine  of  an  outward  eipreas  train,  and 
killed. 
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April  7. — ^William  Clary  attempted  to  pass  imder  the  cars  of  a  freight  train  in 
dharlestown.  His  foot  was  so  badly  injured  as  to  require  amputation.  He  died 
a  few  days  afterwards. 

April  10. — ^A  boy  named  Patrick  Lincey,  of  Charlestown,  fell  from  a  freight 
train  near  Prospect  St.  station.

In  passing  between  the  can 
he  fell  to  the  ground  ii^juring  one  of  his  feet.

July  26. — Thomas  Brannan,  a  track  hand,  fell  while  getting  upon  a  train  at 
Concord  Turnpike.

August  15. — Michael  Fhelan,  switchman  at  South  Acton,  was  run  over  by  an 
engine  while  standing  ,or  walking  upon  the  track.

Bat  one  train  accident  daring  the  year,  which  occarred  January  28,  1873, 
on  the  New  London  Northern  Railroad,  near  Three  Riyers,  caused  by  a  fi«ight 
train  of  the  N.  L.  N.  R.  R.  colliding  with  an  engine  belonging  to  this  company, 
attached  to  a  snow-plow,  the  property  of  the  N.  L.  N.  R.  R.  The  circomstances 
were  as  follows : — 

The  day,  being  a  very  snowy  one,  the  mixed  train  was  discontinued,  and  all 
agents  notified  by  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  who  also  ordered  this  engine 
to  run  wild  from  Athol  to  Barrett's  Junction,  there  to  get  time  or  flag  it  to 
Palmer  behind  some  regular  N.  L.  N.  train.  On  its  arrival  at  Palmer,  to  take 
snow-plow  and  be  ready  to  start  for  Athol  when  the  word  was  given  by  the  N. 
L.  N.  agent,  under  whose  control  our  trains  are  while  on  the  N.  L.  N.  R.  R., 
he  gave  the  word  to  go,  and  this  extra  started,  and  when  approaching  Three 
Rivers,  met  this  N^  L.  N.  freight  train,  who  were  coming  down  a  grade  at 
increased  speed.  Both  locomotives  were  reversed,  and  every  effort  made  to 
stop  the  collision ;  but  the  distance  being  too  short,  they  came  together.  The 
engineer  and.  fireman  Jumped  frt)m  the  engine,  but  an  agent  of  the  road  who 
was  on  the  engine,  was  thrown  under  the  wreck,  and  died  about  two  hours  after 
he  was  taken  out.  There  were  six  men  in  snow-plow,  three  of  whom  escaped 
without  iigury,  one  was  slightly  iigured,  and  the  remaining  two  recovered  after 
being  laid  up  a  few  weeks,  and  are  now  in  the  service  of  the  company. 

The  other  casualty  occurred  at  Bondville,  resulting  in  the  death  of  a  brake- 
man,  arising  from  his  own  carelessness  in  standing  in  between  two  cars,  with 
one  foot  on  each,  and  then  pulling  the  pin,  causing  the  train  to  separate,  and 
thus  throw  him  under  the  wheels.

AGREEMENT 

BETWEEN  THE  OLD  COLONY  &  NEWPORT  RAILWAY  COMPANY, 
SOUTH  SHORE  RAILROAD  COMPANY  AND  THE  DUXBURY  &  C0HA8- 
SET  RAILROAD  COMPANY. 

This  Agreement  of  three  parts,  made  this  tTfenty-fifth  day  of  Novemberi  ▲.  d.  1871 » 
by  aad  between  the  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway  Company,  party  of  the  first 
part,  the  South  Shore  Raihroad  Company,  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  Dux- 
bury  &  Cohasset  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  third  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

I.  It  is  hereby  agreed  th'at  from  and  after  the  completion  of  the  Duxbnry  &  Co- 
hasset Railroad,  the  business  of  said  railroad  between  Cohasset  and  Boston  and  inter- 
mediate points  shall  be  done,  during  the  term  hereof,  over  the  railroads  of  the  parties  of 
the  first  and  second  parts,  at  the  rates  and  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

II.  The  passenger,  flreight  and  express  business  to  and  from  any  point  on  the  Dux- 
bury  &  Cohasset  Railroad  to  and  firom  any  point  on  the  South  Shore  Railroad,  or  Old 
Colony  &  Newi>ort  Railway,  between  Cohasset  and  Boston  inclusive,  shall  be  trans- 
ported in  cars  to  be  provided,  equipped  and  kept  in  order  and  repairs  by  said  party  of 
the  third  part,  which  shall  also  provide  necessary  baggage  masters,  brakemen,  fire  and 
lights  for  its  passenger  cars,  and  brakemen  for  its  freight  cars ;  passenger  cars  are  to  be 
attached  to  local  passenger  trains,  and  fireight  cars  to  local  fireight  trains,  on  said  South 
Shore  Railroad  and  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway. 

Express  matter  may  be  carried  in  the  baggage  cars  of  said  Duxbury  &  Cohasset 
Railroad  Company  attached  to  passenger  trains,  subject  to  the  rules  and  limitations  now 
in  force,  or  which  may  ftom  time  to  time  be  adopted,  in  regard  to  transporting  such 
matter  on  the  South  Shore  Railroad  and  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway,  and  said 
party  of  the  third  part  shall  pay  to  the  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts,  respectively, 
the  same  proportion  of  the  whole  amount  received  for  transporting  such  express  matter 
between  any  two  points,  as  under  the  provisions  hereof,  it  is  to  pay  to  said  parties  of  the 
first  and  second  parts,  of  the  regular  first-class  passenger  fkre  between  the  same  two 
points.  No  greater  weight  of  express  matter  shall  bo  at  any  time  carried  in  any  car 
than  is  allowed  to  be  carried  in  baggage  cars,  on  said  South  Shore  Railroad  and  Old 
Colony  &  Newport  Railway,  and  rates  for  express  matter  shall  not  be  less  per  mile  than 
the  rates  on  said  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway.  All  express  matter  to  be  carried 
under  contracts  exempting  the  parties  from  liabilities  for  any  loss. 

The  amounts  received  for  season  and  package  tickets  in  the  joint  business  shall  be 
divided  in  the  same  proportion  as  regular  first-class  passenger  Aires.  The  rates  for  sea- 
son tickets  shall  not  be  less  per  mile  than  the  rates  for  such  tickets  per  mile  at  points 
between  Cohasset  and  Boston,  on  said  South  Shore  Railroad  and  Old  Colony  &  New- 
port Railway.  No  greater  discounts  per  cent,  shall  be  made  on  package  tickets  than  are 
at  the  time  made  for  corresponding  distances  on  the  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway. 
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A  freight  tariff  shall  be  adopted  by  the  party  of  the  third  part,  similar  in  its  dwsifica- 
tion  and  arbitrary  weights  to  the  flight  tariff  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  tiae 
being,  and  all  fhiight  8haU  be  billed  in  accordance  therewith. 

Each  party  will  bill  freight,  and  provide  and  sell  tickets,  and  make  and  gnarantr  col- 
lections at  stations  on  its  railroads. 

The  rates  to  lie  paid  by  said  Duxbur>'  &  Cohasset  RaUroad  Company  for  paeseo^srt 
and  freight  carried  under  the  provisions  thereof,  t>hall  be  as  follows  : 

For  passengers,  two  cent^  per  mile,  carried  by  the  partis  of  the  first  and  second  poiu, 
or  either  of  them. 

For  each  ton  of  freight  (having  regard  to  said  classification  and  arbitrary  weight),  per 
mile,  carried  by  the  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts,  or  either  of  them,  for  fir^-cLu« 
freight,  five  cents ;  for  second-class  freight,  three  and  seven-tenths  cents ;  for  third-dass 
fireight,  three  and  one-tenth  cents,  together  with  twenty-five  cents  per  ton  for  depos 
charges  on  each  ton  of  freight  received  or  delivered  at  any  point  on  said  South  Shore  or 
Old  Colony  &.Xewi>ort  Railway  between  Cohasset  and  Boston  inclusive. 

III.  The  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agrees  to  fhmish  motive  power  and  passen- 
ger, baggage  and  freight  cars  to  said  party  of  the  third  part  sufficient  to  operate  itf  mi- 
road  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  to  charge  therefor  the  average  cost  per  mile  nm  fm 
engines  and  cars  on  the  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway,  including  interest  on  «aid 
engines  and  cars,  the  engines  to  be  sufficient  in  number  and  power  for  the  bosiness  to  be 
done,  to  be  kept  in  repair  and  furnished  with  engineers,  firemen,  fuel  and  oU  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  with  water  by  the  party  of  the  third  part,  and  the  cars  tr. 
be  equal  in  all  respects  to  those  used  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  transports 
tion  of  passengers  and  freight  u(x>n  its  own  road ;  fiiel,  oil  and  brakemen  for  such  cars 
to  be  furnished  by  the  party  of  the  third  part,  and  no  allowance  to  be  made  for  pas»eo- 
gers  of  the  parties  of  the  first  and  second  part^,  carried  in  said  cars  on  their  respectK^ 
roads.  Any  damage  to  said  engines  or  cars  caused  by  any  defect  in  the  railroad,  or 
negligence  of  employes  of  the  party  of  the  third  part,  to  be  borne  by  the  party  of 
the  third  part.  And  the  party  of  the  third  part  agrees  to  pay  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  for  the  use  of  engines  and  cars,  at  the  rates  alx)ve  specified.  All  accoants  und^r 
the  provisions  of  Sections  II.  and  III.  hereof,  to  be  made  up  at  the  close  of  each  monih, 
and  balances  found  due  to  be  settled  without  delay. 

IV.  The  party  of  the  first  part  agrees  to  furnish  and  pay  to  the  party  of  the  tliird  part, 
as  a  loan,  such  sum  of  mone}%  not  exceeding  forty  thousand  dollars,  as  may  he  found 
necessary  for  the  completion  of  its  railroad,  which  sam  the  party  of  the  third  part 
agrees  to  repay  to  the  part>'  of  the  first  part  within  five  years  from  the  twenty-fifth  day 
of  November,  a.  d.  1871,  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  seven  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually.  And  the  party  of  the  third  part  hereby  agrees  that  it  will,  a^ 
soon  as  the  account  can  be  made  up,  and  the  amount  of  such  loan  ascertained,  make 
and  deliver  to  said  party  of  the  first  part  its  notes  or  bonds  upon  the  terms  aforesaid,  fiX 
all  sums  loaned  under  the  provisions  hereof,  and  does  hereby  mortgage  its  railroad 
finukchise  and  property  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  Icsm 
and  interest  thereon. 

And  further,  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  said  principal  and  interest  of  said  loan,  the 
party  of  the  third  part  does  hereby  make  and  constitute  the  party  of  the  first  part  i& 
agent  and  attorney,  to  manage  its  railroad  and  collect  and  receive  its  earnings  and 
income,  and,  after  paying  the  expenses  of  operating  said  railroad,  and  keeping  the  same 
in  repair,  to  apply  the  balance  thereof  to  the  payment  aud  liquidation  of  the  amount  dae 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  both  principal  and  interest,  until  the  whole  is  paid,  when  said 
agency  shall  terminate. 

V.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  third  part,  as  soon  as  Iht 
amount  loaned  as  aforesaid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  can  be  ascertained,  the  party  of 
the  third  part  hereby  agrees  to  execute  and  deliver  to  said  party  of  the  first  part  sadt 
ftirther  deeds  and  assurances  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  to  said  party  of  the  first  part 
a  clear  and  valid  lien  and  mortgage  upon  the  railroad  and  fiimchise  of  the  party  of  the 
third  part,  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  loan  and  interest  thereon  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion IV. 
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YI.  The  several  parts  of  this  agreement  shall  termhiate  as  follows,  viz. :  The  pro- 
Tisions  of  Section  II.  shall  continne  in  force  for  a  period  of  ten  years  and  thereafter, 
until  the  expiration  of  twelve  months'  notice  in  writing  of  a  desire  to  terminate  the 
same,  given  by  either  of  said  parties  to  the  other,  provided  that  if  within  said  term  a  rail- 
road shall  be  constructed  between  any  point  on  said  South  Shore  Railroad  and  any  point 
on  said  Old  Colony  &  Newport  Railway  in  Qnincy,  and  the  party  of  the  third  part 
shall  elect  to  send  its  passengers  and  flreight,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  its  cars  as  aforesaid, 
between  said  points  upon  such  railroad  to  Quincy,  and  thence  upon  the  said  Old  Colony 
&  Newport  Railway,  to  and  A*om  Boston,  it  shall  be  at  liberty  to  do  so,  paying  the 
parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts  for  passengers  and  freight  so  carried,  the  rates  per 
mile  upon  their  respective  roads  (and  depot  charges  on  freight)  above  specified,  ni>on'the 
terms  aforesaid. 

Either  the  party  of  the  second  part  or  the  party  of  the  third  part  may  terminate  Sec- 
tion III.  hereof,  at  any  time,  by  giving  six  months'  notice  of  its  purpose  so  to  do,  in 
writing  to  the  other. 

The  party  of  the  third  part  may  at  any  time  terminate  Section  lY.  by  giving  thirty 
days'  notice  in  writing  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  of  its  purpose  so  to  do,  and  paying 
to  said  party  of  the  first  part  any  balance  then  remaining  of  loans  and  advances  and 
interest  thereon  made  by  the  party  of  the  first  part.

ARTICLES    OF    AGREEMENT 

Of  two  parts,  made  this  twelfth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  tboaMnd 
eight  hundred  and  seventyi  by  and  between  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway 
Railroad,  a  corporation  dniy  established  by  authority  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, of  the  first  part,  and  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  a  eoipofatioii 
dnly  established  by  authority  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  of  the  second  part. 

Whereas,  the  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad  was  duly  inoocpo- 
rated  by  act  of  the  legislature  of  New  Hampshire,  approved  on  the  third  day  of  Jane, 
eiglfteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  under  and  by  virtue  thereof,  and  of  the  act  of  said 
legislature,  approved  July  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-fiix,  and  of  other  acta  in 
addition  thereto,  has  become  the  owner  of,  and  has  in  use,  a  railroad  ftom  Brock's 
Crossing,  so  called,  on  the  Portland,  Saco  &  Portsmouth  Railroad,  to  UnioD  TUIage, 
in  the  town  of  Wakefield,  in  Carroll  County,  with  authority  to  construct  and  maintain  a 
railroad  from  the  present  terminus  of  said  railroad  in  Union  Village,  to  some  point  in 
the  town  of  Conway,  with  other  powers  and  privileges  in  said  acts,  and  the  serecal  acts 
in  addition  thereto  specified  and  granted;  and,  whereas,  by  the  fourth  section  of  said  act» 
approved  July  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  it  is  provided  and  enacted  as  ftil- 
lows,  viz. : — 

"  Section  4.  Said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad  are  hereby  anthor- 
ized  and  empowered  to  lease  for  any  period  of  time,  or  sell  their  said  railroad  and  ftan- 
chise  and  property,  to  any  railroad  corporation  in  this  State,  upon  such  terma  and  con- 
ditions as  may  be  agreed  on  and  ai^roved  by  the  railroad  commissioners  and  the 
governor  and  the  council.  The  provisions  of  any  other  act  to  the  contrary,  notwith- 
standing." 

Now,  therefore,  the  said  parties  hereto  have  agreed,  and  do  hereby  grant.  ooTenaat 
and  agree,  each  to  aud  with  the  other,  in  manner  and  form  following: 

That  is  to  say, 

First.  The  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Raihoad,  for  the  consideratioo 
hereinafter  mentioned,  doth  hereby  grant,  demise  and  lease  to  said  Eastern  Railroad  ia 
New  Hampshire,  party  hereto,  of  the  second  part,  the  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  & 
Conway  Railroad,  as  now  located,  and  as  the  same,  or  any  part  or  paits  thereof,  may 
hereafter  be  located,  and  every  part  thereof,  and  all  and  singular  branch  roads,  and 
other  railroads  of  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad  that  may  be  con- 
nected therewith,  and  all  and  singular  side-tracks,  turn-outs,  turn-tables  and  other  ooo- 
venlences  and  things  that  may  be  laid,  made  or  constructed  in  connection  with,  or  for 
the  accommodation  of,  said  main  road,  or  any  such  branch  road,  or  roads ;  and  the  eatire 
right  to  use  the  same  by  locomotives,  cars,  carriages  and  engines,  or  otherwise,  to  and 
through  the  whole  extent  to  which  the  same  have  been,  or  hereafter  may  be,  located, 
built  or  constructed.  Also,  all  the  real  estate,  depots,  buildings  and  stmctiires  what- 
ever, that  may  be  acquired  or  built  for  the  use  and  accommodation  of  the  same,  and  aO 
rights,  easements,  privileges  and  appurtenances  thereof;  and  the  right  and  antliority  to 
make  and  complete  the  same,  and  to  construct  and  finish  any  and  all  bnildlngs  and 
other  accommodations  In,  and  upon,  and  about  the  premises  which  the  said  party  hefeto 
of  the  second  part,  its  representatives,  or  agents,  may  deem  needfhl  at  the  cost  and 
expense  uf  the  party  hereto  of  the  first  part;  and  the  right  to  demand  and  receive  tolls, 
rents  and  every  legal  proper  compensation  for  the  use  of  said  demised  premises  or  any 
part  thereof. 

To  have,  hold  and  enjoy  the  same  demised  and  granted  premises,  rights,  privilegeM, 
powers  and  authority,  to  the  said  Eastern  Railroad,  hi  New  Hampshire,  party  hereto  of 
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the  second  part,  its  saccessors  and  assigns,  firom  and  after  the  said  twelfth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, A.  D.  eighteen  hundred  and  seyenty,  for  and  during  the  fall  term  of  sixty-nine 
years  thence  ensuing,  yielding  and  paying  therefor,  as  the  rent  thereof  from  time  to 
time,  on  the  same  days  when  the  said  party  hereto  of  the  second  part  shall  pay  divi- 
dends to  its  own  stockholders,  a  sum  of  money  which  shall  bear  the  same  proportion  to 
the  whole  cost  and  expenses  incurred,  prior  to  the  time  of  paying  said  rent,  in  obtaining, 
making  and  constructing  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad,  and  its 
appurtenances,  which  the  amount  of  such  dividends  of  slid  party  hereto  of  the  second 
party  to  its  stockholders,  shall  bear  to  the  whole  cost  and  expenses  incurred  and  paid  by 
said  stockholders,  prior  to  the  same  time  in  obtaining,  making  and  constructing  its  rail- 
road in  said  Commonwealth  of  New  Hampshire,  and  the  appurtenances  thereof;  and  so 
tiie  said  party  hereto  of  the  first  part  shall  receive  the  same  percentage  on  the  whole 
amount  of  expenditures  in  obtaining  and  construction  of  its  said  railroad,  and  the  ap- 
purtenances thereof,  as  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  pay  in  such  dividends  on  the 
whole  amount  of  its  expenditures  paid  by  its  stockholders  in  obtaining  and  constructing 
its  own  railroad,  and  the  appurtenances  thereof;  and  the  amount  of  expenditures  and 
expenses  to  be  ascertained  fh>m  time  to  time,  as  aforesaid,  shall  include  the  whole 
expenditures  and  expenses  incurred  and  paid  by  said  stockholders  in  obtaining,  locat- 
ing, building  and  completing  each  of  said  railroads  and  its  branches,  depots  and  appur- 
tenances. 

Said  Eastern  Railroad,  in  New  Hampshire,  shall  prepare  from  time  to  time  a  dividend 
sheet,  containing  a  list  of>  stockholders  of  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway 
Ballroad,  from  a  list  to  be  fhmished  by  the  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Rail- 
road, and  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Portsmouth,  Gr^t  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad, 
for  the  use  of,  and  to  be  paid  by  him  over  to  each  and  every  bolder  of  stock  in  said  Ports- 
mouth, Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad,  the  same  dividend  per  share  that  it  pays  to 
the  holders  of  stock  in  the  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshhre,  and  at  the  same  time, 
80  that  the  stockholders  in  both  corporations  shall  always,  and  under  all  chrcumstances, 
fiue  alike  and  equally,  share  for  share ;  and  such  payments  shall  be  in  lieu  of  and  in  tall 
for  all  rent,  and  claim  for  rent,  which  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Rail- 
road, party  hereto  of  the  first  part,  can  have  upon  Eaid  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, by  virtue  of  this  contract,  as  well  when  it  does  not  as  when  it  does  make  a  divi- 
dend to  its  own  stockholders. 

Second,  The  said  party  hereto  of  the  first  part  hereby  covenants  with  said  party  hereto 
of  the  second  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  that  the  said  party  hereto  of  the  first  part 
will,  without  unnecessary  delay,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  a 
mi^ori^  of  the  dbrectors  of  said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  construct  and 
complete  a  railroad  the  entire  length  of  the  route  to  that  part  of  Conway  called  North 
Conway,  as  described  in  the  acts  incorporating  the  party  hereto  of  the  first  part,  or  as 
much  thereof  as  requested  by  said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshhre,  and  will  pur- 
chase, build,  construct  and  complete  all  such  lateral  tracks,  turn-outs,  switches,  turn- 
tables, depots,  buildings  and  fixtures,  as  the  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  or  a  miyorlty 
of  its  directors,  shall  require;  all  which  the  said  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  its  rep- 
resentatives and  assigns,  shall  have,  hold  and  eigoy,  as  part  of  the  demised  premises, 
daring  term  aforesaid. 

Third.  And  the  said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshhre,  party  hereto  of  the  second 
part,  for  itself  and  its  representatives,  doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  the  said 
party  hereto  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  that  the  said  party  hereto  of  the 
second  part  will,  during  the  term  aforesaid,  pay  unto  th*e  said  party  hereto  of  the  first 
pact,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the  said  rent,  herein  before  reserved,  at  the  times  and  In 
the  manner  aforesaid ;  and  at  the  end  of  said  term  shall  and  will  peacefully  yield  up  the 
said  demised  premises  unto  the  party  hereto  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
in  as  good  condition  as  the  same  are  now  in,  or  may  be  put  in  by  said  party  hereto  of 
the  first  part,  reasonable  use  and  wear  thereof,  and  damage  or  destruction  thereof  by  fire 
or  other  casualties,  excepted. 

Fourth.  From  and  out  of  the  gross  amount  of  the  tolls  and  income  of  the  railroads 
owned  by  the  said  parties  hereto,  respectively,  shall  be  deducted  and  paid,  from  time  to 
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time,  all  charges  and  expenses  that  may  be  incarred  by  said  party  hereto  of  the  second 
part,  in  rebnilding,  maintaining  and  keeping  in  good  condition  said  railroads,  and  the 
buildings,  bridges  and  other  stractores  and  property  that  may  be  held  or  used  in 
connection  therewith,  and  their  appurtenances.  Also,  all  taxes  which  shall  be  asas^flsed 
on  the  same,  or  on  any  part  thereof,  during  said  term.  Also,  the  rents  of  such  real  estate 
as  may  be  hired  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  conducting  the  business  of  said 
roads,  and  the  tolls,  charges  and  maintenance  of  any  ferry  or  ferries.  Also,  the  cost 
and  expense  of  renewing,  replacing  and  keeping  in  repair,  any  and  all  moring  power, 
engines  and  cars  that  may  be  used  on  the  said  railroads,  respcctiTcly.  Also,  the  cost 
and  expense  of  purchasing  and  procuring  fueU  Also,  the  salaries,  wages  and  compen- 
sation of  all  superintendents,  engineers,  agents,  clerks,  assistants  and  serranCs,  who  may 
be  employed  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  upon  said  railroads,  or  either  of  them,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  in  any  business  connected  therewith  or  relating  thereto ;  and  all  just 
claims  for  damages  that  may  be  sustained  by  any  person  or  persons  trayelling  in  the 
cars  on  either  of  said  railroads,  and  for  the  loss,  destruction  or  damage  of  any  piopeity 
that  may  bo  carried  in  said  cars,  and  all  and  singular  costs,  expenses  [and]  daoiaget 
which  said  party  hereto  of  the  second  part,  may  be  liable  for  as  common  carriers ;  and 
generally  all  charges  that  may  be  incurred  in  the  management  of  the  business  or  con- 
cerns of  the  said  railroads,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  all  incidental  charges  and  expenscSv 
and  the  interest  that  may  accrue  on  any  past  or  future  loans. 

Fifth,  The  said  party  hereto  of  the  second  part  shall  have  and  exercise  the  wbde 
and  exclusive  possession,  control,  management  and  direction  of  the  railroad  and  prem- 
ises hereby  demised ;  and  the  irrevocable  right  and  authority  to  use  the  name  of  the 
party  hereto  of  the  first  part  \jy  all  suits  and  proceedings  in  law,  and  in  equity ;  and  in 
all  cases  in  which  it  may  be  needfal  for  the  purpose  of  recovering  rents,  tolls  or  Income, 
or  compensation  for  any  damage  that  may  be  done  to  any  of  the  said  demised  premises ; 
or  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining,  holding  or  quietly  eojoying  the  property  and  rights 
hereby  granted  and  demised ;  or  for  any  purpose  consistent  with  the  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  this  instrument.

tificates of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire, 
equal  in  number  and  amount,  share  for  share,  to  the  shares  so  held  by  the  stockholders 
in  said  Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad ;  all  the  said  railroad  propeity 
and  franchise  shall  thereupon  and  thereby  vest  in  and  become  the  absolute  property  and 
franchise  of  said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire,  and  the  said  Portsmouth,  Great 
Falls  &  Conway  Railroad  hereby  covenants  and  agrees  to  give  such  further  assnianceB 
and  conveyances  as  may  be  necessary,  if  any,  to  perfect  and  complete  said  transfer  of 
title  and  ownership.  Provided,  however,  that  in  case  any  stockholder  of  said  Ports- 
mouth, Great  Falls  9c  Conway  Railroad  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  treasnitr 
thereof,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  six  months,  of  his,  or 
thehr  preference  to  take  pay  in  cash,  at  par,  for  his  or  their  shares,  instead  of  stock  in 
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said  Eastern  Railroad  in  New  Hampshire  as  aforesaid :  then  said  Eastern  Railroad  in 
New  Hampshire  shall,  as  to  such  shares  and  shareholders,  pay  to  said  treasurer  of  the 
Portsmouth,  Great  Falls  &  Conway  Railroad,  for  the  use,  and  to  be  paid  ov^r  to  such 
stockholders,  the  said  par  value  of  their  said  shares  of  stock  in  cash.

LEASE. 

This  Indenture,  made  this  twelfth  day  of  January,  1872,  by  and  between  the  Fra- 
mingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Boston, 
Clinton  &  Fitehbnrg  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  doth  hereby  lease,  demise  and  let  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  the  railroad  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  extending  from  Lowell,  in 
the  oonnty  of  Middlesex,  to  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitehbnrg  Railroad  hi  Framingham, 
in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  with  all  the  lands  contained  within  the  location  of  said 
railitad,  and  the  depots  and  other  buildings  thereto  belonging,  and  all  the  lands  appur- 
tenant thereto  or  needAil  for  the  convenient  use  thereof,  together  with  all  the  rights, 
privileges,  easements,  appurtenances  and  flranchise  thereto  belonging,  or  which  may, 
during  the  term  hereof,  be  acquired  by  said  party  of  the  first  part. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  with  the  sole  and  ex* ,

whenever,  for  the  space  of  any  one  term  of  six  months,  thirty  per  cent,  of  the  gross 
earnings  shall  fall  below  said  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  ($17,'300)  dollars 
after  making  the  deductions  fur  permanent  improvements  as  below  set  forth,  the  deficiency 
shall  be  made  up  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  reserve 
out  of  the  surplus  earnings  of  any  subsequent  six  months,  a  sufficient  sum  to  re-imbone 
them  for  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  so  made  up  with  interest  thereon  at  seventeen 
per  cent,  per  annum. 

And  in  estimating  the  gross  earnings  of  said  railroad  under  this  agreement,  it  is  agreed 
that  all  joint  business  of  the  two  railroads  of  the  parties  hereto,  shall  be  divided  pro 
rata  according  to  the  number  of  miles  for  which  the  passengers  or  freight  shall  be  car^ 
ried  in  such  joint  business. 

But  on  all  joint  passengers  where  transit  commences  or  terminates  at  Framingham  or 
Sonth  Framingham,  there  shall  be  paid  and  allowed  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg 
Railroad,  as  their  proportion  of  the  income  from  said  passengers,  for  services  performed 
by  them  on  their  own  roads,  the  sum  of  ten  cents  for  each  of  said  passengers,  and  on  all 
joint  freight  originating  or  terminating  at  said  stations,  there  shall  be  a  terminal  charge 
of  twenty  cents  per  ton  deducted  at  each  end  of  the  route,  before  the  pro  rata  divi^tion  is 
made,  the  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company  to  have  thirty  per  centnm  as 
their  proportion  of  the  terminal  charge  on  their  end  of  the  route  on  all  such  joint  frei^t, 
but  on  all  other  joint  freight  no  terminal  charges  to  be  estimated. 

And  it  is  further  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  the  right  to  make 
any  needfUl  additions  and  permanent  improvements  to  said  railroad,  its  construction, 
superstructure,  depots  and  appurtenances  during  said  term,  and  to  deduct  the  amounts 
which  shall  be  expended  thereon  out  of  the  rent  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  provided  the 
same  shall  not  thereby  be  reduced  below  the  sum  of  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred 
(|^17t500)  dollars  semi-annually. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the  entire  rolling-stock  and  equipment  ftar- 
nished  by  said  party  of  the  second  part  are,  and  shall  remain,  at  all  times,  the  pn^rty 
of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  may  be  removed  by  them  at  the  termination  of  this 
lease. 

Any  and  all  payments  of  coupons  or  interest  on  the  mortgage  bonds  of  the  party  of 
the  first  part  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  as  pay- 
ments under  this  lease,  and  shall  bo  deducted  from  the  rent  due  from  time  to  time. 

In  estimating  the  joint  earnings  of  the  roads  of  the  parties  hereto,  for  the  purpose  of 
the^roro/a  division  as  aforesaid,  the  Mansfield  &  Framingham  Railroad  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  road  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  so  long  as  it  shall  be  oper- 
ated by  them. 

In  case  any  difference  shall  arise  as  to  the  construction  or  affect  of  any  stipulation 
herein  contained,  or  as  to  any  obligation  or  liability  of  either  party  to  the  other  under 
this  indenture,  or  any  claim  arising  under  the  same,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
arbitration  of  three  persons,  who  shall  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  each  of  the  parties 
hereto,  and  their  reward  shall  be  final  in  the  premises. 

In  testimony  whereof,  the  said  Framingham  &  Lowell  Railroad,  by  Erastns  P.  Car- 
penter, President,  and  George  £.  Towne,  Treasurer,  and  the  said  Boston,  Clinton  & 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  by  Lyman  Nichols,  President,  and  Sullivan  W. 
Huntley,  Treasurer,  have  hereto  set  their  respective  seals,  and  said  Carpenter, 
Towne,  Nichols,  Huntley,  have  signed  their  names  the  day  and  year  first  above 
written.

LEASE. 

This  Indenture,  made  this  first  day  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-three,  between  the  Hopkinton  Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  duly 
established  by  law,  having  its  place  of  business  in  Hopkinton,  county  of  Middlesex, 
State  of  Massachusetts,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Rail- 
road Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  law,  having  its  place  of  business 
in  Providence,  State  of  Rhode  Island,  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  doth  hereby  demise  and  lease  unto  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  the  whole  lino  of  the  Hopkinton  Railroad,  from  its  terminus  in  Mil- 
ford,  through  Hopkinton,  to  its  terminus  in  Ashland,  at  its  junction  with  the  Boston  & 
Albany  Railroad,  including  all  the  land  embraced  in  their  location,  or  taken  or  pur- 
chased for  railroad  purposes ;  also,  all  turn-outs  and  side-tracks,  and  all  buildings  and 
stnictures  erected  or  to  be  erected  for  railroad  purposes,  and  all  rights  of  way  however 
acquired.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  beginning  with  the 
day  of  the  date  hereof. 

Yielding  and  paying  therefor,  rent  at  the  rate  of  seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($7,500)  per  annum,  to  be  paid  in  equal  semi-annual  payments,  the  first  of  such  pay- 
ments to  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  November  next,  and  a  like  proportion  for  any  firac- 
tion  of  a  half-year  unexpired  at  the  legal  termination  of  this  lease.  Also,  the  further 
sum  of  one-half  of  the  net  profits  accruing  from  the  operation  of  said  road  on  all 
through  and  local  business,  the  same  to  be  equitably  divided  between  said  companies, 
and  payable  annually  from  the  day  of  the  date  hereof,  on  the  first  day  of  May  in  each 
year,  and  in  like  proportion  for  any  fraction  of  a  year  unexpired  at  the  legal  termina- 
tion of  this  lease. 

In  estimating  said  net  profits,  there  shall  be  deducted  from  the  gross  receipts  accruing 
firom  the  operation  of  said  road,  said  semi-annual  rent,  the  legitimate  and  proper  expen- 
ses of  the  operation  of  said  road  between  its  termini,  all  sums  paid  for  damages  to  per- 
son or  property  done  in  the  operation  of  said  road,  the  expenses  actually  incurred  in 
the  repairs  of  buildings  and  all  other  structures  aforesaid,  and  the  maintenance  of  way, 
and  in  such  repairs  of  rolling-stock  and  equipment  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by 
the  use  of  the  same  in  operatin:^  said  road;  also  nine  per  cent,  per  annum  for  interest 
and  depreciation  on  the  fair  cash  value  of  said  rolling-stock  and  equipment ;  provided, 
that  if  the  said  road  shall  be  operated  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  in  connection 
with  the  Milford-  &  Woonsocket  Railroad,  the  expenses  of  operating  the  two  roads, 
the  sums  expended  for  the  repairs  of  the  rolling-stock,  and  accruing  for  the  interest  on 
the  value  of  said  rolling-stock,  and  equipment  used  in  common  on  both  roads,  shall  be 
equitably  apportioned  between  the  two  leased  roads  pursuant  to'the  terms  of  the  several 
leases. 

And  the  lessors  hereby  covenant  with  the  lessees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  that 
they  shall  peaceably  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  premises  as  aforesaid.  And  the  said  lessees, 
for  themselves,  their  successors  and  assigns,  hereby  covenant  with  the  lessors,  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  that  they  and  their  successors  and  assigns  will  pay  the  said  rent,  in- 
cluding said  one-half  of  the  net  profits  aforesaid,  estimated  as  aforesaid  in  the  manner 
aforesaid;  that  they  will  furnish  sufiScientand  suitable  rolling-stock,  equipment  and  other 
material  rcquirod  for  the  proper  use  and  operation  of  the  said  railroad  throughout  the 
whole  term  of  this  lease ;  that  they  will  run  over  said  leased  road  such  railway  trains  as 
may  be  required  for  the  proper  accommodation  of  trade  and  trafllc  thereon ;  that  they 
will,  at  all  times  during  said  term,  keep  and  maintain  said  leased  property  in  suitable 
and  proper  repau*  for  the  safe  and  successful  operntion  of  said  road,  and  the  prevention 
of  any  unnecessary  waste  of  said  road  and  property,  and  substantially  in  as  good  repair 
as  the  main  line  of  the  Providence  &  Worcester  Railroad  shall  be  kept  during  said 
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term ;  that  they  will  not,  withont  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  lessors,  their  sacoessore  and 
assigns,  assign  this  lease,  nor  underlet  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  premises,  laar  make 
nor  Buifcr  any  alterations  or  additions  in  or  to  the  same,  and  that,  at  the  eod  of  said 
term,  they  will  peaceably  dcliyer  up  said  premises  to  the  lessors,  their  snooessora  and 
assigns,  in  such  repair  as  aforesaid,  together  with  all  future  erections  and  additioina  vpoa 
or  to  the  same ;  provided^  always,  and  these  presents  are  upon  this  condition,  that  in 
case  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  covenants  to  be  observed  on  the  part  of  the  lessees,  or  in 
case  the  estate  hereby  created  shall  be  taken  flrom  the  lessees  or  their  representatiTea,  by 
process  of  law,  by  proceedings  in  bankruptcy,  or  insolvency  or  otherwise,  the  lesson  or 
their  successors  or  assigns  may,  while  the  de£anlt  or  neglect  continaes,  or  at  any  time 
after  such  taking  by  process  of  law,  withont  any  notice  or  demand,  enter  upon  the  prem> 
ises,  and  thereby  determine  the  estate  hereby  created,  and  may  thereupon  expel  and 
remove,  forcibly  if  necessary,  the  lessees  and  those  claiming  under  them,  and  their 
effects. 

But  it  is  agreed,  that  in  case  the  bridges  or  buildings  on  the  said  premises,  or  any  part 
thereof,  shall  be  destroyed  or  damaged  by  flood  or  fire,  or  other  unavoidable  casualty,  so 
that  the  same  shall  be  thereby  rendered  unfit  for  use  and  occupation,  then,  and  in  sach 
case,  the  rent  herein  before  reserved,  or  a  just  and  proportionate  part  thereof,  according 
to  the  nature  and  ex.tent  of  the  iivjury  sustained,  shall  be  abated,  until  the  said  premises 
shall  have  been  repaired  and  duly  restored  by  the  lessors  and  their  successors  and 
assigns. 

In  case  any  controversy  shall  arise  between  the  parties  to  this  lease,  touching  the  trae 
construction  of  its  terms,  or  the  compliance  of  either  party  therewith,  or  in  relatioa  to 
the  expenses  properly  chargeable  to  the  Hopkinton  Railroad,  or  the  equitable  division  of 
the  net  profits  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  determination  of  three  dis- 
interested men,  to  be  chosen,  one  by  each  of  said  parties,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so 
chosen,  the  award  of  whom  or  the  nuOor  part  of  whom  shall  be  final. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  hereunto,  and  to  another  instrument  of  like  tenor, 
have  caused  their  corporate  names  to  be  subscribed,  and  their  corporate  seals  to  be 
affixed  by  the  respective  presidents  of  said  companies,  duly  authorized  for  that 
purpose,  on  the  day  and  year  first  above  written.

This  Indentubb,  made  this  seventh  day  of  December,  a.  d.  one  thonsand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one,  by  and  between  the  Lancaster  Railroad  Company,  of  the  first 
part,  the  Fitcbborg  Railroad  Company,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  Worcester  & 
Nashua  Raihtmd  Company,  of  the  third  part,  all  of  .them  corporations  established 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 

WITNESSETH: 

Whereas,  the  party  of  the  first  part  has  organized  and  obtained  subscriptions  to  its 
capital  stock,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thonsand  dollars,  and  collected 
twenty  per  cent,  upon  such  subscriptions,  and  has  located,  and  is  about  to  build,  a 
raibroad,  which  connects  the  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  second  part  in  Hudson,  with  the 
railroad  of  the  party  of  the  third  part  in  Lancaster,  in  said  State;  and,  wkereaa,  the 
stock  thus  subscribed  reaches  the  amount  requked  by  the  statutes  of  this  Common- 
wealth ;  and,  tehereaSf  the  said  parties  of  the  second  and  tbii'd  parts,  for  their  mutual 
advantage,  propose  to  contract  with  said  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the  transportation  of 
passengers  and  freight  upon  its  railroad,  and  to  take  a  lease  of  the  same ; 

NotD,  know  aU  men  by  these  presents : 

First.  That  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  and  of 
the  covenants  and  agreements  by  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  hereto  to  be 
kept  and  performed  as  hereinafter  agreed,  and  of  one  dollar  received  itom  them  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  has,  in  pursuance  of  the  acts  of  the  legislature  in  such  case  made 
and  provided,  and  of  every  other  power  it  in  that  respect  enabling,  granted,  leased  and 
demised,  and  by  these  presents  docs  grant,  lease  and  demise,  unto  said  parties  of  the 
second  and  third  parts,  their  successors  and  assigns,  the  whole  of  the  railroad  of  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  constructed,  or  to  be  constructed,  on  the  most  approved  line,  for 
the  public  accommodation,  and  in  no  case  to  be  diverted  to  satisfy  local  or  private  inter- 
ests ;  extending  trom  the  point  in  said  Lancaster  where  it  enters  upon  the  location  and 
tracks  of  the  party  of  the  third  part,  to  the  point  in  said  Hudson  where  it  enters  upon  the 
location  and  tracks  of  the  Lancaster  &  Sterling  Branch  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  together  with  all  the  land,  franchises,  railroad,  rails,  bridges,  switches,  fences, 
rights  of  way,  depots,  stations,  improvements,  buildings,  turn-tables,  tenements  and  here- 
ditaments of  every  nature  whatsoever,  now  belonging,  or  which  may  at  any  time  here- 
after belong,  to  the  party  of  the  first  part,  as  appurtenant  to  the  said  demised  raibx)ad, 
or  for  use  in  connection  therewith. 

To  have  and  to  hold  the  demised  premises,  with  their  appnrten^ces,  to  the  said  par- 
ties of  the  second  and  third  parts,  and  each  of  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  for 
and  during  the  term  of  fifty  years  firom  the  date  hereof,  and  do  authorize  them  and  each 
of  them,  to  transport  freight  and  passengers  over  the  same,  and  to  take  toll  therefor,  it 
being  understood  that  a  mortage  of  the  demised  premises,  subject  to  this  lease  and 
agreement,  is  to  be  hereafter  made  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  three  trustees,  to  se- 
cure the  payment  of  the  bonds  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  the  amount  of  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

Second.  The  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  hereby  severally,  for  them- 
selves and  their  successors,  each  corporation  for  and  by  itself,  and  not  one  for  the  other, 
agree  with  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns,  that  they  will,  semi- 
annually, and  until  the  completion  of  said  railroad,  and  at  least  ten  days  before  the  first 
days  of  July  and  January  in  each  year,  and  in  tali  for  rent  to  said  first  days  of  July  and 
January,  pay  each  one-half  of  a  semi-annual  rent  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  of  a  sum  which  shall  be  equal  to  six  per  cent,  on  all  the  bonds  and 
stock  which  shall  have  been  issued  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  in  accordance  with 
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tlic  tenns  of  this  agreement,  at  the  date  of  such  payments ;  and  after  the  oompletSoo  of 
said  railroad,  and  during  the  residae  of  said  term,  the  said  parties  of  the  second  and 
third  parts  hereby  promise  severally  to  pay  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  saccesc^>K 
and  assigns,  each  one-half  of  a  semi-annnal  rent,  at  the  time  aforesaid,  to  wit :  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  first  day  of  July  and  January  in  each  year,  of  a  sum  which  shall  be 
equal  to  six  per  cent,  upon  all  bonds  and  stock  which  shall  have  been  issued  by  said 
party  of  the  first  part  for  the  completion  of  said  railroad,  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  this  agreement,  the  bonds  and  stock  so  issued  not  to  exceed  in  any  event,  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  of  stock,  and  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
of  bonds,  together  with  such  a  sum,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  semi- 
annually, as  shall  be  determined  by  the  presidents  of  the  corporations  of  the  »econd 
and  third  parts,  to  keep  up  the  organization  of  said  lessors,  and  vnll  duly  pay,  each  one^ 
half,  of  all  United  States,  state,  county  or  municipal  taxes  and  assessments  reserved  or 
levied  in  Massachusetts,  on  the  property  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  which  said 
lessors  shall  have  been  required,  during  such  half-year,  to  reserve  or  pay,  under  any 
existing  or  future  law. 

Third.  It  is  further  agreed  between  said  parties,  that  during  said  term,  said  parties  of 
the  second  and  third  parts  shall  each  have,  eiyoy  and  exercise  over  the  demised  raflioad 
and  other  premises  and  appurtenances,  the  sole  management  and  control  of  the  same,  for 
the  purposes  of  transportation  and  use,  and  all  other  lawful  purposes ;  and  all  other  rights, 
powers  and  privileges  over  the  same  for  the  above  purposes,  which  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  could  have  had,  exercised  and  enjoyed  if  this  indenture  had  not  been  made,  as 
exclusively,  amply  and  entirely  as  the  party  of  the  first  part  may  grant  the  same;  and  in 
the  management  and  operation  of  the  demised  railroad,  every  reasonable  facility  shall 
be  afforded  for  the  prompt  interchange  of  traffic  between  the  railroads  of  the  parties  of 
the  second  and  third  parts  over  the  demised  railroad,  and  for  the  prompt  delireiy  of 
traffic  going  beyond  either  of  the  same. 

Fourth.  It  is  further  agreed  between  the  parties  hereto,  that  the  parties  of  the  second 
and  third  parts,  their  successors  and  assigns,  shall,  and  will,  during  said  term,  ke«p  the 
demised  premises  and  their  appurtenances  in  good  repair,  and  at  the  termination  of  this 
lease,  will  surrender  the  same  in  good  order  and  condition  for  running  (reasonable  wear 
and  tear  excepted),  to  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  assigns.  If,  bow- 
ever,  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts  shall,  during  this  lease,  make  additions 
and  improvements  to  the  tracks,  stations  and  depots,  and  other  structures,  over  and 
above  keeping  the  same  in  i)roper  repair,  an  estimation  shall  be  made  at  the  termination 
of  said  lease,  of  the  Increase  in  value  of  the  aforesaid  property  on  account  of  such  addi* 
tions  and  improvements,  and  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  pay  such  amount  to 
the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts ;  and  if  the  parties  cannot  agree  in  such  estima- 
tion, the  question  shall  be  referred  to  referees,  under  the  eleventh  clause  of  this  agree- 
ment. 

Fifth.  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  further -agrees  with  said  parties  of  the  second 
and  third  parts,  their  successors  and  assigns,  that  it  will  keep  up  the  organization  of  the 
Lancaster  Railroad  Company,  and  elect  officers  and  provide  office  room,  and  make  all 
such  returns  as  arc  or  may  be  required ;  that  it  will  duly  and  punctually  pay  the  intci^ 
est  on  said  mortgage  bonds  as  it  accrues,  at  the  office  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Fitch- 
burg  Railroad  Company,  and  dividends  upon  the  stock,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  that  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts  mar, 
at  their  option,  appropriate  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds  and  stock  as, 
from  time  to  time,  it  shall  become  due,  so  much  of  the  rent  reserved  as  shall  suffice  there- 
for. The  party  of  the  first  part  also  covenants  and  agrees  to  provide  for  and  place  at  the 
disposal  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  said  bonds 
and  stock,  the  interest  upon  such  bonds  and  stock  as  shall  accrue  during  the  building  o^ 
said  railroad,  as  well  as  all  taxes  (if  any)  which  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third 
parts  shall  be  required'  to  pay,  under  this  agreement,  dnring  such  construction,  and  also 
to  provide  and  place  at  the  disposal  of  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  on  or 
before  the  completion  of.  said  raiU'oad,  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  repairs  of 
said  railroad  for  one  year  succeeding  its  completion. 
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Sixth,  And|  whereas,  the  demised  railroad  is  still  incomplete,  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby,  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  covenants  and  agrees  with  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  and  each  of  them,  respectively,  and  their  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  that  it  will,  with  promptitude,  energy  and  economy,  proceed  and 
complete  said  demised  railroad,  ready  for  use  and  occupancy,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  this  indenture,  on  or  before  January  Ist,  a.  d.  1873J  with  gradients  not  exceed- 
ing sixty  feet  to  the  mile,  with  good  and  appropriate  depots,  turn-tables  and  other  struct- 
ures, and  with  first-class  iron  rails,  weighing  at  least  fifty-six  pounds  to  the  yard,  and  in 
conformity  to  the  specification  hereto  annexed,  and  marked  **  L.  R.,"  which  shall  not  be 
varied  from  in  any  material  particular  without  the  approval  of  said  lessees ;  and  in  case 
the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  claim  that  such  approval  is  Avithheld  unreasonably,  the 
matter  shall  be  determined  by  referees,  chosen  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  reference 
clause  of  this  agreement,  whose  decision  or  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  final. 

Seventh.  The  said  party  of  the  first  part  also  hereby  covenants,  that  the  whole  cost 
of  said  demised  railroad  and  its  appurtenances,  for  the  completion  of  the  same,  including 
all  expenses  to  the  date  of  this  instrument,  for  surveys  and  other  outlays  aud  necessary 
expenses,  with  interest,  including  an  amount  sufilcient  to  cover  repairs  for  one  year, 
shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  and  forty  thousand  dollars,  and  that  said  party  of  the  first 
part  will  proceed  to  call  in  its  subscriptions  upon  its  stock,  and  to  dispose  of  said  bonds 
as  the  same  shall  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad,  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts  shall  approve,  and  faithfhlly  appropriate  and 
apply  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  the  construction  and  completion  of  said  railroad ;  and 
the  sums  so  realized  from  said  bonds  and  stock  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasurers  of 
the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  in  equal  shares  (or  to  one  of  them,  or  some 
other  agent  appointed  by  them  if  they  shall  so  agree)  to  be  applied  to  the  completion  of 
said  railroad,  and  to  be  paid  out  as  the  work  progresses,  upon  the  engineer's  requisition, 
approved  by  the  presidents  of  the  three  parties  hereto ;  all  commissions  and  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  negotiating  said  bonds,  and  realizing  said  subscriptions  upon 
said  stock,  and  approved  by  the  presidents  of  the  three  parties  hereto,  shall  be  included 
as  a  part  of  the  capital  of  said  railroad  upon  which  interest  is  to  be  paid. 

Eighth.  It  is  further  agreed  that  said  party  of  the  first  part,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  and  will,  at  any  time  hereafter,  when  requested,  make,  execute  and  deliver 
to  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  such  fhrther  assurances,  returns  and  other 
instruments,  as  may  reasonably  be  required  for  fully  accomplishing  the  objects,  interests 
and  purposes  of  this  agreement,  and  for  the  more  fully  securing  unto  the  other  parties 
hereto,  all  the  rights  and  privileges  herein  before  set  foith,  and  granted  or  intended  so  to 
be,  and  that  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall,  and  will,  during  said  term,  at  any  time 
when  requested  by  either  of  the  other  parties  hereto,  exercise  every  corporate  power, 
and  do  every  corporate  act,  which  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  now,  or  at  any  time 
hereafter,  lawfully  exercise  or  do  to  secure  to  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts 
the  ftill  enjoyment  of  the  premises  hereby  demised,  and  of  every  fhinchise,  right  and 
privilege  connected  with  or  appertaining  to  the  same,  now  possessed  or  which  may  here 
after  be  possessed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part. 

Ninth.  It  is  further  agreed  between  said  parties,  that  in  case  at  any  time  within  said 
term,  the  business  of  the  demised  railroad  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  lessees,  thehr  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  require  additional  land,  track,  stations,  depots  or  other  structures, 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  and  its  successors  and  assigns  shall,  at  the  written 
request  of  said  parties  of  the  second  part  and  third  part,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
provide  the  same,  and  if  its  existing  power  to  issue  stock  or  bonds  does  not  suffice 
therefor,  shall  ask  from  the  legislature,  and  obtain,  if  possible,  such  additional  power  as 
shall  be  requisite  and  necessary ;  and  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts  shall, 
during  the  residue  of  said  term,  pay  a  clear  six  per  cent  interest  thereon,  together  with 
all  such  taxes  enumerated,  as  shall  bo  levied  on  such  additional  capital,  or  be  required 
by  law  to  be  reserved  thereon,  and  the  cost  of  procuring  such  additional  power. 

Tenth.  In  case  said  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts  shall,  at  any  time  during 
said  term,  desure  to  purchase  said  demised  railroad  or  its  appurtenances,  subject  to  said 
mortgage,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  agrees,  for  itself,  its  successors  and  assigns,  to 
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apply  to  the  legislature  for  power  to  sell  the  same  to  them,  and  to  procure  snch  power  if 
possible,  and  if  snccessftil,  to  conTCj  the  same  to  them,  their  saocessors  and  assigns,  or 
to  one  of  them,  if  they  shall  so  agree,  subject  to  said  mortgage,  upon  being  paid  the  par 
value  of  the  stock  issued  for  the  construction  of  said  railroad  under  this  agFeoDeat, 
together  with  the  cost  of  such  application  to  the  legislature,  and  any  amount  of  unpaid 
dividends  that  may  have  accrued  on  said  stock.  If  such  application  to  the  legislature 
for  right  to  sell  said  railroad  should  be  unsuccessfiil,  it  is  fhrther  agreed  that  this  lease 
shall  be  extended  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  parties 
of  the  second  and  third  part  shall  desire,  until  such  right  is  obtained  firom  the  legisla- 
ture. Contracts  for  the  construction  of  the  railroad  of  the  party  of  the  first  part,  and 
for  the  iron  and  joint  fiutenings,  etc.,  shall  be  approved  by  the  presidents  of  the  railroads 
of  the  second  and  third  parts.  The  plan  and  profile  of  said  railroad,  as  now  established 
and  contemplated  in  this  agreement,  signed  by  the  presidents  of  the  three  parties  hereto, 
bears  even  date  with  these  presents. 

Eleventh.  It  is  further  agreed,  that,  in  case  of  any  difflsrence  between  the  parties,  ans- 
ing  under  this  contract,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  three  referees ;  one  to  be  chosen  by 
the  party  of  the  first  part,  one  by  the  parties  of  the  second  and  third  parts,  and  a  third 
by  the  two  so  chosen,  whose  decision,  or  a  mc^ority  of  whom,  shall  be  final  upon  mat> 
ters  submitted. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  all  the  certificates  and  bonds  issued  by  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  under  this  agreement,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  treasurer,  or  some  other  proper 
officer,  of  the  second  and  third  parts. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  said  parties  have  caused  their  corporate  seals  to  be  hereto 
affixed,  and  these  presents  to  be  signed  by  their  presidents,  duly  authorised  1^  the 
votes  of  their  respective  durectors  and  companies.

ARTICLES   OF  AGREEMENT. 

This  Indenture,  made  the  fonrtli  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-twoi  between  the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation,  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  the  Massachoflettfi  Central  Railroad  Company,  party  of  the  second  part, 

WITNESSETH: 

That,  toherecUf  the  said  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Corporation  is  the  owner  of  exten- 
sive properties  in  Boston,  Cambridge,  SoraerviUe  and  Charlestown,  now  in  part  prepared, 
and  to  be  farther  Improved,  for  public  accommodation  and  nse  as  depots,  terminal 
grounds  and  tracks  for  the  said  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  and  its  connections ;  and, 
whereas,  it  is  the  desire  and  Intention  of  the  Massachusetts  Central  Railroad  Corpora- 
tion to  connect  its  road  now  being  constructed,  either  directly  or  by  means  of  the  tracks 
of  another  railroad  corporation  to  be  constructed  and  leased  to  said  Massachusetts  Cen- 
tral Railroad  Company,  with  the  said  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad,  and  to  hire  and  avail 
itself  of  a  portion  of  said  railroad,  terminal  grounds,  tracks  and  fiftcilitics  for  the  accom- 
modation and  freight  business  of  its  road ; 

XoWf  (here/ore,  the  said  parties,  respectively,  hereby  agree  as  follows  :— 

Article  1.  The  said  Boston  &  Lowell  Corporation,  party  of  the  first  part,  for  the 
considerations  hereinafter  named,  covenants  and  agrees  to  construct  and  complete  in  a 
thorough  aad  substantial  manner,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-three,  or  at  such  other  time  as  is  hereinafter  provided,  an  additional 
track  on  the  south-westerly  side  of  its  present  tracks,  firom  Miller's  River,  in  Somerville, 
to  the  junction  of  the  Lexington  Branch  with  the  Lowell  Railroad,  near  Somerville  Cen- 
tre station  *,  or  to  such  other  point  on  the  southerly  side  of  said  branch,  and  within 
the  location  thereof  between  Somerville  Centre  and  Spy  Pond,  as  the  second  party  may 
require  (due  notice  being  given  in  writing  of  such  additional  requirement),  and  to  de- 
liver up  said  additional  track  to  the  second  party  for  its  sole  nse  and  occupancy  during 
the  continuance  of  this  agreement,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  hereinafter 
named. 

And  the  said  first  party  further  agrees  to  maintain  and  keep  the  said  additional  track 
in  good  order  and  repair,  and  in  suitable  condition  for  use  by  the  trains  of  the  second 
party,  and  to  make  and  maintain  suitable  connections  between  such  additional  track  and 
the  terminal  facilities  aforesaid.  Also,  to  keep  and  maintain  its  other  tracks  and  facili- 
ties herein  named,  to  be  used  by  the  second  party,  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  to 
fhmish  switchmen  and  gatcmen  and  repair-hands  thereon. 

Article  2.  The  said  first  party  also  covenants  and  agrees  to  furnish  for  the  trains  of 
the  second  party,  and  for  their  freight  and  passenger  accommodations,  room  and  power 
and  labor  and  facilities  at  Boston,  Cambridge  and  Charlestown,  to  the  extent  and  in  the 
manner  following,  viz. : 

For  the  passenger  business  of  the  second  party  to  and  fh)m  Boston,  such  room  in 
common  in  their  new  passenger  station  on  Causeway  and  Nashua  Streets,  in  Boston,  as 
may  be  reasonably  required  to  accommodate  said  business ;  to  sell  tickets  fhmif^hed  by 
the  second  party,  and  to  handle  baggage  and  perform  all  labor  appertaining  to  the  proper 
reception  and  transit  of  passengers  in  said  station. 

For  the  fhsight  bnsiness  of  the  second  party,  to  furnish  suitable  house  and  yard  room 
for  the  reception  and  delivery  of  their  flrelght,  and  to  load  and  unload  the  same  to  and 
fh)m  the  cars  of  the  second  party ;  to  bill  outw:ard  freight  and  collect  on  inward  flight, 
and  account  for  the  same  to  the  second  party ;  to  receive  the  cars  in  whole  trains  and 
distribute  the  same  to  the  respective  places  of  unloading,  and  to  make  np  the  outward 
trains  in  readiness  for  the  movement  of  the  same  by  the  engines  of  the  second  party. 

It  heing  understood  that  bulk  freight  and  cargo  flight  is  to  be  billed  to  and  ttom  Cam- 
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bridge  or  Charlestown  on  Union  Freight  Railroad,  and  that  the  freighting  fodlitjes  of  the 
flrst  party,  in  Boston,  are  not  to  be  used  for  any  bosiness  of  the  second  party,  except 
merchandise  or  cnstomary  hoase  freight.  It  being  ftirther  understood  that  sach  acoom- 
modations  are  to  be  famished  by  the  flrst  party  for  the  express  business  of  the  second 
party  in  the  yards  or  depots  of  the  first  party,  as  the  said  express  business  of  the  second 
party  may  reasonably  require. 

For  the  shelter  of  engines  and  passenger  and  baggage  cars,  and  fbel  of  the  seoond 
party — to  Aimlsh  suitable  room  and  conveniences  in  buildings  now  in  use  or  to  be  con- 
structed by  the  first  party  at  Cambridge  or  Boston. 

For  the  general  office  accommodations  of  the  president  and  other  officers  of  the  second 
party,— 4o  assign  suitable  rooms  In  the  third  story  of  the  Boston  passenger  station,  wbea 
completed. 

To  make  such  repairs  upon  the  cars  and  engines  of  the  second  party,  at  their  expense, 
as  they  may  request,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon. 

Abticlb  3.  It  is  mutually  agreed  that  the  party  of  the  second  part  Is  to  sofflciently 
equip  and  man  all  of  its  trains,  and  to  deliver  and  reodve  its  passenger  trains  in  the 
.  Boston  passenger  station  aforesaid,  and  its  freight  trains  to  and  from  Boston  and  Cam- 
bridge, in  such  places  in  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  yards,  respectively,  as  the  iSrstpttrty 
may  direct;  and  its  freight  trains  to  and  from  Charlestown,  in  such  place  on  the  Mrssic 
wharf  of  the  first  party  as  said  first  party  may  prescribe.  Except  that  the  second  party 
may  have  the  option  of  receiving  and  depositing  its  Mystic-wharf  frei^t  at  Cambridge, 
or  other  agreed  place,  and  paying  to  the  flrst  party  for  haulage  to  and  fix>m  the  Mystic 
wharf,  the  price  hereinafter  named. 

The  shifting  of  the  passenger  trains  of  the  second  party  about  the  station,  and  to  and 
from  the  car-houses,  shall  be  done  by  the  engines  and  men  of  the  second  party,  as  far  as 
the  same  is  reasonably  practicable,  without  involving  the  expense  to  tlie  second  party  of 
maintaining  a  shifting  or  special  engine  for  the  purpose.  And  all  such  shifting  as  cannot 
be  done  by  the  second  party  without  the  exployment  of  an  extra  engine,  shall  be  done 
by  the  flrst  party. 

'  Abticlb  4.  The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  ftimish  its  own  fbel  and  water, 
and  labor  for  handling  the  same,  and  labor  and  materials  for  cleaning  its  en^ee  and 
cars,  and  in  case  buildings  or  rooms  therein  are  specially  assigUMi  to  its  equipment,  to 
ftimish  gas-light  and  gas-fixtures  and  water-fixtures  therefor.  Also  to  pay  for  its  own 
office  heat  and  light  and  attendance. 

Abticlb  5.  The  trains  and  the  servants  of  the  second  party  are  to  be  entirely  snl^lect 
to  the  regulations  of  the  flrst  party  while  they  are  upon  the  tracks  of  the  first  party 
(other  than  the  additional  track  herein  before  agreed  to  be  constrocted  for  their  espedal 
use),  and  with  regard  to  entering  and  leaving  the  same,  and  shall  also  be  sul^ject  on  the 
additional  track  aforesaid,  to  the  rules  of  the  flrst  party,  in  all  matters  f^ipectaining  to 
the  safety  of  passengers  taking  or  leaving  the  cars  of  either  party. 

Abticlb  6.  The  second  party  shall  not  transport  passengers  or  fineight  between  sta- 
tions on  the  line  of  the  Boston  and  Lowell  or  Lexington  roads,  nor  in  any  other  m*i»n»r 
interfere  with  the  business  of  the  fiirst  party. 

Abticlb  7.  The  second  party  shall  assume  and  save  the  first  party  harmless  fttm 
all  risks  to  the  property  and  passengers  and  employ^  of  the  second  party  in  the  depots 
or  grounds  or  on  the  tracks  of  the  first  party,  and  also  indemnify  and  sare  harmleas  the 
flrst  party  against  all  claims  for  injuries  or  damages  done  to  persons  or  proper^  by  the 
engines  or  cars  of  the  second  party,  and  fh>m  all  risks  to  freight  after  the  same  is  loaded 
in  cars  of  the  second  party  for  outward  transit,  and  on  inward  flight  until  the  same  has 
been  delivered  to  the  flrst  party  for  unloading;— it  being  understood  and  agreed  that  tiie 
risks  herein  named,  to  be  assumed  by  the  second  party,  shall  be  absolute,  and  to  die 
same  extent  as  if  the  tracks  and  premises  used,  and  servants  employed  thereon,  wen 
the  tracks  and  premises  and  servants  of  the  second  party. 

Abticlb  8.  And  in  consideration  of  the  covenants  aforesaid,  on  the  part  of  the  Ant 
party,  to  be  kept  and  performed,  the  second  party  does  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to 
pay  to  said  flrst  par^,  monthly,  in  cash,  as  fhll  compensation  and  rental  for  the  labor 
done  and  fiu^ties  famished,  at  the  rates  following,  vii. : 
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For  the  rental  of  the  said  additional  traclL  between  Miller's  River  and  Somerviile  Junc- 
tion, and  the  nse  of  other  terminal  tracks  and  shelter  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
two  thousand  and  live  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

For  the  repairs  and  maintenance  of  such  tracks,  an  additional  sum  of  eight  thousand 
dollars  per  annum. 

For  rent  and  service  at  the  passenger  station  in  Boston,  an  additional  sum  of  fifteen 
thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

For  the  terminal  charges  on  freight  at  Boston,  Cambridge  or  Charlestown,  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  thirty  cents  per  ton  on  all  freight  loaded  or  discharged  at  those  places. 

For  freight  in  cars  delivered  to,  or  received  from,  the  Union  Freight  Bailroad,  fifteen 
cents  per  ton. 

For  all  freight  required  to  be  hauled  by  the  first  party  in  cars  of  the  second  party  to  or 
from  the  Mystic  wharf,  thirty  cents  per  ton  besides  the  terminal  charge. 

In  case  the  first  party  should  be  required  to  construct  a  track  for  the  use  of  the  second 
party  from  Somerville  junction  up  the  Lexington  Branch  towards  Spy  Pond  as  afore- 
said, then  the  second  party  shall  pay  to  the  first  party,  in  addition  to  the  before  named 
payments  for  rent  and  maintenance  and  repairs  of  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  six  thousand 
dollars  per  mile  per  annum. 

Article  9.  The  annual  rent  and  service  at  the  Boston  passenger  station  before 
named,  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  shall  continue  during  the  first  five  years 
of  this  agreement. 

The  amount  chargeable  to  repairs  of  tracks  aforesaid,  shall  be  considered  as  rated  at 
three  thousand  dollars  per  mile  per  annum. 

At  the  end  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  this  agreement,  the  first  party  may  claim  of 
the  second  party,  such  inoreased  friture  compensation  for  the  aforesaid  passenger  rent 
and  service  and  track  repairs  as  they  deem  to  be  justified  by  the  then  increased  business 
transacted  over  and  in  and  upon  the  same  by  the  second  party ;  and  if  the  parties  are 
unable  to  agree  upon  such  increased  compensation,  the  claim  shall  be  settled  by  three 
arbitrators,  one  to  bo  chosen  by  each  party,  and  the  two  so  selected  to  chose  the  third. 
And  the  decision  of  such  arbitrators,  as  to  such  claim  for  increase  of  compensation, 
shall  be  binding  upon  the  parties  for  five  years. 

And  the  first  party  may  make,  and  in  like  manner  enforce  or  determine,  a  like  daim 
for  increased  compensation  as  aforesaid,  every  five  years  during  the  continuance  of  this 
agreement. 

Articlb  10.  The  second  party  agree  to  connect  their  railroad  with  the  Boston  & 
Lowell  Railroad  as  aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-three,  and  to  commence  doing  business  with  the  first  party  under 
the  terms  of  this  agreement,  on  or  before  the  said  time,  and  to  conunence  payments  fiK>m 
the  date  of  such  connection  and  commencement  of  business ;  provided,  however,  that,  as 
exigencies  now  unforeseen  may  delay  the  second  party  in  the  building  of  the  said  con- 
nection, it  is  understood  that  no  work  Is  to  be  commenced  by  the  first  party  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  additional  track  or  other  structures  for  the  use  of  the  second  party, 
until  notice  in  writing  has  been  given  by  the  second  party  to  the  first  party  for  such 
commencement.  And  the  first  party  shall  have  nine  months  after  such  notice  within 
which  to  complete  the  said  work,  five  at  least  of  said  months  to  be  in  the  seasons 
w^en  work  can  be  done  free  from  frost.  And  if  such  notice  shall  not  be  given  within 
two  years  frt>m  the  date  hereof,  then  this  whole  indenture  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Article  11.  The  party  of  the  second  part  frirther  agrees,  that  the  party  of  the  first 
part  shall  sell  all  tickets  to  passengers  of  the  second  party  at  Boston,  and  collect  and 
hold  the  money  for  the  same,  and  shall  collect  all  moneys  due  on  freight  of  the  second 
party  arriving  at  Boston  or  Cambridge  or  Mystic,  and  on  all  freight  of  the  second  party 
from  Boston  or  Cambridge  or  Mystic,  and  made  there  payable,  and  shall  apply  said  col- 
lections to  the  monthly  rents  and  payments  herein  before  provided  to  be  made  from  the 
second  party  to  the  first  party ;  and  if  such  collections  are  in  excess  of  the  said  monthly 
rents  and  payments,  the  balance  shall  be  paid  over  each  month  to  the  second  party.  And 
if  there  is  any  deficiency,  the  second  party  shall  each  month  pay  the  amount  of  said 
deficiency  to  the  first  party. 
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And  it  is  mntually  agreed  that  in  case  of  failare  of  the  second  party  to  niAke  good  its 
monthly  payments,  or  other  payments  or  claims  due  and  payable  to  tiie  first  party,  die 
first  party  may  give  written  notice  to  the  second  party  to  terminate  this  contract;  and  If, 
after  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  flrom  the  giving  of  sach  notice,  such  payment  shall 
not  liave  been  made',  then  the  first  party  shall  have  the  right,  at  any  time  theresller,  and 
while  such  payment  remains  unadjusted,  to  terminate  this  contract  and  take  posseesioa, 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  second  party,  of  the  tracks  and  property  herein  prorided  to  be 
used  by  the  second  party. 

Article  12.  If,  fhim  any  cause,  the  first  iKirty  should  hereafter  change  the  locatkm 
of  any  of  its  tracks,  premises  or  depots  or  other  terminal  fiicilities  herein  refbrred  to, 
such  change  shall  not  in  any  way  invalidate  this  contract.  But  the  first  party  shall,  in 
such  event,  be  held  to  give  reasonable  accommodation  to  the  business  of  the  secood 
party,  not  less  as  compared  with  its  accommodations  for  its  own  business  than  is  herein 
before  provided. 

Article  13.  In  case  the  second  party  shall  transport  ice  to  the  Mystic  River  teimhias 
of  the  first  party,  In  train  loads  of  one  hundred  (100)  tons  or  more,  to  the  amount  often 
thousand  (10,000)  tons  in  any  one  year,  the  terminal  charge  to  be  made  by  die  first 
party  to  the  second  party  on  such  ice  fireight,  for  such  year,  shall  be  twenty  cents  per 
ton  of  two  thousand  pounds,  instead  of  thirty  cents  per  ton,  as  herein  before  provided. 

Article  14.  This  contract  shall  be  in  force  fh}m  its  date,  and  continae  twenty  yean 
thereflnom.

LEASE. 

WhereaSf  for  the  common  benefit  and  interest,  and  for  the  conyenience  and  benefit  of 
the  public,  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  and  the  New  Bedford 
Railroad  Coraiwiny,  corporations  existing  by  authority  of  the  statntes  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachosetts,  have  entered  into  covenants  and  agreements  with  reference  to 
the  management  of  the  property  of  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company,  and  the  earn- 
ings and  income  of  said  company.  Now  it  is  agreed  by  said  railroad  companies,  so  far 
as  the  same  may  be  legally  done,  the  said  agreements  to  be  hereafter  fhlly  confirmed 
and  made  enthrely  legal  and  binding  npon  the  contracting  parties,  in  consideration  of 
mutual  promises,  as  follows  ;^ 

First,  The  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  agree  to  lease,  for  the 
term  of  fifty  years  fh>m  January  Ist,  a.  d.  1873,  the  entire  property  of  the  New  Bedford 
Railroad  Company,  of  which  they  are  now  or  before  the  execution  of  said  lease  may 
become  possessed. 

Second,  The  contracting  parties  shall  agree  npon  a  board  of  appraisers,  who  shall 
make  an  inventory  of  the  personal  property  of  the  corporation,  and  a  record  of  the  same 
with  its  valuation.  At  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg 
Railroad  Company  shall  pay  to  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company  the  amount  thereof 
in  cash. 

Third,  The  buildings,  track  and  road-bed  shall  be  kept  by  the  Boston,  Clinton  & 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  at  all  times  during  said  lease,  in  as  good  order  as  at  pres- 
ent, reasonable  wear  and  tear  of  the  buildings  alone  excepted.  The  perishable  property 
to  be  kept  insured  at  the  expense  of  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad,  and  in 
case  t>f  loss  the  money  received  shall  be  applied  to  the  restoration  of  the  property 
destroyed. 

Fottrth,  All  contracts  and  agreements  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  road  shall  be 
assumed  by  the  Boston,  Clinton  &. Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  and  become  binding 
upon  them.  The  Bostpn,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  assume  all  risks  of 
accidents  from  the  running  of  the  trains,  and  shall  pay  all  damages  resulting  therefrom, 
and  the  accommodations  to  the  patrons  of  the  road  shall  not  be  less  than  they  have  hith- 
erto been. 

Fifth,  The  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company  shall  make  such  expenditures  for  addi- 
tions, improvements  and  extensions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  accommodations 
of  the  line,  and  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall  pay,  in  addition 
to  the  annual  rental  hereinafter  specified,  such  additional  sum  as  shall  re-imburse  to  the 
New  Bedford,  all  interest  or  annual  charges  thereby  incurred  in  consequence  of  all  such 
expenditures.  If  stock  is  issued  to  procure  means  for  the  payment  of  such  additions, 
improvements  and  extensions,  such  additional  stock  shall  receive  the  same  dividends  as 
the  original  stock,  and  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall  pay 
such  additional  rent  as  will  produce  the  required  dividends  npon  such  new  stock  as  upon 
the  stock  now  existing. 

It  being  understood,  however,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  sums 
expended  at  the  request  of  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  and 
to  expenditures  made  necessary  by  order  of  the  railroad  commissioners,  or  by  ftir- 
ther  legislation,  and,  also,  to  improvements  and  extensions  made  by  the  New  Bedford 
Bailroad  Company ;  but  in  all  cases,  expenditures  for  improvements,  additions  or  exten- 
sions, whether  requested  by  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company,  or 
desired  by  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company,  such  expenditure  shall  not  be  made 
unless  concurred  in  by  both  propositions,  and  in  the  event  of  a  disagreement  between 
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said  corporations  or  tbeir  respective  boards  of  directors  npontlie  necessity,  advantage  or 
wisdom  of  any  proposed  expenditure,  the  question  shall  be  submitted  to  the  decision  of 
a  reference,  as  provided  in  the  tenth  section  of  this  agreement.  And  it  is  understood  to 
be  the  true  intent  and  meanhig  of  the  parties  to  this  agreement,  that  the  expenditures 
for  improvements  provided  for  in  this  seetion,  shall  be  on  the  one  hand  sufficient  fbr  the 
proper  accommodation  of  the  business  of  the  line  and  the  satisfaction  of  all  reasonable 
requirements  of  public  demand,  and  on  the  other  hand  not  so  great  as  in  anj  event  to 
impose  a  grievous  burden  upon  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fltchbuig  Railroad  Companv, 
not  justified  or  warranted  by  the  earnings  or  profits  of  the  road. 

Sixth.  Any  property  not  needed,  or  likely  to  be  needed,  for  the  uses  of  the  line  in  its 
ordinary  and  legitimate  business,  shall  be  sold  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds applied  to  the  purchase  of  needed  property,  or  to  the  reduction  of  the  debt,  if  any, 
or  invested,  and  the  interest  paid  to  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchbnrg  Railroad  Company. 

Seventh.  The  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company  shall  pay,  as  rent,  a 
sum  equal  to  four  per  cent,  semi-annually,  free  fh>m  all  corporation  taxes,  upon  the  cap- 
ital stock  of  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company,  and  the  increase  of  the  same  as  before 
provided,  the  said  rent  to  commence  with  the  first  day  of  April,  a.  d.  1873,  and  to  be 
paid  within  one  month  after  the  first  day  of  October,  a.  d.  1873,  and  in  each  year  there- 
after, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May  and  November,  and  shall  also  pay  all  fntercst 
growing  out  of  expenditures  mode  as  provided  in  the  fifth  section  of  this  agreement, 
together  with  interest  due  on  the  bonded  Indebtedness  made  or  assumed  by  the  New 
Bedford  Raiktmd  Company,  together  with  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  reasonably  for 
keeping  up  the  organization  of  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company. 

The  understanding  and  intention  of  the  parties  to  this  agreement  being  that  the  stock- 
holders of  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company  shall  receive  a  semi-annual  dividend  of 
four  per  cent,  upon  their  stock,  and  all  interest  charges  and  necessary  expenses  of  Ofpui- 
ization  shall  be  borne  by  the  Boston,  Clinton  &  Fitchburg  Railroad  Company. 

Eighth.  In  case  of  default  in  payment  of  rent  or  interest  as  aforesaid,  for  a  period 
of  six  months,  the  New  Bedford  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the  right  to  cancel  said 
lease,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  assume  the  control  and  management  of  all  said 
property. 

Ninth.  Each  of  said  parties  shall  take  such  action  as  shall  secure  the  complete  and 
absolute  ratification  and  enforcement  of  this  agreement 

Tenth.  In  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the  contracting  parties  as  to  ttte  proper 
meaning  and  intent  of  this  agreement,  or  any  portion  of  it,  as  to  what  is  right,  fiUr  and 
equitable  in  the  execution  of  its  provisions,  all  questions  thereby  arising  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  reference  of  three  disinterested  persons,  of  railroad  skill  and  experience,  one 
to  be  chosen  by  each  party,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen,  and  the  determinadon 
of  the  miOoi^^y  of  said  referees  shall  be  binding  and  conclusive,  and  shall  be  adopted  as 
the  concurrent  judgment  of  both  corporations  in  settlement  of  the  matter  in  dispute.

WITNESSBTH: 

That  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  covenants,  agreements  and  promises  of  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  by  him,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  to  be 
done  and  performed,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  doth  hereby  grant,  demise  and  lease 
unto  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  and  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
the  street  railway  and  tracks  thereof  of  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  all  the  appur- 
tenances to  the  same  belonging ;  which  railway  extends  from  Marlborough  Street,  in 
Newburyport,  to  the  I^arket  Square,  so  called,  in  Salisbury,  together  with  the  fhmchlse 
and  all  the  rights  and  powers  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  use,  maintain  and 
operate  the  same.  To  have  and  to  hold  the  same,  all  and  singular,  subject  to  all  the 
special  and  general  laws  of  said  Commonwealth  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
and  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  the  term  of  five  years  fh)m  the  said 
twelfth  day  of  July.  The  said  party  of  the  second  part,  his  executors,  administrators 
and  assigns  yielding  and  paying  therefor  the  rent,  or  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars

forming all  the  covenants,  agreements  and  promises  hereinafter  set  forth  by  him,  his 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns  to  be  done  and  performed ;  and  that  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  for  himself,  his  executors  and  administrators  and  assigns,  in  considera- 
tion of  the  letting  of  the  premises  as  aforesaid,  doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree  to  and 
with  and  promise  the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  pay  the  said  rent  in  the  manner, 
quantities  and  at  the  times  aforesaid,  during  said  term,  to  the  said  party  of  the  first 
part,  and  to  keep  said  railway  and  the  tracks  thereof  and  their  appurtenances,  and  all 
planking  done  and  required  to  be  done  by  said  city  or  town  authorities,  or  either  of 
them,  in  good  order,  condition  and  repair,  for  their  proper  use,  and  such  portions  of  the 
streets,  roads  and  bridges  which  are  and  may  be  occupied  in  said  town  by  the  tracks  of 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  and  their  appurtenances,  and  eighteen  inches  each  side 
thereof,  in  good  order,  condition  and  repahr,  ft«e  ftom  all  defects  and  want  of  repair  dur- 
ing said  term ;  to  operate  and  use  the  leased  premises  during  said  term,  agreeably  to 
said  fhinchise,  and  all  special  and  general  laws  in  any  way  relating  to  the  same ;  to  ob- 
serve and  comply  with  all  and  singular  the  rules  and  regulations  established,  and  which 
may  be  established,  agreeably  to  the  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth,  respectively,  by  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Newburyport,  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Salisbuiy, 
and  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Amesbury,  respecting  the  operation  and  management 
of  the  leased  premises  during  said  term ;  to  continue  the  use  and  operation  of  the  leased 
premises  during  all  and  eveiy  part  of  said  term,  when  not  required  by  said  hdaid  and 
selectmen,  or  either  of  them,  to  discontinue  them ;  to  save  the  party  of  the  first  part 
harmless  fh)m  all  loss  by  reason  of  any  non-compliance  with  and  non-performance 
of  any  of  the  stipulations,  covenants,  agreements  and  promises  of  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part,  herehi  contained,  by  him,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
and  flrom  all  liabilities  to  said  dty  and  towns,  and  either  of  them,  on  account  of  any 
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defect  or  want  of  repair  which  may,  during  said  term  or  ao7  put  thereof,  exist  in 
the  said  portions  of  said  streets,  roads  and  bridges ;  and  do  and  perform  any  and  all 
acts  daring  said  term  which,  by  the  special  and  general  laws  of  said  Commcnwealth, 
are  and  may  be  required  of  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  to  be  done,  and  saye  said 
party  of  the  first  part  harmless  from  all  loss  happening  and  to  happen  by  reaacm  of  any 
non-performance  thereof  by  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  his  exeontora,  administim- 
tors  or  assigns ;  excepting  that,  if  anything  is  required  by  the  said  board  of  aldennea 
and  selectmed  of  the  said  city  and  towns,  respectiTely,  or  by  subsequent  acts  of  the  leg- 
islature of  the  Commonwealth,  to  be  done  upon  the  road  or  any  part  thereof,  to  pat  it 
in  a  different  or  better  condition  than  it  now  is  in  or  may  be  put  into  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  under  his  agreement  to  keep  the 
same  in  good  order  and  condition,  and  free  from  all  defects,  and  to  keep  such  portions 
of  the  roads,  streets  and  bridges  which  are  or  may  be  occupied  during  said  term  by  the 
tracks  of  the  party  of  the  first  part  and  their  appurtenances,  and, eighteen  inches  each 
side  thereof,  in  good  condition  and  repair,  and  tree  from  all  defects  and  want  of  rqpair 
during  said  term  (but  this  shall  not  apply  to  any  change  of  the  kind  of  rails  now  pat 
down),  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  borne  by  the  party  of  the  first  part;  and  prmid^ 
aiso,  that  tf,  without  any  fault  on  the  part  of  the  party  of  the  second  part,  he  shall,  at 
any  time  or  times,  be  legally  required  to  discontinue  the  running  of  cars  upon  the  said 
raUroad  or  any  part  thereof,  he  shall  be  exempted  proportionally  from  the  payment  of 
rent  for  that  portion  so  discontinued  during  the  time  of  said  discontinuance,  and  if,  at 
any  time  the  running  of  said  road  shall  be  discontinued  for  the  term  of  two  mootlis,  tilie 
party  of  the  second  part  may,  if  he  shall  so  elect,  terminate  this  lease,  and  be  released 
from  all  obligations  thereunder  relating  to  the  then  ftitnre;  and  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part  ftirther  agrees  to  save  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  harmless  from  aU  loss, 
and  from  the  payment  of  all  damages  which  may  be  recoverable  of  the  company  albre- 
said  by  reason  of  any  acts  of  the  said  company  of  the  seeond  part,  his  execntora,  ad- 
ministrators and  assigns,  his  agents  or  employes,  and  by  reason  of  all  acts  of  negligence 
of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  his  agents 
or  employes  during  said  term. 

And  it  is  fturther  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties,  that  the  said  leasee,  his  ex- 
ecutors, administrators  or  assigns,  may  hold  the  leased  premises  for  the  ftirther  tenn  of 
five  years,  to  commence  at  the  termination  of  the  term  aforesaid,  on  the  payment  of  thir- 
teen hundred  and  fifty  dollars  at  the  end  of  each  and  eveiy  half-year  thereof  doitog 
such  fhrtber  term ;  and  on  performance  of  all  other  acts  and  things  herein  covenanted 
and  agreed  to  be  done,  for  and  during  such  farther  term,  and  that  his  election  shall  be 
made  and  notice  thereof  in  writing  given  to  said  company  thirty  days  before  the  termi- 
nation of  said  term  first  mentioned,  and  if  he  or  they  shall  elect  to  hold  over  for  soch 
fhrther  term,  a  new  lease  and  a  new  bond  shall  at  once  be  executed. 

And  it  is  further  agreed,  that  in  case  of  any  disputes  between  the  respective  parties  to 
this  indenture  as  to  the  construction  of  this  contract,  or  as  to  the  right  or  obligations  of 
said  parties  under  the  same,  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  arbitrators,  to  be  mntnaUy 
chosen,  one  by  each  of  said  parties,  and  the  third  by  the  two  so  chosen,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive  between  said  parties.

ARTICLES  OF  AGREEMENT 

Made  and  concluded  this  t^venty-third  day  of  September,  1873,  by  and  between  Brad- 
shaw  S.  Tolman  (with  John  E.  Tolraan  as  secarity),  of  Waltham,  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex,  and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Waltham 
&  Newton  Street  Railway  Company,  a  corporation  duly  established  by  law  of  this 
Commonwealth,  of  the  second  part,  as  follows,  to  wit : 

In  consideration  of  the  agreements  of  said  corporation  hereinafter  contained,  the  said 
Biadshaw  S.  Tolman,  for  himself  and  his  legal  representatives,  agrees  with  said  corpora- 
tion, that  he  will,  under  its  direction,  superintend  and  operate  the  railway  of  said  com- 
pany, and  provide  everything  which  may  be  found  necessary  in  operating  the  road,  ex- 
cepting vehicles  owned  by  the  company,  consisting  of  two  cars,  one  open  sleigh,  one 
omnibus  and  one  snow-plough,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  September 
instant ;  that  he  will  run  a  car  over  the  road,  or  over  a  part  of  the  road,  at  such  times  as 
the  company  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct,  collecting  of  passengers  the  feres  now 
established  by  the  company,  or  such  other  as  may  hereafter  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  said  company  and  said  Tolman. 

And  said  Tolman  fiirther  agrees,  to  return  daily  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  a 
correct  report  of  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  and  daily  to  pay  over  to  him  the 
whole  amount  of  money  received  as  fares  therefor. 

And  he  further  agrees,  that  during  said  term  of  one  year,  he  will,  at  his  own  expense, 
keep  the  rolling-stock,  track,  ties  and  road-bed  hi  good  rcpahr,  supplying  whatever  iron, 
tics  and  other  material  may  be  needed  therefor ;  also,  to  keep  the  company's  stable  on 
Main  Street,  in  Waltham,  in  good  repair. 

All  changes  of  the  level  or  location  of  the  track  required  by  either  of  the  towns 
through  which  it  runs,  shall  be  made  at  the  expense  of  said  Tolman. 

In  case  of  any  failure  to  perform  any  of  the  stipulations  of  this  agreement  on  the  part 
of  said  Tolman,  the  said  company  may  assume  immediately  the  charge  of  all  its  afore- 
said property,  and  of  operating  said  road. 

That  he,  the  said  Tolman,  will,  at  his  own  cost,  defend  any  and  all  suits  brought  to 
recover  damages  caused  by  alleged  defects  in  the  road,  or  the  management  in  running 
cars  on  the  same,  and  pay  all  such  costs  and  damages  recovered.  If  more  than  the 
present  number  of  cars  owned  by  the  company  shall  be  needed  for  the  convenient  ac- 
commodation of  public  travel  on  the  road,  the  same  shall  be  supplied  by  said  Tolman, 
and  also  pay  all  taxes  which  may  be  assessed  upon  said  company  during  said  term. 

In  case  the  company  shall  extend  its  road  during  said  term,  then  and  thereafter  said 
Tolman  agrees  to  operate  the  same  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  company  as  to  fiires 
and  running  time. 

The  said  company,  in  consideration  of  the  agreements  of  said  Tolman  hereintofore  con- 
tained, promises  and  agrees  during  said  term  of  one  year,  to  pay  over  to  him  the  entire 
amount  it  shall  receive  for  fares,  as  is  heroin  be6>re  provided,  save  and  excepting  the  sum 
of  five  dollars  per  day  during  the  term,  and  it  also  agrees  that,  at  the  close  of  said  term, 
it  will  purchase  of  said  Tolman,  all  his  personal  property  then  used  by  him  on  and  in 
operating  its  railway,  as  herein  provided,  the  price  to  be  determined  by  disinterested 
appraisers.  In  case  said  Tolman  shall,  at  any  time  during  said  term,  neglect  to  keep 
said  railway  in  good  repair,  the  said  company  reserve  the  right  to  make  all  needful 
repairs  itself,  and  to  deduct  the  expense  ttierefor  for  its  own  benefit,  fh>m  the  gross 
receipts,  in  addition  to  the  other  deductions  herein  named.    It  is  fhrther  understood  and 
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agreed,  that  said  Tolman  has  no  power  to  make  any  contract,  or  incur  anj  Uabilttj,  in 
behalf  of  said  oompanj.
